THE Cbrjflian Experiences of the Faithful 
being ufeful to dired: fuch as are deiirous 
of following thcra in the Paths of true 
Religion and Virtue, and their good Examples 
ffainiog with the greateft Clearnefs, when they 
have, with the Ftelfa, put off all human Inii&* 
mities j JuAice to their Memory, and a Concern 
for the Benefit of their Survivors, dero d our 
grateful Rem«nbrance of them, and il". ontri- 
buting our Endeavours to render their X .hours 
ufeful to Poft«ity. 
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Thefe Confideratlons engage us to pre£ice t 
Writings of this our eileemed Friend and Elder 
in the Truth, with this Teftimony concerning 
him. . 

He was a Member of our Monthly-Meetmg 
above *Forty Years, {o that feme of us had Op- 
portunities of being intimately acquainted with 
him, and of knowing his Fidelity and Diligence in 
promoting the Caufe of Truth, and the Edifi- 
cation of the Church of Chri^ ; this having been 
the principal Engagement and Concern of his 
Mind, and which he preferred to any other Con- 
fideration; as will evidently appear to thofe, who. 
with an honeft and unprejudiced IntentioHj 
rafe his Journal of his Life and Travels. 
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By this it will appear, that he was, in the 
early Part of his Life, fenfibly affeifted with the 
Vifitation of divine Life and Grace, and, by ad- 
hering thereunto, was preferved from the Vani- 
ties and Follies, which often divert and alienate 
the Minds of Youth from the due Remembrance 
and awful Regard of their Creator ; fo that he 
was enabled to bear a Teftimony of Chriftian 
Patience and Self-denial in his youthful Days, 
and, by keeping under that Exercife, as he ad- 
vanced in Years, attained to. further Knowledge 
and Experience in the Work of Religioii, in 
which he had a Sight of the Neceflity of keeping 
in a State of Humility, and of bearing the CroU 
t)f Chrift, whicii mortified him to the World \ 
1(1 that the Lois many luftain by the anxious Put: 
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fiiit of the lawful Things thereof appearing to 
him, he was concerned to avoid it, and in Obe- 
dience to the Precept of Chrijl, 'To feek firfl the 
Kingdom of God, and his Righteou/nefs, having 
Faith in his Promife, 77jat all thefe "Things ('necet-, 
lary for him) (bould be added. 

. ' , Thus the Love of God influencing his Mind, 
and opening his UnderOanding, he Became con- 
cerned for the general Good of Mankind, and 
received a Gift of the Miniflry of the Gofpel of 
Cbrifit before he had attained the Age of Twen- 
ty-one Years ; in the publick Exercife of whicb^ 
he foon after travelled thro' many Parts of Eng- 
iand, and into Scotland^ and the next Year, be- 
ing 1697, he came to vifit Friends in this and 
the adjacent Provinces of America, where hig 
Miniiliry and Converfation were to the Comfort 
9Qd Edification of the Faithful (as fome of us can 
Wiih Satisfaction declare, from our Knowledge 
^d Remembrance of him at that Time) and 
the near Fellowihip and Union he then had with 
Friends here ('we believe) contributed to his more 
J^edy Determination of fettling among us, which 
lie afterwards thought it his Duty to do, tho' 
the leaving his Parents and Relations ('as he after- 
wards expreffed) was no fmall Crofs to him, bc- 
iDgof a dutiful and affedionatc Difpofition. 

After fixing his Refidence amongft us^-ilie per- 

fever'd in his Concern and Labour for the Edifi- 

carioa of the Churches, and gathering People to 

Ftiith and Depcndance on the inward Teachini^s

of Chrid, and for that Parpofe only he traveUo!' 
many long Journics and Voyages through the fo* 
veralJS;^/y2>Colonieson this Continent, and moj^ 
of the Wands in the Wed-Indies, and in Eurxpe^ 
through England, ff^aUi, Scotland, Ireland, HoU- 
land, Frszeland, and feveral Parts of Germanfl 
and the adjacent Northern Kingdoms; and la 
many of thefe Places his Miniftry and religioas 
Labours were blefled with the defined Succcfs, 
of which there are yet fome Witnefles living, and 
others who were convinced of the Principles of 
Truth by his Means, became ferviceable Mem^ 
bers of the Church, and continued therein totiic 
End of their Lives. 

Kut as the wife King Solomon formerly obfer^ 
♦ed, tha.t One Event Cometh to the Righteous, andt9 
the Wicked, fo it happened to this good Man, 
who met with various LoiTes and Difappoint> 
ments in his temporal Eftate ; after which, t^ 
Ciroumftances of his Affairs engaged him to mi- 
dertake fome BuHnefs, in the Management of 
which he was obliged to crofs the Seas frequently; 
Tbis> however, did not abate his Zeal and reli- 
gious Care to make ufe of all Opportunities of 
viliting-the Meetings of Friends when among 
them, and of calling, at other Times, to fiicl^ 
I who might be accounted as the Outcafl o/l&acl, 
\ffnd the Dijperfed c/" Jbdah, or as Sheep not yet of 
the i-'old e/ Chrift ; and his Services of that Kind 
are worthy to be commemorated, having been 
often produAive of good 'ESc&i. 
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His Pi^ence was remarkable in Diiappolnt- 
ments and Affliifbions, of which he had a lat^ 
ShoKi and his Meekoefs, Humility and Circuxn- 
fye&ion, in die general Courfe of his Life and 
Converfiitipn were confpicQous and exemplary} 
and as he frequently exhorted and admonilhed 
otiieis to the Obfervation and Pratftice of the 
muiy excellent Precepts and Rules of Cbrtfi, otic 
Lord and Law-giver, and more efpecially thofc 
cxprefled in his Sermon on the Mount (which 
cbntaui6<tlie Sum of our moral and religious Du- 
ties) ifoibe manifeftcd him&lf to be one of that 
Sdniiiber, whom CSsrifi compared to the wife 
SuUder, who laid a fure Foundation ; ib that his 
^uiidlng ftood unftiaken by the various Floods 
■and 'Winds of Tribulations and Temptations he 
4net wJlh, [both from wiihin and without. 

He was a X.oii^r of'Unity ampngd Brethren, 
«iidoarefvil to .promote and maintain it, {hewing' 
the Example of a meek, courteous, and loving 
Deportment, not only to Friends, but to aU 
0^itx&, with whom he bad Converfation or Deat- 
4ogS} io that it may be tmly faid, That ^ew 
itave.kvetijfl uniiarfaUy beloved and refpeSied among 
itts-: And it was manifeft this did not proce^ 
-^focn 41 Dcfire of being pc^ular, or to be feen of 
■Man: for his Love and Regard to Peace did 
-not divert him frcHn the Difchargc of his Duty 
.JDa&iithful T«ftimony to thofe that profelTed the 
tFrath, that they ought to be care&l to maintain 
-good Works; and be was often concern'd eeal- 
ouHy to incite and prefs Friends to the gi:er<;i(e 
A 4 of 
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^of the good Order and Difcipline eftabUflidd iai 
the Wifdom of Truth, by admonifliing, 
ing, and timely treating with fuch as fcU ihort 
of thdr Duty therein, -and iby tcftifying againft 
;thofe who, after loving and brotherly Care, and 
Endeavours, could not be brought \ to the Scnld 
and Pradtice of their Duty ; and thereby .he foiriwi 
times (har'd the Ill-will, and Refentnient of fuchj 
Perfons. 

The feveral Eflays he wrote on religioos Sul>- 
jcrts at Sea, are further' Proofs that his Mind- 
was principally engaged in the great Bulinefs and 
Concern of Religion ; and as he continued under 
the fame Engagement to the End, we are fulljr 
perfuaded the Words, with which he concW 
ded his laft publick, Teftimony on the IQand a£ 
'Tortohj may be truly and properly applied to him, 
^hat Af had fought a good Fight, and had kept the 
faith, andy we doubt not, he now enjoys a Cfffom 
cj Righteoujhefi. .> ' ^ : i

Much more might be truly faid of his Integri 
ty, Faithfulnefs and Worth, but we do not think 
itneceiTary; our chief Intention being to exprefit 
our refpcdful Remembrance of him, and out 
Unity with his Labours and Services, and in or* 
der to affure thofe, to whom he was not perfon- 
ally known, of the Truth of what he h3.s him- 
fclf wrote of his Life and Travels ; for we believe, 
, as he was a Man fignally influenced with the 
• Spirit of univerfal Love and Good-will to Man- 
, kind» 



kind, this was his chief Motive for writing ; and 
we are fincerely defirous tliat his good Defign 
may be anfwered, and that the Glory of every 
good and perfed: Work may be attributed to that 
divine Power alpne, which can qualify others to 
fapply the Places of thofe faithful Minifiers and 
Servants of Cbrijij who have been of late Years 
removed from among us^ and are of that Num- 
ixTy of whom it is written, Blejfed are the Deady 
nvbicb die in the L^rdy from benceforthy yea^ faith 
tbe^Spirit^ that they may reft from their Labour s^ 
and their Works do follow them.

HAVING great Caufe to acknowledge the Re- 
gard and Proteifion of Divine Pr&vidence in the 
fiveral Stages of my Life, I think it may he of 
Service to ethers, to leave behind ae the foUowitr^ At- 
■t«unl of my Life and Travels. 

J WAS bom on chc Third Diy of the Third Month 
1675, in Soulbwark^ and defcended of honeft 
and religious Parents, who were very carefal of 
me, and brought me up in the Fear of the, 
d J and dftcntimes counfclkd me to Sobriety, and 
Tejproved me for Wanlonnefs ; and that light Spirit, 
which is incident to Youth, they were carctu! ro nip 
in the Bud; So that I have Caufe to bieft God, 
(hfough Chrift, on the Behalf of my tender Parents. 

And I may not forget the Dealings of God with me 
in my very tender Years. Wlicn between eight and <

» ne JOVKNAh of 

1684: ten Years of Age, my Father and Mpiher fent ma 
near cwq Milesro School, to Richard Scoryer, in the 
Suburb? of London. I went moftly by myfelf to thq 
School ■, and many and various were the Exercifes I 
went through, by Beatings and Sronings along the 
Streets, being diftinguUhed to the People (by the 
Badge of Plainnefs which my Parents put upOn me) 
of what Profelfion I was ; divers telling me*' 'Twos 
no more Sin to hit me, than it was to kill a Dog, 
iterhits. About this Time the Lord began to work ftrongly 
|w(*w«r*. o" "ly Mind by his Grace, infomuch that I could not 
forbear reproving thofe Lads who would take the 
Name of the Lord God in thar Mouths in vain, re? 
minding them of the third Commandment, Thoujhalt. 
not take the Name of the Lord thy God in vain, for tbi 
Lord will not bold him guHtlefs that takstb bis Nami. 
in vain ; and ot Chrift's Saying, Every idle Word tbat 
Men Jball fpeaky they Jh all give an /Account thereof in tbi 
Day of Judgment ; for which i was mocked and de- 
rided by fome, and others would fometimes refrain 
from fuch bad Words when I reproved them. 

One Time I remember I was amongft fome Men: 
one ot whom I had reproved, and he told the reft of i^ 
and turned to me, and faid, That Iwas no Chrijiiam 
and alked me, when I faid tbe Lord's Prayer ? ^^ 
alked him, if he faid it ? He faid. Yes. I then afl«f 
him how he could call God Father, and be fo wickfl 
as to fwear and take God's Name in vain ? which- 
had lieard him often do ; and I told him what Chrtl 
1685. faid to the Jews^ Tqu\ areof ■jour Father : be DevH,. ' 
f-/*V~^-' eaufe bis Works ys do ; and that thofe that did 

Devil's Work could not truly call God Father, a2 
cording to Chrift's Doftrine. So being conviifted & 
their Confciences that what I faid was true, they wen 
all fitent, and wondered that I, being fo young 
ffaouldfpcak in fuch a Manner; in which I remembfl 
I had great Peace and good Satisfad:ion: And froi 
thenceforth tiiefe Men let me alone,

Notwithftanding I hated to hear wicked Words, I 1681 
loved Play exceedingly, being perfuaded that there s-*^ 
■was no Harm in that, if we ufed no bad Words. 
One Time I was at Play at a Neighbour's Houfc with 
the Children, and in the midft of my Sport I was 
reach*d to with ftroijg Conviftions, infomuch that I 
could not forbear Weeping. The Childrens Mother 
oWerving that I wept, laid. Why do you weep, 
Xommy ? I told her I could not tell, except it was 
bccaufe I was a naughty Boy. Ob ! faid (he, don't 
believe him, for ibal's the Devil tells you fo^ for you are 
the befi Boy in all our Street. But I knew I was told the 
Truth by Convidtion, and tha^&e was miftaken : 
For I plainly underflood by cl«Pqm^6tion, and by 
the holy Scriptures (which I had been train'd up in the 
Reading of) that I was too vain and wanton ; for I loved 
JHufick, Dancing, andplayingat Cards, and too much 
delighted therein betimes, and was followed with the 
Judgments of God therefore in the Secret of my Soul, 

What i did in thofe Spores and Games, I always took 
care to do out of the Sight, and without the Knowledge 
of my tender Parents 1 tor I was afraid of their Reproofs 
and Correftion, the which I was fure ro have, if they 
had any Intelligence of it. 

I remember that, unknown to my Parents, I had 
bought a Pack of Cards, with Intent to make ufe of 
ihem when I went to fee my Relations in the Country, 
where ihere was Liberty in the Family fo to do, at a 
Place called JVoadford, about feven Miles from Lon- w„*u 
idiM, where I got Leave fometimcs to go ; and at the Id iyj 
Time called Cbrijimas, I went to fee them, and five 
Miles on my Way went to a Meeting, at a Town 
CilM Wanjlead; at which Meeting, a Minifter of WikW 
Cbrift declared againft the Evil of Gaming, and par- 
ticularly of Cards 1 and that the Time which People 
Metend to keep Holy, for Chrift's Sake, many ofthem 
.^od moftlyin Wickcdnefs, Sports, and Games; even

^-O^"*^ (peaking, more Sill and Evil is committed in ihisTini 
than in the like fpace of Time in all the Year befidej 
fo that the Devil is ferved inftcad oi honouring Chril 
From this Meeting at Wanflead, 1 went to the Hog 
of my Relations, where the Parfoji of the next Parjl 
lodged that Night, who ufcd to play at Cards wi) 
them fomctiraes } and the Time drawing near ehi 
we were to go to our Games, ray Uncle called to tn 
Doftor, (as he called him) to me, and to my Coufii 
to come and take a Game at Cards ; at which Mi 
tion I had (trong Conviftions upon me not to do '% 
as being Evil ■, and I fecrctly cry'd to the Lord 1 
keep me talthful to him ; and lifting up my Eyes. I ^ 
a Bible lie in the Window, at the Sight of which I wi_ 
glad, I took it, and fat down, and read to mylelj 
greatly rejoicing that I waspreferved out of the Snan 
Then my Uncle called again, and faid, Ceme, Do< 
tor, you and J, and my IVtfe and Daugbigr, wUl i 
a Game at Cards, for I fee my Coufin is better difpofit 
Then he looked upon me, and faid. He leas bttW 
difpofed aljo. So their Sport for that Time was fpoilec 
ind mine in that PraAicc for ever ; for 1 never (as 
remember) play'd with them more, but as foon | 
I came Home, offer'd my new and untouch'd Pack ( 
Cards to the Fire. And of this 1 am certain, the Uii 
ot them is of evil Confequence, and draws away ihi 
Mind from Heaven and heavenly Things} for whicj 
Reafon all Chriftians ought to Jhun them as Engines q 
Satan: AndA/w/i:* and i)aac;8^, having generally th^ 
Cime Tendency, ought therefore to be refrain'd from. 
The Sentiments of the WaldtnfeSy-X^^o'pXt in gre<t| 
fcfteem among Protejiants, arc worthy tlie CotJi 
fideration of iU true Prstejtanls a.ad Cbrifiians ', wbic| 
■were *' That as many Paces, or Steps, as the Ma^ 
*' or Woman takes in the Dttnce, fo many Paces op 
* ' Step* they take towards Hell.**

1^ well remember the Work of God upon my 1685. 
when I was about ccn Years of Age ; and par- v.-'V"'^ 
auarly at a certain Time when I had been rebelling 
[linftGod and my Parents, in Vanity and Lightnefs: 
od as I had offended both. To I was corrected by 
th: For I had not only the Anger of my Parenis, 
It the Lord frown 'd upon me, infomuch that I trcm- 
ed exceedingly, and was as tho' 1 heard a vocal Voice 
f to me, ff'bat will become of thee ibis Night, if I 
mid take th-jLife from tbee ? At which I was amazed, 
id in great Fear. Then I covenanted with God, that 
lewould be pleated to fpare my Life ffor I thought 
kI would have taken my Life from me that very 
oment) 1 would be more fober, and mind his Fear 
ore than I had done before. 

Nevertbeleis I broke Covenant with God my Ma- 
r, my Adverfary tempting me fo to do, telling me 
ms but a Child, and tnat it was natural for Children 
be briik and to play, and that God would wink at 
y Childhood ancT Youth, and it was time enough for 
(when a Man, to become religious. But ftillGod 
Jowed me with his chaftifmg Rod, and often put 
tin Mind of mv Covenant that I made with him in 
1 Oiflrefs ; and that he had granted my Requeft 
tiich I then made to him j and unlefs I would take up 
Crob to my own corrupt Will and Inclinations, he 
' ' Uke me out of the World. Then, Oh then ( 
d, Lordbelpy or J die! Save sue, or I perijh 
tr! I cannot keep thy Covenant, nor do thy 
without thy Help and Afliftance! And indeed 
Lord had^ioc helped, I had been undone for 

[ continued bow'd down in my Mind, calling oo 
~-d; chinking and medicating on Heaven and 
J Thing?: But, as I am fenfible, I had an in- 
uemy that always foughc my Hurt and Over- 
;i have Caufe to blefs God, who by his Grace 
k ftyc wa» turned to it) helped me to do his 
' WiU, 
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1685. Will, as he was pleafed to manifeft it to me, fo' 
i^VXJ thereby fome Change was wrought on tne, boti 
wardly and outwardly. 

And I then began to delight m Reading and Sobr 
which before were irkfome to me: And when I 
the holy Scriptures, I defired that God would < 
them to my Underftanding, which he did to my 1 
ficaclon many Times. I alfo be^ed earneftJy o 
Lord, that he would be pteas'd to be with me, 
make me like to thofe his Children and Servant! 
whom I read in the holy Scriptures, who faith; 
ferved him all their Days. And when I read o 
Crucifixion of our blefied Lord and Saviour J 
Christ, it would break my Soul into Tcndemefl 
thought it was enough to awaken and humble 
Soul that Was well-meaning, and had any Senfe o 
Power, Love, and Grace of Chr^ft. Thus I 1 
on for feveral Years, feeling that Peace which pa 
natural Underftanding, which many Times accoe 
nied my poor and needy Soul : And being adva! 
1690. to about 14 or 15 Years of Age, I remember 
■ -'"WJ I ufed to fhun the Crofs of fpeaking in the plain ] 
mt*«, g"3gc Cwhich I always read in the holy ScHptl 
Sntbw^rk. to thofe whom I converfed with, except my Fa 
and Mother, who would not allow me to fpeak ol 
wife: Iwasconvifl-ed in my Confciencethat it was 
riglit to play the Hypocrite after that Manner j 
*- on a certain Time I had Occafion to fpeak with 

Officer, a great Man in our Neighbourhood, and 
Heart moved within me for fear I Ihould ihun 
Crofs of Chrift •, For it was Chrift's Language to 
as we may read in the New Teftament ; and the Sc 
lurcs, Uom Cenefn to t\\t Revelations, fpeak Thee 
Thou, ro a fingle Perfon in a general Way.: 

So 1 took up the Crofs, and faid Thee to h 
and he was much affronted, and faid, Thee t what 
thou Thee me for? I foberly aflced hira, if hC 
not fay Thee to hi* Maker in his Prayers?- 2nd >

ther he was too good, or too gfeat, to be fpoke to 1690^ 
in the (ame Language in which he addreft'd the Al- '^-''V 
mighty ? Unto which he made no Reply, but feem'd 
to fall from his Paflion into Admiration, asonerniit- 
len in himfelf. And he bore me Retpedl ever after 1 
and I greatly rejoiced that 1 was preferved faithful. 
The' it may look like a liitle Thing to fome, yet I 
ibund it good (as the Scripture faith) not to defpife the 
Day off-mail things. 

About the twentieth Year of my Age, I was pref- igg^ 
fed and carried aboard a Veflel belonging to a Man of ^./-v*- 
War. I was put down into the Hold in the Dark, 
tot having any Thing to lie upon but Calks ; and 
what made it worfe to me, 1 was among wicked, de- 
bauched Men ; and as wc were fliut up in Darknefs, 
fo was their Converfation dark and hellifh. In the 
Morning (for which I longed more than the Watch- 
men) the Lieutenant called us up on Deck, and exa- 
mined us whether we were willing to fcrve the King. 
He called me to him, and aiked me, /f I were 
willing to feme bis Mayjiy? I anfwer'd, that I was 
willing to ferve him in, my Bufinefs, and accord- 
ing to my Confcience; but as for War or Fighting, 
Christ had forbid ic, in his excellent Sermon on the 
Mount i and for that Reafon ! could not bear Arras, 
nor be infbumental 10 deftroy or kill Men. Then the 
Lieutenant looked on me, and on the People, and faic). 
Gentlemen, what fhall -use do with ibis Fellow? he 
hoean he will not Ftgbl. The Commander of the 
VeficI made Anfwer, No, no .' he will neither Swear 
Fight. Upon which they torn'd me on Shore. 
J was thankful that I was delivered oat of their 
Hiinds i and my tender Parents were glad to fee me 
igiin. 

Now as I grew in Years, the World begin to take 
loo much Root in me 1 and my unwearied Enemy 
Irould tell me that it was lawful enough ("and indeed 
[ifec-that he hurts many with lawful Thing?, witU 
B whom 
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1694. whom he knowcrii the unlawful Things will not take^ 
^.'V*^ and here I had been loft if God had not been gra- 
cious to me. But he, in whofe Prefence I delighted, 
withdrew, and deprived me of that Enjoyment which 
was graceful and comfortable above all Things to my 
Soul. Then did 1 pray, with Tears, O that it mjgJMr 
be with me as it was at other Times betore ! and I wjl 
willing to let the World go, rather than Grace an^ 
God's Glory. The Pfaimift faith, Ao lood lUfg 
will he wilb-bold from them that walk uprigbll-jy Ptal 
Ixxxiv, Verfe 11. 
1695- About this Time there was a great Concern on 
(-•^"N^ Mind, rightly to diiUnguilh between the Voice 
Chrift, and the Whifperings of Satan, and thus 
open'dtomc: That Chrift, the Truth, always fpeak- 
eth Good, and for a good End, and that there is divirie 
I Liteto the Soul in this Speaking-, buttheDevil never 

fpeaks Good, unlefs fometimes for a bad End, aiid 
[hen not Good in Reality, only coloured with 3 good 
or fair Shew. 

And keeping under this Exercife, the Lord appear**! 
to me again, and m.iny Times refrelh'd my Heatfi 
with his Goodnefs. And when I was in my Bufioeft 
amongft Men, I did witnefs the holy Ghoft, the 
Comforter, to be near me; which was more to me 
than all the World, or the Riches, Glory, and Beai 
ty of it J the Love of God being fo fweet to my Soul, 
and Spirit, my Breathings, Prayers, and Supplication^ 
were to the Lord, that my Neighbours, Acquaintance, 
and Relations, might alfo partake of the like precioiw 
Faith and Love which I enjoy'd ; and that the ChU- 
dreil'of Men might anfwer that great and good End 
for which the Lord did create them ; which is, thai 
Glory, Honour and Praife, might afcend and be 
to him. 

I had fuch a Senfe and Fear of Diftionouring Gi 
th«i I often, with Tears, cry'd. Never let me live 
ddhonour Tbee. Oh! it had been better lor me, cl 
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I had never been born, or my Mother's Womb hid 1695^ 
beeo my Grave, than that I fliouid live todilhonour ^^ 
Thee, or wilfully reproach the Name of Chrift, who, 
with the Father, is only worthy ot divine Honour, 

In this Concern I felt the Gofpel Power of our Lord 
Jefus Chriftto work upon my Soul, and the Word of 
God was as a Seed in my Heart, growing and opening 
in me, fpeaking to me, and making my Dnderftanding 
fruitful in the Things of his Kingdom -, and in that 
Ability which was given me of God, through his 
Grace and holy Spirit, I exhorted People to Rcpen- 
tuiceand Amendm.ent of Life ; and I always humbly 
idcfir*d the Help and divine Influence of God's eternal 
Word therein. Oh! I did fervently pray, that I 
might minifter the Gofpel in the Power of jefus 1 for 
I clearly difcern*d in the Light of the Son of God, that 
»\\ Miniftring out of Chrift's Power, was neither edify- 
ing nor efficacious unto Souls: Therefore I did earned I y 
befeech God for the Continuance of the Gift of his 
Spirit, that I might be enabled to preach the Gofpel 
in rhe Power ofChrift Jefus, The Concern that was 
iqwn me on this Account at that Time, is hard to be 
cxprcfa'd in Words. 

The latter End of the Year 1695, my Father fent 
tne into Effix, on fome Bufinefs, wliich, when I had 
accomplilh^d, I vifited fome Meetings of Friends there, 
and my Mind being much affeifted with the Apprchcn- 
fion ot an impending Scorm, (the Nation being about 
this Time threatened with an Invafion from France, in 
favour of the late King James, io that there was Ex- 
pectation of much Bloodfhed and Confufion in the 
Land) I wrote a Letter to my Parents, and another 
XQ Friends of the Evening-meeting (kept Weekly at 
rny father's Houfe) exprelfing my great Thankfulnefs 
10 the Almighty, in Remembrance of the many pre- 
cious Vifications of divine Love and Favour we had 
been made Partakers of, to the uniting our Hearts to 
"him, and to one another ; and my earneft Prayers 
■' B 2 and 
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169s. andSupplicalionJ, that we might be preferved in true 
V^V^ Love, and the Unity of the Spirit, which is the Bond 
of everlafting Peace, and that the World might t 
made fenfible of this true Peace, which abounds i 
thofe who love and fear the Lord, and truly believ( 
in the Name of Jefus. Obf furely ibiy would then ' 
depart from Sin, and abandon Iniquity, by which ihey 
incur the IVralb of the Lord, and provoke the jujl One .. 
to Anger ; Jo that the Line of Confufion f terns to hi^ 
Jirelched over the City and Nation, and the Eye oftl^' 
Faithful Jeeth it lo the Grief ef their Souls. Yet tH^ 
Mercy of the Lord, even of the juji God (who will rend^^ 
ajuji Reward to every one according to his Deeds done ik. 
the Body) is ftUl banded forth to she Land. Ob tbe^ 
the Inhabitants thereof izould conftder their ff^ays, a/i^ 
btwtfe^ and turn to the Lord witb unfeigned Repentane^ 
while the Day ef Mercy lajieth^ before it be faid. Now 
it is hid from thine Eyes, for the Lardy even the Gt^ 
and father of Spirits, hath faid. My Spirit (hall no^ 
always ftrive with Mnn, tor that he ajfo is FlelU 

On the Expiration of my Apprenticefhip, havit^^ 
ferved my Father faithfully fcvcn Years, I enter^H 
more ftrongly into Covenant with my heavenly FachSH 
and Mafter, to fervehimallmy Days, thro' his AQifl»-l 
ancc 1 and was loon alter drawn forth^ in the Spirit* 
and Love of Ciiriii:, to vjfit the Meetings of FriendJ 
Weftward from London, viz. thro' Surry, Su^ffex^m 
Hatnpjhire, IViltJIAre, Dcvonfhire, and Cornwall, to thcT 
Land's End; in which Journey I was accompanied* 
by IVilliatm Hornould^ At one of our Meetings at 
Falmouth in Cornwall, two Men (called GentlcmenJ 
came from the Inn to hear the Strangers ; and after 
Meeting, they faid they could take their Oaths that I 
was a Jefuit, and that they had heard me preach in a 
Romifh Chapei in France; which was utterly falfe : 
For I never was in France in my Lite. Befides, had I 

been • 
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been a Papijl, or popijhly inclin'd (which I was not_) 1691 
I was too young co be a Jefuit. 

Indeed I [hough: I was mean for the Work of the 
Miniftry, but the good Remembrancer brought thofe 
Truths to my Remembrance, which ftrengthened m* 
in the Work and Service of God. The Spirit breath- 
itb where it lilieSh -, Out of the Mouths of Babes and 
Sucklings ibou bafi perfe^cd Praife, &c. We having 
great Peace in our Labours in this Journey, and be- 
ing edify'd therewith, rcturn'd to Londen, after about 
four Months Abfencc from Home. 

And after I had been two Weeks at Home, my dear 

I' Mother departed this Life, in a fweet Frame of Spirit, 
praifing the Lord. She was one who lived the Life ^ei^u 
of the Righteous, and whofe latter End was like theirs, 
and left a good Report behind her, being well beloved 
(I think I may fafeiy fay) by all our Neighbours ) not 
only by thofe of our own Society, but others alfo, to 
to whom the was often very helpful. 

So I went to my Calling, and got a little Money, 
(a little being enough^ which I was made willing to 
fpend freely, in the Work and Service of my greaC 
Maftcr Chrift Jefus. And about this Time I was con- 
cerned to travel into the North of England, and Pare 
of Scotland, which I did in that Ability God gave me ; 
snd that Difpmfation which I had freely received,! freely 
handed forth to the People, devoting my Strength 
and Time to ferve him (that had done fo much tor me) 
and I had the Satislaftion to find divers confefTmg the 
Truth, as it is in Jefus. In this Journey I was from 
Home about four Months, being moftly alone as to 
any Yoke-fellow in that Work, travelling many Hun- 
dreds of Miles, being as far as Edinburgh, in Scotland^ ^^^^^ 
where our Meeting was in the Street, we being lock'd 
out of our Meeiing-houfe by the then Power, and 

Kreat Numbers of People were there. This News 
ring carried to the Provoft of the City, he faid, 
ne C2.uakera -joould da more Hurt out of Doors, than 
B 3 witbin. 
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1697. die Seamen, were very fick fby fome ii was thought 
-''V^ near unto Death) I cried to the Lord to heal them, ia^ 
the Name of his dear Son, and that it might be ^ 
Means to convince them of the Efficacy of Love to/* 
and Faith In Chrift Jefus, the Phyfician of Value j and 
the Lord was pleafed to heal them. The Mate of the 
Ship defired that I would come and pray by him. -I' 
went to him, and prayed in the Power and Name (^T 
the Lord Jefus Chrift, and the Lord helped him 1 th^' 
he faid he was fine and eafy, and thanked me for nj; 
Love i and in a lictie Time he recovered. Seven 
others of the Seamen and PafTengers I was inftrumentj 
to help in their Sicknefs. The Lord bleficd my E 
deavours in fupplicaling him, on their Behalf, ai 
adminiftring what I had to them. One of the Searai 
faid, He was bound to pray for me as long as be livet 
end that the Lord would blefs me. Another of tl 
PalTengers faid, That Iwas the blejjed DoSior (for thei. 
was not a Surgeon, or Doiftor in the Ship.) I w?| 
very free to communicate of what I had to any (ii ' 
Perfon in the Ship, and feveral blefled the Lord on 
Behalf. Indeed I thought I could fcarce do enougi 
for any that were in Diftrefs. I write not thus, thi 
I might feem popular, but with my Mind bowa 
before the Lord. Many Times in this Voyage ther 
were Confultations in my Mind, whether I had bel 
write a Memorandum hereof ■, but at lafl; conceivin] 
in my Spirit that it might ftrengihcn and excite Lov 
to God, and Faiih in his beloved Son, in true Believers 
I wrote as aforefjJd ; and then I was fatisfied, am 
gave the Glory to God. 
' Before wc came to the Land, we faw a Ketch whici 
had faved the Lives of fome that belonged to a Shi| 
I'hat was a little before foundered in the Sea : Who fait 
alio, that a Fleet of A^^KJ-^v^/asii Ships who had beetf- 
upon that Coaft, by ftormy Weather, were forced tflf; 
Sarbadoes-, and within a few Days after we faw the 
-j.and of yir^hiia, and alio a Nao-E^gla/id Ship 

wh( 
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who failed or came from England three Weeks before i' 
us. We arrived within the Capes of Virgiaia the 3 ift ^ 
of the ift Month 1698, and overcook the John and j'/r^ 
Margaret, a Ship that came out of the Englijh Channel 
with us (the Mailer, Thomas Salmon, being deadj and 
the next Day we anchored our Ship at the Mouth of 
Tatuxent River in Maryland, where our Boats were 
hoifted out, and we were rowed up Patuxent River 
twelve Miles, to Arthur Toung's Houfe, where we 
lodged [hat Night ; and for our Prefervation and fafe 
Arrival, we blefs'd the Lord our God, and my Spirit 
praifed him who lives tor ever and ever. Our Voyage 
was above twelve Weeks, it being then Winter Time, 
and lor the moft Part the Winds fo high, that the 
Ships could carry but little Sail, which made our 
Voyage the longer. 

About four Days after we landed, we had a Meeting 
near Patuxent River ; And a blefied one it was ! When ^'*'*'^ 
ic was ended, we went {that Night) to Daniel Raw- jutrj/'ani, j 
Imgs, and from thence to the Clifts, to Richard John\ 
a Friend that came with us from England, at whofe 
Houfe we had a Meeting, wherein God's Prefence was 
powerfully felt. We had feveral Meetings on that 
Side the Bay called the IVeJlern Shore, and then we 
failed over to the Eaft Side of Che/apeak Bay, with 
STjomas Everden, in his Sloop, went to his Houfe, 
and had a Meeting, where many People came. Here 
wemet with our Friends, Jonathan Tyler, Henry Pay - 
to»t and Henry Payton's Sifter, While I was at this 
Friend's Houfe, there was one Robert Catbing, who 
being very ill, Cent (or Thomas Everden, and he (not 
being very well) defired me to vifit the fick Perfon. 
So I went, and the Man was near to Death. Howbeit 
he faid he was comforted much with the Vifit, and 
that he never had received fo much Benefit by the Pa- 
rilh Prieft in his Life : Although, faid he, it cojl me

From Thomas Everdens's Houfe we went to Geei 
Tr/fi/'s, at whofe Houfe we had a Meeting. 7 
Friend and I went to an Indian Town not far from 
Houfe, becaufe I had a De5re to fee theft Peo]^ 
having never fcen any of them before. When we cai 
to the Town they were kind to us, fpoke well _ 
Friends, and faid they would not cheat them Cas fome 
^ Others did.) 

From George Trui^s, in Maryland, we went dowtf 
virgima, to Virginia ; and in Accomack and Northampton Couflti 
ties we had large Meetings, and I hope they were e^ 
fciSual to many } I think my Hope is not without 
Grouncf. In thofe Parts we had fcveral Meetings^ 
where we were informed Friends had not had any 
before. And really I cannot but blefs the Lord for 
the Opportunities we had with the People i for the 
Goodnefs of God, through Chrift our Lord, was great, 
both to us and them, and with Tears they did acknow- 
ledge the Truth, Now Thomas Turner, who hai 
hitherto accompanied me, went by the Sei Side thS 
Mmini. icarcft Way Co PbHaMphia ; and afterwards I haj 
a Meeting at George Trull's Brother's, and on the 
firft Djy, another near the Court-houfe, and went to 
Tbomns Everd^n's, and fo to Ijvin Denwood's, and 
thence to Nanticoie River, and viflred Friends up 
the Bay until I came to the River Choptatik, about 
which there is a pretty many Friends. So I went on, 
ri^fyivt- and took the Meetings ijtl I came to Philadelphia, in

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and about which Place, and in other Parts of the Pro- 169] 
vince ot Penfylvania, I had many large and precious ^-'"V 
Meetings, the Power of the eternal Son of God 
being wonderful, in which Power we many Times 
blelTed his Name together. Ic was in my Heart much 
to exhort Friends lo Love to God, and to Unity one 
with anDcher, without which there is no lulfilling the 
XjftWor Gofpel. There are many Friends in that Pro- 
vince, and many fober young People, which greatly 
rejoiced my Spirit-, fothat tor their Encouragement^ 
the Lord opened my Mouth in a prophetick Manncp., 
Co declare unto chcm the BIcflings which he had in Store 
iw them, on Condition ot their Walking in the Truth^^ 
Glory to God on high; Untruth decays, and the 
Branches of it mightily wither j the Darknefs is much 
|Mift, and the true Light fllincth giorioufly in many 
Souls. O powerful Praifes be given to God, who is 
Light forever ! 

From Pbiladelpbia I Went to Bur!irtgtcny and fo ro EaSwi* 
Cro/wich, where we had a large Meeting under cSe' "'",*, 
Trees, where fomc were convinced of the Troth. 
From hence I went to Sbrewjbury^ and had Meet- 
ings there: From Shrewjhury we went (moftly by 
Water) to fVoodbri^e and Slalen-lfland, from rticnce jl"'^^ 
td Loxg'lfiand^ being accompanied by fcveral Friends, La^g't, 
On Loag-IJland we had fevera! large and good Meet- 
ings, wherein Chrifi: was preaclicd freely ; and after we 
had been two Weeks there, we went on board a Sloop 
bound for Rhode-lfiand^ and by tire Way we tonchedf'fS.r*, 
9X. timer's and Bteck IHands, and on the firft Day fl^J^^^ 
Morning we let fail from Block-JJland to Rhode- Jjland, Rhadc 
rhe Yearly -meeting being juft over when we got there. *'""'• 
That Evening we failed over to Connanicul- Ifland. On J^*^^3" 
the third Day of the Week had a Meeting there, and Nmr^ 
from thence we went over 10 Narraganfit, and had z^"' 
Meeting, and fo over to Rbode-ljlatid again ("where ,^ 
RttSb Fry, a fober young Woman, was convinced, and 
remained a Friend till her Death.) Here I met with 

fev«i\. 
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1698. feveral travelling Friends. From the Ifland we went 
over to the Main, and had a large Meeting on firft 
Day, at a Place called Greenwich. It was thought 
there were about five Hundred People, and many ot 
them were tender. We went over the lame Night to 
the Ifland -, and after feveral open Times with Friends 
and others on Rhode IJland, about twelve Friends of 
witk that Idand went with me to IVarwkk and Providence 
ftavi- Yearly-meetings, in our Friend Borden's Boat. We 
fct Sail about Noon, and having but little Wind, ic, 
Was late in the Night before we got there, and very 
dark, infomuch that we could neither fee nor know 
one another, but only by our Speech, and the Dark- 
nefs occafioned us to run our VelTcl againft the Rocks j 
but at laft we got on Shore (with our Horfes_) and after 
going over a very dirty Slough, we entered a difmat 
Wildernefs ; fo that thefe Difficulties occaficmed our 
not getting to the Friend's Houfe till the next Day, 
which, being the laft in the Week, we had a Meet- 
ing J and on the firlt Day we had a large and fatis- 
faftory Meeting. Many of us were fo united in the 
Love of God, that it was hard for us to part one from 
another. 
■. From Providence I went to Bojion and Salem, where 

*,a». I had Meetings, and from thence to Hampton. In 
thofe Parts God Almighty hath fhortned the Power of 
Perfecutors, and hath brought his righteous Judgments 
upon them for their Unrighteoufnefs. Oh! that JViw- 
England's Profeflbrs might live in the Senfe of the 
fame, and repent. I being a Stranger and Traveller, 
could not but obfervc the barbarous and unchriftian- 
like Welcome I had into Bojion, the Metropolis of 
T'iew-England. Ob ! what -pity (faid one) iV was, 
that all of your Society were not banged with the other* 
four! In the Eaftern Part of Neia-England God hath a 
Seed left ot his People. From 
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V'iilUm Leiitt, who were put to Death \a i6j9 and i66a. 
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From thence I returned in order to get a Paf- 1698, 
fage to the Ifle of Nantucket \ and from a Place ^>^V^ 
called Cujhnet^ we failed over to the faid Ifland in a- 
' bout ten Hours, where we tarried feveral Days, and 
had Five Meetings. The People did generally ac- 
knowledge to the Truths and many of them were 
tender-hearted. Some of the Antient People h\d^ Knamkn. 
That it was never known tbatfo many .People were toge^ 
iber on the IJland at once. After the firfl: Meeting was 
over, one afkcd the Minifter (fo called) Whether we 
might have a Meeting at his Houfe. He faid with 
good Will, fVe might. This Minifter had fome P' 
courfe with me, and afked, ff^hat induced me to c 
hither J being fucb a young Man. I told him that I had 
no other View in coming there, than the Good of 
Souls, and that I could fay with the Apoftle, that 
a Neceflity was laid upon me, and Wo would he to 
me if I did not preach the Gofpel. Then faid he, / 
w\/h you would preach at my Houfe in GOD^s Name. 
So next Day we had a Meeting at his Houfe ; and 
on the firft Day we had the largeft Meeting that 
we had on the Ifland. It was thought there were 
about two Hundred People. The Lord in his Power 
did make his Truth known to the Praife of his 
Name. Oh! how was my Soul concerned for that 
People ! The Lord Jefus did open my Heart to 
them, and theirs to him : They were alfo loving 
and kind to us. The chief Magiftrate of the Ifland 
defired that I would haVe a Meeting at his Houfe^ 
there being no lettled Meeting of briends before I 
came; and after Meeting he difputed about Religion 
with me. I thought we were both but poor Difputants ; 
and I cannot remember all that pafsM between us, but 
that in the Clofe of our Difpute, he faid, / difputed 
with yohr Friends in Barbadocs, and they told me^ 
That we muft eat the fpiritual Fkfhy and drink the 
Airitual Blood of Cbr'ift : And^ faid the Governor, 
bid ever any one hear oj fuch Fleffj and Blood ; for 
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1698. is it Kol a CenlradiSion in Nature, that Hefh a«JH

and profpereththemfpiritually and temporally. Hern 
I met with my dear Friend, William Ellis. FrooM 
Philadelphia^ Richard Gove (of that City) and I tra-J 
veiled to Maryland, and vifited Friends on the Weft- 

Virfiiii*. ern Shore, and from thence xq Virginia, In Vir^inia^ 
near Jama's River, I met with an aged Friend whofe 

Name 
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Name was WtlHam Porter. He was ninety-two Years i6g 
of Age, and had then a Daughter nvo Years old *. v — ^^^^ 
We had feveral Meetings there amongft Friends and 
others, many being well fatisfied concerning the Truth, 
and fpoke well of ir. 

And after we had had feveral good and open Meet- 
ings in Virginia, v/e found ourfelves ciear of America^ 
and in order for our PafTage, we agreed with our 
Friend F. Jobnfon, on board the Elizabeth and Mary, 
10 Carry us for England. 

On the nth of the firft Month 1698-9, we were 
accompanied on board by feveral Friern.ls, who abode 1698- 
with us all Night; and the next Day, being (he 6rfl *' 
pay of the Week, we had a little comfortable Meet- 
ing, and then parted in much Love, having the Evi- 
dence of the Power of the Almighty with us. We 
wjiiiedfor a fair Wind until the 20th of the aforefaid 
Rfonth, and left the Capes of Vtrginia that D.ijr, and 
ai^AIubt we got our Ship into a failing Pollure ; and 
I ^P^iglad in my Spirit, that I was fecting my Fjce 
towards my native Lsnd 1 and more glad that 1 was 
returning with Peace in my Bofom. Oh ! the Power . , 
and Prefence of him who faid. Go teach all Nations, 
wasfweetto my Soul at that Time, andnowinfome 
Meafure I enjoy'd the Fruits of my having laboured 
in that Ability God had given me. Glory to God, 
thro' Chrift, who is worthy for ever! The Preknce 
of God was with us on the grcdt Ocean, and we wero 
ftrengthened through his Goodnefs wonderfully. We

U Sck When we launched forth into the Deep, we wei 

feveral Ships in Company ; but we had been but a lit- 
tle Time at Sea, before we loll Sight of them all. Se- 
veral Ships paired by us about a Week after we fail'd 1 
and about this Time we faw a very large Whale, wh6 
lifted himfelf part out of the Water with his Mouth: 
open, which looked like the Entrance of a large Cave.-'- 
We likewife (aw feveral other large Sea Fifh, fuch aS , 
Grampufles, Sharks, fe?f. All which (hew forth thft-, 
wondrous Works of the Great Creator of all Things.* 
Elizahetb IVehb and Elizabeth Lloyd went over witfr 
us in this VelTel, both virtuous Women. About tw6 
Weeks the Winds were moftly fair for us, in which 
Time we got finely on our Way; but for above a 
Week afterwards the Winds were moftly contrary, and 
the Ship bad a great Motion, which caufcd fomc oi us t 
to be Sca-Cck, cfpecially Elizabeth Lloyd f {who was 
but weakly.) One Night our Sailors thought that an 
Enemy or Pyratc was near us, who fired two Guns, 
»nd fo palTed by us ; but it being Night, we could not J 
certainly know what (he was, I rather judged it mighfl 
be fome Ship in Diiirefa, for we faw one of the Ships* 
that Evening that came out with us, and the next 
Morning we could fee none at all, and there was hard- 
ly any Wind that Niglu, fo I (eared that our Compa- 
nion Iiad (prung a Leak and founder'd; and when I 
told <?ur Mafter my Opinion, he faid, he feared the 
fame likewife. Nojv for two Weeks Time, or there- 
abouts, ve beat about the Sea, and made little Pro- 

gfefs. 

t She was the Daughter ufrfsnuj Lkjd, lare Deputy-Gover- 
nor of feiiJtlvMii.

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grcfs. Howbeitwehad feverai good Meetings, where- ] 
in we gave Glory to God our Saviour 5 and for ever "*- 
let it afcend, faith my Soul, to him over all! After*' 
contrary Winds, about two Weeks, the Wind fprung 
up WefterJy, and was fair for feverai Daysj in which 
I Time we got finely on our Way again, and left the 
Wefiern IJlands about two Days Sail behind us j and 
then the Wind was contrary again. Contrary Winds 
arc commonly tedious at Sea (but efpecially to thofe 
thac know not where to ftay their MindsJ but we being 
feverai Friends of us on board that were Paffengers, 
had oftentimes good Meetings feverai Times a Week ; 
and if any of our Ship's Company came to Meeting,' 
iJiey always were fober, and fometimes tender ; and 
truly, God's Love was extended towards them. And 
when it was not our Meeting Days, we fpent not our 
Time idly, but for the moft Pan in Reading the holy 
Scriptures, and Writing, i£c. in which we were at 
fundry Seafons greatly refrefhcd, ftrengthened, and 
comforted. O my Soul ! glorify God thy Maker, 
uid Chrift [hy Saviour for ever, in the Scnfc-of his 
Goodnefs and Mercy, both by Sea and Land, by 
Night and by Day ! After we had bren almoft feven 
Weeks ac Sea, we thoughr that we were near the Land, 
but we founded feverai Days, and found no ^ttom, 
aliho' we let out Abundance of Li-nc, I think above 
300. Yards. 

' About this Time our Doi5tor dreamed a Dream, 

which was to this Effeft, himfelf relating it to me : 

He faid, " He circamed that be went on Shore at a 

•* great and fpacious Town, the Buildings whereof 

'* were high, and the Streets broad ; and as he went 

»* up the Street he faw a large Sign, on which was-writ-

■* grim Fellow coming behind him, clapp'd him on 
•' the Shoulder, and told him. That he arrejied bim ik 
*' tbe Name of the Gavermr of the Place. He alk- 
•* ed him for what, and faid, What have I done ? Het 
** anfwcred, for jledling the Woman's Can ; the Can 
" he had indeed, and fo he was had before the Gover« 
•* nor, which was a mighty Black Dog, the biggefl 
** and grimeft that ever he faw in his Life ; and Wic- 
•' nefswas brought in againft him byanoldCompanioi 
*' of his, and he was found guilty, and his Scnteno 
** was to go to Prifon, and there to lay for ever.'* 

He told me this Dre.^m fo pun^ually, and with fuel 
^n Emphafis, that it afFeAed me with ferious Sadoeft, 
and caufed my Heart to move within me (for to mi 
ihe Dream feemed true, and the Interpretation fure] 
I then told him he was an ingenious Man, and migV' 
clearly fee ihe Interpretation of that Dream, which e: 
adly anfwcred to his State and Condition, which I thi 
interpreted to him: " This great and fpacious Place 
*' wherein the Buildings were high, and the StreeE 
^ broad, is thy great and high ProfelTion : I'bi 
** Sign, on which was wrote Shame, which thot 
*■* iawefl, and the Woman at the Door, with the Cai 
*■• in her Hand, truly reprefents that great, cryinj 
" and fliameful Sin of Drunkennefs, which tboi 
** knows to be thy great Weakncfs, which the Wo* 
w ;iian with the Can did truly reprefent to thee : The 
'* grim Fellow which arretted thee in the Devil'i 
«» Territories is Dialb^ who vflU affuredly arreft al] 
•' Mortais; The Governor which thou faweft, re* 
" prefenting a great black Dog, is certainly the De^ 
'» vitt who after his Servants have ferved him to th^ 
** full, will torment them eternally in Hell." So h 
gpc up> as ic were in hafte, and faid.

nothing but a Dream. But I told tiicn it was a very \6t. 
(ignificant One, and a Warning to him from the '-^ 
Almighty, who fomctimes fpcaks to Men in Dreams. 

In fcven Weeks after we left Sight of the Land of ^^" 
America, we faw the SctUy Iflands, and next Day wc 
faw the Land of £»g/fl«/i, which was a comfortable 
Sight to us 1 in that God Almighty had preferved us 
hitherto, and that we were foTar got on our Way. 
We drove about the Channel's Mouch for feveral Days 
fcr want of Wind ; after which, tor two Days the 
Wind came up, and we got as far up the Channel 
as Lime-bay, and then an Eafterly Wind blew frcfh for 
fcveral Days, and wc turned to Windward, but rather 
loft than got on our Way, which was tirefome and 
tedious to feme of us. 

, Now about this Time (being fome Days after the 
Doctor's Dream) a grievous Accident happened to us. 
We meeting with a Dutch Veffel in Ltme-bay a little 
above the Start, hailed her, and fhe ua. They faid 
ihey came from Lijhort, and were bound for Hulland. 
She was loaded with Wine, Brandy, Fruit, and fuch 
like Commodities ; and we having lictle but Water to 
drink (by rcafon our PafTagc was longer than we ex- 
peftcd) therefore we lent our Boat on board, io order 
W buy us a little Wine to drink with our Water. Our 
Doftor, and a Merchant that was a Paffengcr, and one 
Sailor, went on board, where they ftaid fo long until 
fome of them were overcome with Wine, altho* they 
were defired to beware thereof ; fo that when they 
came back, a Rope being handed to them, they (being 
filled with Wine unto Excefs) were not capable of 
ufing it dexteroully, infomuch that they overlet the 
Boat, and (lie turned Bottom upwards, having the 
Doftor under her. The Merchant caught hold of a 
Rope called the Main Sheet, whereby his Life wns 
iaved. The Sailor not getting fo much Drink, as the 
other two, got nimbly on the Bottom of the Bo:it, 
and floated on the Water till fuch Time as our other 
C 3 Bo« 
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1699. Boat was hoiftcd out, which was done with great 
./•V^^ Speed, and we | took hini in j but the Doftor wa« 
drowned before the Boat came. The Seaman that fat 
upon the Boat Taw him fink, but could not help him, 
, This was the greateft Exercifc that we met with in all 
our Voyage ; and much the more fo, is the Doftor 
was of an evil Lite and Converfacion, and mucK 
given to Excefs of Drinking. When he got on board 
the aforefaid Ship, the Mafter fent for a Can of Wfne^ 
and faid, BoSior^ -will you drink ? He replied, Tes, 
•with all my Heart, for I've drank 710 Wine a great •a.bilffi 
Upoo which he drank a hearty Draught, that made 
him' merry (as he faid in his Dream ;*) and notwiths 
Handing the Admnnition which was fo clearly rnanifcftJ 
ed to him but three Days before, and the many Pro- 
mifes he had made to Almighty God, fome of which | 
was a "Witnefs of, when ftrong Conviftions were upor 
Vim, yet now he was unhappily overcome, ."ind 11 
Drink when he was drowned. This is, I think;. 
lively Reprefentaiiop of the tender Mercy, and juW 
Judgment of the Almighty to poor Mortals 5 and | 
thought it was worthy to be recorded to Pbfterity, aa 
± Warning to all great Lovers ot Wine and ftrong 
Liquors. This Exercife was fo great to me, that! 
could not for feveral Days get over it ; and one Daj^ 
while i was mufing in my Mind on thofe Things reJ 
Idtmg to the Doctor, it was opened to me, that God 
and his Servants were clear, and his Blood was on hii 
own Head j for he had been faithfully warned of hii 
<vii Ways. ^* 

We were obliged by contrary Winds to put ina 

rJymoulb Harbour, and from Plymouth I went b| 

Coach to LoTidoji) where I was. gladly received by mj

iV.B. This R<|atioa about the Doftor's Dream, when ; 
wji at Biriidoei, I had Occalion to write ahon^ ii to a Friend if 
/•cUnd, which he got iirinted, and is the (aine with this in Sub 
fteoct, only that isforaewhat fuller and larger ; And may he hai 
i* Hic Primer hereof. ^ 
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Relalioos and Friends. In this Journey I travelled 1699^. 
about 2000 Miles by Land, and 6000 by Water. I ^**'V^ 
got to the Yearly Meeting of Friends in London, in i-'"u'"'.j 
the Year 1699 (which was largej and was at divers pub- 
lick Meetings for the WorJliip of Almighty Goa. I 
may truly fay, the holy Ghoft was among!): us, blcfled 
be God our Saviour for evermore. 

In this Year I thought it my Place to enter into a 
married State, and I acquainted my Father ot my De- 
fign, and that I inclin'd to make Choice of Martha 
UeiUrton-i a religious young Woman, whom I entirely 
loved for that Piety, Virtue, and Modefty, which I 
beheld in her ■, (1 was in lbs menfj-founb Tear of tny 
j^e, and /he in her tweKty-firft.) I likewife acquaint- 
ed her tather and Mother wit^ my Intentions, to 
which bpth our Parents coofented ; her Father faying 
(when I fpoke to him) Go together, and the Lord hleft ■ 
y»U together. And ray Father faid. If 1 was warlb af? 
B^tigbt in Gold, fhs 'ieferved me. The Heartinefs of 
bmh our Fathers in this Matter, was more to me 
^an a Portion of Silver or Gold, oi which we had 
but very littie j but our Love to each other was very 
great, and being well and honourably grounded, it 
was not eafily fliaken. So after Confenc of Parent?, 
we pr^pofed our Intentions of Marriage to the Month- 
ly Meetings unto which we belonged 1 and becaufe I 
nd been travelling in America^ I had Certificates 
(roro my Brethren there (not only) of my Induftry 
aod Labour in the Miniftry, with the good EiFedts 
thereof^ but alfo of my Clearnefs in Relation to Mar- 
riage i and alter having twice publilhed our Intentions, 
we had Liberty of the faid Meeting to proceed to the 
Solemnization of our Marriage, which was accom- 
plilhed at Bevonjhire-beufe, in London fat a Meeting 
appointed for that End) on the 28th Day of the 
fcventh Month, in the atorefaid Year, in the Prcfence 
of many hundreds of People, and many worthy Bre- 
thren and Elders. A Day of Days it was to my Soul ! 
C 4 wherein 
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1600. wherein I was made fenfible of the Love and Good- 
\yy>J nefs of God in a particular Manner, which to me was an 4 
Earneft of our iiiture well-doing. My dear Wife was 
one, who truly loved and feared God, and had an ex- 
cellent Gift ot the Miniftry given unto her, and was 
ferviceable therein. [A Paper coming to my Hands 
of herownHand-wricing and compofing, I tranfcrit 
it here. She calls it jf» Account of the Exercije of Mai 
tha Betti - ton, viz. " As I was walking in the City < 
*' London, with a Concern on my Mind, in beholdinj^ 
•' the abominable Prirleof the People ; it opened upon 
*' my Mind in this wife: fVb, fFo .' to the Crown of 
*' PnVf ! And then I was deeply bowed in my Spirit 
•' befcie the Lord, anditwasfaid to me, I will yet- 
'* I["^^<! ** ''^^'''^ longer ; I have Sheep which I will gai 
•* iher Home to me^ and there (hall be one Shepherd 
« and one Sheepfold. Then I faid in my Heart, OSi

Soon after I was married, I had a Concern to vifit 
Friends in the Counties of Surry, Sujfex, and Kext^ 
which I performed in about two Weeks Time, adit 
came Home and followed my Calling, and was indd^ 
ftrious therein ; and when I had gotten fomething c»' 
bear my Expences, and fettle my Wife in fome little 
Bufinels, I found an Exercife on my Spirit to go over 
to Irdand, to vifit our Friends and Brethren on that 
Iflaiid, in which William Town/hend accompanied me, 
and Friends in that Nation were generally fatisfied 
with our Service among them. When we had been 
from Home about ten Weeks, and had vifited mod 
Parts of that Nation, having had many Meetings 
among Friends, and others, we found Freedom m 
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"our Minds to return Home, which we did, being 1699. 
comforted in our Service, and bJcffed the Name ol the '-''VN 
Lord. 

After fomc few Months I acquainted my Wife and 
my Father, with her Father and Mother, that I 
thought it my Duty to go over and live' in /Imerica. 
To which Propofal, my rather confenied, tho' with 
Tendcrnefs of Heart, confidering that I muft be fo 
far feparaccd from him. I ailb laid it before the 
Monthly-meeting of Friends at //or/Tjj-ifetfn, in South- 
•roarit (of whirh Meeting I was'a Member) who con- 
fcnted to it (tho' fomewhat unwilling to part with us) 
and gave us their Certificate, to let our Brethrea 
know that we were in Love and Unity with them, 
and walked according to our ProfefTion. And when 
we were ready, and In order for going, we agreed for 
the Freight of our Goods and Servants, with John 
Snowden, and fhipped them on board the "Joftah^ 
bound for Maryland. When the Ship was at Grave/- cr^ifn 
end, and ready to fail, fevcralofour dear Relations 
and Friends accompanied us to the Ship, on boartl 
of which we h.-id a good Meeting, ami ^"ok our fo- 
Jemn Leave of one another, as never expei5ting to fee 
each other any more in this World. It was a folemn 
Time indeed ! We prayed for one anorher, and fo 
parted, our Ship failing that Evening, .and we got to 
Margale-Road, where we anchor'd, and the Wind ^ ^'**L 
fprung up very freth, and blew tempcfiuoufly, (0 Margate 
dial we broke our Cable, and loft our belt Bower- ^•"^^ 
Anchor, and drove violently towards the Goodwin 
Sands. We let go our Sheet-Anchor, and thr,ee more, 
which were all we had, but they did not Ifop her ; 
upon which the Mafter ordered the Carpenters to ftand 
by the Main-maft', with their Axes upon their Shoul- 
ders, and when he gave the Word, then they were t 
cut the Maft. The People in the Ship (ih^re beirii 
divers PafTengers) were in a great Conflernacion, c:p 
pefting nothing but Death : But for my Part, belng_ 
exceedingly 
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1699. exceedingly Sea-fick, and having been in 

-.''V^^ Storms, 1 was not To much furprized with this, rl 
Sailors fometimes making a great Noife when tli 
is but little D,inger ; but there was more Danger tl 
1 was aware of, as appeared afterwards. One 
the Paflengsrs came weeping, and faid, Our Cafe wt 
wrj bad. The Doftor alfo came in the fame Mai 
ner 1 and cryV, Oh! Jlfr. Chalkley, we are all ' 
Men ! Then I thought with myfelf, I would ga 
on Deck, and ice what the Matter was ; and v 
on Deck, I went to the Pilot, who had the Lead 
his Hand, and he founded, and cry'd out. Lord bavf- 
Mercy upon us ! Jhe is gone^ Jbe it gone, Jhe. is gone ! bif 
which I perceiv'd that we were very near the Goodwm 
Sands, on which many Ships have been loft with a^ 
their Crews. In this Senfe of Danger I feat for tM. 
P.iflengers into the Cabbin, ajid told them that I, 
thought it would be well lor us to fit ftill together^,! 
and look unto, and wait upon God, to fee what Ijp 
would pleafe to do for us -, that, IE Death came, nij;. 
jiiight meet him in as good a Frame of Mind as wc 
could, and that we might not be furprized beyonq- 
Meafure ; And as we were thus compofed in ouf 
Minds, a Concern came upon my dear Wite, and Qv^ 
prayed to God, the Father, in the living Power ai 
Senfe of his Son i and he heard from his holy Hab' 
lion, and anfwered the Prayer ; for immediately 

- ter the Wind abated, aad our Anchors held 

' This was a great Deliverance, which is not to be I 
gotten. When we faw the long'd-for Morning, 
were very near the Sands, and the Sea ran prodij 
oudy high, and broke upon them mightily, fo 
■we were forced to leave our Cables and Anchors, 
make the bell of our Way tQ Dtal, as well as wpL 
could. One of the Owners being on Sliore, and fee^ ■ 
iijg us in Diftrefs, fcnt offa Cableand A.nchor to us s 

h'll. and we anchored before Deal •«kh our new Cable aii4 
Anchor, and CttM a Boat for our other Anchors : 
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Cables, when it was Calm, which broDght them to 1700, 
us. And after we had fuppiy'd ourfeives with what we v^'V^ 
wanted, we put to Sea again, and had fair Winds till 
we got as far as the IVejlern-IJlandit where Captain Wf/itrn 
Cant being in Company with us, he fpoke with our ^'i"*- 
Caprain in the Evening, and the two Captains con- 
cluded ic would be (lormy that Night, which happened 
accordingly. They took in their Sails, and we all 
bat oar Mainfnil ; notwithftanding which, the Storm 
was fuch, that we loft our Main-maft, fprung the 
Head of our Fore-maft, and broke our Crols-j.ick- 
yard» and thus lay rowling upon the Sea for about two 
Weeks: The Ship Brijlol Merchant coming by in that 
Tltiie, lent us a fpare Top-maft, of which we made 
a Main-maft, and a Top-mafl of our Top-gailanc- 
maft', and fo refitted out as well as we could, and h.iil 

H3 pi'etty good Paflage afterwards. We were about 
eight Weeks from the Lands-End to the Capes of y,^Ui^''- 
Virginia \ had Meetings twice a Week on boatti, and 
[ihey helped to ftay our Minds on our Maker, the' our 
B6dies were lotTed to and again on the mighty Waters. 
Wp went on Shore at Paluxenl River, and went by ^■^y-'**

We had feveral Meetings at Bridge ■'towK, 
Speighl'i-TewM, the Springs and the TbUkels, and at 
Pumkin-Hill; and after being there about fix Weeks, 
■rm»tMi. „g Micnt in a Sloop to Bermudas, where we found but 
very few Friends, yet had Meetings in feveral Places, 
and at the Houfcs of fome People who were not of 
our Profcflion ; and the longer we tarried, the larger 
our Meetings were ; and many began to be affeft- 
ed, and (poke well of us and our Devotion, but feme 
I were difturbed, and fpoke to the Governor to break, 

up our Meeting (which at the Defire of one of the 
Inhabitants we had appointed at his Houfe_) upon, 
which he fent Orders by one of his Colonels to bre^ 
up our Meeting, which troubled divers fobcr Peo^ 
After this I met with the Governor at the Houfe of oq| 
Judge Stafford; and he being a moderate Man, sq 
had the following Difcourfe, viz. ,-/ 

Gov. How do you like our Country? We are btlj 
a Httle Spot in the Sea. . | 

T. C. I like it well for its moderate Climate. If clq 
People were moderate alfo, it would be well. . 

Gov. Doth it anfwepyour End in coming? 11 

.. .; T. C. My End in coming, was to vifit the Peofj 
■ ■ '\ inChriftian Love. " 

Gov. Do you t!iink the People will be brougl 
over ? 

' T. C If they are brought 10 Truth and Righteo^ 
nefs, it will be well with them. That is the ^'"*-" 
bur coming. 

Gov. If you had acquainted me with your Del 
when firft you came, you had done well. It 
your Duty. 

T. C. If we had known the Governor's Will 
or that thou w«uUift have Ipokcn with us, we flu 
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have readily have anfwered it: Buc knowing nothing 1701. 
lOfit, we could not leil butthatic m^ht be taken for l^V^ 
Rudenefs in us, confidering our homely Way and 
Manner of addrefling fuch Men. 

Gov. Then your Defign in coming here was to 
preach. Had you no other End? 

T. C. Yes. As we found a Concern upon us to 
preach, and a Defire in the People to hear. 

Gov. Why don't you tarry with them ? That look* 
ftrange. Here the People are affeifted with you, 
and you go away and leave them: Upon my Word 
I blame you for that. 

3*. C. We don't direft them to Man, but to the 
Lord Jefus Chrift, their Teacher, and Bifliop of 
their Souls. And why ftiould our leaving them look 
Rrange to the Governor? For it was the Praftice of 
the Apoftles of our Lord Jefus Chrift, and his own 
Praftice and Command to his Followers. And lui- 
iher the Apoftles (which Word figntfies AmbalTadors 
or Meffengers) fay, Follow ut, as we are J-'ollowers of 
Cbriji. And ihey travelled up and down the World 
preaching the Gofpel ; and that our great Lord himfelf 
had not whereon to lay his Head. 

Gov. The Apoftles were infpiredMen: Infpiredby 
the Holy Spirit to preach the Gofpel. Ifuppofeyou 
don't pretend to be infpired. 

I. C. Every true Chrlftian ought to pray for the 
Pourbg out of the holy Spirit, or holy Ghoft upon 
bim. The Church ot England * alfo prays for it, 
the Receiving of which is Infpiration. 

Gov. Your Reafons being grounded on Scripture, 
>0U are well grounded; tor no Man can deny the 
riptures. Then you fay you are infpired ? 
T. C. I hope 1 am. 1 pray tor it with great Ear- 
sttnefs.

Gov. Well, If any have a Defire to hear you, yfl 
may preach and welcome. 

After I had this Difcourfe with the Governor, 
was reported on the Ifland, that the Governor hji 
given us a Licenfe to preach (wh,ich Report was n( 
tcue, further than the aforefaid Difcourfe) and th( 
we had larger Meetings than before. We had a Mee 
ing at Judge StaffonCs Houfe, and one at a Hoii 
not far from his. 

It is obrcrvable, that this Ifland hath formerly be< 
a very healthy and fruitful Place. Red Cedar, < 
Sweet Wood, is all the Timber they have in cl 
Ifland, with which they build their Houfes, mal 
their Houfliold Goods, build their Ships and Sloop 
and make their Fires ; fo thas there is continually 
fragrant and pleafant Smell, which we could fmell ; 
Sea fome time before we faw the Land ; and it is y 
a pretty healthy and fruitful Ifland, but not fo hea 
thy and fruitful as formerly. In one of the Meetin| 
1 was concerned to let them know, that it was r! 
Evil of their Ways and Doings that had caufed cl 
Almiglity to with-hold from them the Fruits of Cl 
Earth, and to make their Ifland more unhealthful chj 
formerly it was. After Meeting the Judge told ni' 
I had faid truly, for that was the Caule j and if 
I had fpoke more 10 that Matter, or on chat Subjeft, I 
had done well. Several were convinced at this Time 
on this Ifland. 

Soon after an Opportunity offered, in a Sloop be- 
longing to this Ifland, that was bound for Philadelphia^ 
in which we (being dear) embarked, and on our 
.1 Sei. Voyage had indifferent good Weather, only one hard 
Gale of Wind, which caufed us to hand our Jib. A 
Molatto Man named Stavo fbcing the Maftcr's Sen 
vant) went out uppn the Bowfprit to hand the ~ 
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and there came a Sea and waflied him off; and the 1701. 
Veflcl ran over hiiii ; and, in all probability, he had wA^^'^nj 
cert2cihl)r been drowned, had he not be^h a good 
Swimmer ; for he fwam, as we judged, three Quar- 
ters of a Mile, before he got to the Sloop, it not 
cottiing into any one*s Mind to lower the Sails, until I 
Iharply ordfer'd it to be done, which they then did 
readily ; and the Courfe of the Veflel being (lopped, 
he fooh got on board, having ftripp'd himfelf of 
his Cloaths in the Sea, and brought them in his 
Mcfuth. I was very thankful for the poor Fellow's 
Life, and praifed the Lord in the Secret of my Soul, 
for his Prefcrvation. In about two Weeks Time we 
arrived at Philadelphia^ and I had great Peace in my Wjaiii' 
Lab(Kirs in this Vifit, in which I was from Home'*'*' 
about five Months. The Friends of Barhadoes were 
fo well fatisfied with this Labour of Love, that they 
certified the fame by Way of Cfertificate, more ihaa 
M proper for me to mention. But tho* they thought 
fo j«^e!l of me, yet I had occafion to think very meanly 
of myfelf, for I was emptied to exceeding great fpiri- 
tual Poverty at Times. 

After I came Home from Barhadoes and Bermudas^ 1702* 
I followed my Calling, and kept to Meetings dili- \ 
ecntly 5 for I was not eafy ro be idfe, citjief in my 
^irituaJ or temporal Callings ; and at Times travel- 
led in the Work of the Miniftry in our own Province 
(in which there are many large Meetings of Friends, and 
they increafe and multiply from time to time.) Since 
my fettling in this Province, which is now about a 
Year, fome Hundreds of People are come here to 
fettle, and divers Meeting- houfes are built; and I do 
certainly know from above, that this Province of 
Penfylvania^ and City of Philadelphia^ will flourifh 
both fpiritually and temporally, it the Inhabitants will 
love (and live in) Righceoufnds, and in the Fear of 
God ; otherwifc the Hand that planted them can foon 
pluck them up. After fome time I was drawn forth 

, ' to 
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1703, to vific Friends in Maryland, Virginia, and North' 
s^"^"*^ Carolina, and wfti: with the Unity of Friends, hav- 
ing their Certificate (according to the good Order 
eltablithed among us) fo about the 26th of the firft 
Month, 1703, I went through Maryland, and vilited 
v^'^Ihu' f '■'^"'^5 '" yirginia and Norlh-CaroUna, to the River 
N^th. ' Pampbliio, where no travelling publick Friends (that 
Carehna. ^y^j. J hgard of) wcrc before, and wc had feveral 
Meetings there on each Side of the River. One Day 
going out of our Conoc tlirough a Marfii, I trod on 
a Ractle-fnake (which is accounted one of the moft 
poifonous Snakes) but it only hilled at me, and did 
no Harm. This was one Deliverance, among many, 
the Lord by his Providence wrought for me j and I 
blcfs his holy Name for all his Mercies, In going to, 
and coming from this Place, we lay two Nights in the 
Woods, and I think I never (lept better in all my 
Life. It was the eighth Hour in the Evening when 
I laid down on the Ground one Night (my Saddle 
being my Pillow) at the Root of a Tree, and it ^ 
four a Clock in the Morning when they called i 
When I awoke, I thought of good Jacoh'^ Lodging 
he had on his Way to Padanaram, when he faw thj 
holy Vifion of Angels, with the Ladder, whofe "" 
reached to Heaven. Very fweet was the Love < 
God to my Soul that Morning, and the Dew of tbi 
evcrlafting Hills refrefhed me; and I went on 1 
Way praifing the Lord, and magnifying the God t 
my Salvation. In this Journey I met with another re< 
markable Deliverance ; going over a River eight Mila 
broad, we put our Horfes [we being eight Men an4, 
feven Horfes] into two Canoes ty'd together, and oun 
Horfes ftood with their Fore-feet in one, and their, 
Hind-feet in the other. It was calm when we fct our^ 
but when we were about the Middle of the River the 
Wind arofe, and the Seas ran high, and folic one 
our Canoes, fo that with our Hats we were obliged ti_. 
caft out the Water » and with much Difficulty (at laft)r| 
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allofris, with our Horfes, got fafe on Shore, through 170J 
the good Providence of God. And on Return t^v* 
through North Carolina, we had feveral large Meet- 
ings, and an open Time it was ; as alio at Nanftmund 
and Cbuckatue, and fcveral other Places in Virginia ; 
and when my Service was over in thofe two Provinces 
I went back to Maryland, and vifited Meetings there, 
and then went Home. As near as I can compute it, 
I rodcabouta ThoufandMileson this Journey. Alter 
which I (laid at Home, following my Bufinefs, infj,^'*i 
order to the Maintenance of my Family, being bleflcd 
with Wife, Children, and Servants, and with other 
Things 1 for which I ani truly thankful. 

While I was at Home I vifited the neighbouring 
Meetings as I found a Concern on my Mind ; and 
on the 6th Day of the third Moncli 1704, I laid be- 
fore our Qjarterly- meeting of Miniftcrs and Elders 
an Exercile that was upon my Mind, to vifit our 
Friends Meetings on Long-JJlandy Rhode- IJland, and 
in Niiv-En^and, and the Places adj.icenc ; from 
which Quarterly-meeting I had a good Certificate 
(which I thoi^ht it my Duty to endeavour to live up 
untoi) and being accompanied with feveral Friends to 
Bttrlinglon and Crofwicks, Jofiph Glajler being my y"l'i'- 
Fei low -labourer in the Work of the Gofpel •, at the 
two aforeQid Places we had Meetings, and then we 
travelled to New-Tork and Long-lpind, where we had j'^j^ 
divers Meetings -, as at Flujhtng, iVeJibury, 'Jerufalem, 
JmcOt Helhpage, MuHmcock, and alfo at IVeft-Chej- 
ttr, on the Main, and from thence we travelled to 
fUnde-lJland Yearly- meeting, which was large and ^^„''j- 
ferviceable to many. From hence Jofeph Glafter 
went towards Bofien, the inland Way, and I went 
by the Sea-fide, and we met together, after I had 
been at Meetings at divers Places, viz^ Dartmouth and ^'""""K 
Naaiueht Jfland, at which llUnd there arc large 
Meetings, People there being moftly Friends, and a 
fcber growing People in the beft Things 1 though not 
D ct 
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1704. of our Society when they firft received the Trutl 
I V'VNi' yet they received it with Gladnefs j and aliho' divei 
of the People called Prejbyteriam were very cruel 
their ExpreiTions, and bitter in their Spirits againft 
yet there were fome who went under that Na: 
who were more open and charitable towards us, 
Kceived us gladly with Tendernefs ; and at li 
Places we had Meetings at their I-Ioufcs to our mui 
Satisfaiflion. We likewile had Meetings at 5Kfjt(j«a/ij 
t*Khiiii!>. Scilitate, and Sandwich. About this Time the IndiM 
were very barbarous in the Deftrudion of the £ji^ 
lijh Inhabitants, fcalping fome, and knocking out 
the Brains of others (Men, Women, and Children) 
by which the Country was greatly alarmed^. both 
Night and Day ; but the great Lord of all was pleifc 
cd wonderfully to prcferve our Friends, efpecially 
ihofe who kept faithful to their peaceable Principle, ' 
according to the Doftrine of thrift in the holy > 
Scriptures, as recorded in his excellent Sermon which 1 
he preached on the Mount, in the vth, vith, and viith < 
Chapters of il/flZ/^iW, which is quite oppofite to Kill- ' 
ing. Revenge, and Deftruftion, even of our Enemies : 
And becauf'e our Friends could not join with thole of ■ 
fighting Principles and Pradices, fome of them were 
pur into Ptilbn ; divers People railing and fpeaking 
very biccerly againfl their peaceable Neighbours, and | 
wilhing the ^ahri might be cut oiF. Some of the 
New-Etifland Priefts and Profeffors were (o bitter 
■gainft Friends, that inftead of being humbled 
der the mighty Hand of God upon them, in fufferii 
the Indians to deftroy them, they exprefs'd their F 
mtty againft the poor fakers, on a Day appoini 
for Humiliation and a Fall ; and particularly in a S 
njon prcach'd by one of their Priefts, which he divi< 
into three Heads, viz, Firfi, That the Judgments of' 
were upon them, in letting loofe the favage Im 
to deftroy them. Secondly, In that he with-held 
Fruits of the EJirth from them (for there was gn 
Scarcity] 
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rcity.) Thirdly J That the fakers prevailed, and 1704. 
ere fuflEfered to increafe fo much among them •, which 
fiii^i was worfe than the Indians deftroying of them, 
d gave this abfurd Reafon for it, Ihe Indians de- 
roy our Bodies^ but the Quakers deftroy the Soul.* This 
an abominable Palfhdod ; for it is Sin that deftroys 
Soul : And fuch as thofe that preach to the People 
at there is no Freedom from it in this World, con- 
adi6l Chrift*s Doftrine, Be ye perfeSl^ &c. And that 
if the Apoftle's, He that is born of God cannot Jin. 
' thus their blind Guides miftake Light for Dark- 
is, and Darknefs for I^ight. Among the many 
undreds that were (iaTn, I heard but of three of our 
fiends being killed, whofe Deftruftion was very re- 
anarkable, as I was informed (the one was a Woman, 
the other two were Men.) The Men ufcd to go to 
their Labour without any Weapons, and trufted to 
the Almighty, and depended on his Providence to pro- 
leA them (it being tlieir Principle not to ufe Weapons 
AfWar, to offend others, or defend thcmfelves) but 
i Spirit .of Diftriift taking Place in their Minds, they 
took WeapoEfs 6f War to defend thcmfelves ; and 
the IPtdianSy who had feen them feveral Times \vith- 
oiit them, and let them alont, faying. They were peace- 
4ible Men^ and hurt nobody^ therefore they would not 
hurt them^ now feeing them have Guns, and fup- 
poling they defigned to kill the Indians^ they 
therefore fhot the Men dead. The Woman had re- 
mained in her llabitation, and could not be free to 
p to a fortified Place for Prefervation, neither fhe, 
cr Son, nor Daughter, nor to take thither the little 
Ones 5 but the ^oor Woman after fomp Time begaa 
.to lee in a flavifli Fear, and did advife her Children 
to go with her to a: Fort not far froni their Dwelling.

•^"-sr^ they are Iinown; I den-j it, fays Prieft Crawford (for I 
tliai was [he Name he went by here, he going under J 
another ellewhere) that they art known by (heir fruUltt 
I anlwered. Then thou denies the plain and tukf 
Truth of Chrift. So I called aloud to the PeopIeJ 
take Notice what a blind Guide they had ; in 
indeed he was wicked as well as blind, and to ' 
Fruits not good ; which may make one fnppofe, that 
he was not willing to be tryM by his Fruits -■ Pcr 
foon after, News came that he had a Wife in Eif£- 
land, and as he had another here, his Fruits were 
wicked with a Witnefs ; and according to Chrift's 
Doftrinc, no Good could fpriog from nis Mimftry* J 
therefore he proved hinifelf by his evil Deeds to tel 
no Minifter of Jefus Chrift, Near the aforefaid Plaff 1 
we got a Meeting fettled, which is called Little-Crak \ 
Meeeting ; and about the fame Time a Meeting was , 
eftablilhed, and a Meeting-houfe built at Duck-Creek. 
The People in thofe Parts about this Time began 
mightily to fee through the formal Preaching of fuch 
as preach for Money or Hire, who love the Hire, 
though they don't love to be called Hirelings. 

In the Year 1706, having fome Concerns in the 
Province of Maryland, I had divers Meetings as J 
imV travelled on the Road, as &x. Nottingham, Elk River, 
foj/^wi. ^ortbeajl, Suffuehannah, Bujh and Gunpowder Rivers ; 
at fome of which Places I dcn't know that there had 
been any Meetings before. At one of thefe Meetings 
were one Edwards a Prieft, and a Lawyer the Attor- 
ney-General, and feveral of the Jultrces of the Peace. 
The Prieft was angry, and faid. It was an unlawful 
Affembl-j, the Houfe not being licenfed by Law. The 
Juftices told him. That he and his People being there 
to hear, if any unwarrantable or falfe Doftrine was 
preached, he had a fair Opportunity to lay it open 
before all the People. So they defired him to hear . 
patiently and quietly. He feem'd to like the Propo- 
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lition» and fat down by :5s;; me. We had not fat down 1706. 
long before I ftood up, and fpoke to the People fome 
confiderable Time 5 and the Lawyer fat oppofite to 
me, jand took what 1 (aid in Short-Hand, for about 
IjUtf an Hour ; but growing weary, he laid dpwn his 
^jjJren, and took out ot his Pocket a Bottle of Liquor, 
or Spirits, and faid. Come Friend^ here is to tbee^ 
(or you) you have fpoke a gnat while^ you need fomething 
id refrefb you. So I made a Stop, and faid to the 
People, here is your Miniftcr, and here is fome of the 
Fruits of his Miniftry, ot which he and all fober Peo- 
ple may be afhamed. And then I went on again 
without any Oppolition till I had done.; but after- 
wards they were in a Rage, and threatened what they 
would do to me, if ever I came to have a Meeting 
any more there. But I told *cm if they had Power 
to take our Lives from us, they were not dear to us 
for the Sake of Chrift and his Gofpel ; and that wc 
did not matter their Threatenings. I defired the 
Lawyer to give me a Copy of what he had written : 
He went about it, but did not do it ; neither was he 
candid in penning my Words ; for feveral of the Peo* 
pie then prefent did oear Witnefs he had not writ it 
Verbatim^ nor truly taken the Senfe of what 1 fpoke, 
wherefore I charged him to be Juft, otherwifc he had 
many WitneflTe^ againft him ; at which the Prieft bent 
his Fift, and held it up to me, but did not ftrike me, 
and away they went ifi ^ Fret. Soon after we h^d ano- 
ther Meeting at the fame Place, which was large and 
Juict, The Man of the Houfe being an Attorney a^ 
^aw, had got his Houfe licenfed, and tho* the Prieft 
and Lawyer threatened hard, they came not* 

Aquila Pica^ High Sheriff for the County, living at 
the Head of Bujb River, near the main Hoad, built 
a Meeting- houfe at his own Charge, and had it licen- 
ced, at which we had many good Meetings. About 
this Tiine alfo was built a Meeiing-houfe at a Place 
', called NoUingbam^ which is a latgie Meeting, and 
^^reatly incrcafcs. Wh« 
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Whfn I was travelling irT thofe Pares I bad a Con- 
cern on my Mind to vific the Indians living near Suf- 
^"ebanKahy at Consfiegoe ; I laid it before the Elders 
of Nottingham Meeting, with whicli they' ^xfl^^d 
ihcir Unity, and promoted my vificing ihem. '^t 
got an Interpreter, and thirteen or fourteen of us ira^ 
wclied through the Woods about fifty Miles, carrying 
Provifions with us, and on the Journey fat down 
ly a River, and fpread our Food on the Grafs, and 
'refrefhed ourfclves and Horfes, and then went on 
chearfully, and with oood Will, and much Love to' 
the poor Indians ; and when wc came, they received 
us kindly, treating us civilly in their Way. We 
treated about having n Meeting with them in a religi- 
ous Way, upon which they called a Council, in which' 
They were very grave, and fpoke one after another 
without any Heat or Jirring ■, (and fome of the molt 
elleemed of their Women do Ibmetimes fpeak in their 
Councils.) I afked our Interpreter, Why they fuf- 
fi;red or permitted the Women to fpeak in their Coun- 
cils ? His Anfwtfr was. That fomeWamen were 'ioifer 
than foiae Men. Our Interpreter told me. That they 
had not done any Thing for many Years without the 
Counfcl of an ancient grave Woman ; who, I ob- 
fervcd fpoke much in their Council -, for I was per- 
mitted to be prefent at ic ; and I afked, WTiat it was 
the Woman faid ? He told me (he was iin Emprcfs j 
and they gave much Heed to what fhe laid amongft 
them i and that fhe then faJd to them. She loohd upoK 
eur Coming lo bs more thai nalnral, bec.iufe we did net 
come to l>uy% or fell, or get Gain, but came in Love and 
RefpeSt lo tbem, and defired their ft^eU-doing both here 
and hereafter \ and further continued. That eur Meetings 
among them miiht be very benefieial to their young People^ 
and related a Dream which rtie had three Days before, 
atid interpreted it, V!Z. " That fhe was in London^ 
•> and that London was the 5neft Place (he ever faw (it 
*« •mAhV.tiO Pbiladelpbia, but much bigger) and (ha' 
went acrols fix Streets, and in the fcventh (he faw 
" miliaat 
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*« William Penn preaching to the People^ which was 1706. 
«' a great Multitude, and both fhe and William Penn 
** rejoiced to fee one another; and after Meeting Ihe 
^^ went to him, and be tpjd her. That in a little Time 
«' he would come over, and preach to them alfo, of 
** which (he was very glad. And now (he faid her 
** Dream was fulfilled, for one of his Friends was 
<' come to preach to them.'j' And fhie advifcd thenri 
to hear us, and entertain us kindly ; and accordingly 
they did. Here were two Nations of them, the Sene- 
£a^s and i\x^ Sbawnefe. We had fir ft. a Meeting with 
the Seneca^ 5 J with which they were muqh affefted ; and 
they called the other Nation (viz..th^ Sbawneje) an* 
interpreted to them what we had fpoke in their Meet- 
ing, and the poor Indians (particolarly fome of the 
young Men and Women) were under a folid Exercife, 
and Concern. We had affo a Meeting with the other 
Nation, and they were all very kind to .U9, and defired 
more fuch Opportunities ; the which, I hope Divine 
Providence will order them^ if they are worthy thereof. 
The Golpcl of Jefus Chrift was preached freely to 
them, and Faith in Chrift, who was put to Death at 
Jerufalem^ by the unbelieving Jews\ and that this 
fame Jefus came to fave People from th^r Sins, and 
by his Grace and Light in the Soul, (hews to Man 
his Sins, and convinceth him thereof, defivering him 
but of them, and gives inward Peace and Comfort 
to the Soul for Well-doing, and Sorrow and Trouble 
for Evil-doing •, to all which, as their Manner is, 
they gave publick Aflfents ; and to that of the Light 
in the Soul, they gave a double AfTent, and feem'd 
much affefted with the Dodtrine of Truth ; alfo the 
Benefit of the holy Scriptures was largely opened to 
them*. ' Afier 

* Tis worthy of Notice, tharat at the firft Tietclkig of pf w/>/- 
VAnU^ milUn 2<nn took great Care to do Juftice to the /wiwwj, 
and bought his Land of thciti to their Satistaaion, and fcttlccj a 
Trade with them ; fo that whctcas the /wiMWi were dettrudive to 
other Colonic, they were helpful to Pe?jfj/Jvanu ; and to thii Day 
rtcy lfi?e to heat the Name of VVIU.I;\M PENN. 
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After this we returned to our rcrpeftivc Habiracions, 
thankful in our Hearts to the God and Father of our 
Lord JeJus Chriflr. Several of the Friends that went 
with me cxpref&'d their Satisfaflion in this Vifit, and 
offered themfelves freely to go again on the Jikc Ser- 
vice. 

I alfo was concerned foon after to vifit the People 
about Egg Harbour and Cape-May, and had divers 
Meetings amongft them, and feveral Meetings were 
fettled in ihofe Parts, and the People fomewhat re- 
formed from what they had been before they were vi- 
fited by Friends, as therafelves io!d me (after a Meet- 
ing we had with them) that they ufed to fpend the' 
Sabbath Days in Sporting and Vanity until Friends 
came among them, and now they met together to 
worlhip God, and his Son Jcfus Chrift. At our 
coming amongft them fome Backfliders and Apoftaies 
were difpleafed. One (in a very bitter Spirit) called 
us, Curfed and cruel Devils. Another wrote againit 
us. To him I fent an Anlwer, for which he fcanda- 
lized me in one of his Almanacks, and publickly be- 
Jied me in Print ; which Lies I fwept away with 3, 
Small Broom^ printed in this Year 1706, to which I 
never underwood that he return'd any Anfwer, nor^ 
that he wrote againft Friends afterwards, tho' he had 
made it his Praiitice before for feveral Years. 

Ac Little Egg-Harbour liv'd a Friend whofe Namrf 
was Edward Andrews, who, as he himfelf told me, ha(^ 
been a Leader of the Pebple into Vanity and Folly. 
Mufick, Dancing, isc. But the good Hand of the 
Lord being upon liim, wrought a wonderfid Refor- 
mation in him, and nude him an Intlrument to lead 
People into. Truth and Righteoufnefs, and gave him 
an excellent Gift of the Miniftry of the Gofpel of 
Chrift i fo that he was made inftrumental in thtf ga- 
thering of a large and growing Meeting, moft of thft 
People thereabouts being convinced, and a great 
Reformation and Change wrought in their Converfa- 

tJons. 
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tions. This Friend told me. That when he was very 170^ 
rude and wild, he was mighrily reached unto at the ^ 
Meeting we had under the Trees at Crofwicks^y fo 
that he could not go on with his Vanity as before, 
otter which he had ftrong Convid:ions on him, which 
wrought Converfion in the Lord's Time, after he 
had gone thro' many and deep inward Exercises. 

Alter thcfe feveral Journies were over, and I had TMWt/i 
cleared myfeU', I was ibme Time at Home, and tbl- '*'*' 
iowcd my Bufinefe with Diligence and Induftry, and 
throve in the Things ot the World, the Lord adding 
a BlelBng to my Labour. Some People would teit 
me that 1 got Money for Preaching, and grew Rich 
fajT'iti whi'-h, being a common Calumny caft upon 
our publick Friends that are Travellers, I ihall take 
a little Notice of it, and leave it to Pofterity. That it 
isagainft our PrincipJe, and contrary to our known 
Pra6lrce and Rule, to rake Money tor our Preaching 
clie Gofpei ot Chriil, and the pubiiiliing ot Salvation 
through his Name unto the People-, for according to 
Chrift's Confimand, H^e, Receiving it freely^ are to 
give it /orlh freely: And i can fay without Vanity' or 
Boafting, I have fpent many Pounds in that Service, 
be/ides my Tinje, which was, and is, as precious to 
mf, as toother People: And riHng early, and Isying 
dbWn late ; many Days riding 40, 50, and bo Miles a 
Day, which was very laborious ant] hard for my Mefli 
10 endure fbeing corpulent and heavy from the 27th 
Year of my Age,) and I can truly lay, that I never 
received any Money or Confideration on Account of 
thcfc Services, c-jthcr diredly or indireiT-ly ; and yet 
if any of our Minifters are Neceflitous or Poor, we r&. t 
licve them freely, not becaufe ihty are Preachers, boe I 
becaufe they are Needy 1 and when we have done tliofe ^ 
Things, we have done but our Duty : And well will

therein ! Such will fhifides tBe Earneft of Peace in their 
own Souls in this WorId_) have a blefled Reward in 
the glorious Kingdom of the Lord and his-Chrift ia 
that World which is to come. It is well known 
that I have fpcnt much of my Time (fince I have been 
free from my Apprentice/hip) in Travelling and 
Preaching the Gofpel, being out often many Months, 
and fomeiimes a whole Year, and more ; and at In- 
tervals I have been apt to think the Time long, till I got 
to my Bufmefs and Family -, and fo have divers Times 
made more Hafte than I Ihould have done, which has 
brought Trouble on my Mind, and is a Trouble to 
me unto this Day ; which may be a Caution to thole 
who travel in the Work of the Miniftry hereafter, 
not to make too much Hafte from the Work of 
Chrift ; and yet there ought to be Difcretion ufed j 
fora Minifter may ftay too long, as well as return loo 
foon, which may be perceived as we keep the Eye of 
our Mind to our Divine Guide. 

After I had ftaid at and about Home for fome con- 
fiderable Time, a weighty Concern came upon me to 
vifit Friends in the JVeft-Indies, and fome Parts of 
Europty as it might pleafe the Almighty to open my 
Way ; and as it was to be a long Travel, both by Sea 
and Land, and hazardous, by reafon it was War 
Time-, and many Privateers out at Sea, I fettled my 
Affairs by Will, and otherwifc, that it I ihould not 
]ive to come Home again. Things relating to my out- • ■ 
ward Affairs might be done honourably and well : For | 
at this Time, as at many others, I can truly fay, I I 
gave up my Life freely tor my holy Mailer's Sake, 
and in his Caufe, who laid. Go teach all Naiions^ &c. 

On the 29th of the Sixth Month, 1707, I had a 
Certificate Irom the Monthly-meeting ot Friends at 
Pbiladelpbiay fignifying thdr Uniy with my Under- 
takingj and Defires for my Weiftrej and a tender . 
Concern wxs on my Mind thpt I might. live accordii^ | 
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II *o wha: my Brethren had cerrified concerning me, I 170^^ 
likewife laid my Exercife beforethe General Meeting U''V%I 
of Minifters and Elders held for the Provinces of P^a- ' 

Jylvania and New-Jerfeyy on the 22d of the Seventh 
Month, who alfo fignified their Fellowihip with my 
intended Travels and Journey, and recommended me 
10 the Grace of God ; and in much Love and Tender- 
nefs I parted with my dear and loving Wife, and my 
near and affeftionate Friends and Brethren. 

I had for my Companion and Fellov^-Iabourer in the 
Work o{ the Gofpel, my dear Friend Richard Gove^ 
who alfo had the Approbation and Unity of Friends in 
this Tourney and Undertaking. 

We went on board a Sloop at Philadelphia bound 
for Barhadoes, yobn Knight, Mafter, about the 27th of 
the Eighth Month, in theaforefaid Year, 

After a tew Days Sailing down the River Delaware, 
we put to Sea, and in about a Month's Time we came 
within S'l^hz of Barbadoes, where we met wish a Prj-Ai**. 
vateer, which chafed, and had like to have taken us j a'lw»?i 
but the good Providence of God prcferved us out of 'e«- 
ihe Hands of thofe Enemies: For ever blefied be hia 
great Nanie ! In this Chace the Se-imen were uneafy, 
and belched out wicked Oaths, and curfed the ^lakers^ 
wifliing all their Veflels might be taken by the Ene- 
my, becaufe they did not carry Guns in tliem : Ac 
which [Evil] Itwas grieved, and began thus to ex- 
poftulate with them : Do you know the Worth of a 
Man's Life ? (Guns being made on Purpofe to deftroy 
Mens Lives ;) were this Ship and Cargo mine, fo 
rfiras I know mine Heart, I do ingenuoufly declare, I 
ioA rather loofe it all, than that one of you (hould loofe 
iisLife (for I certainly knew they were unfit to die.) 
Live! ! fay they, we bad rather loofe our Lives than 
to to France. But, faid I, that is not the Matter ; 
Had you rather go to Hell, than go to France? They 
being guilty of great Sins and Wickednels, and con- 
iriAcd in iheirown Confciences, held their Peace, and

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1707. faid no more about the poor fakers ; and when 
f^V^ got within Gun-Shot ot a Fort on Barbiukei, tbe £□■ 
foy left chafing us.

Here was never any Friend before, as the Inh 

bitants faid. / inlreat the Lord Jehovah to prefer 

the fmcere-hearted among Ihem in bit holy Fear^ 
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they remain in this JVorld ; and not them only^ but alt 1707. 
. that -love dnd fear him^ in all Kindreds and Nations^ 
I and amongft People of all Profejfions wbatfoever. Tbis^ 
Iw tie univerfal Spirit of God^s Divine Love^ is the De- 
fire of my Soul. Back from Anguilla we went to Nevis^ Nrvir. 
tnd from Nevis to Antigua ; and notwithftanding our jntijiMM. 
Soop was a dull Sailer, yet we were prefcrvcd from 
the fencmy, to the Admiration of ourfelves. Friends, 
and others, our Courfe being in the very Road of the 
Privateers. Juft as we got into the Harbour and were 
landed, a Privateer cami by with a Prize along with 
her, as we fuppofed, which excited our Thankfalncft 
to the Lord for our Prefervation. Here we met 
with the Packet-Boat bound for Jamaica^ and thence 
for England. We Itaid a little at the Ifland caird 
^ Saint Cbrifiopbers. In our Way to Jamaica we fawStOr/V?*^ 
• fmall Privateer, that gave us Chace, and** it being ^*^'^'* 
calm, fhe rowed up towards us. The Matter pre- 
pared the Veffel to fight, hoifting up his Mainfail, 
and putting out our Colours. In the Interim fome 
Were bold, and fome forrowful. One came to me, Chafedby 
and alked, What I thought of it ? And what I thought'' ^"''*' 
tf the Quakers Principles now ? 1 told him I thought 
I was as willing to go to Heaven, as himfelf was •, 
to which he faid nothing, but turned away Irom me. 
Another afked me, PFhat I would do now ? I told him, 
I would pray that they might be made better, and 
chat they mi^ht be made fit to die. Then in the midft 
of their Noife and Hurry, in Secret I begged of the 
Almighty; in the Name, and for the Sake of his 
dear Son, that he would be pleafed to caufeiafrclh 
Gale of Wind to fpring up, that we might be deli*

Meeting at Spaaifi-Ttncti, there were divers jfn 
whom m^ Heart was very open, and I felt. 
Love to them, for the Sake of their Fathers 
ham, I/aac, and Jacob, and tbey were fo a{ 
with the Meeting, that they fenc us Come uole; 
Cakes, made with fine Flour and fwcet Oil, it \ 
Feftival Time with them. We had a Meeting ai 
lieya!, in a Place where the Earthquake had deJ: 
a large Building, in which Meeting I had Ocdal 
remind them of the righteous Judgments of. 
which had been juftly infliftcd on them for the 
and Wickcdnefs. Some wept, and fome were 
The People here, as I was informed* were get 
very wicked. Alter having had divers Meeting 
Packet in which we had taken our PaiTage,; 
pblig'd to ftay but ten Days, we went off fooQc 
we oiherwife fliould have done, and folemnly 
Leave of thofe Friends that were there, we w( 
board our VefTel, in order for England, by 
Pcrmlffion. We got readily through the f^u 
which is between the Iflands of Cuh 
Hispaniola ; and divers Times after we left 3*4 
we were chafed by feveral Ships, but they cou 
come up with us. One Ship of twenty-eighc 
gave us Chacc after a great Storm, and was x 
up wi:h us before we could well make Sail v 
being eager of their Prey, fent their Hands al 
let their Reefs out of the TopfaJls, in order to 
more Speed, and came running mightily towan 
And gained much upon us \ we tearing to make Si 
tcafon of the Storm, and the Sea running very 
9nd our Mafts being therefore in Danger, wc 
fome Time in Doubt, whether we (hould efca] 
not : But whilfl we were in this Confternation, 
Came the Frwct Ship's three Topmafts at once, 
eicaped, and left her, and wenc icjoicing on our 
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at we were thus delivered. This was one of the 1707. 
tat and remarkable Deliverances among the many \^>/-^ 
met with, by the good Hand and Providence of ^^ 
e Lord, my great and good Matter, whom I hope '^'-^^ 
I ferve all my Days. 

After having been at Sea about fix Weeks, we bfg.in 
' look out for Land, and in two or three Days wc 
Unded, and found Ground, at about ninety Fathoms j 
(er which we faw two French Privateers, that gave 
I' Chace about four a Clock in the Morning, and pur- 
td us-vigoroutly ; but faihng better than they, we 
Bi them out of Sight by eight a Clock the fame 
forning, ^.nd in about two Hours' after we faw the 
and of Irdattd ; k being milty Weather, with Rain ^^'^ 
UWirid, our Mafter thought it belt to lay by and /--''Jitrf to 
fbear Sailing, that Coaft being Rocky and dange- ^;^^' 
p, by which Means the two Ships* (that gave us 
tlK) came up with us, and found us not in failing 
fder, and were in Gun-fhot of us before we were 
fare of it. What to do now we could not tell, until 
Igr began Co fire at us ; but in this Emergency and 
fait our Mafter refolved he wou!d rather run the 
Iffel on Siiore than they fhould have her, (he being 
hly laden with Indigo, Silver, and Gold, reckoned 
: the Value of Fifty Thoufand Pounds. In this 
fait, we mud cither fall inio the Hands of the 
inch, who were our Eneniies, or run againft the 
icks J and we thought it belt to f.ill into the Hands of 
! Almighty, and truft to his Providence ; fo to- 
rds the Rocks we went, which looked with a ler- 
Ic Afpefl. The native Irtjh feeing us, they came 
Wn in great Numbers, and ran on the Rocks, and 
fcd to us, faying. That if ivt came any nearer "^e 
Mid be dajhedto Pieces. Then our Mafter ordered %V%'^* 
I Anchor to be let go, which brought her up be- s^oio, 
e fhe ftruck 5 and, with much ado, he put his 
at out into the Sea, and put in all the PafTengers, 
order to fee them on Shore, the Waves running 
E 3 very 
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high, fo that it looked as if every Wave vow 
fw.i!]owcd us up 1 and it was a great Favour. 
'idence tUat we got to Land in Sateiy. The E 
■s not daring to come fo near the Shore as 
'did, after firing at us, went away, and our Maf 
Carricu the Ship into the Harbour of Kinjale 
Ireland. Thus through many Perils and Dangers 
were preferved, and got fafe on the Jrt/h Shore, , 
which, and all other the Mercies and Favours of .1 
mod High, my Soul and Spirit did give Glory \ 
Fraife ! In this Voyage we were about feven Wcek% 
Sea. 

When I came from my Home at PhiladelpbiA 

did intend (the Lord permitting) to vifit Friendj 

Ireland, and being accidentally caft on Shore thcr 

thought it my Place 5rft to go through that Nation 

had been in Ireland about nine Years before, and ( 

being but young, and now being more grown 

Body, my old Acquaintance and Friends did nol 

firft know me ; but we were kindly and lovingly 

ceived by our Friends and Brethren in that Nat 

where there is a great and numerous People, that Ij 

and worlliip the Father in Spirit and in Truth, 

who have divers good and wholefome Orders ( 

bliflied amongft them, in the Unity and Fellow 

of the Gofpel. In this Nation we had many and i,

among them, after we had travelled feveral Huaj 

Miles, and vjfited Friends Meetings generally, i 

fome other Places where it was not ufual. Wh 

was in Ireland, under a Concern for the Profp< 

pf Truth and Religion, I wrote an Exbortaiia 
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thi Toutby and others, which was afterwards printed 170^. 
there. 

We took Ship in rhe North of Ireland, ac a Town 
called Doitagbaaee, being accompanied with divers Bre- 
thren, who brought us on our Way after a godly Sort. 
We got to Port- Patrick, in Scotland^ after about five ScniMi. 
Hours Sail, in order to vific thofe few Friends that 
were fcattered about in that Part of the Nation. Peo- 
ple in thofe Parts looked very fliy on us, and did not 
Care to dircourfe with us on Matters Civil or Reli- 
gious, which I thought unreafonable. The firft Town 
or City we came to, in which we had a Meeting, 
was Glafgow (accounted the fecond City in North Bri- ci.ijs»-w. 
tsia) wiiere, in our Meeting for the Worfhip of the 
Almighty, wc were fhamefuliy treated, by the People 
throwing Dirt, Stones, Coals, (dc, amongft us, and 
by divers other Actions unbecoming Men (tho' Hea- 
ihtHs or Infidels) much more People profelTing Chrifti- 
anity, fo that I was conftrained to tell them, that 
tho' I had preached theGofpel to many Heathem, and 
to divers ^ews^ as alfo to Indians and Negroes, and 
bad travelled in many Countries and Nations in the 
World, in feveral Quarters thereof, and many Thou- 
fands of Miles, yet I mult needs fay, that I never met 
with the like Incivilities, and fuch (currillous Treat- 
ment, no not in all my Travels. I alfo told them, 
ibac I had preached the Gofpel of Chrift among their 
Brethren in New-England, and in Bofion, where they 
foitnerly hanged the Quakers, and cruelly pv-rfccutcd 
ihcm for their Religion, and yet they did not treat us 
fo brutifhiy even there. And further I told them, 
tfaad lived in thofe Parts of America, and what Ac- 
COTnt I (bould have to carry Home to their aforcfaid 
Brethren, of our Treatment in Glafgow, the fecond 
City in Scotland. I defir'd' them to confider of it, and 
be afhamed, if thej^ had any Shame. This a little 
abaihed them for the prefent, but afterwirds they

Ai this Place my '-^V'N* 
dear Friend and Fellow-traveller, Richard Gove, and I 
parted : I was for going by the Eaft Sea-Coaft up for 
LoTtdon, and he indin'd towards Cumberland^ after we 
had travelled about a Year in theWork of theMinrftry, 
in great Love and true Friendfhip, in which Work we 
were true Helpers one of another j and as we had labour- 
ed together in the Work ot Chrift, fo we parted in his 
Love. Now from Berwick I travelled along to Neu-- 
mjiU ; had one Meeting by the Way, and feverd 
good Meetings at NewcaJIle, Sundfrlaiid, Shofen, and ^T".^ 
" 'bam, and feveral other Places Jn the Brfhoprick of " 
* im. The Winter coming on apace, it began to 
,d travelling ; and I being already much fpent 
__ _ defigned to go fpeedily up to London ; and 
BJcing fome Meetings in my Way, as at Stockton, 
^il^, Scarborough, Burlington, Hull, and Brqg, 
and (o on through Lincolnjhire, where I went to vifit a ^"^^ 
Friend that was Prifoner in the Cafllc of Lincoln^ 
fccaafe for Confcience Sake he could not pay an 
tmgodly Prieft the Tythe of his Labour. From 
iMColn I proceeded to Huntington, about which Place :

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1709. Nortb-fiolland, and yebn Claus and Peier Rejardviitn 
"with us to interpret for us; fo by Boat, or Scoot 
we travelled to a Town called 5i»i/t, where we hat 
two Meetings, Friends having a Mceting-houfe there 
from Twijk vie went back again to Amjlerdamj and 
had two large Meetings there on the Firft Day, andf 
Second Day in the Evening we went on Ship-board^i 

WirHnsn. jj, o^der CO crofs the South Sea to Herlingen, at whicK 
Place we had two Meetings, and we and Friends wen 
giad to fee one another : And indeed, we being as or* 
Family all the World over, are generally glad to fei 
each Other. From this Place we travelled Ea(lwar< 
through Eajl-Friijland, and went through feverrf 

t»HiH. great Towns and Cities until we came to Embden, th4 
the chief City in Eafi-Friejland, where we had a comfort 
tabic Mefting by the Bed- fide of one of our Friend! 
that lay fick 1 and feveral of her Neighbours came ii^ 
and ftay'd till the Meeting ended ; fome of them wen 
very tender and loving, and wifhed us v/ell, and wer( 
well Titisfied. After Meeting we fet forward iot 
Hamburgh, it being four Days Journey by Waggon, 
and paifed along through divers Towns and Cities: 
We alfo travelled through the City of Oldenburghi 

tiiniwrgh and a Place of great Commerce called Bremen. A. 

indBr,. Magiftrate of this City took Notice of us, joined him- 

"*" felf to us, and went with us to the Inn, and then very; 

lovingly took leave of us, and deflred God to blcfii 
UJ. The people at our Inns were generally very 
loving and kind to us, and fome would admire at my 
coming fo far only to vifit my Friends,' without any 
Views of Advantage or Profit outwardly. When ■ 
Qono H J mhirgb we had a Meeting 21 yacob Hagen's^ 
ami thofe that were there, were well fatisfied witK 
the DDfl:rine of Truth, bieffed be God, who, I may 
fay, was with us at that Time and Place! At Ham' 
burgh there was at Meeting one who had preached 
before the King of Denmark ; who, as I underftootj 
by oiTT Interpreter, was turned oat of his Place, for 
preaching 
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preaching the fame Truths that we had preached 1709^ 
ihere that Day; at which Meeting were Papifts^ Lu- w^VV 
iberans^ CalviniJiSf Menonijls^ Jews^ &c» All of 
them were fober, and generally expre0ed their Satis- 
fa£lion. I had fo much Comfort in that Meetings 
that I thought it was worth my X^abour in coming from 
my Habitation, the Anfwer of Peace was fuch to my 
Soul, that I greatly rejoiced in my Labour in thie 
Work of Chrift. From hence I travelled to ir^^- ^^^^^^ 
rickjiadtr it being two Days Journey (where Friends y?gd». 
have a Mccting-houfc.) We ftay*d about ten Days, 
and had nine Meetings in this Cicy. Some of the 
Meetings were very large, and the longer we ftay'd^ 
the larger they were. This Frederickjtadt is a City in 
the Dominions of the Duke of Holftein^ and was the 
fartheft Place we travelled to Eaftward ; and from, 
hence I wrote a fmall Piece, called, ji loving Invita- 
iion unto Toung and Old in Holland and elfewbere ^ 
which was tranflated into the German and Low-DuUk 
Languages ; and divers Impreffions of them werealfo 
printed in England. 

We travelled in this Journey thro* fome Parts of 
jthe Emperor of Germanf% Dominions, as alfo of the. 
K\n^oi Denmark and Swedejland^ and of the Duke of 
Oldenburgb^s and Prince of Eaji-Friejland's Territories, 
befides fome Parts of the Seven provinces of the united 
States. We parted with our friends of this. City of 
Frederickjiadt^ in much Love and Tendernefs, and 
with our Hearts full of good Will one towards ano- 
ther, and fo went back to the City of Emhden a nearer j^j^^jt 
Way, by two Days Journey, than to go by Ham^ 
burgb. We crofs'd the Rivers E'jder^ Elfe^ and 
Weifer ; over which laft we were rowed by three Wo- 
men. %be Women in tbofe Parts of tbe World are 
ftrong and robufiy and ufed to bard Labour. I have 
feen them do not only the Work of Men^ but of Horfes ; 
ii being common with .them to do the mofl laborious y and 
tbe Men th^ lightefi and eafieji Work. I remember that 
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1709. / o»« /aw »f«r Hamburgh a fair well drejfed fP'etfta/t, 
whOt by her Drefs, or Apearance, was a Woman 0, 

fsmsNoie^ and a Man {which I took to be her Hujband\ 
walking by her, andjhe was very great with Child, "w 
the JVa-j difficult, being up a very fteep Hill, and be dh 
net fo much as offer his Hand, or JJiJlance to her ] 
wMcb, however it might look to a Man of that Country, 
H feem'd very Ji range to me being a Bricon, For m_ 
fart, J thought it unmanly, as well as unmannerly .• ^^ 
which i ohferve^ thai I never in any Part of the World 

faw Women fo tenderly dealt by as our Englifh» or Bri 
cifh Women, which they ought to value and prize highli 
end therefore, to be the more loving and obedient to then 
Hufhands, the indulgent Engliftimen ; which Indulgent 
J blame not, but commend, fo far as it is a Motive t\ 
fiir them up to Love and Faithfulnefs. 

In this Journey beiween Frederickfladt and Embdetfi 
we had tour Days hard travelling, and were tw'io 
overturned ouc of our Waggons, but we got 
Harm, which was admirable to us 1 for once we fell. 
Waggon and all, over a great Bank, juft by the fid 
of a large Ditch, and did but juft iaveourfclves ou 
of the Ditch. The next Time we overlet upon Stones 
We wondered that none of us were hurt, parcicularlj 
myfelt, I beirg much heavier than any of the reft 
but thro' the Mercy of God, we got well to EmbdeH 
the fecond Time, and had a Meeting upon a Firl 
Day, and immediately after Meeting we took Shrj 
^iifufh for Delfzeel (which was from Embden about nine c 
ten Englijb Miles by Water) and with a fair Gale < 
Wind, got there in iefs than two Hours Time. W( 
fpoke by Interpreters all along, and were divinelj 
helped to preach the Gofpel to the Satisfaftion <S 
others, and our own Comfort ; and the Friend wh< 
interpreted for us, was fenfible of the fame divin 
Affiftance, to his Admiration, for which we were a[ 
truly thankful. But notwichftanding we were fo opefl 
ed, CO the Satisfatftion of ourfelves, our Friends, am 
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the People, yei we were fomctimes emptied to ex- 1709;

Our Want and Need, we did many Times pour out 
our Souls and Spirits in humble Prayer and Suppli- ;

fent Htlp in the needful Time, and had a fwcet Anf^wer 
to our Prayers. O! that my Soul, with all ihc ; 

Faithful, may dwell fitxr to him, in whom alone is 
the Help and Strength of all his faithful Servants 
and Minilters ! ^tnex. 

From Ddfzeel wc went to Groenift^eH, the chief crarinf^ 
City in Grocnin^land, and fo on to a River called the "'*• 
fymder, and to a Town named Goraditk-, where we "' 

had a Meeting with a lew Friends there, and fome of 
their Neighbours came to the Meeting. It was ro us * 

a comfortible Meeting, and they were glad of it, 
they being buc fcldora vifited by Friends. From this 
Place Wc iravcUed by Waggon lo Nervine, where vKninin*. 
lodged that Nighi, and next Day went by Waggon 
to Lewu/arden. Ic happened that we hadgencrally very ^"^"ifti 
fine Weather while in thofeopen Waggons, in which 
wc travelled leveral Hundred Miles, fo that Jacob 
Ciaus, our Companion and Interpreter, tho' he had 
travelled much, faid he never had obfervtd the like 
before; which Obfervation I thought good to malie, 
with Thanks to the Almighty. 

From the City of Leuwarden, we came by Water 
to Herlingen,, where Friends were glad to fee us, and ""■"»/' 
we them. We had a Meeting in Friends Meeting- 
houfe, and a good comfortable One it was, blefTed be 
the Lord for it ! From hence we croflcd the South- 
Sea, and had a contrary Wind, which made our Paf- 
fage long and tedious. We were two Days and two 
Nights on this Water before we got to jimjterdom, in 
aJl which, and the next Day, 1 tatted no Food, being 

three 
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1709. three D.iys falling. I was willing to keep my Body 
^./\-^ under, and found it for my Health ; neither had I any 
Dcfire of Food in tbofe three Days, in which Time 
^Utritm. we. had two Meetings. We arrived at Amfierdam 
about the fixth Hour, on the Firft Day Morning, 
and had two Meetings at Amjierdam that Day, which 
were quiet, and many People came to one of ihem : 
But we could not be clear without going again to 
Aril. I^orth'Holland i fo from Amflerdam we went to HorUy 
where we had a Meeting in the Collegian's Meecing- 
houfc, and it was to Satisfadion : The People were 
very loving, and divers very tender, even more than 
we had ufually feen. They defired another Meeting, 
but our Time would not admit of it, we having ap- 
X«<jk. pointed a Meeting at Twijk the next Day, which wc 
had in the Meeting-Place, as alfo another at a Friend's 
' /btftiiijm. Hoiife. The next Day we returned to Amfterdamy 
and had a Meeting, which began about the fifth 
Hour, which was the Jaft Meeting we had in this 
City, and I hope it will not eafily be forgotten by 
fome. After it we folemnly took our Leave of Friends, 
''MarTiK. ^^^ departed for Harlem^ where we were well refrefh- 
ed in the Love and Life. of Chrift Jefus, our dear 
Lord, and good Mafter. From Harlem we went 
g0tcri4M- w"'^ feveral Friends to Rotterdam, where we bad two 
Meetings, and in the Evening we went to vific a 
Friend that was not well, with whom we had a Meet- 
ing, and affefting Time, and the fick Friend was 
comforted and refrelhed, and faid, Jhe was much bet- 
ter than before -, and we were edified, and the Lord 
our God praifed and magnified over all, who is. 
bleffed for ever. 'i 

I In thofe Parts, viz. Holland, Frle/land, Germa»j^J^ 

I Sec. we travelled 972 £»^/y& Miles, all in Waggora 

and Veffcls. We came not on a Horfe's Back all tlu 
Time. It was about nine Weeks that we itay'd 
ibofe Countries, travelling therein, and getting Met 
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ings where we could, which were co the Number 0t«i7O9i 
Forty-five, thus accounted : ' """^

From Rotterdam v/c took Ship for London, and on 
the 30th of the Third Month 1709, we failed down 
the River Meufe to the Briel, in the Ship jfme^ John 
Vttck Mafter, but he miffing the Convoy, we took 
our Paflage in the Packet; and fo from Helvoetjluys 
we failed over to Harwich, and thus fafely arrived in ffjcw/ft^ 
our native Land, bleffing Almighty God for his many 
Prefervations and Deliverances by Sea and Land. 

About this Time (after a long Continuance of War) 
there was a great talking of Peace ; but the old Enemy 
to Peace, Truth, and Rrghteoufnefs, broke it off by 
his evil Working in Man : Neither can there be any 
lafting Peace, until the Nations come to the Witnef- 
iing of the peaceable Government and Spirit of our 
Lord Jefijs Chrift, to be fee up and eftablifhed in 
ibemfelves. The Lord bring it to pafs, if it be his 
Welled Will, with Speed, for his holy Name's Sake ! 

K As I have had great Peace and Satisfaftion in my 
iTravels in Holland and Germanyy fo, for exciting 
P<Khers under the like Exercife, I may truly fay, that 
I there is Encouragement for faithful Minifters to labour 
* ta the Work of the Gofpel : For I know not that I 
^ ever met with more Tendernefs and Opennefs in Peo- 
iJie, than in thofe Parts of the World. There is a 
great People which they call Menonijts, who are very 
V near ro Truth, and the Fields are white unto Harveft 
I F among 
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1710. ing with the Germans or Pdlaiinest on the Ship's 
y^'V"^ and one [hat underftood both Languages interprc 
for me. The People were tender and wrought up 
behaved fober, and were well fatisfied : And I i 
truly fay, I was well fatisHed alfo. 

In this Voyage we had our Health to Admiratid 
and I Ihall obrerve one Thing worthy of my Nori| 
Sonrie of my loving and good Friends in ioWffWi 
ing a Sicknefs in the Ship, as flie was but fmall, c 
fidering there were fo many Souls on board I 
being ninety-lour in Number, they, for that 1 
other Reafons, advifed me not to go in her; fortf 
loved me well, and 1 took it kindly of them ; 
could not be eafy to take their Advice, becaufe I 
been long from my Habitation and Bufinefs, and wH 
was yet more, from my dear and loving Wife : 
notwithftanding the Veflel was fo tuU and crowd 
and alfo feveral of the People taken into the Ship f 
in the River ot Thames, yet they mended on board! 
VeflTel apace, and were foon ail brave and hean 
being perfeifily recovered at Sea, and the Ship, tn 
the Providence of the Almighty, brought them-^ 
B(faA/. ^ei] (0 PbiladelplAa, in the Seventh Month 171 

(I think I never was in a more healthy Veflel in all my ' 
Time, and I thought this peculiar Favour vi^orthy to 
be recorded by me.} We had a very pleafant Paflage 
up the River Delaware^ to our great Satisfadtion, the 
Palatines being woundcrfully pleafcd with the Country, 
niightiiy admiring the Pleafantnefs and the Fertility 
of it. Divers ot our People went on Shore, and 
brought Fruit on board, which was the largeft and 
^neft they had ever feen, as they faid, viz. Apples, 
Peaches, i^c. 

I was from my Family and Habitation in this Jour- 
ney and Travel for the Space of three Years, within 
a few Weeks \ in which Time, and in my Return, I 
had fweet Peace to my Soul, Glory to God for ever- 
more t I had Meetings every Day when on Land, 

except 
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It Second and Seventh Days (when in Health, and 
_ extraordinary hindered) and travelled by Sea ' 
id Land Fourteen Thourand Three Hundred Miles, 
ing to oar £ngHff) Accounr. I was kindly and 
tenderly received by my Friends, who longed to lee 
e, as I did them, and our Meeting was comfortable 
id pleafanc, 
k Atccr this long Travel and Voyage I ftay'd at 
lome, and looTced after the little Family which God 
id given me, and kept duly to Meetings, except 
ibmething extraordinary hindered. Divers People, 
when I came Home, raifed a falfe Report of me, and 
(Htdj 1 had brought Home a great deal of Money and 
Goods, that I had got by Preaching ; which was ut- 
terly falfe and bafe -, for I brought neither Money or 
Goods, fo much as to the Value of Five Pounds, ex- 
6epc my wearing Apparel ■, fo much the Rcverfe, that 
1 borrowed Money at LoBtiis to pay for my Accom- 
modations Home, the which I faithfully remitted back 
Igain to my Friend that lent it me, to whom I was 
luch obliged for the fame : And if I might have 
iJDcd a Hundred Pounds /iffr Annum,\l would not have 
mpted me to undertake that, or fuch another Journey. 
9on after my Return Home again, I vifited a few 
Sghbouring Meetings, which were large and edify- 
g. Friends being glad to fee me again return'd Home 
mnthat long Journey. And I did (as I had Reafon 
I do) blefs the holy Name of the Lord, for his many 
fefervalions and Deliverances by Sea and Land. 
After fome Stay at Philadelphia^ I went down with 
y Wife and Family into Maryland^ to a Corn-Mill surjitu. 
[iltd Saw-Mill, which I had there, in order to live' 
'iome Time, and fettle ray Affairs : And after being 
;re fome Time, my dear Wife was taken ill of a lore 
ifcafe, which fome thought to be an Ulcer in the 
adder, and I had her up to Philadelphia^ Ihe being 
trricd as far zsCheJler in a Horfe-litter, where flie 
itinucd tor fome Months in much Mifery, and 
F 3 extreaiii 
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' NOW gave up my Time moftly to travelli 
for about the Space of two Years, in whic 
viCted the Meetings of Friends in the Provim 
__ of Penfyhaniay Ettft and Wefi-Jerfey, Max 
Minimi. ^<^n^-> Virginia^ and North -Carolina, and back agi 
A>«ft!.ci ^° ^biladeipbia, and then to New-Jerfey again ' 
rX«. ' to Long-JJland, Rhode- J/land, Conamcut-IJlsnd, Ni 
iwrf iucket-IJland, and New-England, and thro' rhofe Pare» 
' iji'^./fi«>i'.0" ™y Return to Philadelphia. In thefe Provinces,, 
x*.jr . _ ^f . I travelled fome Thoufands of Miles, and had 
" many large Meetings (fome in Places where there had; 
not been any before) and fome were convinced, and 
many wpuld acknowledge to the Teftimony of Trutfv 
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which was declared by the Help and Grace of Chrift ; 1713 

and many Times, my Heart was, by the Affiftance*. 

of that Grace, wonderfully opened to the People. It 

I fliould be particular in the Account of thefe Jour- 

nics, it would enlarge this Part ot my Journal more 

than I am willing. 

In Virginia I had a Meeting at Jamei's River, 
^■where a Prieft of the Church of England, with fome 
of bis Hearers, made fome Oppoficion (after our 
^^eeting was over) and were for difputing about Re- 
ligion; and he openly declared, " The Spirit was 
*' not his Guide, nor Rule ; and he hoped, never, 
** fiiould be. But, he [aid, the Scriptures were his 
*' Rule, and that there was no need of any other j 
*' and that they were as plain as Guttler's Line, or as 
" I, 2, 3." I told him, The Scriptures were a good 
ficondary RuUj und that it were well if Men would/quare 
tbeir Lives according to their DireSJions ; which we, as 
a PeopUy exhorted all to : But that the holy Spirit, from' 
which the holy Scriptures came, muft needs be preferable 
to the Letter, that came from iti and without which holy 
Spirit, Tiie Letter kills, as faith the yipo/ile. I alfo 
afked him, How be, or any elfe, without the Light, or 
Infiuence of the holy Spirit, could underfiand the Scrip- 
tures, which were parabolically and allegorically expref- 
fedf in many Places? And further to ufe his own Ex- 
preflion. How could any underfiand Gunter'r Line, 
without Gunter'j Knowledge? Or without they were 
taught by Gunter, or fivie other? Neither can we be 
the Sons of God, without the Spirit of God. Which 
he anfwered not, but went away. 

In New-England, one Jofeph Metcalf, a Prejhyterian 
Teacher at Falmouth, wrote a Book, intitled, Legal 
Forcing a Maintenance for a Mini/ier of the Cofpel, 
warrantable from Scripture, &c. Which Book a 
Friend of Sandwich gave me, and defired I would an- 
fwer it; which, :.fter finding fome Exerdfe on my 
Mind, for the Caufc of Truth, I was willing to un- 
dertake \ 
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.dertake \ and accordingly wrote an Anfwer I 
whicK I called, Fordng a Maintenance, not warrantOi 
his from the holy Scriptures, for a Minijier oflbe Go/pel 
In which I end^avaured to fee the Texts of Seripturo 
in a true Lighr, which he had dirkeacd and mifrepre^ 
fenced by his chimerical Doftrines. i 

In this Year 1713, I went- from Philadelphia, in A* 
Hope Gaily, John Richmond Mailer, for Soulh-Cara 
Una. We were about a Month at Sei •, and when il 
ffM»4Cir»-pleafed God k\\?x we arrived at Charles 'Town, i\ 
So'dih-CarcUnr!^ wc had a Meeting there, and divet^ 
others afterwards. There are , but few Friends in 1" ' 
Province ; yet J h,id feveral MccBings in the Country y 
The People were g:r:cral!y 1 '■iiig, and received ma 
kindly. What I had ro declare. to them, t always 
defired to fpcak to the Witnefa of God in the Soul, ani 
according Co rhe pure Dodrine of Truth ia the holj| 
Scriptures; and there was Oppnnefs in the People in 
feveral Placts. I was feveral Times to vifit the Go-^ 
vernor,who was courteous and civil to me. Hefaid, 
1 daferved Encouragement; and fpoke to feveral to b( 
generous, and contribute to my Afliftance. H( 
meant an outward Maintenance ; for he woukJ haW 
mc encouraged to ftay among them. But I told hinij 
that tho' it might be a Pra<itice with them, to maujl' 
tain their Minifters, and pay them Money for preachx 
ing, it was contrary to our Principles to be paid 
fgr preaching ; agreeable co the Command of our greal 
Mafter, Chrift Jtfus, who faid to his MiniSersj 
Freely you have recdved, freely give; So that we an 
limited by his Words, whatever oihers are: Atui 
thoCc wiio take a Liberty, contrary to his Doiflrme 
and Command, I think, muft be AnlicbriJ^s, accord* 
ing to holy Scripture. The longer I ttaid there, thq 
larger our Meetings ware •, and when I found myfcl^ 
free and clear of diofe Parts, I took my Paffage foj^ 
Virginia in a Sloop, Henry bucket Mafter. I had 1 
comfortable and quick Paffage to Jamei's River, \ 

beini 
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n^ about two Hundred Leagues. The Mafter of (he 1 7 1 
VefTel told me, That be believed he was blejfed for my ~ 
Sake. 1 wilhed him to live fo as that he might be 
bleffcd for Chrift's Sake. And feme Reformation was 
begun on him in our Voyage ; which w^s the Good- 
nefs of God, thro' Chrrft, to him, and not to be at- 
tributed to me, any farther than an Inftrument in the 
divine Hand j for of ourfelves we cannot do any Thing 
that is Good, it being by Grace, thro* Faith, thac 
we are faved, which is God's Gift to the Soul. 

After I had been fome Time in Virginia, \ got a 
PafTage up the Bay of Cbefapeak, and had feveral 
Meetings ia Maryland, Friends being glad to fee me i 
and we were comforted in Chrift our Lord. I made 
fome little Stay at a Place I had in that Province, 
called Longbridge^ and then returned to Pbiladelpbia^ mui 
where 1 lodged at the Houfe of my very kind FrienA f*** 
Richard and Hannah Hiil\ and was oftentimes at di- 
vers neighbouring Meetings ^ and fometimes hod 
good Service therein. 

About this Time I had an IncIinacioQ to alter my 
Condition of being a Widower, to a married State; 
and the mofl fuitable Perfon that I (with fome of my 
good Friends) could think upon, was Martha^ the 
Widow of Je/epb Brown: And on the 15th of the 
Second Month 1714, we were joined together in 171. 
Marriage, with the Unity of Friends in general. We ~ ' 
bad a large Meeting at our Marriage, the Solemniza- 
tion thereof being attended with the Grace and Grood- 
nets of God; and, for Example-fake, we made but 
little Provifion for our Guefts; For great Entwtain- 
ments at Marriages and Funerals, began to be a grow- 
ing Thing among us, which was attended with divers 
Inconveniences. 

My Wife was a fobcrand religious young Woman, 

and of a quiet natural Temper and Dilpofition j which

I had Joy and Comfort in her, even more than P 
eould exped, her Age confidered-, for (he lived buO 
about eighteen Months, yet in that Time gave frcJ 
quenc Proofs of an uncommon Capacity, and drop?

And I have thought, that in this Child, the Saying <^

I was at 'divers Yearly Meetings in 1715, viz^ aff 
Choptank '\a- Maryland i at: Sbrewjbury and Salem iiij 
NeiO'Jerfiy; .all which Meetings were very large anii 
comfortaJale 5 . many Things being opened therein/ 
tending to the convincing and eftabliflimg the Peopllj 
in The Truth and* Doflrine of Chrift. I was likewifci 
at divers other Meetings in thofe Provinces i wbicli, 
were large and fatisiaftory. < 

■ At Salem Yearly Meeting I was fentfor to the Prii< 
fon, where there was a young Woman that was to bt 
try'd for her Life. She dcfired that I would pray for*, 
her, and charged me to wirn the young People to be 
careful not to keep bad Company; for, faid flie, tf 
bos been my Ruin, and brought me to this Shame and 
Reproach. She had been tenderly brought up and 
educated; I knew her when (he wore a Necklace of 
Gold Chains, tho' now (he wore Iron ones: Upon 
which Subjeiit 1 had ahecwards a large Opportunity 
to fpeak to the People in a very moving Manner i 
which feem'd to very much affeft the Youth, 
and others in the Meeting, which confifted of 
many Hundreds of People. I faw this young 
Woman afterwards, the Jury acquitting her , and 
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I told her, that her Life was given her for a Prey j 17 
and reminded her, how it was with her when ihe was 
in Prifon in Chains -, and I advifed her. to walit more 
circiimfpeiSiy for thefuturej which fliefaid. flic hoped 
ihc Ihould do. 

In the Year 1716, I had fome Concerns whict 171 
drew me to the Ifland of Bermudas (to which Illand 1 
went twice that Summer.^ My Family increafing, I 
traded a little to Sea for their Support and Mainte- 
nance: And I can truly fay, I carried on my Affairs 
and Bufinefs in the Fear of God, having an Eye, or 
Regard therein, more to his Glory, than to my own 
Incercft. We had a rough PaJTage to this Illand ("in 
the firft Voyage) and were forced, by DJftrels oi 
Weather, to call fome of our Goods into the Sea ; 
and the Storm being very violent, fomc of the Seamen 
thougfit we fhoutd be devoured by the Waves ; and 
as for me, they had (hut me up in the Cabbin alone, all 
in Darknels, and the Water came in fo th^t they were j^, j 
I forced to take it out in ButUets, When the Storm 
was a little over, the Mafter came to me, and aflted, 
H6%o I did all alone in (be Dark? I told him. Pretty 
well i and laid to him, I was very ■witling to die if it fo 
f leafed God: And indeed I did expecl no other at 
that Time. After this great Storm was over, wear- 
(ivetl at Bermudas in a few Days ; bur going into the-O'"''- 
Harbour the Boccom of the VelTel ftruck the Rocks, 
but we got well in -, for which 1 was thankful to the 
Almighty. I ilay'd on the IJland about a Month, and 
had feveral Meetings, to fome of which, many came 
who were not called Friends. Tbey were all fober, 
and fome well fatisfied ; and the People of the Ifldo4 
gcneraUy received me lovingly, and were very kind t0% 
mc. (Our ylneienis, who ^ bore the Burden and Heat t' 
the Day, met ■with very different treatment.

I which I was truly thankful. In this great Storm, > 

Hurricane, feveral Sloops (there being no Ships) werft3 

driven upon dry Land, fo that after the Storm?! 

► wu Qver, one might go round them at High Water,! 
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and Teveral blown off the dry Land into the Water, 
One that was ready to be launch d, tho' lafjened on '^ 
die Stocks with two Cables and Anchors put deep in 
the Ground, yet the Violence ot the Wind blew her 
into the Water, and dathcd her all to Pieces, 

About this Time the Bermudas People had got a 
raft Treafure of Silver and Gold out of the Sfanifi 
Wrecks j and at a Meeting which I had with a pretty 
many People on the Firft Day of the Week before 
the Hurricane, or Storm of Wind, it came weightily 
on my Mind to exhort them, Nel to he UJtcd up there- 
with, nor exalted in Pride ; For I declared to thetn^ that 
tbt fame Hand that took it from the Spaniards, could 
take it from thofe who now bad got it 6ut of the Sea 5 and 
jf be pleafed, by the fame Wa-^ ; "which was a Storm that 
eafi aviay the Ships going for Spain. And indeed fo it 
happened the fame H^eek \ for it teas reckof.ed by Men of 
£xperienie and Judgmtnty thai they had lojl more by the 
Storm^tban I bey had gained b-j the fVrecks of the SpanhTtis, 
A fober old Man (not ot our Proleffion) told me the 
next Day atter the Hurricane was over, that what I 
fpoke in the Meeting was loon come to pafs : And he 
added, I was a true Prophet to them. Many Hodfes 
that were not blown down were uncovered, My 
Landlord's Hcufe being old, feveral thought, it would 
be down ; but by the good Providence 6f God, it 
Wiis one of them which itood, 1 was io'my'Smrc, 
which flood -ilio ; tho' I expefted every Miuuie when 
it would h,ive been blown down. It was by the 
Mercy of C3od wc were preferved, and not tor any 
Merit of -Ours. I intreated the Lord in tiie midftof 
this great Wind, that he would pleate to fpare the 
Lives of the People ; tor many of them being Sea- 
faring Men, were very linfit to die i at which Time 
I thought 1 was fcnfibk" oi the AniWer ot my Prayfr, 
and he was pleafed to be intreated tor ihcm : For, 
notwithftanding ihc Violence of the Storm, and the 
great Deftruftion it made, yet notontfvJan, Woman, 
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or Child, nor Creature was loft, that I heard of in 1 
[he Ifland, which was to me very admirable. 1]" 
Friend of the Houfe came to me after the Stoi 
abated, and faid, 7he Lord bad beard my Prayers _, 
tbem. Although they could not by any outward Kno 
ledge, know, that I had prayed for chem, yet they ha< 
Scnfe given them, that I was concetnM for them befc 
the Almighty-, which indeed was true. Ob! 7bat\ 
may never forget the merciful Vifitatioas ef that High i 
Jjifl-j One, who inhabits Eternity ! 

While I was on the Ifland I was invited to, a 
kindly entertained at the Houfes of feveral of 
Gentry, and at the Governor's, who invited mefeve 
Times to his Houfe : And once I was with him, i 
fome of his chief Officers at Dinner, with divers 
the firft Rank, where! was treated very kindly; 
after Dinner the Governor's Praftice was to drink I 
King's Health, and he hoped I would drink it ala 
with them. TeSy faid the refloat the Table, 
Cbalkley (as they called me) mil furely drink the AJij 
Healtb with us. So they palTed the Glafs, with ) 
King's Health, till it came to me j and when it cal 
to me, they all looked ftcdfaftly at me, to fee wi 
I would do (and I looked as ftedfaflly to the i 
mighty) and I faid to them, I love King George^ a 
wifh him as well as any Subje^ he hath ; and i| 
known to Thoufands that we pray for him in o 
Meetings and Afismbiies for tlie Worlhip of Almigl 
GOD: But as to drinking Healths, eitWr the Kinf 
or any Man's elfe, it is againft my profe "ed Princip 
I looking on it to be a vain, idle Ci lum. Ti 
replied, ^hai ibey wifhed the King bad -^re fttcbS\ 
jeiis as I was ; for I had frefeffed a hearty RefpeS 
him : And the Governor -tnd they were all vi 
kind and friendly to me ajl the Time I w.ts on 
Ifland. 

After I had finiftied my Concerns I embarked in 1 
Sloop Dove, for PbUadel^bia ((he being confign'd 
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mc in the former and this Voyage.) It being often 
calm and fmallWinds, our Provifionsgrewvery (canty. 
We were about twelve Perfona in the Vefl>I, fmall 
and great, and but one Piece of Beet left in the Barrel i 
and tor fevcral Days, the Wind being contrary, the 
People began to murmur, and told difmal Stories 
about People eating one another for Want of Provi- 
fions; and the Wind being ftil! againft us, and, for 
Ought we could fee, like to continue, they murmured 
more and more, and at laft, againft me in particular 
Cbecaufethc Veflel and Cargo was confign'd to me, 
and was under my Care) fo that my inward Exercife 
"Was great about it ; for neither myielf, nor any in the 
"Vcffcl, did imagine that we fhould be half fo Jong as 
■Wc were on the Voyage : But fince it was (o, I ferioufJy 
Confidered the Matter ; and to ftop their Murmuring, 
I told them they fhould not need to caft Lots (which 
Was ufual in fuch Cafes) which of us fhould die firll, 
for 1 would freely offer up my Life to do them Good. 
One faid, God hlefs you, I wtU not eat any of you. 
Another faid, He would die before be would eat any of 
me \ andfo faidfcveral, I can truly fay, on that Oc- 
cafion, at that Time, my Life was not dear to mp, 
and that I was ferious and ingenuous in my Propofiti- 
On : And as I was leaning over the Side of the Veird, 
thoughtfully confidering my Pro]x»fal to the Compa- 
ny, and looking in my Mtnd to him that made me, a 
very large Dolphin came up towards the Top or Sur- 
&ce of the Water, and looked me in the Face ; and t 
Called the People to put a Hook into the Sea, and 
take him, for here is one come to redeem me (faid I to 
them i) and ihey put a Hook into the Sea, and the 
Pilh readily took it, and they caught him. He was 
longer than myfelf ; I think he was about fix Feet 
, and the largefl that ever I law. This plainly 
'd us that we ought not to diltruft the Provi-' 
:nce of the Almighty. The People were quieted by 
is Aft of Providence, and murmured no more. We 
G caught 
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fi^ caught enougU to cat plentitully of till we got into the 
Vix* Capes of Delaware, ^bus I faw if wat good tt depend 
a^oH, the Jtmigbty^ and rely upon Bis tternal Arm % 
which, in a parUcklar Manner^ did preferve ui [aft to 
cur difired Port, blejfed be bis great and giorioui NMi, 
through Chrifi [or ever ! 
•*'• 1 now ftay'd at, and about Home for fome Timej 
^ after which I was concerned to vifit Friends in feveral 

''■•^ Places, and in the adjacent Provinces, as Marylaniy 
wjtrfij. p/ffv-Jer/e^, &c. and was at many Marriages and Fu- 
nerals, at which, many Times, we had good Oppor- 
tunities to open the Way, and alfo the Neceffiiy to be 
married to Chrilt Jefus, the great Bridegroom of ihc 
Soul I and alio to exhort the People to conCder ind 
prepare for their latter End and final Change i which 
many Times was lanftified to divers Souls, and the 
Lord's Name was glorified, who is worthy thereof. 

In the Year 1717 I went into Maryland, to look 

after my Affairs in that Province, and as I travelledl 

I'if had divers Meetings at Nottingham, and at Bufii-Rivtr, 

% aoi about which Time ac Bu^-River^ feveral were con- 

tfv^der vinced. The Meeting I found in a growing Condition 

irjrt'urf. in that which is good, feveral Perfons meeting t(^ 

ther in Silence to worfliip God, according to Chrilfl 

InlUcution, which was, and is, and ever will be, in.

r*'*^ Country near Pbiladetpbia i and about the latter Em 
of the Eighth Month I was at divers Marriages, on 
of which was on tin.- Third Day of the Week, abo« 
fifteen Miles above Pbdadetpbia, over Delaware Rive 

Ti; 
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The next was over the River ag^in, about twtinty 17 1^* 
Miles below the City : The third was about twenty v.^>^N^ 
Miles further down the River, and on the oppofid^ 
Side at Salem (on the following Days ;) fo that I croff- 
td Delaware River three Times in three Days, and 
rode about one Hundred Miles. The Meetings were 
ill large, and Matter fuicable to the Occafion freely 
opened to the People. Thefe Remarks are not intend- 
xi to fet up Man, or exalt Flefh, but to ftir up others 
:o come up to the Work of Chrift in their Generation ; 
/Vll the Glory and Godlinefs of Man is but as the Grafs^ 
which foon withers, without we dwell in the Root of 
true Religion, and holy Life of Chrifl: \ and that God 
may have the Glory of all his Works, is the End of 
1)11 the Labours and Travels of the Servants and faith- 
ful Minifters of Chrift. 

In the Tenth Month 17 17, divers Confiderations Takes s 
moving me thereto, I took a Voyage to BarbadoeSy ^l^iadoeT, 
in the Snow Hope^ J. Curtis Matter, and from 
(hence to Great Britain and London ; partly on ac- 
count of Bufihefs, and hoping once more, if it pleaf- 
cd God, to fee my aged Father, my Brother, Rela- 
tions, and Friends ; which Voyage I undertook in the 
folid Fear of God. I dcfired the Concurrence of my 
Wife, and my Friends and Brethren of the Meeting to 
which I did belong, in this Undertaking, the which I 
had in a general Way, and the good Wifties and Pray- 
ers of many Particulars, with a Certificate from our 
Monthly-meeting, fignifying their Unity with my Con- 
verfation and Miniftry, and prefent Underuking : 
And felt the Love and Goodnefs of God therein, but 
in many Refpefts it was a great Crofs to me, as the 
leaving my beloved Wife and Children, and many 'of 
tuy dear Friends, whom I loved well in Chrift : And 
the Croffing of the Seas always was troublefome to me, 
being fickly at Sea, efpecially in windy or ftormy Wea- 
ther ; and the Confinement was worfe to me for theTime 
than a Prifon -» for it would be much eaiier to me to

\u tliu oar Voyage we law fcvcral Ships but Tpcdct 
with riorie \ and in twency-fevcn I^ys froni our Capes, 
we sir rived at liarbadocs^ and came to an Anchor ui 
LarltJli'Hay. 

1 hail fxjrn twice in Barbadoes before, but this wa^ 
Jl»i: «iui<:kcrt Faflage by one Day. Here I was loving- 
ly and tenderly received by my Friends. I took my 
gop^l iTicnd, Jojcpb Cambist Houfe, for my Quar- 
icrj, nioJl ul the Time whilft I ftay'd on the lOaSd j 
Hid I vilitcd I'ricnds Meectings fcveral Times over, 

there 
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itliere being five of Friends Meeting- houfes in the 
Ifland, and our Meetings were fometimes large and >■ 
I Open. 

' Our Stay was longer here than we at firft expefted, 
I by Reafon of a great Drought, they having no Rain 
for more than a Quarter of a Year, which was a great 
Hindrance to Trade on the IQand. While I was this 
Time in Barbadoes, our ancient Friend George Gray 
died. I was at his Funeral, at which there were many 
L People ; and on this Occafion we had a large Meec- 
I ing at our Meeting-houfe at Speigbts-Town, where I 
[had a feafonabie Opportunity with the People, open- 
ling to them the NecefTity of preparing for, and thinlt- 
[ing of their latter End ; and prefled chem earneftly 
[tl|eret0. They were generally attentive and fober, 
luid feme were broken into Tenderncfs. While we 
were burying the Friend, there appeared a difmal 
Cipud hanging over the Idand, fuch an one as I never 
faw before: It was to my thinking, of the Colour of 
the Flame of Brimftone, and I expeAed tliere would 
have43een a great Storm, or lome mighty Gull, and 
much Rain, ihey having had very little for many 
"Wcdca, or fome Months -, but it went over, and 
there was no Rain, nor Wind, as I remernber. Soon 
«rcer fome People came in from Sea, and they laid, 
iHk from that Cloud it rained Allies ; and they 
brought fome of the fame to the IQand, fome of whicti 
Afiies I have now before me : The Tafte of them 
feeins to me to be a little fulphurous, and have fome 
glittering Particles in them, in Colour and Smell I 
think they diiFered little from common Afhes. Here- 
in the Almighty and Infinite Being fignally fhewed his 
Mercy and Favour to poor Mortals j tor had not his 
Mercy prevented, he could as eafily have rained down, 
"ie Fire as the Afhes, who rained down Fire and Brim- 
one on the Cities and Inhabitants of Sodom and Go- 
■rab, for their Pride and Idlenefs, much of which 
ibounds among the Inhabitants of Barbadoes^ the Peo- 
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1^17. p!e being very luxurious. Oh! may the luxurious In 
d^\r\/ habiwnts of that Ifle, as alfo all others, confider their 
Ways and Doings, and not provoke the great Lord, 
the Sovereign of Heaven and Earth, as many of thei 
do by their evil Lives, and voluptuous Converfationi. 
and that they would kifs the Son, though not with 
Judui's Kifs, of Profeflion, or fpeaking well or fair 
him only, but with divine Love manifcfted througt^ 
Obedience, while his Wrath is but a little kindlee^ 
againft them, before it break out into a Flame. 

After this Funeral I was fent for to Bridge Totvfi, t^^ 
the Burial of a Matter of a S-'jip, a young Man, whc^ 
was very irefli and well a few Days before. Ther^* 
was a great Appearance of People, and I was prcttj^ 
largely opened in the Meeting, on the Words of tlwff 
Prophet, where he fays, ^// Flrjh is Grafs, and t^ 
the Goodlinefs thereof^ is as the flower of the Field. Tb^ 
Grafs wilberelb, the Flower fadelb, becaufe the Spirit 
of the Lord hlo-weth upon il : Surely (be Peaple is Griifs^ 
Tbe Grafs witbereth, the Flower fadeth ; hut the ff^or^ 
cf our God fball fiand for ever\, Ifaiah xl. 6, 7, 8 — 
And I treated of this Word, its Wond^rfulnefs, it* 
Duration, and its Work in Man : As alio of the fading 
Conftitution of mortal Man, though young and ftrong^ 
as that young Man was a few Days before, whofS 
Corpfe was then before us. '"j 

I was at divers other Burials on this Ifland, whifSS 
indeed doth prove a Grave ro many New-comers, 'IB 
belrtg a hot Climate, makes thofe who are not ^cdft^ 
ffomed to it, very thirfty, and by Reafon of the.e»;J 
tream'Heat, it is not cafy to quench rheir Thirft > (3 
that 'what is called moderate Drinking, throws ihan^ 
Strangers into a violent Fever, and oftentimes is th^ 
Citile of their Death. I note this as a Caution to an^ 
who may tranfport themfejves there (that may fee this 
fh« tHty may fhun that Danger, which might b-^ 
^v6ided,by drinkii^ cbol Dcipk^ of which they ii; 
,^gr'5briivcrf'lpleaftnti'y^/'dn6, Sugar-rced;'d 
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WhiteSorrel, Pine, Orange, and divers others: And I 1717J 
advUe fuch, as they love their Health, to refrain from ' " 
drinking much hoc Drinks or Spirits. 

I faw feveral Curioficies in Nature in this Ifland, 
■which among the great Numbers of the Works of 
God, do Qiew forth his Praife and Glory. One to 
the Leeward Part of the Ifland, which is called the 
Spout, fends up a vaft Body of Water into the Air, 
•ciccafioncd by a great Cavity in the Rocks under the 
"Water, which may be feen in calm Wearher, when 
the Sea is low ; but when the Wind blows (a great 
Body of Water being pent in a large hollow Place) ic 
forces ic up into the Air, fomctimes ten, fifteen, and 
^ twenty Yards high, according as the Strength of the 
"Wind is more or lefs, and makes a Report like a Can- 
OOn, or Thunder a great Way off. I beJitive I have 
fisen it ten or twelve Miles out at Sea. I was alfo at a 
Place called Oliver's Cave, which we got to with fome 
Difficulty, in going down the ftcep and craggy Rocks. 
TJierc is on the outwa.rd Part next the Sea, a very 
large vaulted Place, in the Form of a Half-circle, 
about one hundred Feet high, as near as I could guefc. 
In [his large \'"aulc, behind a Rock, is the Mouth ot 
', Cbe Cave, not the Heighth of a Man at the firft En- 
I trance ; alter one is in, a few Yards, one may walk 
* Upright comfortably, the Bottom being pretty plain 
aod fmootb for about a hundred Yards, and tiien we 
, come into a large Cave which is form'd archwife, and 
about ten or fifteen Yards high, as we thought,, being 
much higher in the Middle than the Sides, but'almoft 
as regular as if it had been done by Arc, which we be- 
held with Admiration, by the Help of Wax-Candies, 
and other Lights, chat we made and carried for that 
Purpofe. 

When I had done my Bufinefs in Barhadots, having 
been about thirteen Weeks there, our VelTel being 
loaded, wc failed from thence the loth of the Second 
Month 1718, for London. 
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1718. Wc had a good Paflage, being five Wee !sS and t 
M*V*^ Days from Barhadoes to Great-Britain^ in which 
faw divers Veflels at Sea, but fpoke with none i a 
after Sight of the Land, we got in two Days to Beaeby- 
Head, which is about fifteen Leagues from the DowHi 
or Deal. We failed along the Shore by Folkfione^ 
where we took in a Pilot, and had a comfortable PaC 
fage through the Doiv/is, and up the River of Tbamn 
lamfm. to London, where I met with my dear and aged Fatherj 
and loving Brother, Sifter, and Coufins, and man) 
other of my near and dear Relations and Friends. 

In this Voyage I wrote forae Things which openet 
,in my Mind at Sea, upon that excellent Sermon 
Cbrift's upon the Mount, as it is recorded in the holj 
Scriptures of the New Teflament, in the vth, vitlS 
and viith Chapters of the Evangelift Matthew^ bu 
have fince heard that the fame is much better done b; 
an abler Hand ; and therefore it may fuffice here 1 
give the Advice, which in the Couric of my Travd 
I have often had Occafton to do, that the ProfelToil 
of Chriftianity Ihould frequently read this Sermon, am 
be careful to praftice the fame ; that they may no 
only be Chriftians in Name, but in Deed, and inTruCh 
After viliting my Relations, and fomc Meetings e 
our Friends in and about London^ and having finifh 
ed my Bufinefs, being ready to return homewarc^ 
divers Friends accompanied us from London to Graven 
fend; and the Wind not being fair, we went to R« 
€l?efter^ and had a Meeting there i and then back n 
Cravefend, and there took a folemn Farewel of ou 
Friends, recommending one another to ifie Grace o 
Chrift ; having this Time made but little Stay in Bri 
tain. 

In the Fifth Month 1718, we failed from 
Downs in the aforefaid Snow Hope, divers Friends, ^13 
yobn Danfon, Ifaac Hadwin, John Oxley, Lydia Lan> 
ia^er, Elizabeth Rawlinfon and Rebecca burner, bein| 
n Company witli us : After about nine Weeks PaflTag 
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om Land to Land, having had Meetings on Firft 1718. 
lays and Filth Days, on board ail the Voyage, we '^^Qj^ 
imc all fafe and well to Pbiladdphiay through the^^' 
lefling of God, where I ftay'd wich my Family a tew 
lonths, and then took another Voyage for Barhsdoes 
)d Britain. I was under (ome Concern more than 
rdinary, as to the Support and Well-being, or Ac- 
)mmodation of my Family, the Circumftancesthere- 
F being a little changed by the Increafe oF Children, 
membring the Words of the Apoftle, That thofe'who 
3d not that Care and Coneern, were worfe than Infideli ; 
ly Lord Jefus (whofe Servant I profefs myfcif to be) 
Ifo faying, /; is better to give than receive •, wherefore 
I Opportunity offering of the Confignment of 3 
'cffel and Cargo (the Snow Hope, IVartter Holt 
lafter) to Barbadoes, and from thence to London^ and 
I to make Returns Home again for Pbiladelpbiay I 
mbraced it ; tho' with Reluftancc, to leave my very 
)Ting Wife, Children and Friends, all whom 1 
inderly loved and refpc<5ted. T alfo had in my Eye 
n Hope, thro' the BlelTingof God, to obtain where, 
'ith to accommodate my Friends, who were Stran- 
ers and Pilgrims in this World for Jefus Sake, as I 
Ifo bad been myfelf •, and that they might find a 
'lace or Home, and Refrefbment under my Roof; 
ot to Excefs, but to Comfort and Edification ; 
'hich in Sincerity, is all the Grandeur I covet or de- 
re in this World: So after due Confideration, on 
w fecond Day of the Eleventh Month 1718, we fet 
ail from Philadelphia, many Friends taking their 
^eaves and Farewel of us for that Voyage. Thus 
'ith Hearts full ot Love and Good-will, we parted 
'ith our Friends, and went down the River about five 
AWes, where we run aground, but got olT next Tide, 
nd next Day came to an Anchor at Chejler. On ihc 
th Day of the Month we fct Sail, and got to A'«i'- 
ijlle about the eleventh Hour 1 it being Mceiing- 
)ay, we went to Meeting, where our gr-eat Lord

1718* was pleafcd in fome good Meafure to own us with I 
)L/VNJ living Prefcince, and comfort us with his Love i bfel 
fed be his holy Name ! In the Morning we Tailed t 
Reidy-IJlandy where we ftay'd for the Tide, and in th 
Night our Cable parted, which we knew not ot till chl 
Morning, and then we had gone from the Place when 
we anchored, about a League : But tho' the Vcfief 
drove about the River, yet ihe did not go on Ground 
We dropp'd our other Anchor, and fent the Boac Q 
feek tor that which was parted from us, but could nol 
find it until the next Tide, and then could not get it ^ 
np, and were unwilling to go to Sea without it j which J 
occafjoned us to ftay feveral Tides before we could gee — 
it: Ac laft with much Difficulty we weigh'd it; our ~ 
Men's Clothes being much frozen ; for it wa$ very cold, ^ 
and froze extreemly hard. Alter this we went down to ^ 
Bombay-HoBk, where was altb another Veflel goinj 
out to Sea., Next Day the Wind wasagainft us, an 
itfnowed much, and froze hard i and r hat Night cbi 
River and Biy was filled with Ice as fir as we coulf 
fee, and it drove very hard againft our Vcff:!, fo thi 
we wifhed for Day*, for we thought fometimes 
would have torn our Bows in Pieces^ but our Ancho] 
and Cable held us, we thought, to a Miracle (fOi 
which we were thankful to the great Keeper of al 
thofe who put their Truft in hira.) When the Tid 
turned for us we got up the Anchor,and fo let her driw 
with the Ice down the Bay : The other VeiTel did tb 
fame. It was now dangerous moving, go whid 
Way we would. The Veflel in Company with us at 
tempted to go back again, but feeing that we dk 
not, as we luppos'd, came to Anchor again, ani 
we both went down the Bay together ; and the Wini 
fpringing up fair, we got clear of the Ice in a lt\ 
Hours Time ■, but by this Hindrance we could no 
get to- Sea that Day, but were obliged to come i^ 
Anchor near the Middle of the great Bay of Delaware^ 
4l>il^ic Night being lair and calm, we rode it ot( 
r ,.- fafely 
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fafcly, which if k had been windy Weather, would 1715 
have been dangerous. Elarljr in the Morning (of the ^^^V"^ 
9th Day of the Month) we got to Sea, and foon ictt j\, 3, 
Sight of the Land. Next Day the Wind was high, and 
tfie Weather proved ftormy for feveral Daysj info- 
much that our Main-deck was under Water mod of 
the Time, fo that we were forced to go before it for 

• feveral Days together. We alfo (hut up our Cabbin 
Windows, and weretofled exceedingly, and I was very 
Sea lick -, and we began in this Stormtofear fallingon 
the Rocks of Bermudas, which we were near, as we 
imagined, and the Wind fet right on the Ifland. But 
when we had pafled the Latitude oi Bermudas t we met 
with fair Weather and Winds (ail the remaining Part 
of our Paflage being pleafant and comfortable) by 
which I was led to confider the Viciffitude which 
Mortals may expeft while on this unliable terraqueoui 
G!obf, which is fuH of Changes; and I ftrongly de- 
fired to be rightly prepared tor that World which is 
eternal, and its Joy and Filicity permanent-, at which 
blelTed Port, 1 hope in God*s Time, thro* his Grace, 
fafely to arrive. Thus thro' Storms, Tempefts, Ice, 
and Snow, we left thofe frozen Climes, and crolTed 
the Tropick of Cancer {between which, and that of 
Capricorn, there is neither Froft nor Snow at Sea, at 
any Time of the Year) and the Wind always within 
a fmail Matter one Way, viz. Eafterly (txcept in 
Hurricanes and violent Storms, which fomerimes they 
have in thofe Parts of the World.) We arrived at 
Sridge-Toiim, in Barhadoes, in one-and-twenty Days, Bmhn 
which was the quickcft Paflage that ever I had, this 
being the iourth Time of my coming hither, where I 

, *, as always kindly received by my Friends. 

About this Time War was declared againft Spain 
by :Se King of Great- Britain, by Proclamation, in 
Bridge-town^ which put fuch a Damp on Tr^de, that 

' there was little Bufinefs, and the Markets low and 

, dull, which made my Stay longer than I would have 

chofe 1 
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J7'g. chofei but my Friends, among whom I had manj* 

■> Opporcunities, feera'd rather pleas'd than otherwjfej 

telling me, I'bat they Md not care if I was tojiay then 

always., if it wert my Place: And when I left Barba- 

dees, friends gave me better Credentials than ] 

thought I deferved A Friend of mine giving 

me Intelligence that the Market wis better ^t Antigua 
than at Barhadoes, I difpatch'd my AtFairs, and took 
Part of our Cargoe there, and was kind'y received bji 
our Friends. We were about three Days in our Pafi 
fage, and had fine Wearher therein. At Antigua 
had divers Meeting?, my Bufinefs at no Time hin- 
dered me in my more weighty Service ; for I always^ 
through divine Help, made that give Way to my.' 
religious Duty, in which I ever found Peace and in- 
ward Satisfaftion. In alwut five Weeks I finiflied my 
Bufinefs in this Ifland, having no fmall Sitisfa<ftiQn in 
coming to it ; and our VefitI being now loaden, y/e^ 
look our folemn Leave, and with the good Wilhes of 
many, departed for Englajid. 

Our Friends there fignificd to their Brethren, tha^ 
they were glad of my Company, and that I was fer- 
viceable to them, tho' I came upon Bufinefs. My' 
Hand, when need required, was to my Bufinefs, but^ 
iny Heart was, and I hope is, and ever (hall be^ 
freely given up to ferve the Lord, in that Work 
whereunto I believe he has called me. We have 
Liberty from God, and his dear Son, lawfully, and 
for Accommodation's Sake, to Work or feek for 
Food or Raimenr j tho' that ought to be a Work ol 
Indiflerency, compir'd to the great Work of Salva^ 
tion. Our Saviour faith. Labour not for ibe Meat, 
which perijhetby but for that which endurethfor ever, 
or to eternal Life: By which we do not underltand, 
that Chriflians mud negleft their necelTary OccaOon! 
and their outward Trades and Callings ; but tha^ 
Lheir chief Labour, and greateft: Concern ought to b( 
tor their future Well-being in his glorious Kingdom 

elfe 
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eKe why did our Lord fay to his Difciples, Clnldren^ I7i9< 
have you any Mtal? They anfwered. No ; and he bid 
them caji their Nets into the Sea^ and they drew to Land 
a Net full of great Fijbes ; and Fifhing being their 
Trade, no doubt but they fold them, for it was not 
Jikely they could eat 'em all themfelves. Alfo the 
Apoftle of Chrift fays. He thai doth not take care of bi$ 
Family^ is worfe than an Infidel: And the Apoflle 
Paul (the great Apoftle of the Gentiles) wrought with 
his Hands, even while he was in his Travels, and in 
the Work of the Gofpel ; and others tafted of the 
Bepefit of his Labour naturally, as well as fpiritually. 
It is alfo written, That he that will not workj /ball not 
eat. By this, and nnuch more, which might be 
noted, it appears that we not only have liberty to la* 
bour in Moderation, but we are given to underftand, 
that it is our Duty fo to do. The Farmer, the TradeC- 
man, and the Merchant, do not underftand by our 
Lord's Do£brine, that they muft negleft their Calling, 
or grow idle in their Bufinefs, but muft certainly 
work, and be induftrious *in their Callings. We all 
ought to underftaud, that our Hearts and Minds 
ought to be out of the World, or above the Nature 
and Spirit of it. *Tis good and profitable for both 
fBoul and Body, rightly todiftinguifh between earthly 
and heavenly Things, and to be careful how rhey mix 
the one with the other ; for it is an eternal Truth, 
that God and Mammon cannot dwell together, or join 
together in the Heart. If our Love is more to God 
than the Creature, or to Heaven than Earth, then 
will he dwell in us and with us : But if our Love is 
more to the Creature than to Chrift, or to Earth than 
Heaven, then will he not dwell with us, but will leave 
us to ourfelvcs i for the Lord Omnipotent will not 
admit of any Rival. 

On the nth of the Fourth Month 1719, we left 
Antigua^ ftood clofe to the Wind till we again crolTtd 
the fr^/>iV^, and go? into.thofe Latitudes where the 

Winds 
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(1719. Winds arc variable. Sailing in the great Deeps > 
V'V*^ Taw ihe Wonders of the Lord, particularly in divei 
Kinds ofFifi], they livingu5>on oneanother in the Sej 
the great Fifties on the fmali Ones ; and Mankind to 
mach refennbles them in that Refpeit. About tl) 

^ Latitude ot 33 North, our Mafter, Warner Holt, fee 

ing a Scool of Porpoifes about the Ship, tho* he w 
not very well, and had not been for moft of the Voyag 
he took his Harpin-Iron, and ftruck one of them, atM 
we took him into the Veflcl, out of which we got e 
vcn Quart Bottles of Oyl ; and we moft of us ( 
heartily of this Fifti, which agreed with our PeopI 
very well. They fry'd his Liver for our Mels. t 
which I eat a large Meal, which was we!l-tafted, am 
eat more like frelh Beef than Filh. I make this Mo 
morandum of it, that if any fhould take them who 
their Provifions are fcarce, they may eat freely with 
out Danger, according to our Experience. When 1 
had been at Sea about three Weeks, being near thi 
Latitude of 40 North, and about the Longitude * 
42, tho' it was in the midft of Summer, we faw a 
Ifland of Ice, at which we all marvelled, and judgei 
that there had been a levere cold Winter, in thofe Ij 
citudes on the Land of America. When wc faw th 
Ifland of Ice we judged ourfelves not far from 
Bznki oi Nei^foundland. Hitherto we had eafy Gaici 
olWind, and many Calms, which made our Paflagtt 
feem long to us. We faw two Sail of Ships abou 
chofe Latitudes, but fpoke witlmeither, being willii^' 
10 ftiun them as it was War-time. 

We had in this Voyage Weekly Meetings for woi 
(hipping the Almighty, in which the great Lord boti 
of Sea and Land, was pjeafed greatly to manifeft hi 
Name and Truth amongft us, for which my Soul oj 
ten fecretly and openly blefled and praifed his divid 
and glorious Name and Truth ; for he bore up ro 
drooping Spirit, fo that I could truly fay with tli 
Rmal PfalmiftCnoibccaufche fpoke it only, but al( 
- -iif beini 
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being aa experimental Witnefs chereoQ ^e Floods have 1 7 19< 
l^ted upi O Lordy the Floods have lifted up their Voice : 
!72v Floods lift up their Wanes. The Lord on H^b is 
mightier than the Noiee of many Water s^ yea^ tbah tke 
mighty Waves (fjhe Sea^ Pfalcn xciii. 3, 4. This the 
King wrote of his own Experience in a Spiritual Senfe ; 
but I may fay without boafting, I have witncffed the 
Rage and, Noife of mighty Waves and Waters, both 
nacural and fpiritual ; the one, as tho' it would fwal- 
low up my Reputation among Men, and the other^ 
as tho' it would fwallow up my Perfon, in this my 
watery Peregrination: But blejfed be the Name of him 
that is holy and eternal ^ who indeed is ftronger than the 
Noife of many Waters^ or than the mighty Waves of the 
SeUj either inwardly or outwardly^ F will through his 
Strength, magnify bis Name, becaufe be is worthy: And 
may I do it for ever! 

About the 1 1 th Day of the Fifth Month, we faw 
great Flocks of Birds, which we judged came fron> 
the Azores, or Wejlern Iflands, near which we rec- 
koned ourfelves to be. The 2i{l Day we faw, and 
came up with a French Ship, which had been jfifhing 
on the Banks of Newfoundland, and was bound for 
Havre de Grace, in France, the Matter of which came 
on board us, and our Captain went on board them« 
We exchanged fome Rums and Sugars (oi our Sea- 
Stores) for their French Wine and Cyder, and fome of 
our Provifions for fome of their Fifh. The Captain 
was a Proteftant, and very courteous to us : The Re- 
gent of France at this Time being kind to the Prote-* 
ftants^ fo that they increased much in that Kingdom. 
The Frenchman fecming dtfirous to know what Rcli-* 
gion I was of, I told him, by an Interpreter, that I 
was one called a ^aker^ or trembler, and that our 
Principle was to do Good to all Men, and not to hurt 
any Man, according to Chrift*s Doftrine, Not to ren- 
der Evil for Evily but to overcome Evil with Good. 
When they went away and took Leave of us, rhey 

dedred 
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defircd me to ppay for them, the which Iremcmbred 
with Tendernefs of Spirit, and having but little Wind, 
we kept Company ior feveral Days i but the Wind 
fprioging fair, we wilhed them well, and went on 
our Way, our VefTel outfailing moft we metwichj 
and a fewDays after wem^twith a New- England Shm^ 
who came out fix Days beiore us from Antigua. Wc 
were then in the Latitude of about 50 North, and 
29 -J Degrees of Longitude from the Lands-End of 
Great- Brilain. The 30th Day of the Fifth Month, 
we founded, and found Ground at 2S Fathom, and 
on the ift of the Sixth Month, we faw the Lands- 
End of England, all our Company being in Healtti* 1 
and well -, for which my Heart was truly thankful, i 
to that great and infinite Being, whofe Providence is 1 
over us poor Mortals in all Parts of the World, and ' 
who reigns over Sea and Land, and is worthy of 
Adoration, WorJhip, Service, and living Praife for 
ever! 

In a few Days we came into the EngHJb Channel, 
and going up the Channel there came one of the King's 
Yatchs, and they prcffed moft of our Men ; the beft 
Hands we had they took froni us, and carried them 
on board a Man of War, after which we came to An- 
chor at Folkjlone, where I left the VefTel, and got a 
Horfe to Dover, and from Dover took Coach to Londan. 
In the Coach were divers Perfons who began to ralk: 
about the S^taken, and fpoke againft their plain Way 
of Living and Cloathing, and laid. That they' did n^ 
underjiand their unfajhionble IVay of Converfation ; ndm 
iher was it the IVay to gain Profilyles. Upon which! 
afked them, Pf^bether they underfiood Paul, the great, 
Apojlle 0/ the GentUtii -who /aid. Be ye not conforma- 
ble to the Wprld (i. e. the Fa(h\ons of it) for ibtsff't 
ReafoK, The World, and the Fafhions thereofj 
fclh away; which is a great Truth^ and it is ph 
fien bow fickle and changeable the fVorld is in its • 
Fajbions and CajhrnSt which, to folh"^^ in all its foeli 

C\ 
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CkIi and Turns, or Cbanqts, mujl, cf Conftquence, make j j j 
a Man or fVoman very jopfip and apjh. 1 lold them, n.^-y 
That our Religion was agreeable to the holy Scriptures, 
xebich, if they did net underjiand, neither could ibey un- 
derjland us ; for the Doifrine of Chriji and bis Apofiies, 
was generally therein very plain ; and the DoHrine in 
Chrijl'j excellent Sermon en the Mount, is clear and plain 
to very low or mean Capacities: So they difcourled no 
more of ReVrgion till we came to London^ where onccxwAa. 
more I met with my loving and aged Father, a Man 
fearing God, and having a Gift of the Miniltry of the 
Gofpcl of Chrift, and well- beloved of his Friends and 
Nighbours, who, with others of my near and dear Re- 
lations and Friends, received me gladly. 

After fome Months Stay among my Relations and 
Friends in London, we fold our VelTel the Snow Hnpe^ 
and bought another Ship which we called [lie i:rine- 
Hope {Warnn Holt M:iUer) and when I had done my 
Bufinefs I failed in the fame Ship for Penfyhania. We *' Se». 
had Meetings on board the VelTcl twice a Week, in 
which the Almighty was pleafed to favour us with his 
good Prefence, Sobriety, and the Fear of God, and 
Faith in his beloved Son Chrirt, was often recom- 
mended to the Youth then on board the Vcirel with 
us, of whom there were divers, wlio tranlported ihem- 
felves to A/n^ica, in order to fettle there. At one 
Meeting on board I was tendtrly concerned to remind 
them of Jacob, who in his Youth, left his Country 
and Relations, to fojourn in a ftrange Land, and how 
in that Undertaking, he fought the Lord, and his 
Blefling, more than any outward Thing -, and that 
he was greatly blefied with many Favours from Hea- 
ven above, and alfo from the Earth beneath, antf^ 
ihey were advifed to take him for their Exiraplc :' 
■Andjnany other Things were tenderly opened to them 
in the Love of God, and in his Fear and Counfel ihcy 
were exhorted from Time to Time.

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1719; Itbeiag Winter-Time we failed to the Southward,! 
L^"V*^and got into warm Weatlier, and were on our Paflage \} 
feven Weeks and fonie odd Days from Land to Land* 
in which Time wefawfeveral Veffeb, and fpoke with 
one, whofe People faid, they were chafed by a TurIL 
but got from him, at which they greatly rejoiced 
We apprehended it was our Ship that they faw ova 
Night, for we faw a Sail thai crowded from us as fa{ 
as flie could, and it being near Night, we (horccn't 
Sail, and fo Ihe left us ; but in the Morning came u] 
with her, and being pretty near, both they and vtt 

Sut out our Colours, and being both Englijbmen-, w 
joke to each other, and were glad to meet with foir 
of our own Nation upon the great Ocean \ but oui 
Veffel failing beft, we cook our Leave of them, will 
ing them a good Voyage. We met with rough S 
and high Winds in the latter Part of our PaflTage, til 
we came to the Capes of Delaware, which we all 
joiced to fee, and we had a pleafanc Paffage up tb 
Bay and River to Pbiiadelpbia, where I had one 
more a comfortable Meeting with my dear Wife an 
Family, which I gratefully acknowledged as a hig 
Favour from tlie Hand of ths Almighty. 
1720. We arrived at Philadelphia the ift of the Seconj 
^^^^^Month 1720; after which, I ftay'd at, and abou 
fhit. Home, for fome Time [and I was not idle, but ke[ 
to my Bufincfs, and to Meetings) and having a Defii 
to fee my Kriendi in the Province of Maryland, i 
their Genera! Meeting at IVeJi-River^ I was accomp^ 
nied by Ifaac Norris and Thomas Majlers (both fq 
bcr young Men.) It had been a Time of pretj 
much Rain, and the Waters thereby being out an 
high, going over a Ford of Brandywme, ray Mar 
got among the Rocks (it being a very rocky Creel 
ihe fell down, and the Stream being very ftrong, (h 
fowled upon me, and being intangled with the Siil 
rup, I could not eafily clear myfelf, but I gave j 
fpring from her, and fwam lo dear myfelf from her 
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and when I was clear, I got to her again, and )ay*d 1720. 

-hold of her Mane, and through the good Providence V"-V^ 

of God, got wdl out with the Mare on dry Land, 

which was a remarkable Deliverance. In three Days 

wc got to fyieft River J to the Yearly-meeting, which Maryimii. 

was large, and Friends were glad to fee me, I having 

not been there tor fevera'l Years. I was out on this 

Journey about two Weeks, and rode about 300 Miles ; 

and after my coming Home, I travelled pretty much 

in and about the Provinces oi Penfyhania and New- 

Jerjiy. 

In the Year 1721, notnas Ligbtfoot and I, with 1721, 
William BrtmnSj went to a Meeting at Bujh-River^ 
and going over Sufquebannalh Ferry ^ the People were 
Addling and dancing. When thoir Dance was over, I 
afked them (beliieving them to be Protejlants) If tbey 
thought L.MiYitx to he a good Man? They replied, Tes^ 
there was no doubt of it. Welly fa id I, and fo do J \ 
and 1 will tell you what be fays concerning Dancings 
'' That as many Paces as the Man cakes in his Dance, 
^ fo many Steps he takes towards Hell •,*' which 
fpoil'd their Sport, and they went away, and we went 
on ours towards the Meeting ; and a good Meeting it 
was ! and we after it returned by Way of Nottingham^ 
and had a Meeting there, and one at New-GarHen,^ 
and fo on to Philadelphia. I was from Home aboiic; 
a Week, and travelled in this Journey about 150 Miles, 
and was well fatisfied therein. 

In the Years 1721 and 1722, I went feveral Jour- 
neys, and had many large Meetings, travelling many 
Hundreds of Miles, of which I negleded to keep a 
particular Account, hardly thinking what I did worth 
recording ; but divers of my Friends in many Parts of 
the World, put me upon fomething of this Nature, 
to which, at length, I gave up, and found fome Bene- 
fit and Satisiadtion therein, in looking back and con- 
(idering the Dealings of God with me in my Youth 
and upwards.

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1721. From Philadelphia I v/tat to ihc General Mcetir| 
at Sbrewjlury^ in Eafi-Jerfe-j^ where I heard of j 
j''""'* G's being wounded by a young Man, with a SwordiJ

tion be not over. Some tew Days after this Meeting 1 
at Sbrewfhur}\ I vifued Friends on Long-Jfiand, and I 
returned Home again, having travelled about 300 ] 
Miles. In my Stay at, and about Home, I wrote | 
lomething concerning Perfenioji, in Anfwer to a name- 
lels Author -, as alfo fomething concerniRg Predtjtin^ 
lion, or FJeSlian and Reprobation. 
Pnffh^ In the Year 1722, I went back in the Woods 1

lawny, and Oley, where 1 had Meetings, traveltifij 
over great Mountains, from which we could fee manj 
Miles. I travelled in this Journey about 150 Mile^ 
and returned Home in about two Weeks ; and afcet 
flaying (ome Time at Home, and vifiting neighboui* 
ing Meetings, I went to the Yrarly Meeting ot Friendi 
on Long- Ijhiid^ which Meeting was very large, manf 
Feopfe (not of our Perfuaiion being there) and wers 
very fober. Many Things were opened in the Low 
oJ Chrift, aniThis great Love was declared to cha 
great Congtegaiinn. The Parable concerning tb 
Prodigal Son, came before me to Ipeak of to the Pea 
pie in a very moving Manner, and Itrongiy to inviB 
the Youth to lay hold oi the Love of the Father in hi 
Son, to poor Souls ; And indeed it is a wondcrfii 
Parable, fetting forth the infinite Love of the grea 
l-ord of all to his poor Creatures. Many were alfc6t 
ed and readied to at this Meeting, and the Almight 
was praifed and glorified, who alone is worthy. 

From thence 1 went and had a Meeting at NnVi 
ygrij and then fee forward to IVoodbridge, where W 
had a comfortable Meeting -, Naaman^ the Jffyriat 

bein 
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luch the Subjeft of that "Oaj's Work : And 172*. 
Thing loved and cfleemed more than Chrift, »- 
iWhat ever it be, is to be avoided, and the People 
(warned to be careful to keep clofe to the God of 
llfrael ('fpiritual Ifrael) and to give up all which is 

contrary to his Nature, and to take up Chrift's Crofs, 
land follow him : For it is thofe who followr him in the 
jRegeneration, that are to be Heirs of his Kingdom. 

Id this Year alfo I was at the Burial of our Friend 
unatban Dickinfon, at which we had a very large 
I Meeting, he was a Man generally well-beloved by his 
(Friends and Neighbous. In this Meeting a Paffage 
i!(he had often told me in his Health) was brought to 

my Remembrance, I think worthy to be recorded 
:i to the End of Time, which is as follows : " I: hap-

,!*' other People of Account in the World, and they 

** were fpcaking about Earthquakes (there having

P Earthquakes, and all other Things came by Na- 
ture, and denied a fupernatural Power, or Deity ; 
f» tofomuch that divers, furprized nt fuch wicked 
)** Difcourfe, and being alhamed of their Company, 
f* left it -, and at the fame Time the Earth (hook, and 
f* trembled exceedingly, as though aftonifhcd at fucU 
f^ Treafon againft its Sovereign and Creator, whofe 
f ' Footftool it is : And when the Earth thus moved, 
>' the Company which remained were fo aftonifhcd, 
f that Tome run one Way, and fome another, but 

J' thefe two atheiftical young Men ftay'd in the Room, 
' and Jonathan with them, he believing that the 
i* ProviLlcnce of Almighty God could preferve him

On the 30th of the Fourth Month 1723, my tcritl 
Child, named Thomas, died about Midnight (havitri 
before buried nine.) It was fome Exercife to me thS 
to bury my Children one after another ; but thii dw 
a little mitigate my Sorrow, that I knew, that coull 
I have all Things relating to them according to m 
Defire ; could I fee them grow up to be fober Mo 
and Women, well married, have a Competency il 
the World, i^c. yet it was fafer and better for them 
and they more out of Danger, being taken away 
their Infancy and Innocency ; and I fervently beg|^ 
of tlie Almighty, that he would be pleafed to talc 
them away while innocent, rather than that thcylhoul 
live to be vicious or anrighteous Men and Women 
and to bring Scandal on the holy Name of Chrift, ai 
upon our Chriflian Profefiion ; which Confideratii 
did mightily tend to fettle and quiet my Mind in m 
forrowiul Exercife. ^e Great Lord of all fanStif-j ti 
Sorrows and Affiiaions of his People nnd Children, M 
^rant tbein the Fulfilling of that blejfed Portion if ' 
Scripture, That all Things fhati work together tor ij: 
Good of ihcm that love and fear God ; Ev.eti febe t 
faith my Soul ! 

In the Sixth Month of this Year I removed froi 
the City into the Country, to a Imall Plantation I ha 
at Frankfort^ in order to be more retired, and fc 
Health's Sake, &?■:. finding fome declining in my b< 
dily Strength, which I take to he very much owi^g | 
the feverc Colds and Hardihips I have fuftaincd in m' 
long and hard Travels,' more efpecialiyin the Wildei 
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Acfoof y^frrVd; tor without Vanity I may fay, that lyzj, 
I aivays lov'd Temperance, and have been fometimes v-^v** 
ze»k)ufly concerned to preach againft Intemperance ■. 
aod the' I cannot now take To long Journeys as I hive 
formerly, my Spirit earneftly travels for the WelUre 
ofSien, and the Peace and Profperity of all thofe who 
love, fear, and ferve God, and believe in his Son. 

On the Sixth Day of the Eighth Month, it pleafed 
God Id give me another Son, whom I named George, 
after my Father, Brother, Nephew, ntid King -, and 
though this Name is now a great Name among Men, I 
confider'd that no Name can prelerve Life, fo I gave 
him up to the Will of him who gave him to me, 
anddellre, if I have no Name thro* Children to Pofte- 
rity, I raay have a Name in the Lamb's Book of Liie, 
which I have ever efteem'd far above a Name amongft 
Men. 

After my Removal to this Place I was not idle, but 
▼ifited neighbouring Meetings, and in the Eighth 
Month I went to Sbrew/bury General- meeting, wherejsr™^' 
there were many Hundreds of People, and the Truth **^- 
declared had good ImprelTion upon the Minds of 
ntany j fome after Meeting, who were not of our So- 
ciety, acknowledged to the Truth, and that they 
were glad they were there. In this Meeting I was 
concerned for the Welfare of Mankind, and the Ex- 
altation of the holy Name of the Almighty, to declare 
the univcrral Love of God to Man, from ieveral Texts 
of holy Scripture, as that PalTage concerning Jacob 
and E/iiu, and Peter and Cornelius^ and fomething 
concerning the Objeftion made againft us, the People 
called ^iakers^ that we do not acknowledge the holy 
Scripmres to be the IVord of God ; for tho' we believa 
that the Scriptures came by divine Infpiration, yet i 
are clearly convinc'd by their Teftimony, and by t 
Spirit of Truth in our Hearts, that Chrift is ibe elernid 
fVord ef Gody by whom all Things were made a 
crreated, and do ftill exift-

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17J.?. From Sbrewjhury, with divers other FViends, 1 
/'"v^^ rode 10 Crofwieks, where on the Fifth Day, we had 1 
Crfifimekj, very comfortable Meeting, in wiiich the ancient Low 
and Goodnefs of our heavenly Father was with us, I 
the tendering our Hearts into Tears ot Joy t fome 1 
us being likewife aftedted, in Remembrance of tb 
Goodnets of the Almighty to us, in the Meeting wi 
had in this Place under the Trees about twcnty-fivi 
Years fince. The great Subjeft of Faith and Work 
wasfpoken to ; as that the Romans fecm'd to lay toi 
much Slrefs on Works, and the Lutherans, Calvwijlt 
and others, too little : But our Principle led us U 
join both together ; the Almighty having joined then 
together, none ought to ieparate them. This Subjefi 
of Faith and Works having been much in Debafi 
amongfl: profeflcd Chriftians, it is on my Mind here R 
mention a few Things deduced from the bcft Autho 
riiy : 

The Firfi is, Without FailB^ it is impeffible to ptea^ 
Ged, Heb. xi. 6. 

Second, Faith is the Gift of God. 

Third, Faith works by Love. 

Fourth, Faith is the Evidence of Things not feen^ an 
the Subfiance of Things hoped for, 
, Fifth, Faith without fVorks is dead. 

Sixth, The Juji live by Faith. 

Seventh, Tou bdieve (or have Faith) in God, helia 
alfs in me, John xiv, i. 

And the Author to the Hebrews fpeaks eJccellcnily 
concerning the Power of Faith, and the mighty Won- 
ders wrought by it. Note, this living, faving, true 
and divine Faith, mud be in the f-ieart, through, ant) 
111 Clirid Jefus the Son of the living God, who is, and 
always will be, the Author and Finilher of it in every 
uue Believer. 

Alter I came from Sbrewjbury, I vifited divers 
' neighbouring Meetings, and fome in Cbejler County i 
'* whcic I hiid Meeting* for nine Days fucceinvcly, fomfl 

of 
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ol which were very large (particularly at Providence 17a?. 
and Gopitn) in which I was opened to exhort tliem to"-*^ 
keep to that plain, honeft Way of Life and Converfa- 
tion, which our Fathers and Elders were found in, and 
to remind them of the Sufferings they endur'd for their 
Tcftimony to the blefled Truth, in the firft breaking 
forth thereof in the Uft Age j and I was concerned 10 
fhow them that the Almighty, who had blefled us 
with plenty of temporal Blcffings, would continue the 
lame to us, if we were careful to liveJn his Fear ; but 
that otherwifc, we might cxpeft his Judgments for 
Difobedience. 

And after my Return I continued about Home for 
fome Time, it being Winter Scafon, and bad Travel- 
ling, and 1 not fo capable of travelling as formerly : 
But I had great Peace and Tranquility of Mind, in 
that I had freely given up my youthful D:»ys to ferve 
my Creator, and the fame Love and Zeal was yet frefli 
and warm in my Heart, for the Glory of his great 
Name J and I ftill have a full Refolution, through his 
Strength and Grace, to ferve him, the great Lord of 
iH, all my Days, according to the Light and Strength 
given to me. 

Our Yearly-meeting at Pbiladelpbia this Year was 
large, in which our Friend Benjamin Kid, from Eng- 
landy being with us, had good Service. I cannot for- 
get a Concern which was upon me at th's Meeting, 
that the univerfal Love of God, through Chrill, 
might prevail amongfl Mankind, and to prcfs Friends 
to manifeft to all People the Influence thereof, by 
their exemplary Lives and Converfations. 

In the Second Month 1734, I went into New-Jer- 1724! 
fey as far as Sbrew/hury, where, on a Firft-Day, wc ^-^'v- 
had a large Meeting, to general Satisfa£tion •, and^™^' 
the next Day we had another, wherein the Love and 
Goodwill of God, through Chril>, was opened freely 
to the People, and our Duty to forgive one another wis 
largely treated of j and it was plainly fliewn, thai with- 
out 
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.; om forgiring others, we coaW not be forgiven 

J.God, as Cfirift fatch, I/ye forgive Men tbeit Tre/pajii 
your hea-cotly Father wiJl (tlfo forgive ycu : Bui v y 
forgive ml Men their Trefpajes, veithsr vsili yom 
heavenly FaUser fer^e •jour Trefpajfes, Maltfi. iv, 14 
»5, isc. and much more to the fame Effc(fl on tha 
SubJEi5t J as ailo Chrift's Anfwer to Peter, who nfked 
Hev} oft a Man fhould forgive his Brother if be irefpaffei 
againii him ? Peter fayt, tilt feven "Times ? Our Ijon 
Jd'Us ajifwers^ 7 fay not unto thee, until feven ^iKtl 
hit. ualil feventy Tunes feven^ Matthi xviii. 22, Am 
again Chrtft fays. If thy Brother Irefpafs agairtjl 
fevtt! Timet in a Day, and fsvtn Times in a Day AKp 
again niito the, faying, 1 repent., thsu fhalt forgivt bm 
Lake xvii. 4. Which hard-hearted People thinl 
a great Hardihip, but Chrift's Crofs muft be iakH

After we had reconciled fame Differences at Shrvwf' 

'• httry, we went to a Place called Menefquan, and hai 
a good, open Meeting, and moil: of the People of tha 
Place were there. Ic was a good Time, and 1 hopi 
the Opportunity will not foon be forgotten by diven 
that were there. From this Place we travelled tfl 

. Crojwicis, and had a good Meeting. After Meetir^ 
a Friend told me that ibme would fay, I fpoke by Jat 
formation, hecaufe I had opened feme Matters which latr 
Maiily to the Stale and Condition of fotne there: But j 
knew nothing of their State and Condition, otherwift 
ihin as i[W3S then iiii mediately opened in my Mind \ 
neither had I been io!d .-iny Thing concerning them 
direi^lly or indircftly: And from ihence we travelled 

,.. 10 Bwlington, where the Monthly-meeting of our 
Friends had defircd, that 1 would be afliftanc to helpi 
to end a Difference which had happened tlirough MiU 
take, and continued for feven Years (iince the firf 
Occafion was given) and thro' divine AiHltance, 
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Hearts being filled with the Love ot Chrift, we fo 172+- 
prevailed upon ilie diflering Perlbns, tftat they g;>ve •-'v^ 
each other Satisfa^ion, with Hopes (hat they ftiotild 
live in Love for the future ; and Friends of the Place 
greatly rejoiced at the End of that Difference. As I 
went along this Town, fome Friends told me of a 
religious People fome few Miles diftant, whom tlicy 
dciired I would have a Meeting with. I dcfircd them 
to fee if it would be granted, and let me know ; which 
was done, and we had a Meeting, and were kindly re- 
ceived, and the divine Nature ot the Gofpel of ChriK 
was freely opened to them, and in great Love we 
ptfted from one another. I travelled in this Jour- 
ney about two Hundred Miles-, and when I came 
Home, my dear Wife and Family gladly received 
me with Hearts full of Love : And this Tefiimony I 
think proper, for feveral folJd Reafons, to leave be- 
hind me of my virtuous and loving Wife, That fince 
we were married, fhe never hindered me in that Service 
my great Matter called me unto, in all the Time of 
our fiving together.- We always parted, for the Sake 
of the Gofpel of Chrift, in pure Love, and in the 
feme Love we always met again. 

Soon after thia Time I met with feveral great LofTcs 
by Sea and Land, and myfelf and my little Daughter 
were dangeroufly fick, fo that our Recovery fcem'd 
doubtful 1 yet through the Mercy of God, we both 
recovered, for which I praife his Name. 

After fome Stay at Home, I was agiin moved in 
the Love of Chrift, to vifit the General- meetings of 
DaehCrtek and Salem. At DuckCf eek vit had a large 
and fatisfaftory Meeting: From Duck-Creek I ap- Dtck 
pointed a Meeting at Georges Creek, which was a good '^1^'; 
Meeting. The next Morning we went over to Elfin- Ctrrk. 
kurgh, and fo on to Cohanfte, where I met with two of '^''*'"'^ 
my Fellow- labourers in the Work of Chrift, Thomas 
higbtJQol and Benjamn KiJ. We had a Meeting to- 
gether at Cobanfie, in which the People were exhorted 
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172+. to Sobriety and jufl: Dealing. The contrary of boti 
yv^ h too obvious at fuch Times as Fairs ; there being di 
vers of the Fair People there as well as others, thi 
Nature of Chrift's Work in the Heart, was fomewha 
fpolis to, but not fo ojien a Meeting as fome others 
the People thereaway being too flack and dull as c< 
t^"^' Religion, Next Day wc had a Meeting at Ailoways- 
Creek, where wc all three had fome pretty clofe Work 1 
and from thence we went to the General-meeting al 
»*"• Salem, which was larger than common, on account c 
the faid Friend {Benjamin Kid's) being there ; who, i 
the Love of Chrift came from Ergland, to vifit the 
Churches in this Part of the World. There were ft 
many Friends and others herfi at this Time, thatfomi 
Houfes were fo filled, that there was not Room for al 
that came to lodge there. After this Meeting I re* 
turn'd Home, and in a few Days went into Cbejier. 
County., and travelled above 100 Miles ; and when j 

trMxkfm. came Home I underftood, that fome for Want of i 
true Senfe oi- the Work of Chrift, bad been cenfurinj 
me for my Travelling and hard labour in the WorS 
of the Miniftry of the Gofpel of Chrift ; though, by 
the fame Rule of judging, the Apoftlcs of Chrift, am 
our ancient Friends, who travelled much, canno 
cfcape their Cenfure ■, for in all my Travels, 1 haw 
had an efpecial Regard to the Uniiy of the Brethren 
and never knowingly went abroad without it : But le 
ihij Caution be recorded for the hJIruSion of ail fuch for- 
ward Judges ; lei them be careful of judging Cbrijl's Ser- 
vants^ lejl their Ip'prds become their Burden : Judge not; 
that ye be not judged (faith our great Lord) for wit] 
what Judgment ye judge, ye (hall be judged. 
Soon after my Return from Chefier -Count-), I wa 

/f^V"- "^ * Marriage at Abtn^ion, which was one of the mo( 
foiemn I have been at ■, and on the 15th of the Thin 
Month, at the Youth's Meeting at German-town, « 
my great Siiiifaftion j and on the 23d of the fami 
Mo-ith, I wcni; 10 :he General-meeting ot Minifter 
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and Elders at Burlingtm^t^ which Meeting, feveral 1724, 
Things relating to tt^ dn^^iininiftry were declared ; w^V"o 
as its being a free, a clqj^^^ a powerful Miniftry, *«'*«»'*■- 
reaching to the Confcinftw;- and convincing of the 
Danger of continuing in Sin : And divine Charity was 
much recommended, without which. All ASntJify is 
but asjounding Brafs^ &c. From this Meeting I went 
with Walter Herbert y into Pucks- County ^ and at Ne- 
Jhaminy we had an open, tender Meeting. From thence 
I went to Buckingham^ and was at a Marriage of a Son Buekhtg^ 
and Daughter in-law of Thomas Canby's. The Meet- ^'^^ 
ing was large, and Friends well fatisBed ; and it was 
obfervable, tho'I was very hoarfe, thro* a Cold I had 
taken, and could hardly fpeak in common Converfa^ 
tion, yet it was much taken away in my Miniftry, fo 
that I was carried thro? the Service to our Admira- 
tion, for which I was truly thankful. After this 
Meeting I returned Home with true Sacisfadlion, fuch 
as is much more valua ble than Silver and Gold) two 
mighty Idols in the World. 

. After a little Stay at Home I went on a Firft Day ftatikUn. 
to North' fVales or Gwinneed^ where was a pretty large ^«»^'*- 
Meeting, many young People being there, fo whom 
I was concerned to (hew, that Chrift is the Way by 
which we muft come into the true Church, thro* Re- 
generation, and that all who invent other Ways are 
Thieves and Robbers, I rode twenty- five Miles that 
Day, and the next Day came to Frankfort^ and was

After we had been feme Til 
with our faid fick Friend, we went to the Mceci 
which had been appointed for us fcveral Days befoi 
and was large and fatisfaftory i for which favoural 
Vifitation wc blefTed the great Name of the Almighl 
and parted tenderly in Chriflian Love andGood^wj 
The Friend we went to vifit died the next Day. ] 
was a Helper of the Poor, and a Maker of Peace 
the Neighbourhood: Of fuch, Chrift faid, Bkffedt 
the Peace-makers, for they Jhall be called the Children 
Cod.

We had a pretty large Meeting in i 
Friend's Barn, where one Prieft Prime oppofcd me, t 
he alio had my Friend Benjamin Kid fome Time be 
fore, of which, by Letter, I gave an Account to m^ 
dear Friends Thomas Ligbljoot and Benjamin Kid, de 
firing them (in their Return from Neu'- England) tohay 
an Evening-meeting there. The Grounds of thi 
Prieft's Cavilling, or Difpute, was that I had declarci

After this Journey I kept to Meetings at and about 
Home as ufual, and was at thic Fifth-day-meetiog in

Fellow-traveller Jofiah Langdde :) The Meeting was 
large, and the Parable of the Virgins, and the Bride- 
grooms's Coming at Midnight, was opened, with an 
Exhortation to the People to be ready againft that 
Hour, and that they Ihould take Care to have the holy 
Oil of divine Grace in their Hearts. 

After this Meeting I had fome Affairs which called 
me into Cbejler-C^unty^ and on the Road my Horfe c%^^ 
gave a fudden and violent Start out of the Path, and^**^* 
threw me down, and before I could get up again, he 
ftruck my Face, and oil my Right Eye with his Foot, 
being newly fliod, which ftunn*d me for the prefent ; 
but as foon as I opened that Eye which was unhurt, 
I perceivM that I lay on my Back, under my Horfe*s 
Belly, with my Head between his fore Feet. He 
flood dill, and I got on my Hands and Knets, the 
Blood dreaming out of my Nofe and right Eye, and 
while I was bleeding, a Man and Woman came by, 
and (lay'd till I had done bleeding, and faw me mount- 
ed on my Horfe ajgain: I went forward, being about 
two Miles from thj; ^^oO(e I intended to go to, and 
after riding about' » ivlile^ I met with a Friend that 
knew me, and wasfufpifii^jtp fee me io bloody, and 
went with me to Randal li^ylin^Sy (a faithful honeft 
Friend, who was upwards of eighty Years of Age, 
and had fuffcred much tor his Profcffion of the Truth 
in his younger Years) where feveral tender-hearted^ 
motherly Women dreflcd my wounded Eye. I was 
truly thankful to the Lord for his Providence towards 
me in this Deliverance, among many others, which he 
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1724. in his Goodnefs hath vouchfafed to me. I fta'_ 
'/y>%3 this Friend's Houfe three Nights, and mended apace,, 
and the Friend accompanied me to my Houfe izlrank- 
forly where my loving Wife, with fome Surprize, re- 
ceived me very affeftionately ; and thro' her Care and 
continual Application, I recovered, that I could fee 
pretty well with SpeCiacIes, which I was obliged to- 
life for fome Months. Such Accidents plainly &eio us the 
Necejftty of preparing for fudden Dealb, as we know not- 
^vheny er b(nv, lae may go off the Stage of tbit Life, 

On the 25th of the Fifth Month, I received a Let- 
ter from a Pcrfon in the County of Burlington, relating 
to IVater-Baptifm, to which I made Anfwer as fol- 
lows : 

* npHY L.ines I received lafl: Night, in the Pcru- 

* _^ fing of which, there was a Chriftian Love in 
' my Heart towards thee, tho' unknown by Face, and 

* I have much Freedom of Mind to anfwer thin^ ac-

* the grand Chriftian Principle of faving ReligioOi

* vation 1 Chrift's Baptifm being but one, which is 

* with the holy Ghofl:, and with fpiritual Fire or Wa- 
' ter i John's being the Element, or Figure j and 

* Chuist's being the Spirit, Pow.'..", and Divine Sub- 

* (tancc, and is to be with thf >ch of Chrift, and 

* with his true Minifters j iJ'^ End of the World, 
Secondly, In Anfwer,. ) thy S^ery., Was Water- 
Baptifm (that is, the *j2Iemeni> not cotnmandei by 
Cbrijl himfelf, in Matth, xxviii. 19 ? I anfwer, I 
believe not. My Reafon is this, becaufe the holy 
Ghoft, or Spirit, is mentioned in the Text, or that 
Command, in cxprefs Words, and Water is not 
and therelbre we omit going into outward Water, 
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* and for other Reafons as followeth. Thirdly, That jj. 
' Water- Baptifm, which vfis John's, was praftifed by ^^^ 

* the Apoftles, is true ; but it was not praiftifed by 

* Chrift, who, no doubt, would have done n if it 

* had been abfolucely neceflary ; for he difdained not 

* to wa(h his Difciples Feet, a much more de- 

* fpicable Office than that of the Biptifmal Cere- 

* mony ; So bccaufe Chrift did not himfclf praiSice 

* it, nor, as we conceive, commanded us to go into 
' materia! Water, we therefore forbear it. Fourlhly, 
' That the Apofties did baptize with Water, we deny 

* not ; and that they were circumcifed, and did cir- 

* cumcife, is alfo undeniable. Now, muft we clrcuni- 

* clfe becaufe the Apoftlesdid, and were themfelves 
' circumcifed? Confider that carefully^ and I hope 
' that will give thee fome Sight or Light into, or 

* concerning the Difpenfacion of Water- Baptifm, 

* which was John's Baptifm, and was glorious in its 

* Day and Difpenfation, in pointing at Chrift's Bap- 

* tifm, until it came, which was (he Subftance, and 

' was with fpiritual Fire, and fpiritual Water, and \ 

* will continue for ever. To Chrift, and his Bap- 

* tifm, I heartily direft thee for further Inflruftion, in 

* whom is Light, and chat Light is the Life of Men, 

* or Life, and that Life the Light of Men. 

* And further, I would write a little of my own 
' Thoughts concerning Water - Baptifm, and on 

* fome Texts of Scripture, being Chrift's own Words, 

* viz. He that b^ieveth, and is baptized, Jhatl be 

* fave^y and be that believelb not, fhali he damned^ or 

* condemned, Mark xvi. i6. Now this muft needs 

* be underftood of the Spirit's Baptifm i for it would 
' be abfurd to fay, or believe, that all who arc bap- 

* tized with the Element of Water, are faved, or all 
« who are not baptized with Water, arc damn'd i 

* therefore it is the Spirit's Baptifm, that all profefling 
' Chriftianity ought to come unto to wiinefs Salva- 

* tion. Again, Chrift fays, ExctDl a Man be bom of 
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Pt^atery and of the Spirit, be caunet enter intili 
Kingdom of God, or of Heaven, Malt. iii. 5. This 
divers will have to be a Mixture of tlie Element 
Water, and of the Spirit 1 but Ch rift fays, // U the 
Spirit that qu'ckenelb, the FUJh profitelb notbitig : Jhe 

* Pi^ords Ibat 1 /peak unto yaa, tbry are Spirit, and ibey 

■ are Life, John vi. 63. And that wbich ti horn of 

* the flejb is Flfjh, and ibal which is born of the Spirit f 
' is Spirit, Juhn iii- 6. According to which Doc- 
' trine, I have Faith to believe, that outward, flefli- 
' ly, or elementary Water- BjpiiOi", profiis little 
' or nothing to the Soul. Again, Why (houid the 
' Water in that Place be unc'erftood of ihe Element 
' any more than the Fire in the other, viz. To be bap' 
' tized with the Hol-^ Chojl and with Fire ? Since Chrift 
' iaid, My lyords ihiy are Spirit and Life. Remem,t 

* ber the Well of Water that fprings up to eternal 

* Life in the Belitvers : Remember the Water th^t 
' Chrift gave, whofoever drank of it was never to 
' thir(l more. This is all fpiritual, which the car 

* nal Mind cannot comprehend or enjoy, but iS wit- 
' ncflcd by the fpiritual Man. And lurlher, if wc 
' conflder what Confufion there is in the World about

* ing Soul upon further Search into the Nature ol

* faid, could never be facisfied with Words. In read- 

* ing the latter Part of thy Letter, I was tenderly af- 

* fedted, and my Prayers to the Almighty were, that- 

* he would pleafe to direft thee by his Power antt 

* Spirit, and the Grace of his dear Son, who hath 

* faid, He thai comelh unlo me, I will in no -wife cafi- 

* off. Now, tender Friend, Chrifl: is the true Lighr, 

* that lighteth every Man that cometh into the

' the true Sheepfold ; He is the Truth, in whom 

* thou maft believe : He is the divine Life and Lighc'

The Perron to whom I wrote this Letter, fome Time 17^ 
ifter informed me, it gave him great Satisfaftion. 

After 1 had ftay'd at Home fome Time, and pretty 
well recovered of the Hurt I had by my Fall, I vi- 
fited fome Meetings about Home, as Philadelphia, miat 
Abifigtoft, and German town. In fcveral of thofe Meet- '*" ' 
ings I was concerned to exhort Friends, as our Meet- 
ings and Worftiip was, in this Province ot Penfyl- 
vatiia^ a kind of national Worfliip, to beware that 
they did not indulge themfelves in the Sins of the Na- 
tions, but 10 be careful to keep to the holy, felf-denying 
Life of Jefus. 

On the 5th of the Sixth Month, between the Hours 
of nine and ten in the Night, there was an Earthquake, 
which divers People were very fenlible of 1 and about 
this Time divers People were taken off with a violent 
Fever ; and I was concerned in feveral Meetings to 
put the People in mind of their Mortality, and Short- 
nefs of Time here ; and alfo of the Uncercainty of it, 
and the Ncceflicy of fpeedy Preparation for their final 
Change and future Well-being. In the atorefaid 
Month I was at our Youths Meeting in Philadelphia, 
where I was concerned to advife Parents to do juftly 
to their Children, in the divers Relations of a Child's 
State *, to be juft in Correftion, and to be fure to 
give them Learning, and train them up in Reading 
of the holy Scriptures, they being able^ through Faith in 
Chrift, to make us wife to Salvation. I alfo was earneft 
in Exhortation to the Youth, to obey and honour 
their Parents, and to have a Care not to be difobedient 
to their Fathers and Mothers. I had a Concern alfo 
to remind that large Congregation, that the Almighty 
had ftretched out his Arm of Power, with his Rod, 
and had given the People of this Land three Strokes 
therewith, as a gentle Admonition towards Heart- 

Jireparation, to meet him, and to prepare for their 
atter End, or final Drffoluiion ; Which was Firft^ 
A Sicknefs, or peftilcntial Fever, which carried off' 
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1724^ many of the People: Secondly, An Earrhqw^ 
L'VNJ which divers in Town and Country wtrc very fcnfi 

Thirdly, A terrible Whirlwind, fuch as ive pevcr be 
fore beard of in this Land, that I rtir::.r.il'"r. The] 
■were admonifhed to take particular znd .|.i;^!.i| Nodo 
of thofe gende Strokes at the divine I;-.ri-, la:- it ha 
pleafed he could as foon take away many L ' .Sicicneis 
ts a few, and it he pteafed he ^ould have :n^.£? us i 
Defolation, as well as the Country abotit Maun 
Mtnat or Pert-Royal in Jamaica^ not very far from us 
and he could alfo blow us away with a Wliirlwind c 
his Wrath, and could as eafily have blown down a 
our City, as thofe few Houfcs in the Country, 

Next Day after this Meeting I went wicti John Ran 
nan to tlie Quircerly General-meeting of Worthip i 
thcCouncyot Cbejler, whicli was Iarg= and fausfaflory: 
'■ The 25th of the Sixch Month I wjs at the Burial a 
the Wife of Richard l-Valn, a virmous and good Wo- 
''''• man. Some of her laft. Words were, " Some Meqi 
" Sins go before-hand to Judgment, and fome foHov 
'' after them j and that her Siiis were gone before, 
,*' which was a great Comfort to her, now flie i 
" going to Il'uvc the World." It was a large Meet; 
-tng, and a feafonable Opportunity that we had at tbl 
frgnkftri. Funeral. The People were called upon towork, wb3l 
it was called To day, Becaufe, as our Siviour faicl 
Xbe Nigbf epmelh, •uiberciti no Man can work. 

In this and the foregoing Year I met with vario 
Trials and Exercifes : As firjl. Great inward Povertj 
and Want. Secondly, Great LoflVs in outward Affain 
And Thirdly, The evil Spirits of divers ftirred u 
againft me, to report Fallhoods concerning me, wit 
many other fore Exercifes both inward and outwird 
As to the Ftrji, I had often been try'd that Way, 
and found by Experience, that I mult wait upon 
God my Saviour, for frefh and renewed Vifitatiore 
from above i in which Exercife, I had always in the 
Lord's Time, Comfort from him, as by the (amt 
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Exercife I had now the fame Comfort alfo i buc I 1724. 
thought it very long, and the Enemy did greatly en- '-"''V^ 
deavour to break in upon my Patience now more than 
ufual : But my Heart ftill depended in Faith and 
Hope upon the Lord my Redeemer and Saviour, 
and in his Time he was pleafed to help me, blefied 
be his holy Arm and Power for ever ! Many bleffed 
Saints and Servants of Jefus were brought to my 
Mind, who were in the h'ke Condition, fo that I had 
a fecrcr Joy in their Company (who met with the like 
in their Travels to the holy City.) Secondly, as to my 
outward Loffes, I thought with myfelf, peradventure 
it might be bed for me : And 1 rcmembred that 
many, through the Increafe of outward Riches, were 
exceedingly hurt as to their inward State ; and iho' 1 
(or any good Man) might be concerned for our Chil- 
dren, ro get and leave fomething for them i yet 1 
plainly faw, that generally fpcaking, much Rjches 
doth much Hurt to Tburh. This was a melancholly 
Obfervatlon that I had made in my Life and Travels, 
and I fee at this Day that it is an univerfal Diftemper 
(a very few excepted) wherefore I cry'd mjghtrly to 
God, that he would give to me and mine the Gift of 
his Grace and holy Spirit, whatever our Circum- 
flanccs might be in the World. In this alfo I faw that 
Patience was an excellent Virtue, and that the Meek 
had the belt iMhcritance of the Earth, if they had 
ever fo little of it ; and chat true Happincfs did not 
confift in earthly Things, which my Experience had 
largely taught me. And Thirdly^ As to the bafe ard 
evil Treatment I met with (which was more than I 
had ever met with in all my Life before) great Endea- 
vours were ufed to leffcn my Reputation, as a Man 
and a Chriftian ; all which proved falfe and fruitlcfs, 
and in due Time my Innocence was made manifeft ; 
and I conlidered that they could not ufe me worfe than 
they had done my Lord and Maffcr, and that the De- 
vil was angry with any who endeavoured to dethrone 
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172+. him, and pull down his Kingdom, at the Foundaiio 
-'of which, chro' the Help of my Maftcr, 1 had man. 
a Stroke or Blow, with fudi Weapons as he was pleaTcdl 
to furnilh nje wtthal. 

The laft of the Sixth Month, and the 1 ft of the Se- 
venth Month, „was the Quarterly and Youths Meeting; 
at Burlington., at boch which I was. At the Qiiirterif 
Meeting 1 was concerned to open to that Meeting, Jio# 
all along the Church of God was governed by his Spi- 
rit, in the Time of the Law, and Mofes was an Inftru- 
mcnt therein ; and that when it was too hard, and tM 
much Work for Mofes, he was advifed to get tli< 
Help and Afliftance or the Elders, and that the (aiM 
Power and Spirit of God that was with and upon 
Mofes^ was upon the Elders who atTilled him in th| 
Affairs of the Church, and Congregation of the Lordl 
People ; fo that it was governed by God's Spirit, aw 
is to be governed by the fame ftill, and not by tiM 
Will of Man, nor according to the Will of Man i^ 
his corrupt Nature. And when Ifrael went fror 
God's Power and Spirit, the Lord left them, but at fel 
fent to them his only begotten Son, our dear Lor 
. and Saviour Jefus Cbrift ; and he was, and ever ti 
to be Governor of his Church, tbro* bis holy Spirt 
wbichy he told his Difciples, be -would pray the Fathet 
and be /hould fend unto them the Comforter, the bot 
Gbojt, or Spirit, the Spirit of Truths and be /hould abit 
•with them for ever, andjhould lead and guide them intt 
all Truth], which fweet and precious Promifes that h 
made to them, the true Believers do witnefs to be ful 
filled at this Day, Glory to his Name for ever, be i 
the wonderful Counfellor, mighly Saviour, and Prince 
Jpcace ! of vjbofe Peace and Government there Jhdl n 
he an End, and upon tohofe Shoulder the Government i 
W he for ever, for whofe Power, and holy Spirit 
Friends were exhorted to pray and wait, and to b 
lenfibeof ic in the Difcipline and Government ot th 
Church now in this Gofpel Day, in which is a brighte 
ManifefUti 
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ManiFeftation of God's Love, thro* his Son, than in \yit 
the Time of the Law. The Youths Meeting was al-w^ 
fo large, and divers Teftimonles were born, by Way 
of Exhortation and Counfcl to the Youth. They were 
with much Tendernefs advifcd to take Counfcl of their 
Elders, and were (hewn how it fared with feme young 
Men, who (lighted the Advice and Counfcl of the El- 
ders j and thai one, when on a Dying-bed, cried out 
in the Biicernefs and Agonies of his Spirit, Oh ! that 
I bad lake/! the Counfel and Advice of my Friends, for 
then J had not been here^ nor in this Condition. The 
Youth were advifcd to beware of keeping bad Com- 
pany, and fpending their precious Time in Taverns, 
which hath undone many fair and promifing Youths : 
And it was (hewn, how &young Man might deanfe bis 
ff'ays, hy taking heed (hereunto, according to the fford of 
God, which livetb and abideth for ever, and which the 
holy Scriprurcs proceec'ed from; and they were car- 
ncdiy exhorted to read and praftice what was written 
therein : And a very tender Time wc had in Prayer 
to God, thro' his dear Son, to preferve us all in his 
Fear, both Youth and Aged ; and fo our Meeting 
broke up, and we parted in the fwcet Love of God, 
and his Chrift, our holy Saviour. 

My Troubles in the World, and in the Things of j^.„iy, 
it, being many, and my outward Lofles being great j 
as alio was my inward Poverty of Mind and Spirit, I 
took my Pen, and wrote one Day as foiloweth : Ob .' 
if it be right in the Sight of God, bow do I long to be un- : 
tloatbed of ibis Jr ail and mortal Body^ that my Soul and 
Spirit might mount up into the atberial Plains, and re- 
pife itfelf in the vaft expanding Arms of its Maker, and 
fnojlfweet Saviour for ever ! 

Being at and near Home fome Time after I came fkiin^eU. 
from Burlington, 1 vifited the Meetings of G^rmafl./ows'*'' 
and Philadelphia, which were large, and fome good 
Senfc of Truth was \n the Hearts ot divers. I was 
concerned at that Meeting at Philadelphia to let the

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724. People know. That as God had blefled the People 
^V\3 that Cicy, and the Province, with fpiricual and tempo 
ral BleQings, and made the l^nd naturally fruitful, xe 
the Inriching many of the Inhabitanu, he now expe£tct 
fruits from them of Piety and Virtuei and that if ther« 
was not a ftrider walking with God in Chrift Jefus* 
they might expeft his divine Hand, which had vifitei 
them with Favours from Heaven above, and from chl 
Earth beneath, would vifit them with a Rod io ic_ 
and that he had already given them fome gentle Strokq 
therewith. 

Our Yearly- meeting was this Year at Burlingto)^ 
4, (or the Provinces of New Jerfey and Penftlvania, thi 
Service of which our Quarterly-meeting appointed mi 
with divers others, to attend. It was a large and com* 
fottable Meeting, and many went Home thankful a 
the holy Name of God and Chrift, that they wen 
there. 

I (hall end the fecond Part of the Journal of mj 
Life and Travels, when I have tranfcnbed Pan of 
Letter which my dear Father wrote me, when eight" 
odd Years of Age, he having been a Minitler of Chrii 
above forty Years, which tolloweth :

I was now removed (as already related) into the 
Country for Retirement, which I greatly loved and 
delighted in ; but as foon as I was a little fettled there^ 
the Enemy of all Good endeavoured to difquiet my 
Repofe, by ftirring up fome bad People againft me, 
who lived near, and m Time pad had fawn'd upoa 
me : And, to add to my AffliAions, I loft a Vellel^ 
in which, I fuppofe, I had upwards of Five Hundred 
Pounds ; and another VeiTel came in aioioft d Wreck,

in which I fuffcrcd in my Intercft feveral Hundredsj 
more, and a third I heard of, in which I had the lik

more to my Excrcife, I was forely afflided with Skk-I 
nets, having a Swelling in my Jaws, Mouth, ft 
Throat, to that Degree, that I could neither fpeak n 
fwallow for fome Time, nor eat nor deep for abc 
fevcn Days (as I remember) without great DifficuUft 
What the Diftemper was, we could not be ( 
Some fuppos'd it to be the Quinfey, others an I 
hume-, alfo my little and only Daughter at cr

me as with Job ; for divers of my pretended Friend] 
added to my Affliftions by undue Retled:ions ; whotn 
I pray the Lord to lorgive for his Son's Sake! 
ihefe Times the Remembrance of that Saying 
Chrift, Tbal the very Hairs ef your Head are nutnbredt- 
Matth. X. 30. at Times fupported me in Hopes, thac^ 
all would work together for Good. 

When I got a little well, fo that I could go 
Meetings, 1 went to German-town, Abingtony PbUtt- 
delpbiay and Derby. My firft going abroad was tti 
Pbihdel}biay where, on a Firft-day, we had a largi 
Meeeting, and divers Things were opened in my Mim" 
I told them they had Mofet and the Prophets^ ar 
Jesus Christ, who was arifen from the Dead; fo 
neither Death, Hell, nor the Grave, could detain the 
Lord of Life and Glory.

been coupled with the Fear and Wifdom of God. 
When I have gone to Sea, I always found a religi*- 
ous and Chriftian Concern upon me, for the poor 
Sailors, the good Effe^s of which, have been mucb 
more than I may fpeak of ; but give this little Hint 
for your Encouragenient and Information.

SINCE I laft faw thee and converfed with thee, 
chou haft often been in my Mind, and thy Ex- 
ercife has come before me % and not having an Op- 
portunity to convcrfe with thee perfonalJy, I take 
this Way of communicating my Mind, hoping in 
Chfift thou wilt reap fome Satisfaftion and Advan- 
tage thereby- i think I know thou art concerned 
for Chrift's Caufe, as alfo was that eminent Minifter 
ApoUos, Tet was tnjlruiled more ferfe3ly by good 
Aquila and Prifcilla. The Subje(^ on which I have 
it in my Mind to write ro thee, is the Miniftry of 
the Gofpel of Chrift Jefus, which I believe to be 
very different from that which Jc is generally taken 
for, in moft Parts of the World, by many profefling 
Chriftianity. Ftrft^ The greateft Part of Chriften- 
dom, fo called, calls and eleds their MiniHers 
themfelves, and will not call them unlefs they have 
School 'learning, altho' Chrift called and chofe un- 
learned Men, as to that Sort of Learning, and the 
Apoftles were called, Not according to the IVtU of 
Man, but by the Revelation ej Cbriji Jefus. And 
Chrift thanked his Father that He had revealed the 
Myfleriei of his Kingdom to Babes and Sucklings. And 
the wife Jews (the Scribes and Pbarifees) admired at 
the Apofties, who fo wonderfully preached Chrift» 
and were fo wonderfully carried forth in their Mi- 
niftry, and yet few of them were Men of Learning i 
fo thai the Call, Eleftion, and Wages of Chrill'i 
Minifters, isfpiritual, and not carnal, and therefore 
their Miniftry is with divine Life and Power, by 
which they are qualify'd for this Service without 
either Study or Premedication : Tho' it is not dcq^ 
ed, that Chrift may fhew a Minifter beforc-hancfi 
srbac he Ihall, or i« to fpeak, at fuch a Time 01 
K 4 « Place, 
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Placf 9 as he may fee meet ; . but that (ludying of 
writing Sereions, and afterwards preaching, or ra- 
ther reading them to the People, was, or is, the 
Pradice of the true Minifters of Jefus, our great 
Lord and Mailer, is deny'd ; of which» I do be- 
lieve, thou haft a real Senfe. 
* I fliall impart to thee fomething of my own Ex- 
perience for thy Edification in this great Work, viz. 
As in the Work of Converfion, or Regeneration, 
there is a Growth and Increafe from the State of a 
Child to that of a Man in Chrift, fo in the Work of 
the Miniftry, or preaching the Gofpel, there is alfo 
a Growth from a Babe to an able Minifter^ in all 
which the Power and Grace of the holy Spirit muft 
be our Guide, our Help, and Support, keeping 
clofe to which, we (hall encreafe in divine Wifdom 
and found Judgment, and our Hearts and Under- 
ftandings wilt be more and more opened and enlarged.

In this Journey I travelled about ninety Miles, and 
was at four Meetings, being from Home four Days, 
and was much fatisJied in my Journey ; but met with 
fome Exercife when I came Home, hearing of fome 
LoiSes and Damage to my Eftate ; fo that I found 
after I bad (according to my beft Endeavours) done the 
If^tll of God J I bad need of Paiiencej that I might re- 
ieive the Promife. I was fenfible of the Meffcnger of 
Satan, the Thorn in the Flefh, which the Apoftlc fpcaks 
of. 

About this Time a loving Friend of mine informed 
me, that one whom I very well knew in Barbadoes^ a 
Minifter of our Society, had gone into an open Sepa- 
ration, fo as to keep Meetings feparace from his Bre- 
. thren, and contrary to their Advice : I was concerned 
in Love to write a few Lines to him, to remind him 
ot the unhappy State and End of luch, who notwith- 
itanding the brotherly Love and kind Treatment of 
Friends, had feparated from us, and lofing the Senfe 
of Truth, which had made them ferviceabie in the 
Church, were a^fled by a rending, dividing Spirit, 
by which the Enemy of our Happinefs had fo far 
obtained his End, as to make fome Difturbance for a 
Time ; but few, if any, of thefe Scparatifts, have 
had further Power than to promote and maintain their 
feparate Meetings during their own Lives ; fuch 
Meeting? having, in every Inftance I have known (ex- 
ceptone, and that lafted not long) dropt on the Death 
of the Founders. And tho' we think it our Duty to 
tcftify againfl, and difown all fuch ; yet this Difown- 
ing is only until the Perfons offending, from a real 
Senfe of, and Sorrow for their Faults, acknowledge 
and condemn the fame ; then the Arms of Chrift, and 
of his Church are open to receive and embrace them : 
I therefore earneftly befought him to confidcr the 
Danger of offending any who love and believe in

Chrift to the poor in Spirit was largely manifelfet 
and the Friend after Meeting faid, fhe was better, an 
afterwards recovered, and kept to Meetings. I wi 
frequently at the VVtek-day Meetings at Philadelphia 
for I thought that Week not well fpent, in which 
could not get to Week-day Meetings, if I was ' 
Health. 

in this Month I was at the Burial oi George Cohet 
who was a one ot fober Life, and jufl Converfatio 
and being welJ-beloved by his Neighbours, he left 
good Report bcliind him. Soon after which I 
ut Mirion Meeting, which was large and folid : 
JHcopie were tenderly exhorted. That neither ouiwa 
Favours, nor fpiritual Bleflings, might make th< 
glow forgetful of God i but that in the Senfe of

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ncreafe and Enjoyment thereof, they might be the 1725. 
nore humble ; and forafmuch as the Chriftian Church v^^^V^ 
n former Ages was corrupted by temporal Riches and 
?ower, it was intimated, that as we had Favour 
hewn us from the Government, and Increafe of out^ 
ifard Things^ we fhould be very careful not to abufe 
hofe Priviledges, by . growing proud and wanton^ or 
:nvious, and quarrelfome ; but ^0 do jujily^ love Mtr- 
y^ and walk butnblj with God. 

In this Month I was at MiddUiown in Bucks County, 
Lt the Burial of my dear and intimate Friend John 
Ruilidge (who died very fuddenly) at which Burial 
^hcy were above 1000 People : He was well-beloved 
kQdong his Neighbours, and was a ferviceable Man 
Inhere he lived : I admired to fee fuch a Number of N^f^'^i- 
k?cople upon fo fhort Notice, he dying one Day in the ^^' 
Afternoon, and being buried the Day following : Di- 
irers Teftimonies were born concerning the wonderful- 
Works and Ways of God. It was a folid bowing 
Time, wherein many Hearts were broken, and melted 
into Tendernefs. After Meeting a young Man came 
to me trembling, and begg'd that I would pray for 
him, for he had fpent tpo much of his Time in Vanity, 
and had ftrong Convictions on him for it, and had 
been greatly affcfted and wrought upon that Day : I 
exhorted him to deny himfclf, and to take up his 
Crofs, and to follow Chrift^ who hath faid» He would' ^ 
in no wife cafi off tbofe who came Jo him [in true Faith.] 
He went from me very tender and loving, being bro- 
ken in his Spirit. 

From thence I went to Gwynnedd (qr North Wales) ^l[l)\ 
where on the firft Day of the Week we had a very 
large Meeting 5 in the Morning of the Day, a Voice 
awoke me, which cry'd aloud, faying. Rewards 
AND Punishments for well and evil Doings 

ARB sealed as AN ETERNAL DeCREE IN HeAVEN, 

which confirmed me that Mankind were happy or un- 
happy in that World which is to come, according to 

L 2 their 
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1725. iheir Decdi in this Life ; if their Deeds be goftd (^ 
^•'V"^ Chrift faid) their Sentence will be, Come ye BlcJfcM 
if their Deeds be evil. Depart from me all ye that wtM 
Iniquity, and go ye Curfed, &c. And^ if thou do'fi WM 
Jbalt thou not be accepted ? And if thou do'fi not WiWL 
Sin lietb at the Door. And again, / have no Pleafum 
in the Death of the IFicked, but that the fTicked tam 
from bis ff'ay and live. Thefe, with many mod 
Texts of the fame Nature, contained in the holy ScriM 
tures, are contrary to the Doftrine of perfonal EIm 
tion and Reprobation, as fome iiold it. We hadil 
Meeting alfo in the Afternoon of the fame Day, I 
■which was fatisfaftory to many ; our Hearts bday 
filled with the Love of Go'd, for which we thankfulH 
praifed him. The next Day we had a Meeting H 
Minifters, in which they were exhorted to wait » 
the Gift of the holy Ghoft, without-which there CH 
be no true Minilter nor Miniftry, I was concerofl 
to put them in Mind to keep clofe to Chrift, thM 
holy, fure Guide, and Bilhop, to be cautious 4B 
going before, left tlicy Iliould mifs their Way, and^ 
Haying too far behind, for fear we fhould.Iofe 0^ 
, Guide ; and to be careful to ^ep a Confcience void a 
Offend towards God, and alfo towards Man ; that we 
might fay to the People truly. Follow us, as we folki» 
Chrifl ; that our Convcrfation might confirm and 
not concradift our DoiSrine, For our Saviour fays, 
By their Fruits ye Jhall know them ; Men do not gather 
Grapes of thorns, Sc. and of fuch as fay and do not, 
he charged his Followers not to be like them, Mallh. 
xxiii. 3. The next Day we Jiad another very large 
Meeting there, in which n^iny Things were opened 
and declared, tending Co eftablilh and build us up in 
our Faith in ChrifV. After this Meeting, parting 
with my Friend Jobn Cadivallader, who had accoi 
panied me, 1 c;ime homeward, lodging that Nighl 
Mtn-ris Morris's (whofe Wife was very wcaklyj 
Whom we had a tender Time.

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^, gth of the Fifth Month I was at the General- 172';. 
leedng at German-town, which was a targe and good f-^VN, 
fleecing ( going Home I went to. fee Richard 5/i:feiv, ^t^,,^ 
rho was not well ; he faid the Company of his Friends 
evived liim. Next Day I went to vifit Jane Breinl- 
mll^ who was feized with the Dead Paify on one 
iide, and the Lord was pieafed to comfort us to- 
;ethcr, as fhe exprefied to our mutual Satisfaction. 

On the 30th of the faid Month was our Quarterfy- 
neeting of Minifters at PIMadelpbia, where humble ^'■"''■'- 
(Valking with God Was recommended and pray'd for, ' 
ind it was defired that Minifters might be exemplary 
herein, having Chrift for their Pattern. 

On the I ft of the Sixth Month, I was at our Mect- 
iig at Frankfort, which was a dull Meeting to me and 
livers others, a lively Exercife of Spirit being too 
nuch wanting among many, and clofe walking wirh 
Tod in Converfaiion: If we would really enjoy the 
Lovciind PrefencKof Chrift in our religious Meetings, 
re ought to keep near to him in our daily Convcrfa- 
ion, which that we might do, was humbly defired in 
JupplicaCion and Prayer to God. 

The young Man who came to me under great Con- ■ 
Era of Mind after the Funeral of John Rullidj^e, 
vrotc to me chat he was followed with the Judgments 
if God for his manifold Tranfgreflions, defiring that 

would pray for him. In Anfwer to his Letter, I 
prote him to the following Effect :

In this Month I was ztByburj and Abingion Meet- Bjtorf. 
ings, in which we were favour'd with the immediate 
Power and Prefence of Chrift, to our great Comfort

In my Travels I met with a Perfon who query'd of 
me, How he ihould know which Society had moft of 
the holy Spirit, fince moft of the Profeflbrs of Chrift 
dd believe in the holy Gholl (or Spirit.) 

To whom I made the following Anfwer, viz.

16. The Fruits then of the Spirit of Chrift are Love, 
Faith, Hope, Patience, Humility, Temperance, God- 
linefs, brotherly Kindnefs and Charity, with all Man- 
ner of Virtues, Therefore the Society of Chriftians, 
who brings forth moft of the Fruits of the holy Spi- 
rit, confequently have moft of Chrift's Grace and

that any Society have the holy Glioft now, or the im- 
mediate Revelation or Infpiration of the Spirit, unlefs 
they work Miracles, To which it is anfwered, That 
right Reformation from Sin, and true Faith in Chrift, 
cannot be wrought without a Miracle, neither can we 
Iwing forth the Fruits of the Spirit without the mira- 
culous Power of Chrift.' ■ Men by Nature bring 
forth the Works of Nature, and that which is con- 
trary to Nature is .miraculous.

ed, they were more obliged to me for my kind vifit- 
ing of them ; and truly we had a folid, good Meet- 
ing there : The People being generally Poor, they 
bad but little Notice taken ot them by the Moncy- 
loving Teachers, who preach for Hire. From the 
J^oreji I went to Little Creek, in liie Territories of ^^^^ 
Penfjlvania, where was a Genera!- meeting for the 
Counties of Newcaftle, Kent, and Sujf(x. The Meet- 
ing was large, and Friends parted in great Love and 
Tendernefs. And I went forward to Duck Creek, O-uk- 
where we had a Meeting ; divers Perfotis of Note ^"'^ 
being there, and ail were quiet, and heard with At- 
tention. From Duck-Creek I went to GforgeYCreek, 
and had a Meeting •, where a Man of a fober Converfa- 
tion, faid, 'Thai be never heard Things Jo fpcken to be- 
fore V but that be could xvitnefi 19 the Triiib of all that 
was faid. It was a good Meeting before the Conclu- 
fion i but 1 was very low and poor in my Spirit in the 
Beginning of !t. From this Place we (ct forward to 
t'^ewcajile, where we had a Meeting ; ic was the Time ^^ 
ht Sitting of the General AlTcmbly, and fevcral 
Members 
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Members of the Houfe were at Meeting. The Go3 
vcrnor (wlio has from our firft Acquaintance beerf 
very refpcclful to rat) hearing that I was in Town,' 
fent to defire me to carry all Night in NeTVcaJile $.

Cbrsjline and Brandywine, and it being near Night, 
1 Could not ftay, but went away that Evening, and 
Cent my Love to him, defiring to be excufed.

all was well, and likewife, that he bad a great Concern 
upon his Mind for the Growth and Prefperily of Tntlk 
m the Earth, and defired with Tenderncfs of Spiri^ 
that I would give his dear Love to all Friends i and '^'^ 
now faid, / never thought to fee thee more, but am git 
to fee thee. I ftaid there all Night, and in the 
Morning we had a comfortable Heart-melting Time 
together, in which was revived the Remembrance of 
tile many favourable Scafons of God's l-ovc we had 
enjoy'd in our Travels in the Work of the Miniftry 
of the Gofpcl of Chrill, and we tenderly prayed, if 
wc never met more in this World, we might meet in 
.tliat which is to come, wlicre we might never pare

ll^amb. From Tierhy I went to Philadelphia Third- 
day-meeting, and from thence to my Houfe. where 
my dear Wife and Children with open Hearts and

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In this Journey I travelled above three hundred 1725. 
Miles^ had nineteen Meetings, and was from Home x^-v^^ 
above three Weeks, in which Time I recovered of 
my Lamenefs to Admiration ; fo that I had with Sa« 
risfaftion to remember the Apbftle's Saying, that All 
Things Hoork together for Good to them that love Gody 
Rom. viii. 28. ^' 

After my Return Home, I was at the General-meet- 
ing at Frankfort ; and in the Beginning of the Ninth 
Month, I was at Meetings at ytbington^ German-town^ 
and divers Times at Philadelphia^ particularly at the ^jj^^^f^ 
Youths- meeting, wherein fevcral Teftimonics were^wa, 
born, and the Youth exhorted to Piety and Humility. 

On the Fifth Day of this Month in the Morning, 
being under a Confideration of the many fore Exerci- 
fcs and Trials I had met with from my Childhood, I 
was much afFefted •, but the following Portions of 
Scripture being brought to my Remembrance, afford- 
ed me fome Relief, vi%.

fcenat*that Place. Our dear Friend was greatly be- 
loved for his Piety and Virtue, his fweet D.fpofition, 
and lively Miniftry: The Lord was with him in his 
Life and Death, and with us at his Burial.

Several Friends accompanif 
ijs to the Boatat iVfTt'-Jbr^, the Water being open < 
that Side, we took our Leave of each other, and pat o 
for the other Shore j but before we got there we we 
blocked up in the Ice, and it was a confiderable Tin 
before we could work our Way through, but at h 
got well on Lo}3i-Jflan4j where I waited fome Hoflf 
for Company, who through Ibme DiiEculty got t 
Shore ; after which we went to the Narrows through 
§lorm of Wind and Snow, but the Wind being hr 
we could not get over that Night, nor the next D< 
the Ice having come down and filled the Bay : Wfc 
ine Title had drove away the Ice, we put out and £ 
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■■PVKr, and lodged at the Ferry-Houfe on Staten- 1725. 
iJB»i. Next Morning we went to the Ferry at the '-'•V"«>J 
Blazing-Star, ovcr-againft Woodhridgey but it was all 
faftened with Ice, and we not daring to venture over it, 
went to the Ferry at Amboy, and got comfortably over, Amiiy. 
ilay'd there that Night, and next Day went to Tren-^"""""- 
ion, and lodged at Capt. Goulds, who treated me very 
kindly, I being much tired with Travelling. Next 
Morning I went over Delaware River on the Ice (as 
we had alfo the Day before at Rariton) and that Day, 
being the 5th of the Twelfth Month, I got fafe Home ft-*jS/*i 
to my loving Spoufe and tender Children, where I 
[found all well, and a hearty Reception, having tra- 
■velled 600 Miles, and attended above 60 Meetings. 
' After having been at Home, and at our own Meet- 
ring at Frankforly I went to the Quarterly- meeting at 
Philadelphia, where Friends were glad to (ee me. 

On the next Fifth-day I was at the Marriage of 
Thomas Mafiers and Hannah Dickinfo/t, where were 
many fober People, not of our Society. 

Having been lately among Friends at Lmg-IJlandy 
and been comforted in the many Opportunities we had 
■together, it came into my Mind to vifit them with an 
Epiftle at their Quarterly-Meeting at Fiu^ing^ which

C^fk.'"^ Cr«*, and had a good, open Meeting, and that Ni^

Saim wards Salem, and lodged at Ifaac Sharp's ; whcK 
was informed of a great Mortality at Cohanfy. ~ 
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1 5 4th of the Second Month was the General- meeting at 
t Salem, which was a large Gathering of People ot djf- '

where the Doftrinc of the Gofpel was preached in great 
ILove to the People, which they heard with foJid At- 
tention. From Salem I went to Allowafs Creek and 
Zebanfy^ and had Meetings there: I was informed' 
hat more than Seventy Pcrfons had lately died here of 
1 malignant Diftemper, tho' it feem'd to abate, none 
lying while we were there. At Cehanfj the Meeting

The next Meeting wc had at John ScuW& ; and on 
Firft-day we had a large one at PeUr fVbite\ and on 
Second-day at 'Japhet Lee^s^ and then we went five 
Miles through a Marlh to Little- Egg-Harhour River, 
and had a Meeting in their Meeting-houfe on the 
Fourth Day of the Week, and i ith Day of the 
Month, which was the larger by the Addition 6t tl 
Owners, Mailers, and Mariners, of two Sloops fr< 
New-Tork, who, hearing of the Meeting, came to^ 
And the next Day we had another Meeting at I 
' fame Place, and lodged at Jarvis Faro's. After thel 
two Meetings I left Egg-Harbour^ accompanied byl 
feveral Friends from thence, and travelled about forcf] 
Miles, before we came to any Houfe. In theEvenlt^ 
we reached a Friend's Houfe, where we were kindly 
Suftiie""'' entertained, and next Morning we got to Burlingtpn, 
and fo Home, where I found all well, and was there- 
fore thankful to the Almighty.— —In this Journey 
I travelled about three hundred Miles, had 21 Meet' 
ings, and wa£ from Home about three Weeks. 

In the Third Month I ftay'd at and about Homn 
vificing the Meetings at Pbiladelpbiay German-tt 
E*c -^bington, a-nd Frankfort. 

In the Fourth Month I left my Family, and 
back in the Woods as far as OUy, I was from Hi 
nine Days, travelled about one hundred and 1 
Miles, and had fix Meetings at OUy, Perkiomen, anS 
divers other Places, chiefly in Barns and open Places, 
there being large Companies of People, and few Meet- 
ing-houfes yet built in thofe Parts of the Country. In 
this Journey 1 fuffered pretty much thro' the Heat.— 
The firft Meeting was at the Iron-works fettled a lit[Ie 
beyond a Place called Mount Mifery ; I was concerned 
for thofe People, having heard of their rude Doings 
before I left my Habitation i and altho' fome were 

rudci 
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rude, others behaved themfelves foberly, and expreffcd 172^. 
thqr Thankfulnefs for that Vifitation, as I do for the v-OiT^ 
Opportunity I had of clearing myfelf to them. On 
my Return homewards I crofs'd Scbuykill^ and went 
to Samuel NuU*s Iron-works, where I had a large, quier, 
folid Meeting : And the next Day I called to fee my 
old Friend David Meredith^ who being about 89 Years 
of Age, I thought it probable I might not have ano- 
ther Opportunity of feeing him. He met me with 
Gladnefs, and told me. It was their Meeting-day 5 fo 
that I ftay*d, and was much comforted and tendered 
by the Power of Chrift ; after which I came Home 
that Night. 

On the next Firft-day, after my Return, I went to* 
Philadelphia^ and, after the. Afternoon-meeting, ^o^^^J'J^^-'

this was a large, good Meeting ; at which there were

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1726. equally yoked 1 for to be fure all fuch Marriages are u 
I^VV) equal, when tfaofe who marry are of different Princi 
pies in Religion. The Meeting ended with tender Sup 
plication for Prefervation through whatever Exerdfes 
further Troubles or Trials, Temptations or Afflic 
tions, we might meet with in the World, that w 
might end well at laff, and live for ever to praife ant 
glorify God and the Lamb, who, through the holy^ 
eternal Spirit, is worthy for ever. 

On the Receipt ol the laft Letter from my dear Fa 
ther, which I fome Time fince mentioned, I was appre 
henfive it might be his lalt, which it proved to be ; fbl 
the next Letter from my dear Brother gave me Intel 
ligenceof his Death, which I received the 25th of i\» 
Fourth Month this Year. The News of my dca 
Father's Deceafc took fuch hold of my Mind (tho' '. 
daily expeded it) that for fome Time I was hardly fo 
ciable. — Oh how have I been fometimes comforted i| 
his loving and tender Eplllles ! At the Receipt 6 
which 1 have cryed to the Lord, that if it pleared him 
I might have a double Portion of the Spirit which li 
gave to my Father ; But Oh I Now I muft never hei 
more from him in this World j yet in this I have foffl 
inward Comforr, that I hope we Hiall meet where « 
ftiall never part more.— Here tollows a Part of m 
aifeftionate Brother's Account of my Father's Deal 
Uid Burial.

Soon after the 
Convincement ot my Father and his two Companions 
aforefaid, they met with a Trial of their Fiiith and 
Patience ; for being taken at a religious Meeting of 
Friends, ihey were all three committed to the New- 
Prifon in fVbite Cbappel, where having continued Pri- 
foners for fome Time, the Magiftrates obferving 
their Chriftian Courage, Boldnefs and Innoccncy, and 
being touch'd with Tendcrnefs towards them, confi- 
dcrjng their Youth, they difcharged them. 

• My Father, about the 25th Year of his Age, mar- 
ried my Mother (a virtuous young Woman) who was 
the yf\dQvf ot Nalbamel Harming, a Friend, who died 
under the Sentence of BaniHiment for his Profeflion 
of Chrift i the above Account I had from my Fa- 
ther's own Mouth 1 what follows fell within my own

* About the eleventh Hour in the Morning he en- 
quired how the Tide was, which no Body prefenc

During the Time of our Yearly-meeting, fome ruifc ii 
People came up the River in a fmall Sloop, provided a 
by them for that Purpofe, and fpent their Time in C 
drinking, carowfing, and firing of Guns, to the Grief i 
and Concern of Friends, who were religioufly difcharg* 
ing their Duty, in ferving and worlhipping the Al- 
mighty i and it is obfervable, that one of thefe difor- 
derly Perfons had his Hand (hot off at that Time, and 
that the chief Prooaotera and Aftors in this riotouj 
Company, were foon af[cr cut off by Death, in the 
Prime of their Days.

Becaufe Chrift, their Lord, for- **• 
bad it ; unto whom the Angels in Heaven mull b 
fubjeft, and doubtkfs, fo muft mortal Man, tt 
whom he gave the Precept. We muft and ought to 
be fubjeft to Chrift, v/ho h Lord 0/ Lords, and King 
of Kings, and (he Judge of tbt ^ick and the Dead : 
To him all Mortals muft be accountable tor their 
Difobedicnce. He fays, in his Sermon on the Mount, 
thus, I ply. Swear not at all : Wherefore, how an Mat, t.^ 
Chriftians (or fuch wlio are his Friends) fwear, fince 
he fays alfo, 2~e are my Friends, if ye do <U}batfoever fjii^"-*^ 
temmand you. So confequently thole who difobey his 
Commands, muft be his Enemies, To this Com- 
' mand it is objefted, that Chrift only fpoke againft

(alluding to the Law of Mofes) which Oaths were 
folemn and religious ^ therefore Chrift did not only 
prohibit vain and prophane Swearing, bu:aJI Swear- 
ing: If we underftand the Word, All, and what 
tUl fignifies, then all and any Swearing whatfoever, 
is not lawful for a Chriftian, according to Chrift's 
I-aw and Command, which is pofitivc 10 his Fol- 
lowers.

The 23d of the Eighth Month, I was at the Mc 
Meeting at Philadelphia, on a Firll:-day of the ^ 
which was large, and I was concerned therein to e 
Friends to labour to purge and cleanfeour Soci« 
fuch under our Profeflion who live in open Prof 
net's, and are riotous in their Converfations. 1 1 
the Bank-meeting in the Afternoon, where we ( 
comfortable Time : And the next Sixth-day f 
Week 1 was at our Monthly-meeting, where j 
unanimoufly agreed, in Confideration of (<^m 
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rent Condiift of fome Pcrfons pretending to be of 1726. 
r Proteflion, that a Teftimony from that Meeting ' ^ ^ 
^uld go forth againft fuch diforderly Doings, and 
chrillran Praftices ; and that all fuch Perfons, who 
ire irregular in their Converfations, be difown*d to 
of our Community, until they by Repentance ma- 
Feft their Reformation ; which was accordingly foon 
:er pubh'fhed, and read in our Firft-day Morniog- 
seting, and in our Youths- meeting. And about 
is Time our Governor ifTued a feafonable Procla- 
icion againft Drinking to Excefs, Gaming, Swear- 
l prophanely. Revelling, Night-walking, and Dif- 
rbing the Peace, and other Immoralities ; which 
brded fome Satisfaftion to fober and well-inclined 
iends, and others : Yet there remained a great Ex- 
rife and Concern upon my Mind, that fome young 
ople, whofe Parents had been careful in training 
^m up, were grown fo wicked, that by their ex- 
Lvagant Conduft, they not only difturb*d our religi- 
s Meetings, but like wife became obnoxious to the 
aceable Government we live under. 
In the Ninth Month I was at divers Meetings, at ^^-^^ 
eriouj German-town^ Fair^bill^ Abington^ and Phila^ cernuM> 
pbia ; in which were feveral Marriages lolemnized '*^*'^^ 
a religious Manner. And in the Tenth Month, I 
nt into the County of Salem, about my Affairs : It 
ppened to be at the Time of the Quarterly- meeting 
• Salem and Gloucefter Counties j but 1 did not know 
ir, until I came to Salem^ where Friends were glad ^^j^^ 
fee me, as alfo I was to fee them 5 there were foipe 
us whofe Hearts were knit and united together as 
naiban's and David\ the divine Love of God be- 
5 much fhed abroad in our Hearts at that Meeting : 
hen it was over, and I had finifhed my Bufineft, I 
jld not be clear in my Mind, without having fome 
eetings in the faid Counties of Salem and Gloucefter \ 
i tho* it was a fickly Time, and People died pretty 
ich in thofe Partt where we werc( going, Jamei Lord 
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and I, in the Love of Chrift, viQccd the MfctJngl 
" Creek, Coha»fy, Pil^s Grove, fP^oodbf. 
Newlov, and Haddonfield, having Meetings every 1 
in the Week, except the laft, and rometimes rk 
near twenty Miles after Meeting, the Days bcid] 
the (horteft, and the Weather very cold ; but 
Lord was with us, which made (ufficient Amerid^ 
all the bodily Hardfhips we met with. 

I got Home well, but weary v and was well aod . 
fully received by my loving Spoufe, Children, 
Servants i and I was truly thankful to the Moft r 
for hb Prefcncc and Goodnefs continued lo me 
that, though I perceived my bodily Strength to dec 
*pace, my Sight, Hearing, and Voice, faillrtg mi 
I have Occafion to believe, at Times I was hel 
•vcn beyond Nature in the Work of Chrift, my < 
t^rd and Mafter. 

The 27th of the Tenth Month, I heard the I 
of the Death of my dear friend John Lee (bf 
tent to defirc my Compatiy at his Burial.) It afF< 
mr with Sorrow, he being an old Acquaintance, 
inward Friend of mine, with whom I had trav 
many Mites : He was a living, ferviceable MinJfti 
the Gofpel of Chrift, and inftrumental to con' 
divers ot that Principle of divine Light and'Tl 
which we profcls. 1 could not be at his BurialJ 
taufe of my Indifpofition, and the Unfeafonablcne 
the Weather •, yet I think it my Duty, to fay thisj 
cerning him j That our Love and Frtendjhip was eoM 
and intJre uMo the Mttd, having been acquainted \ 
thirty-five Tears, ai near ai 1 can remember. \ 

In the Eleventh Month, as I was meditating i| 
Clofet, on the Duty and Beauty of that great Vl 
of Temjieraace, it appealed very bright to the ] 
of my Mind, and the great Benefit of it to thofe, 
toved and Jived in it : ill. As to Religion, it tcnj 
keep the Miiid in an even Temper, which is a J

Whereas Intimferance deftroys 
Health) ftaios the Reputation, hurts Pofterity, 
Refpedfc to a healthy Conftitution of Body» and 
Lie) ruins many Families, brings to Poverty and 
rrace, and what is yet worfe of all, is a great Lett 
Religion and the true Fear of God, and is a great 
llcandal to any who make Profe(fion of the Chriftian 
■eligion. 

^ In this Month I accompanied fFilliam Piggot (who 
hcely arrived from London^ on a religious Vifit to the ^' 
Meetings of Friends in America.) From Pbiladelpbia 
Kve went to my Houfe at Frankfort^ and from thence 

gi North' ff^aUSf and had two large fatisfadory Meet- 
gs on the Firft-day ; next Day we were at the Month- ^^^ 
iy-mee(ing at Abington^ the Third-day at Frankfort^ pranlrfort. 
pind Fourth-day at German-townf Fifth-day I went to dj^^'*** 
"pbiladelpbia Wcek-day-mceting, and the faid Friend 4wn!^ 
^ Abingtdn General- meeting, and a few Days after we 
met again at the Quarterly-meeting of Minifters and 
Riders at PbjladelpBia, 

^ The 8th of the Twelfth Month was our Youths- 
meeting at Frankfort ; many dying about this Time, 
i was concerned in the Meeting to put Friends in 
mind of their Mortality ; and that I had told Friends 
lately, at their Meetings at Abington and Philadelphia^ 
That as I was riding from my Houfe to Pbiladelpbia^ 
flibout a Mile from the City, I faw (in the Vifion of 
Life) the Hand of the Lord ftretched over the City " 
and Province, with a Rod in it, in order to correct 
the Inhabitants for their Sins and Iniquities -, which 
Sight affcfted my Mind greatly, and altho* I did not 
hear any vocal Voice, nor fee any vifible Hand, yet it 
Yras as plainly rev/caled to me as tho' I had : And that 
notwithftanding I underftood fome flighted that Tcfti- 
mony, yet I obferved to them, that lince that Time, 
more People were taken away than common, as they

injfrumental to protnote better Order, and did, in agn 
Meafure, fifpprtfs Vice and Tmntorality in the City.\ 

For feme Days after we were at Sea, the Weath 
was pleafaot, and we had our Health, for which m; 
Heart was truly thankful. l' exhorted the Sailo 
againft Swearing s and tho' they had been much i 
10 it, they left it off, fo that it was rare to hear any <l 
them fv-car ; for which Reformation, fo far, I w 
glad. ] lent and gave them feveral good Book 
which they read, and ftiewed much Refped to □)< 
But foon after the Wind was contrary (for fome Day 
and fome in the Vedel were quarrelfome. I afk'd the( 
what they thought of the Saying of Chrift, -viz. Ij 
Man /mile tbse en the Cheek, turn to him the other alfo' 
At which they were filent and better conditioned t 
one another afterwards, and wc had Ibme Reformati( 
both from Fighting and Swearing. This Voyage 
was not fo Sea-fick as I formerly had been (though 
had, before 1 left Home, fome uneafy Thoughts aboi 
my ufually being Sea-fick) which I took as a peculii 
Favour from Heaven. About the Latitude of "A 
Degrees North, we met with Cairns and contrar 
Winds, which was very hard for fome in the Veflcl ( 
hear, they putting themfelves much out of Tctnpc 
about it ; as for my own Part, I had been us'd M 
Difappointments, and therefore did not (6 mue 
mind it. I fpent pretty much of my Time in read 
ing and writing, and God being gracious, it was» 
■the main, a comfortable Time to me 1 and I 
■joytd my Health as well as ever I did at "■ 
m my Life, for which I often breathed forth inWai 
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jiks to the Almighty. On the 5th of the Third iji- 
ch we arrived at Barhadoes, and I was lovingly ^^T^ 
red by our Friends, but came to a very low 
tet for my Goods, 
vifited Friends Meetings on the Iflind, and had 

open Meetings at Bridge-Town^ and SpetgblH BrU^t. 
and liiccwife at Pumpkin-Hill, and the Spring. J^gkff 
the Diy of hentecoji (fo called) we had a Meet- i""*".! 
ing ac BriJge-Town, in which was fhewn, the Work 
and Operation of God's Spirit on the Oid World, aad 
under the Law •, and the everlafting Duration and 
Operation of the fame holy Spirit under the Gofpcl 
Difpenfiition, which, Chrii\. h\d, Jhculd abide for ever. 
'Ac the Qtiarterly-meeting at Speight's Town, was Judge 
^4lUi:, and the Captain ot the Man of War ftationed 
there, with feveral others, not of our Society. I was 
,tiiqch drawn forth in this Meeting to fpeak of the 
Power of the Father, Son, and the Spirit, opening to 
the People how we had been mifreprefented, in rcJpeft 
to our Belief in the Trinity^ or the holy Three which 
bear Record in Heaven, the Father, Wordy and Spirit, 
which Ibree are One ; for that it was clear and plain, 
that we .are more orthodox in the Belief in the Deity, 
than thofc who do not believe in the Operation of the 
holy Ghoft ; as aUb that none could be true Chriftians 
without it. It was queried. How could they be clear 
in their Edict in the holy Trinity, or ihe Three that 
bear Record in Heaven^ who believe the holy Spirit is 
ceafcd in his Operations, Gifts, or immediate Reve- 
lations, and, if ccafed, when, and where, to whom, 
and how? The People were very fober and attentive, 
and ftaid all the Time, and after [he Meeting was 
done, fome Time, divers exprciled their Satisfadlion 
with what was faid. My good Friend Petir Sharps, 
of Maryland, was with me at this Meeting, on whofc 
Account fame of the People came. 'He had good 
Service in the Meeting, and I was glad of his Company 
,^ [his Ifland, where we joyfully met and parted in 
O 4 the 
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1727. the Loveof Chrift. At this Meeting we had each of us 
^-Or*^ a Cercificate from Friends, fignify ing their Unity with 
our Converfations and Services. The laft Meetiiig I 
had at Barbadoes^ was at Speig'bl^s-To^iVKy on* a Firft- 
day; it wasafolid, good Meeting, in which I took 
my Leave of Friends there, and exhorted them to 
. believe in and hear Chrift, he being a Teacher that 
could not be removed from them, as Men often were; 
and, though they were but few, they were defired to 
m,cet in Chrift's Name ; and I had to lliew them the 
Difference between us and other Chriftian Profeflbrs, 
who hold no publick Worftiip, if there be no outwwd 
Teacher : "Whereas, if but Two or Three meet in the 
Name of Chrift, he has promifed to be in the midftof 
them ; and he is the beft Teacher we can have. 
Lt Sex. On the 14th of the Fourth Month we fet Sail from 
this Ifland, and, for the moft Part, had fair Weather 
and fair Winds, andfaw fevcral Ships, but fpoke with 
none. 

I. was one Evening leaning over the Side of theVcf- 
fel, as being very lonefome (having little Converfation 
with any in the Veflel, for divers Reafons) I turned 
from all outward Things to the Lord, and was glad 
to feel his Prefence and Goodnefs, which was a Com- 
fort to me in my lonefome State ; and as my Travels 
and Concerns had called and caufed me to be much on 
the Seas, it alfo pleafed my good and gracious God, 
to fupport me thereon many Times, in divers Trials, 
Temptations, and Exercifcs ; for all which, I bow in 
awful Reverence before him, and return Thankfgiving 
and fraife to his great Name. 

The ift of the Fifth Month, about Noon, we cnme 
to the Capes of Delaware^ and failed up the Bay ; but, 
in a little Time, we touch'd the Ground with our 
Vefftl feveral Times ; there being little Wind, we got 
no Harm ; but two Hours after, or thereabouts, a 
' Guft, pr Storm of Wind, took us, which, if it had 
met with us on the Shoals where we ftruck, in all 

Likelihood 
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Likelihood wc muft have pcrilhcd ; which I took to 1727- 
be a remarkable Deliverance. Next Tide we got to 
NewcaftUy and, it being Firft-day, I had a Meeting 
with Friends there, with which we were greatly re- 
frefhed in the Lord, and in one another. After Meet- 
ing I went on board the Sloop, and, having a fair 
"Wind, we failed for Philadelphia^ where we arrived 
about the Eleventh Hour, lodged that Night at Paul 
PreJlon\ and next Day went home to my Family at 
Frankfort^ where my Wife, Children, and Servants, 
received me with much Rejoicing. 

When I was in Barhadoes^ P. M, who accompanied 
me from Bridge-Tawn to Windward to Counfellor 
fp^eek'sy told me, ^af when I was in ihe IJland 
before^ be and I bad fome Difcourfe concerning the 
Vfe of the Swords be then {not being of our Society) 
wore a Sword^ hut now had left it off^ and his Buji^ 
fiefs alfo^ which was worth fome Hundreds a Tear. I 
had reminded him of Chrift's Words, that Thofe wha 
take the Sword^ fhould ferifh with the Swordy Mat. 
xxvi. 52. and, Reftfl not EvUi and if a Man /mit/ thee 
on one Cheeky turn the other alfo: Love Enemies ^ do 
Good to them that bate you, pray for them who defpite- 
fully ufe you, andperfecute you. After 1 had us'd thefc 
Arguments, he a(k*d me. If one came takill me, would 
I not kill rather than be killed ? I told him, JVl^ •, fo far 
as I know my own Heart, I bad rather be killed than 
kill. He fa id, That was fi range, and defired to know 
what Reafon I could give for it. 1 told him, THoat I 
being innocent, if I were killed in my Bifiy, my Soul 
might be happy ; but if I killed him, hfldying in his 
JVickednefs^ would, confequently, be unhappy ; and if 1 
were killed, be might live to repent ; but if I killed mm, 
he would have no Time to repent \ fo that, . if he killed 
me, I fhould have much the better, both in refpeEt to 
myfelf and to him. This Difcourfe had made io much 
Impreffion, and fo afFefted him, that he faid, . he 
could not but often remember it. And. when wc parted

^V^ of Chrifl-iati Love, tar from that which would hurt " 
deltroy . 

After I had been at Home Tome Time, I vifitcd tha 
Meeting-* at Philadelphia^ Burlington-, and Gtrman-tffwn* 
in which Places I had Service of divers Kinds^ and wiU 
lovingly received by Friends and others. 

In the Fifth Month, Jofiua Fielding and John Oxkf 
had a large and fatisfadory Meeting ac Fraitkfert. 
yojhua came from London on a religious Vifit to Ame- 
rica, and having been on divers Idands, he landed on 
the Main at Soulb-Caralina., and from thence travelled 
through the Wildetncrs 400 Mites, or more, where n9 
Publick Friend had ever travelled before : The Jour- 
ney was perilou';, but the Lord was with him ; who 
may, in his own Time, make Way lor his Servaots 
m thofe defart Places. John Oxley came on the famfi 
iAccount hom Barbadocs, and had good Service among 
■Friends in his pjblick Miniftry. 

In this Monih we thinking it convenient to fend OW 
little Children to School, and not having a School 
matter of our Society near us, concluded to put ourSo 
and Daughter under the Care of Nathaniel Walton^ trf

fo that clivers Penple died fuddenly of the Heat (as it 
W.IS fuppofcd.) 

The Beginning of the Sixth Month I was at the 
Youths-meeting at ^J:»^Mw, which was large, andopert 
to many ; and I not having been there fince I came 
from Sea, divers exprefled their Gladnefs to fee me 3 
and we were that Day favoured with fomc Shpwen', 
both ccleftial and elementary, to our Comfort- 
In the fame Munth I was alfo at the Youths meet- 
ing in Philadeipbia : It had been a fickly Time, but 
nlitiy had recovered. That Paflage opened on tr| 
Mind, to fpeak of In the Meeting, concerning th8 
Lepers, which Chrifl cleanfed and healed, being ten \% 
Kumber, and that but one came to return Thanks ci 
■God, for being healed, and rcftored to Health, Luft 
xvii. 12. Friends were exhorted to prize their HealtH 
and to (liew their Thankfulnefs to God, the Giver < 
it, by fearing and ferving him, and taking Heed ti 
Chrift, the Word in their Hearts. The Meeting was 
in a good, folid Frame, and we praifed the Lord id 
gether, and gave him Thanks (or his merciful Vifiti 
tion.

Fielding, oi London, were at divers of thofe Mcetin] 
wherein we had open, feafonable Opportunities i ; 
1 had a targe, afFefting Account from Jo/huaj of 
long and difficult Travels in the Service of Truth to 
Wcfi-lndia Ifles, and thence to South -Carolina, 
whence he came thro* the Wildctnefs by Land, 
Nortb-Carolina, Virginia^ &c. to this Province. 
The i6th of the Seventh Month began our Y 
,t meeting at Philadelphia, which was attended wi 
gracious Prcfencc of God, to the Comfort and 
Saiisfaftion of many Souls. In this Meeting dl' 
young Men and young Women appeared, who vi 
lately come forth in the Miniftry, and, as I beltev^ 
had received a Meafure of the Gift of Chrift's Gofpelj 
which was Caufe of Rejoicing to the Faithful among ug 
find excited our Thankfgiving and Praifcs to the Al 
mighty Lord of Heaven and Earth. 

At this Meeting we had the Company of four Mi' 
nif^ers from Crecit Brhain, and one from Barbados

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Next Firft-day after the Yearly- mccdhg, 1, with 1727. 
everal of my Neighbours, went over Delaware to a '^^''^s/^^

ill Love of God was declared, in fending his Son ottph 
^arth, who, ds he was Man, died for Man, and is 
low by his Spirit prefcnt with all thofe that truly be- * 
icve in him ; be being the Meffengcr of the Cove- 
rant of God to Mankitjd.— i-— And on Sccbnd-day» 
>eing the 2^th ot the Seventh Month, I had the fbr- 
bwtul Tydings of the Death of my beloved Friend' 
^ames L0rd\ who, oil his Death-bed defired* that I 
night be fent for to his Burial. In the Confideracion of 
hat Chriftian Love that was between us, I think I 
nay truly note. That we ?r ere always glad to meet 
ach other ; therefore the Thoughts of this fo fuddcr^ "'^ 

i^hange, arfd final Parting, brought, for the prcfent, 
Sadnefs arid Heavincfs over my Mind ; confidcring 
lis Station iri that Neighbourhood, and Service in thaf 
Congregation to which he did belong \ for therein he 
vas well-belpvcd, and vefy ferviceable. 

And Oh! The Lofs tlfat his dear Wife and tendtyr 
[Children will have of him, really atFefts me with Sor- 
row in penning thefe Notes ; but the Sorrow, in theie 
Things, is all on our Side ; for he, without doubt, 13 
It Reft with his great Mafter in Heaven. We had a 
larger Meeting at his Funeral, than ever was known to 
be there before (as an antient Friend told tt)c) which 
ivas folemn and ferviceable to many.

ings forfomeMonthsT*ItW3s fuch alatisfaiSory Meet- 
ing, that he, and I, and others that were there, will 
not eafily forget, our Hearts being broken together. 

The World ftill continued to trown upon me -, bui, 
tho' my Cafe was fuch In this World, yet, at Times, 
I had great Confolacion in Chrifl i and, in the Midit 
of my Troubles, whcn.-^ looked back, J could truly 
fay, That I had not been extravagant., hui frugal \ 
not covetous, but charitable ; not idle^ but indufirious \ 
not willing to be fuch an Infidel as not to take Care tor 
my Family ; it was fom^ folid Comiort to my Mind 
and I blefs the Almighty, that! always preferr'i' 
Work and Service to my own, and therein had 
Peace. This I can alfo lay, if it were the Uft I f

On the 25th ot the Tenth Month we fct fail from

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1727. Family, and anfwering my juft Debts, which I hai 
•V^ contrafted. On the 27th Day of the Month, in th

fome rough Weather in our Paflage, but lived com 
fortably ; we being all loving and obliging one 1 
another. On the 15th of the Eleventh Month we fafel] 
fcrfrtM'. arrived at 5p«gi/'j Toojw in Barbadoes; and the iStni 

between the Hours of five and fix in the Morning, 
iiusu!"'*" ^'^'^ ^^^ greateft Earthquake that I had ever felc ; haV' 
ing been fenfible of Three, one at London, one at y» 
tnaica, and one at Frankfort in Penfylvania. I wa 
thankful in my Heart to the Lord for my fafe Arri 
val, and that we were all prelerved fafe in our ftorm] 
Paffage, and deep loaded Veflel -, one Veflel bein| 
loft that came out a little Time before us, and ano 
ther, which came from our Port to this Ifland a fci 
Days fooner than we, loft three Men by the Violeno 
of the Storm, and received much Damage otherwjfe 
one of them being a Neighbour of mine, with whom 
was well acquainted, it aftefted my Mind very mud 
I vifited Friends Meetings in Barbadoes^ and fome di 
vers ^mcs over -, and had Occafion in fome Meeting 
to mention the Earthquake, whirh I told them I did t 
lieve was a Vifitaiion from the Almighty, in order topu 
People in mind oi Mortality, and to reform them froa 
ihe Evil of their Ways, and call them to RepeniaDce. 
While I was in Barbadoes, Francis Gamble died, whoi 
I went to vifit feverai Times in his Sicknefs : At hi 
Funeral was a large Gathering of his Neighbours, an 
Others ; and divers not of our Society, cxprelTed thei 
Satisfaftion wich the Meeting. The People in an 
about Speight's lown in Barbadoes, were very lovir 
and kind to me, more than I ever had obferved b 
fore ; even fome vile, prophane Men, whom I coo 
not forbear to reprove lor their Swearing, and takii 
the facred Name in vain, ytc they fhew'd Relpei 
notwithftanding I reproved them Iharply. Who < 
uke the Tacrcd Name of God into their Mouths io vai 
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■and be guilclefs? Or who can hear it, and forbear 1727.

From*whence I had an Oppor- 
ry, by Alexander Seaton^ Matter of a VefTei bound to 
yivania^ to fend an Account of our fafe Arrival. 
had many Meetings in the Iflahd, and made feveral 
ts to divers fick Perfons, one of which was parti- 
fly to the Satisfaftion of the Perfon vilited and his 
uions : He died, and was buried at Heatbctftt's 
, where we had a large Meeting at our Meeting- 
fe, v/here was many People, and it was a good, 
Dnable Opportunity ; in which I had Occafion to 
ind them of their Mortality, and prefs them to a 
' Life, the Way to a happy Immortality/ I had 
rs Meetings at Bridge-town^ Speight*%-Town^ and 
Springs where the Teftimony of Chrift*s Gofpcl 
well received. And after a Stay of thrcc^Wccks, 
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I left Barhadoes on the ift of rhc Seventh Month, and 
' took my Pairage in the Amity^ Charlti Hargrave Mafter, 
who was very friendly to me in my Paf^ge, as were 
all on board. Wc arrived at our Port without catling 
Anchor in all our Voyage, and laid [he Vefiel to the 
Wharieat Philadelphia; and on my landing I imme- 
di..tely went into the Meeting of Miniftcrs and Elderi 
(it being juft Meeting Time) where we were much 
comforted together in Chrift 1 after which I went 
Home, being lovingly received by my Wife and Fa- 
mily, having been from Home about ten Wet-ks. 
, Ahcr I came Home from this Voyage, I vifitcd the 
Meetings of Friends at Pbilsddpbia, Frankfort^ Cer* 
man-town^ ihi: Fulls of Dela-w are, Burlington^ New-Hit- 
nover, Mount-Holly, Fair-HHk &c. 

The id of the Ninth Month I was at tht- Quarterly- 
meeting of Minifters and EKlers at PhiladelphiayV/hcte 
I met with 7o/cyi7(y7or, a Friend, who lad vifiied our 
Meetings pretty generally on the Continent ot America, 
in the Miniftry of the Gofpcl, nrd w.is now on his Re- 
turn hooiewards, with whofe Vilit Friends had good 
Unity, and certified the fame to out Brethren ol the 
Meeting where he lived in Great- Britain. 

After [his I was at divers Meetings in Penfylvania 
and Jerfey 1 and the latter End of the Ninth Month, 
Sarah, the Wife of Jeremiah Elfrelb, died very fud. 
denly, having been the Pay beiore walking in her 
Garden ; flie was a fober, young Woman, and her 
Death much lamented ; her Burial occafioned ^ 
Stay at Philadelphia, which I had divers Times ffi 
ned, becaufe a Concern had been on me for foqc 
Time, to declare to the People of that City, Tha 
the Lord was angry with the Lcgiflators of Peu^'hA 
nia, becaufe they were not lo much concerned to proj 
mote Religon and Piety as they ought, and tomafc 
fuch Laws as might prevent the excefiive Incrcafe<j 
Publick Houfcs, which often prove Seminaries ' 
Satan j but ftrove w promote Parties more than F 
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gion; And that the Lord wgs angry with the Magi- 172I 
■ftrates, bccaufe they did not fo much as they might, t/V* 
and ought to do, put [hofe good and wholefome 
Laws in Execution, which were already made, againft 
Vice and Immorality; And that ihe Lord was angry 
with foine of the belter Sort of People, becaufe the/ 
feek and mind the Things of this World, more than 
the Things of God and his Kingdom. But I was 
helped to clear myfelf in the Morning-meeting, to the 
Satisfaction of many of the Honeft-hearted, and un- 
burden my Mind of a great Exercife that I had long 
lain under. 

In the Afternoon we had a large Meeting at the 
Bank-meeting-houfe, occafioned by the aforefaid Bu- 
rial ; the Refurreftjon of the Dead was declared in that 
Meeting, according to the Do6trine of our Saviour 
Jefus Chrift, the great Author of the Chrillian Reli- 
gion, and alfo of that eminent Apoflrle Fatd\ and 
that old and falfe Calumny, that our Society denied 
the Rcfurreftion of [he Dead, was publickly denied 
and refuted. The People were exhorted to live well 
that rhey might die well; and then they need not 
doubt bu; that they would rife well at the Refurrefliion 
in the laft Day : The Meeting concluded with Praife 
to the Almighty for all his Mercies, and Prayer to 
him, that he would fanftify that Day's Service to the 
People. 

In the Tenth Month I prepared for another Voyage 
lo the I (land o{ Barbadoei, and had ihe Ship Bri/^o/ 
Hope, configri'd to me, but the Winter fetting in 
fooner than common, caufed our Stay much longer 
than we expeited, whereby I had the Opportunity to 
vifit divers Meetings, as Buriingtm, the Falls ef Dela- g^n 
ware, Nejhaminy, PFrkht'^ Town, and Philadelphia. In *"■*' 
this City a Concern was on my Mind to declare to fMadck 
the People, that the Almighty had (he,wcd me, that/*'* 
he had often vilited them in Philadelphia ind Penjyl' 
vania, with his own Hand -, and wi[h his ,own Rodt 
P 4 but 
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y28. but if iiut tlid not work the dcfigned End, for whic^ 
~ ~ he vificed them (of which they were told alfo before U 
Came to pafs) he then would chat>ire them with till 
Rod of Man, and ihis was plainly fpoken to me if 
my own Habitarion, as tho' it had been the Voice of ' 
a Man, tho* h was not vocal. 

The i2ih of die Eleventh Month, bting Firft-day, 
I was at HorPam Meeting, and had a tender bowing 
Time therein s and in my Way home vifited fome 
Friends who were fick, it being a Time of general 
Vifitation in thofe Parts, and the ntxc Seventh Day I 
was at the Meeting of Minifters and Elders at PhiU- 
dilphict-, were we had a good Meeting ; here I was 
carnettly defired to be at the Funeral of Edmund Orp- 
^tkiiftrt. xaood, the eldeft Friend belonging to Frankfort Meet- 
ing-, but was in a Strait, this Friend, being my Neigh- 
bour, and I had before engaged to be at the Burial of 
one with whom I had been acquainted near 40 Years, 
therefore I did my Endeavour to be at both, being each 
of them buried in the Afternoon, and five Miles dif- 
tant i the Days being fhort alfo, divers told me it was ■ 
imprafticable ; I told them they might be miftaken, 
as they were, for though we had a large Meeting, and ' 
the Company of /^flCf/rtW U^ilfojiy from Britain, who 
had large and good Service therein, yet after Meeting 
we mounted and got to Philadelphia, about a Quarter ' 
of an Hour after the Corps was brought into the Meefr I 
ing-houfe, as I was informed ; we had a large, 
as I thought, a good Meeting, after which I weni 
home, being weary in my Body, but thankful in n 
Heart, that the Almighty had been with us, 
helped us to perform that Day's Service. 

On the 20th of the Eleventh Month, and Second 
day of the Week, I went into a Piece of Groum 
(which I was clearing for Meadow) in order to givj 
Diredions to the Workmen, and one of the Trees fel 
contrary to the Kerf, and alfo to the Wind, whicF 
was fhcn at North Well, atid when I faw it falling tdj 
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wards me, I ran from it, but before I could get OUE of 172ft 
the Way it fell upon me, acrofs my Back, from my v«^V^ 
Shoulder to my Hips, and ftruk me down to the 
Earth, where for fome Time I lay Cpeechlefs, and in all 
Likelihood I Iliould have been immediately killed, iff 
had not bc^n providentially preferved by the Body of 
(he falling Tree lying on a SciHiip, which prevented its 
crulhing me, as I lay on the Ground. A Friend that 
was near me with a Horie. defired the Wood-cutters 
^when they were recovered from the Surprize, and I 
to the Ufeofmy Speech) to help me on his Horfc, 
and i rode home, but in extreme Mifery, and I was un- 
der great Concern, left I (hould furprize my Wife and 
Children fuddenly. We (ent to Philadelphia for Dr. 
Griffith Owerji who came in aboutiwo Hours, and let me 
Blood, and ordered feveral Things to be apply 'd and 
taken, which thro' divine Favour proved very fervice- 
able to me ; notwithftanding which I was in great Pain 
many Days, and long and tedious Nights, not being 
able either to feed myfelf, nor turn in my Bed, for 
a great while. — In this Confinement 1 was at Times fa- 
voured with a very comfortable Scnfc of the Prefence 
' ot God, whofe Providence is over all his Works ; and 
as his Love to me was great, fo the Love of his People 
Was alfo, many ol whom, and of my Neighbours, came 
to fee me, fympathiling with me in my Diftrefs -, but 
among them I had oneof^c^'s Comforters, who wick- 
edly abufed me in this low State. I can fcarce forbear 
mentioning his Name, having Example for it in holy 
Writ, but through the Lord's HelpI'll put on Charity. 
The 9th ot the Twelfth Month, I got abroad the 
firft Time to our Meeringat Fratikforl, with which di- 
vers exprefled their Gladnefs to fee me there again. In 
this Meeting I exhorted them to think on Eternity, 
2nd to prepare tor it, by living To-day as tho' they 
were to die To-morrow i for I found it by Experience 
to be needful, and then if fudden UcAth comes.

Veflel that there ffiould be no Swearing in my Hcarina 
ror Drunkennefs to my Knowledge, without Reproot 
and it I coulJ not be inftrumental that Way to breal 
them from Swearing and drinking to J&xcefs, mi 
Minner was, to put them away, to that we gentf 
rally had a pretty quiet Ship. We left Philaddpbii 
the 13th of the Twelfth Month, but Storms and cou 
trary Winds detained us in the River and Bay, P 
that we did not get out to Sea till the aiftof the fail 
Month, wh^n the Pilot left us, by whom I wrote D 
my Wife and Family; and now I thought I felt th 
Benefit of the good Wilhes of my beloved and dca 
Friends I left behind, which did me a great deal a 
Good, as it often hath done on the like Occafion j fo 
faithful Friends, and good Chrillians, are as Epiftk 
written in one anothers Hearts. — In our Paflage w 
took fcveral Dolphins, which were very welcome ti 
us, we having a long Pjffdge, and our trcfh Provifion 
near fpent. The igth of the Firil Month we fawth 
fvUtoti. Ifland of Barbadoes-, having had fcveral Meetings a 
board the Ship in this Voyage, (he good Effeils 
could fee but little of, only for that Day they wouli 
be a little more fober, and fome of them addifted t 
Swearing, did not fwear fo often as they did befort 
'Hfic* The Day following we fafely arrived at Speighl's-I'own 
'*"■ where we had the next Day a very comfortable Meet 
ing for the divine Worfhip of God. The Fifth Da 
•if' following 1 was at Bridge-town^ at their Week-dajt 
**• meeting ; and next Firft-day (being the 30th of th 
Month) I was at a Meeting at Pumpkin-bill, where 
was enlarged in the Doftrine of Faith. 

After this I went to the Bridge with a Friend frotl 

New- England \ we had two good Meetings, it bein| 

the General-meeting for the Friends of the Ifland, anj 

afterward 
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P afterwards I with feveral Friends went again to Speight's 171A 
r Town, and on the 1 2th ot the Second Month, I was at ^^"V* 
* the Thickel's-meelingj at wliich was Counfcllor ^«^j, T»>ffcfrt 
I Colonel Cbarnoci, and Juftice 5imJ ; I dined with them"""*' 
at Judge iVeekhy and they difcourfed of what was 
faid in the Meeting about Dancing, I quoting Luther's 
Words, ' That as many Paces as the Perron laiies in 
• theDance,,fo many Paces or Steps they take to- 
» wards Hell:' And 1 told them, that I had heard 
feveral had ulcd that vain Exercife in our Meeting- 
houH^, which was appointed for the Worfhip of God^ 
and I faid, I hoped for the future it would be fo na 
more ; two of thofe Perfons who danced in our Meet- 
ing- houfe, were then in the Meeting, the' I did not 
know it. ThisTcRimonyfo wrought on the Colonel, 
that he faid, he could fiarcely feel his Legsfmce I fpoke 
it; and thejuftice faid, if tbefe fVords be irue, be had 
tijtiti many Step towardi Helly and the Counfellor and 
Judge faid, Jt was home Doilrine to fome that were 
there: Divers of them feemed to be touched with the 
Tcrtimony of Truth, though not fo folidly as I 
defired. Soon after 1 went with JoPma Byrcb to vific 
the Governor of' the Ifland, Colonel ff^erjley, who 
treated us with much Freedom and Civility; he de- 
fired me to fit down by him, and then called for a 
Decanter of Wine, of which he kindly offered me a 
Glafs, but I cold him I chiefly drank Water j he faid 
Water is ceridinly the beft Drink in the World, and 
told me I was a Credit to my Drink, as I looked as 
well or better than moft who drank Wine, 

In the Second Month I was at a Meeting on a Firft- 
day at Bridge- lo-'j^n, which was fomewhat larger than Sriigt. 
ufual i it was a good open Time in the Morning, but J*** 
more fo in the Afternoon. At this Meeting there was a 
Merchant of the Town, who fenc to know it our Friends 
(he not being of our Profeflion) would make a Coh- 
iribution for me, in confideration of my Lofles. He

formed that we received no Money nof Pj^ foi" ou 
Preaching j yet his Good-will I acknowledged, 

The 4th of the Third Month! was at a Meetings 
the Spring, where I met with Jo/epb Gamble, am 
John Oxley and his Wife, and feveral others, nt 
belonging to this particular Meeting, and we wei 
edified together in the Love and Life of Chrift. I wai 
concerned to fpeak of the divers Vilications and Speak 
ings of God CO the People fince the World began 
quoting the Words of holy Writ, That, God wl 
J^ake to the Fathers by the Prophets, /peaks now in ihsj 
laji Days by hii Son, whot/i he hath appoinuH Heir 
all Things : And that this Difpenfation is the la 
and brighrcft Difpenfation ot all, and is the grcat( 
and moft glorious Maniteftation of God's Love c 
Mankind; and that befides this vocal Speaking 
Chrift, when in the Body on Earth, he now fpea 
fpiritually i which fpiritual Speaking ol Chrift, in a 
to the true Church, and true Believers, will out-la 
Time, and endure to all Eternity 1 the great Lord ( 
all, for his unfpeakable Benefit therein, was praife 
and glorified, as being alone worthy. 

I had divers other Meetings on the Itland, which 
pafs by, not being willing to be prolix. After a Sti 
of about nine Weeks we propofcd failing, Jui 
Gray, 3l very noted Man, and much efteenied amoi 
the People, took Pafiage with us ; alfo 'Jefiua Byrt 
of Bridge-Town, tor his Health, and William Calleud 
and feveral others, as Merchants. — Though I came 
Account of Trade, our Friends gave me a Ccrtific; 
that I had good Service among them, and in my 01 
ward Affairs had gained Efteemjiawng the People, 
well as in niy Service in preaching Chrift ; all whi 
I acknowledge to be the Lftedts of divine Grace : I 
vers Friends and Acquaintance came to the Sea.fh< 
at Speight's Town, and in a great d^al of rene 
Chriftian I-ove, and good Defires, we took leave, t 
commit 
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lommitted one another to the Proteflion of the AI- 17291. 
Tiighty. We haJ a comfortable Paffagc, and arrived ^-'S" 
It Philadelphia^ where I was lovingly received by my miadn 
Wife and Friends. 

, In this Voyage a great and weighty Concern came 
Dn my Mind, on Account of the young and rifing 
G^ineration, defiring they might be happy in this 
World, and in that which is to come. And firft, as 
10 this World, 'I have taken Notice, that divers of

' ftance, which often is given to them (for when they

May Pa- 
rents note this well, and not be anxioufly concerned 
JO get much Wealth, which may be a Means to ruin 
thtir Poflerity ! And truly molt of thefe fpending, 
(irinking, Company -keeping, gaming.chatting, tippling 
Tounglters, take a great deal more Care, how they 
may get Money from others, that they may fpend ir, 
ihan how to earn it, or (aithfully labour for it them- 
ielves ; they will beg or borrow, and run in Debt, 
*buc take little or no folid Thoughts to pay, by which 
(Means divers ol thofe topping, beggarly Beaus, aail 
[Spenders, have brought bo:h thenifelvcsand.Eeiationsl 
J*arents and Friends, to Shame and Difgrace, and' 
ilbmetimes to Poverty, where their Relations and Par 
'■rents have been too liberal. Let all indulgent Parer.ts 
'.note this alfo. 

And if any concerned Perfon fliould advife thofe in- 

iconfiderate Youths of dieir Evils, 'lis much if ihey 

;ain not their lalling lilwill, and the Epithets of Nig- 

;ards and Covetous, ilt-natured, cenforious, lour, 

LOrofc, i^:. However I Oial! venture to Hand the 

.Shock 
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1729. Shock of their Difpleafure, and in as moving Ten 
as I can, confiftent with the Matter on my Mind, en 
treat them to conGder the End of their fpending, Iloch 
fcl, idle Life (which if continued in) mud needs cm 
in their Ruin, and they may repent when it is to 
late, crying out, Ob ! that I had hearkened to the Ai 
like of my Father t and my indulgent Mother I Ob! ibi 
J had taken the Counfel of my good Friends in Ti/m 
then J bad not been in this Condition, nor in tbsj 
Straits I am noiv in. This, or worfc, muft at !a1 
inevitably be the Condition of thofe unthinking Timi 
wafting and Money -fpending, evil Company-keepin 
young People, of both Sexes. Some of whom, 
they can get it, will fpend more in a few Hours, thi 
their Parents can get in fo many Days, which is vei 
unreafonable, as well as unthinking ■, for if the indu 
gent Parents do not hold their Hands, truly they ma 
all fink together i and where the Parents have bcei 
what thefe forts ot Youths call libera!^ whole Famili 
have by ftich Liberality been undone, which is a Cal 
to be lamented by all fober People.

B Kingdom ; torwhen the Nobility ot the Underftand- 
g is clouded thereby, then Oh ! how many wicked 
)aths, Oh ! what corrupt Language, what unhand- 
rnie, unbecoming Words and Aftions, are brought 
irth I How is good Manners corrupted ! How is the 
iber, chafte Soul oft'ended, and above all other Con- 
derations, how is God difhonoured, and the End of 
ir Creation fruftrated, and Man condemned ! 
When People are in thofe Exccfles, how do they * 
.kethe facrcd Name in vain, and fo bring themfelves

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1729. In this Voyage we had feveral Meetings on board, 
^^''V*^ the fifll of which was at the Reqtieft ot my fecond 
Mare, to call the Sailors together in the Cabbiti -, I noc 
being forward to propofe it to them, left they Ihould 
fufpefi me otfome Vanity, indefiring to preach to them j 
they not knowing the Crofs of Chrifl in that Exercife. 

On the 24th Day of the Seventh Month, at Noon, 
our Ship, by Obfervation, being exaftly in the Lati- 
tude ot Barhadoes, we fteer'd away Welt (or the IHand, 
and on the 26th we faw it, after five Weeks and one 
Day leaving Sight of Cape Hefihpen 1 we having, after 
thefirftfew Days, light Winds, Calms, and Head Winds, 
which made our Paffagc long, and our Sea Stores al- 
moft fpent ; but now the Sight of Land made tfie Peo- 
ple forget all Uneafinefs, and, for this Favour, roy 
Heart was thankful to the great Preferver of Men. 

This Time we came to a tolerable Market with oor 
Provifions, which made our Stay but rtiorr, yet I wjt 
***"'•"• divers times at the 5riV^if Meeting of Friends, as al- 
ia at Speighfs-Town (where my Concerns chiefly Jay) 
and once at Pumkin-HUl Meeting, in which Meeting 
\t was obferved to the People, That the Salvation ot' 
the Soul is precious, and that true Religion is a folid 
Thing, a Thing ot the greateft Moment to both Bo- 
dy and Soul, and that People ought to be very I'eriout 
and folidly concern'd about it, laking fpecial Care 
to lay, or build, their Religion on a fure Foundation » 
it was fhewed them, that Chritl Jefus was the foro 
Rock and Foundation of all the Righteous, in all Ag«t^ 
he was the Rock that followed Ifraei, which they drank' 
of 1 any oiher Foundation than him, no Man can lay> 
.vviio is, in the truW Religious, and the true BeH^vc^I,^ 
the Hope of their Glory. — Many other precious Trwl* 
were manlfefted to us, in chat Meeting, for whidi ( 
praifed the Lord. 
triiiee. Soon airer I went to lirifl^e toivn to clear out ibj 

\fwK Vefl'el, and was at their Wcck-day Meecing: TU 
Subjcft-matcer I had to treat of in that Meeting, ; 
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'bat the Lord bringeth low, and he raifeth up again ; 
adtiiat, in divers Refpet^s, as to Kingdoms, Fami- 
es, and particular Perfons ; and as ro Heakii, Wealth, 
lonour, Esff. Divers in that Mtccing were appealed to 
I Witncffes of ir. — After this Meeting I went to vifit 
he Governor who was courteous to me, and cook mjr 
^ifit kindjy, and defired to beremembred to our Go- 
ernor, and ftvcral others, and wiihed me a profperous 
Voyage, and weii back again, which he hoped would 
e in about three Months. — He faid, (VJioever lived t» 
9 itj P<:niyiv3.n'uwouldbetbi: Metropolis of Amerk a, in 
)fne Hundreds of Tears. — He faid, tie loved dtnm-rigbtt 
wefi Men ; bul be haled Deceit and Hyposrijy, A great 
llaa, and a great Expreffiun ! 
. The 2ift of the Eighth Month 1729, we, having 
One our Bufmefs, weigh'd Anchor, and went to 
ca: And on the 26th we had a good Meeting with 
je Ship's Company, for the Service and Worfiiip of 
iod i in which the Gofpel of Chrift was dethred 
without Partiality, and the reigning Sins of Sailors 
penly expofed, according to the Dodrine of the Gof- 
iel, and the moft high Lord entreated to carry on 
% the Earth the great Work of Reformation. — Hj- 
b^reo we had fine, pleafanc Weather. 
. The Beginning of the Ninth Month wc had a very 
Juftering, ftormy Time, for many Days, fo that we 
[>uld no: carry Sail, but (bnieiimes lay by, and fome- 
inaes went with a reeft'd Main-fail and Fore-fail ; the 
bjp hid fuch a violent Motion, that it broke our 
51affe3, and about a Dozen Bottles of Wine, and our 
Earthen-ware, and rtr^ined our Hogiheads and Caflts, 
b that we pump'd out Moljffcs into the Sea, and beat 
IS back many Leagues* and blew our Sails out of the 
lolt-ropcs. 
After thofe Storms we had a Calm, and the Wind 
(rung up wefterlyj our Courfe being Norch-wcft, or 
lereabouts, we could beariy lay our Courfe ; yet, ic 
cine moderate, we had Caufc to be thankful. 
,_ a* The 
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1729. Theiiihof the Ninth Month we found ourfelva 
t^v\.J ill the I^atitudc of 36 Dcg. 1 7. Min. North ; but the 
Wind was a-head, and out frefh Stock ofProvifions 
almoft expended, and Winter coming on a-pace, the 
Nights dark and long, made it feem tedious to our 
People i the which I was helped to bear with Patience, 
The 14th Day, about eight o'Clock at Night, 
"John Plajkel, one of the bed ot our S;ulors, thro' the 
violent Pitching of the Ship, fell into the Ses from ofF 
theBowfpriti one of the Sailors, feeing hJm fall, nim- 
bly threw a Rope to him, which he caught hold ot^ 
and the People helped him into the Ship ; though in 
all Probability, he had periflicd in the Sea, if he had 
mifs'd taking hold of the Rope. I wjs thankful to 
the Almighty for this young Man's Life, and took 
it as a great Favour from Heaven. The next Day k 
was dreadful ftormy, the Wind blew violently at 
South-weft, with Lightning, Thunder, and much 
Rain ; the Seas ran fo high, and the Ship had fuch a 
great Motion, that the Goods, or Caiks, fliifced in 
the Hold, and we lay by till next Day i our Sails al- 
fo wen? much torn, and, in many Places, blown out 
of the Bok-ropes, {o tliat we were half a Day mending 
them, and then proceeded on our Voyage home, where 
we arrived the latter End of the Month. 

After I came home from this Voyagp, inthefmall

: The latter End of the Tenth Month, Samuel Har- fy^nMrn. 
rifon of New-Xarky and Obadiab Lawrence of Long- 
JJlandj favoured me with" their Company all Night at 
our Houfe, where we called the Family together, and 
bad a feafonable Time to take Leave, they of me, and 
I of them, and my Family alfo ; and the next Day 
divers very dear Friends came with me to the Boat, 
to the River Side, to take Leave, and we parted with 
Hearts full of Love and Good-will to each other. 

So I went on board at IViccacoe and had a cold 
Paffage down the River and Bay, and left the Capes 
the I ft of the nth Month (being the third Voyage as 
Mafter) and the 17 th we pa fled the Tropick of Cancer. ^^ g^ 
Hitherto we had a comfortable Paffage, and though 
wc had a crowded Ship, yet we had Peace and Quiet- 
ne(s to a greater Degree than I expefted ; for Men 
that ufe the Seas, are, too generally, inconftantas the 
Wind and Waters they wade through.. We had fe- 
yeral Meetings on board the Veflel in this Voyage, 
and were at Sea about four Weeks, before we arrived 
at Barbadoes^ and when we arrived, the Markets were B^rAa^w. 
dull, which occafioned our Stay fo long as about 
twelve Weeks. During which Time, I had divers re- 
ligious and good Opportunities with thofe of our own, 
9nd other Societies, I believe to general Satisfaction ; 
having the good Wiflies of People of all Ranks, from • 

. the Governor to the poor Negroes ^ all of whom I 

; profef^ Love to for Chrift*s Sake. 

This Voyage, in our Return home, we had a full p;^/;^/^/. 
Ship^ and upwards of thirty Paifengers, and was on phia. 
our Pailage home about a Month» and had good com« 
fortable Weather therein. 

Soon after I came home from Barhadoes^ in the 1730. 
Third Month 17303^ I went to a Meeting at Burling- s^y^^sr^

ty^o. Pr^Jion was alfo there ; It was a good Meetiog, 
v^'V""^ croflcd che River Delaware twice, vifitctJ a fick Perlbl 

and rode thirty MJcs that Day. I alfo went to 
Jt*. Falls Meeting, and, after faid Meeting, appointed 
KtjboBdKj. anotlier at Nejhamjny the (atne Day ; after which, 
I went with Jo/eph Kirkhride to Pf^iltiam Paxto»\ 
lodged: Next Morning ycfipb Kirkbrt^e rode wil 
me home, and thence to Philadelphia. I was divi" 
fW.A/. Times at Philadelphia, Frankfort^ and Cerman-lo^ 
"* and at the General-meeting at Frankfartt where our 
Friend John Caiwallader was married \ Tfaac NorriSf 
Samuel Prefion, and Margaret his Wife, and John Oxr 
ley, were at this Meeting, with many other Friends, 
a good Share of whofe Company I got home with me, 
of which I was glad, ever loving and coveting the 
Company of good Men and Women. 

I was now preparing for the fourth Voyage, as 

Mafter of the New Brijlol Hope, for Barbadoes ; but ic 

grew harder and harder for me to leave my Family, 

which, for many Confideratlons, was very Exercifing \ 

yet I was obliged to continue going to Sea, upon an 

" honourable Account ; /. e. That no Pcrfon might Aif- 

fer by me, if I could help itj and having got our 

I Vcficl loaded, we failed from Philadelphia the 9th of 

the Fifth Month, Next Day came to an Anchor at 

thftr. Cbejler, and vifited my old Friend David Lloyd, who, 

with his good Spoufe Grace, treated me with tender, 

Chriftian Love ; the Judge and I, being old Acquain- 

I tance, and both of us in Years, and he not well, we 

took Leave, as if we were not to fee one another aojr 

more (which happened accordingly, for he died before 

I returned.) 

We weighed Anchor at Cbejier, and got down to 
pitm. Elfenhorou^, and went to Salem Meeting (it being 
Firft-day of the Week, and 12th of the Month) with 
fame of our Paflcngers and Sailors. The Meeting 
wu pretty large, and I m^ earneftty concerned ior 

their 
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their Welfare (as I had often been when I was abfcnt) 1730. 
and was glad I was with them that Day. 

After this Meeting we proceeded on our Voyage, 
and left the Capes the 1 5th ot the aforefaid Month ; 
had fmall and contrary Windsi, and fome times Calms, 
until the 2d of the Sixth Month, and Firft-day of the 
"Week, when the Wind was at South and a hard 
Gale, the Sea high, and the Ship having a great Mo- 
tion, therefore we had not a Meeting as ufual : Many 
of the Paflengers were very Sea-fick ; as for my Part^ • 
J thought, if the Almighty was but with me, thac 
vrould make up for all Difficulties ; for in him was, 
{Bind is my Life and chiefeft Joy: And, as an An- 
swer of Peace in my toffed Condition, I fometimcs had 
-comfortable Times ; being inwardly fefrelhed with the 
T-iOve and Prefence of God ; not only in the Day, but 
alfo in the Night, in my Sleep 5 out of which I was 
awakened one Morning (in the Morning Watch) with 
thefe comfortable Words, He took me to bis Banqueting 
Houfe^ and his Banner over me was Love. Thefe Ex- 
preffions were fo frefli in my Mind, for fome Days, 
that I could not forbear but blefs the holy Name of the 
living Lord fecretly in my Soul. 

The i6ch of the Sixth Month we arrived at Barba* 
does. The- 17th there arofe, about Midnight, a 
hard Gale of Wind, which the Barbadians czW a Hur-

in the next Day, and got their Cables, and Anchoi 
' again, to the great Joy of many of the Inhabitant 
' whofe hearcy Prayers were for our Safety, as many < 
them toid me. Xhis, among many others, I put i 
my Calender of Deliverances, and Prefervations fron 
imminent Dangers, by the Hand of divine Providcna 
We ftaid this Time in Barbados about five Weeks 
leaving the Ifland the 2 7th of the Seventh Month 1 
there 1 met with Robert Jordan, my Friend and Bro 
ther in the Work and Fellowlhip of the Gofpel 1 
Chrift, who took his Paflage with us for PbiiadeipbiOf 
whofe Company was pleafant and comfortable. On( 
Evening he was repeating fome Vcrfesof the excellen 
Addifonh, which I willingly tranfcribed, as well in Me 
mory of that great Author, as alfo that they anfwerei 
my Stace and Condition in my watry Travels, and i 
the Extrcams of Heat and Cold, and fomepoifonou]

Health, being in a deep Confumption. 

This Voyage we were on our PafTage about 33 T 
before we arrived nt Barbadocs, when after doing i 
Bufinels, and vifittng our Friends Meetings in ah' 
**'*''"•■ five Weeks, we put to Sea the loth ot the Tw 
Month, and failed along to Leeward of divers Ifla 
'^»s*iila. till we came to Anmlla, where we landed in Expi 
(ation to get Salt, but at this Time was not any c 
had there. We came to an Anchor here in the Nig 
hoping to gel to an Harbour before it was dark ; 
it foon being very dark, and coming into flioal Wai 
wc faw a large Rock, and came Co by the Side of ij 
in about five or fix Fathom Water, taking it to fa 
Ship, and when is was Day we faw our M'ftatc, 
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that inftead of a Vefftl, we were too nigh a Rock, 1730. 
and the Wind coming about, tail'd our Ship towards jr''~v^ 
ilfo near, that we were ienfible of touching twice ; 1 or-erMp« ' 
der'd the Men to heave a little farther a-head, and fo^'^'P". 
we lay clear till Morning. When Morning came, of *"^ 
which we were glad, feveral Boats, with a Cable, came 
to us, and the People advifcd us to put a Spring on 
our Cable, and cut it, that flie might caft the right 
Way i which accordingly we did, and it had the de- 
lired EfFctfl ; fo that we fjon got into a very fine Har- 
bour, it being about a Mile off. Many Thanks were 
given by many of the People for this Deliverance to 
the Almighty. George Leonard, the Governor of this 
Ifland, heard in the Morning, that a Veficl was on 
the Rocks, and the People were running with Saws and 
Axes, in order to break her up, if (he fhould nor be 
got off : The Governor feeing them, fen: a Lieutrnanc 
with Orders, that let her belong to what Nafion fo- 
evcr, they Ihould help to get her off, if it could be, 
and if fhe was likely to be made a Wreck, he charged 
them at their Perilnot to meddlewiih her,noranyThing 
belonging to her, until they had firftcomc to Terms 
with the Matter, which is worthy to be recorded. 

We ftay'd fcveral Days before we could get our 
Anchor ; for after we were in the Harbour, it blew 
Tcry hard for four or five Days j fo that with our four 
Oars we could not row our Boat a-head, but watching 
for a Calm one Night, our People went and got it, 
and then we went into the principal Road and Harbour 
in the Idand called Croaker's-Bay ; the Name of that 
we came from was Rendezvous-Bay, where lived a very 
kind Friend of ours, named yobn Rumney, who, with 
his Wife and Family, treated us with great Love, and 
eourteoufly received us into their Houfe, and he went 
with me to the Governor's, who was my old Acquain- 
tance and Friend, who, with much Love and Tendcr- 
ncfc (when he knew me) took me in his Arms, and 
Cfpbraced me, and lovingly falutcd me with a Kifs cff

751. Ourity, and thanked God for our Deliverance, a 
•'V**^ duthe had lived to fee me once jnore (I having b 
there foms Years before} he was (cvency odd Years 
Age, as I remember, and had eighty odd who caDc 
hiaiFjthcr: They living much on Roots and Pulft 
ire very healthy in this Iflsnd. I was here nine Dayg 
«nd had fevcn Meei ing; with the People 1 the longer 
ftaid the larger the Mti!tings were ; io that J had foia 
Difficulty to leave them.

The 27th Day (being the Firft Day of the Week) 
« had a comfortable Meeting, the Weather being 
moderate ; and on the yih of the Fifth Month, we ar- Bi-uUn.

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Pirt of oar Cargo, and from thence we went 
Speigbfi-Tiyusn ; where, after a Stay of about fin 
Wwks, we accotnpliihed our Affairs. 1 alfo wfiad 
all our Friends Meetings, and fome feveral Times, in 
which we were edified and comforted, and diven ofn 
had OccaGon to blefs the holy Name of God for Ihi 
Mercy to us : Before we left the IHand, there happtndl k 
(bttilctntjj great Storm or Hurricane, which did much Daat 
to the Ships, and to the Ifland, blowing down m: 
Houfes, and fpoiling much Provifion?, deftroying 
mod all the Plantain Trees on the Ifland, which is 
very whoifome and pleafant Fruit, and rooch ufed by 
many indead of Bread. 

I was clearing out our Vefiel when this Storm \m 
pened, and being twelve Miles off, could not hear 
or concerning her, but thought it altogether anllkl 
that (he fhould ride out fo great a Storm, in fo bad ^ 
Harbour or Road, it being open lo the Sea, and fucU 
a Storm as had not been known for many Years, and 
fome faid, never but one (to their Knowledge) though 
much more Damage hath at fome other Times been 
done to the Shipping, by reifon that the hardcft of 
the Wind was not that Way, which was moft dange- 
rous to ihem in Cariijle-Bay-^ where they moftly lay i 
for they all got out to Sea, except two or three that 
were lofb by the Violence ot the Weather. It WU 
indeed a very ditmal Time, the Veflels which rodci| 
cut were much damnified, and one being loaded, ready 
lo fail, funk right down, and was loft in the Bay. Win 
I had cleared our Ship, I fet forward in order to fd 
what was become of her ; but the Floods were fo ouq 
^and the Ways were (o bad, I could not without fofll* 
Danger get to her that Night ; but next Morning I 
. fet out from Jofepb GambU's, and, to my Admiration, 
Irom the Top of a Hdl (on which a Houfe in tl 
Storm was blown flat to the Ground) I faw our T* 
aCan Anchor, having rode out the Storm, with

On the 17th of the faid Mohtb, with fortlc more than 
Ordinary Fatigue, we got up our Anchor, and took 
in our Boat, and got our Paffengers and Provifions on 
board, the Sea breaking high on the Shore, fo that fe* 
vcral of oiir People and our Boat were in Jeopardy of 
being loft ; but at length being all on board, we fet Sail, sails from 
and having failed flowly about lix or fcvetl Mlle$, we Bttbadocr. 
met with a Sloop who had lort her Maft in the Storm > 
and tiext Morning we met with two la.-ge London Ships, 
tehfJ. had j)Ut out to Sea, ribt i^enturing to ride it out. 

We had fine pleafant Weather for feveral Days af- 
ter >Ve \€k the Ifland, and on the iad of the Sixth 
Month ( being the firft Day of the Week ) we 
had a Meeting for the Worfliip of God, which was 
comfortable and fatisfaftory to us. The 4th and 5th 
of the Seventh Month, we had very freffi Gales from 
theNorth-Eaft to the North, and was near a Water 
Spout (about a Stone's throw off) which ftirprized fome 
on boa-rd, on which I came out of my Cabbin, and 
'faw the Water run up out of the Sea into the Cloud, as 
plain as ever I faw the Water run into the River, till \i 
filled the Cloud with Blacknefs, and then it would 
break in great Quantities into the Sea, which is dan-^ 
gerous, when falling on VeffeJs. The 5th of the 
Month,' being the firft Day of the Week, we had a 
good religious Meeting for divine Worfhip, wherein 
our People were earneftly exhorted to a holy Life, and 
to be earneftly concerned for the true Faith, which is 
in Chrift; th^t Faith which works by LoVe, and is the 
Evidence of Things not vifibly feen, being manifeft by 
Works oi Piety and Virtue. In this Voyage we were 
twenty two Days from the Ifland of Barbadoes to the /^^/^^^j^ ' 
Sight of Cape Henry in Vir^nios and had a pleafant f^w. 
Paflage in the main to Philadelphia^ where, in the * 

Seventh Month, was held our Ycarly^meeting, at which

' v-y-^/ Years: At this Meeting I met with my oij Acquait^

Vifit to the Brethren and Friends in America: ThcT 
Meeting was Urge, and attended with divine Grace' 
and Goodnefs, and ended with Thankfgiving and Praife 
to God and the Lamb. 

While our Ship was loading I was at feveral Meet- 
ings in the Country, as at Ablnglon, German-lfittnit, 
Fair-bill, and Frankfort, in Philadelphia Countyi 
and at the FalU of Delaware, Buckingham, Nfjhaminy, 
and Brijlol, in Bucks County. I was alfo at Burlington, 
at the Marriage o\ William Callender, junior, of Bar- 
badoes, wirh Kalherine Smith, Daughter of Vanitl atlA 
Mar-j Smith oi' Burlington. 
Are*enth O" the 16th ot the Ninth Month I proceeded ort 
I voya^ero the feventh Voyage toj5ijr^iii/e«, in the Ship TVira'jSW- 
' ^'Maflcr' fi°^ ^'^"t^-' ^^ Mailer, having on board feveral PaiTen- 
gers, one of whom {Elizabeth Martindale) was on tl 
Paffage convinced of the Principles of Truth, and 
terwards fufiered, in divers Refpefts, for her maki 
Profcjnon with us. 

We had a long Pafiage down the River, the Wind 
being high and boifterous. On the 22d of the Ninth 
Month, we left the Capes of Dda-u^are, and faw the 
|'« « Ifland of Barhadoes the 21ft ot the Tenth Month, be- 
' "" fore it was Day, and in the Afternoon came to an An- 
chor in the Biy of Speight' ^-lo-x'n. In this Voyage 1 
met with an Accident that was painful and troublefomfr 
to me, which happened ina hard Gale of Wind, I \X' 
ing to the Windward, and the Ship having a large Mo^ 
lion, and milling my Hold, was canted from mjr 
Place to the other Side of the Veffel, againft the Edge 
of a Chcfl:, and fo bruiled my Ltg that I could not 
do my Bufinefs as I ufually did, which was a great 
Hindrance and Dilappoincment to me : But in about 
a Month's Time, with the Affiftance of fome o( my 
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Friends there, I got indifferently through it, and alfo 1731^ 
rode to Bridge-Town^ and had feveral Meetings there, C/StV 
I was alfo at feveral good and comfortable Meetings at 
Spiegbt^s-Totvn^ ^here we had ^ne the Day we fail'd, 
being the 21ft of the Eleventh Month-, and on the 
Searlhore parted with our Friends in great Love, and 
fetSail, the Wind being about North-Eaft, fo that Sait?: fronrf 
Ive could not weather the Ifland of Martinico ; we ^^r¥ad<^iu 
therefore failed along by the Iflands otDominico^ and 
Guardaloupe^ and had Calms under the Iflands, and 
fometimcs the eddy Winds from off the Mountains, or 
high Lands, would take the Sailsj and carry.the Ship 
clear round, which made it fometimes tedious. The! 
23d and 24th we pafled by the Iflands of Montferrat^ 
jintiguaj Rodondoy ChirJiopber% Nevis^ BartJiohmew^ 
Statia^ Saba^ Barbubay Martin^ Si and Anguillaj the 
Winds and the Weather being fair and pleafant. Thd 
25th in the Evening, it began to be hazy ; and, in 
the Night we fplic oUr Main-top-fail, which coft us 
a great deal of Labour^ and Lofs of Time, before we! 
Gould get it mended add fet again. We had pretty 
fair Weather about zo Daysj until we came on our 
Coaft, and into Soundings ; when a hard Gale of 
Wind fpringing up Eafterly, which fetting on the 
Shore, was dangerous, and we had a long Night 
coming on ; but, through the Favour of the Almighty^ 
we got off from the Land. In the Midft of the Danger 
of this Storm, my Soul fang Praifes to the Lord. 

The 1 2th of the Twelfth Month we met with ano- 
ther .Eafl:erly Storm, being in about thirty Fathom 
Water, it blew, and rained very hard, and was alfo 
exceeding cold^ and our coming from a hot Climate \ 

made it more hard to bear. In this Storm We faw di* 
vers Lights, which the Sailors call CorfufantSy one cf 
them was exceeding bright, and fat, as near as I can 
compute it, about Half an Hour on our Main-top- ^ 
mart Head, plain to the View ef all the Ship's Com- ~

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1 73 f • pany, divers of whofri faid they never law the like? 
v^Sr^ and I think I ntever heard of , or faw the like before. 

Thb Storm continued ali Night till Day, when it 
abated, and it being t)ie firft of the Week, we had 
a comfortable Meeting, in which the People on board 
were advifed to get divine and heavenfy Learning, and 
not to be Fools in Religion, or in the Things of God^ 
nor to hate his true Knowledge ; for if they had all 
the natural Knowledge, and brightefl: natui'al Parts in 
the World, they would be but Fools without the 
true Fear of God^ which the wife King Sdtnnon fays, 
li the Beginning of fVifdom. 

The 27th of the Month wefaw CapeHenlopen^ having 
been 27 Days from the Iftand of Barbadoes: This was a 
clofe, loggy Day, we couW fee but very little before us» 
and had like to have been a- ground on the Shoals^ 
which they call the Hen and Chickens^ but went between 
them and the Cape^ in three Fathom Water ; the Wind 
blowing hard at South, we went up the Bay by the 
Lead ; tor we could not fee the Land •, and the Gale be- 
ing fo frelh, we got to Bombay-Hook^ from our Capes^ 
in about fix Hours, which is accounted twenty Leagues, 
where we came to an Anchor, and there met with 
abundance of Ice. -Merciful was the Deliverance and 
Prcfervation we met with, from the Hand of the Al- 
mighty, this Voyage; may we ever gratefully re- 
member it! About a League above Bombay^Hook^- 
when the Fog broke up, we found ourfelves clofe on: 
the Jerfey Shore j and the Wind fprung up at North- 
well, and obliged us to come to an Anchor ; where 
the Ice came down upon us, which furprized fomeof 
^us much. The fudden coming out of» fo hot a Cli- 
VoH^ate, into one fo feverely cold, had a bad Effedt on 
mod of oar Ship's Company ; and for my own Party 
I had a fore Fie of the Phtbyfick^ and was, at Times,, 

falmoft breathlefs, and thought I mud die, for I could 
hardly breathe, or fpeak; but yet I refolved, as long 
asl was capable of 'I'houghts, I would think of God, 
and 
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add my beloved Jefus; in which Thoughts and Medi- 173 
tations I found feme Comfort and Conlblation. I fat' " 
up for divers Nights, not being able to lie down for 
want of Breath i and I could not drink any ftrong 
Drink, as Ram, Wine, Ale, or Punch, fuch as the 
Sailors drank; but, inftead thereof, I drank Sage Tea, 
fthichwas very helpful tome. 

The next Day, the Ice came down more and more 
upon us, and we feared to put back, becaufe, if we had 
gone a-ground in the Bay, the Ice might have demo- 
liihed us ; fo we took the moft convenient Time we 
could, and got up our Anchor, with fome Difficulty, 
and flood for Riedy-Jjland, one of the belt Harbours 
upon Delaware; but, the Wind and Tide failing us, 
we could not get in ; and the Ebb brought down the 
Ice mightily on us, fo that it took away the Head of 
our VtiTel, and cut her Sides very much. The next 
Tide we gor into the Harbour, and lay clofe to Reedy- 
IJland, making the Ship fail on Shore. While we lay 

■ here, feverai VefTcIs came to us, and faften'd on 
Shora as we did. The Ice drpve one Veflel on us, 
and broke our SpritlaiJ Yard, Here I went on Shore, 
where the People were very kind to us, particularly 
the Sheriffof the County, Job)i Gooding, and his Wife 
and Family. I went alio to the Houfe of yohn 
M'Cool, who, with his Wife, were very tender in their 
Care and Love towards me-, bathing my fwell'd and 
benumb'd Limbs until the Frofl was pretty well out of 
them. TheGood-will, and tender Love and Care, I 
here met with, affeiSs my Mind in the noting of it: X 
pray the mofl High, whom I love and ferve, to be 
their Rewarder. 

I hid two Meetings at our Meeting-houTe at 
Georgs's-Creek, where was People of divers Perfwa- 
fions, who gave good Attention. For ihcfe Meeting* 
I was truly thankful ; for though, through theextream 
Cold, I could hardly fpeak wheq oij board, I now 

' {"poke freely, murh to my Admiration, and I believe to 
R 3 the 
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1751. the Peoples Satisfaction, more than is proper for me to 
U'W; mention, wherefore I praife God. When the Wea- 
ther was a little more open, and the Ice gone, we 
phiudci- fa'lcd up the River to PbUadelpbia^' where I was joy- 
'h:4. fully received by my Friends ; and while the Vcffel 
was repairing and fitting for another Voyage, I was 
not idler, but vifited Frtend&M<^etings at PibiAi^^Z/^ij, 
SufUn/^to*, Burlington, Abingtony GenfUilktHVM^ Biberry^ Fair-bill^ 
dfii^doii,' and Frankfort^ being fometimcs at four or five Meet- 
^ ings a Week. I was alfo at Haddonfield and Evejbam 

Meetings in Wefi-J erfc^ \ both good and comfortable 
Meetings, and will not cafily be forgotten ; for there- 
in Qod wasgracioufly pleafed to vificus with his Word, 
blefled be his Name. 

The 4th of the Third Month, we again fet fail for 

)ojra|eaf Speight^s-Town in Barbadoes^ and the 6th of the 

»«aft«r. Month, about fix ih the Morning, Jcfc the Capes of 

^'* Delaware. From the Time we left the Sight of the 

Capes of Delaware^ to the Sight of Barbadoes, was 

Twenty- five Days (which was the quickeft Voyage 

that ever I had in this Ship) in which Time we had 

three Meetings for the publick Worfhip of Almighty 

God, and to me they were beneficial 5 and for God's 

Goodnefs, I could do no lels than return Praife to him, 

who alone is worthy for ever. 

\grMoef. After I had done my Bufinefs at ^^rWc^i, and 

vifited Friends Meetings, on the 5th of the Fifth Month 

I failed for South Carolina^ touched at the Ifland of 

Tiriiiopbirs Chrifiopber's^ and landed fome Paflengers there. From 

thence we went to Sea, and the fame Night vire had a 

Storm, but fufTered little, the Wind being for us, that 

we went before it, and after it was over, we had a 

pleafant Paffage of about fourteen Days to the'Coaft of 

^ Carolina 5 and when we faw the Land, the' Wind 

came againft us, which made fome of our PaiTengers 

very uneafy-, but in meditating on the infinite Being, 

I was favoured with inwardCumfort and ftfongXon-; 

folatipn. 
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SlaKon, fochat 1 was humbly thankful, and praifed 1735 
God. . ^•'V 

We were prevented by contrary "Winds, and a 
ftrong Current, from geccing into Charlejlown, and 
while we were beating abouc the Coaft, we met with 
a VcITel which came from thence, who gave us In- 
telligence chat many People died fuddenly, and that 
they buried ten or twelve in a Day. Hearing fucH 
News, and the Wind being ftill againft us, our PalTen- 
gers, who inienJed for Carolina, concluded to go for 
Philadelphia ; fo we tacked abour, and ilood for Deia- 
isare-Buy^ and then we had a frefli Gale a-head again 
for fcveral Days, and ffiending fo much Time on the 
Coalf, our Water was tar expended, and we agreed to 
come to an Allowance of Water, a Quart a Man for 
.Twenty-four Hours, for feveral Days before we got 
in. Wc were about five Weeks in our Paflage irom 
Barbadoes to Delaware River. 

Soon after our Arrival at Philadelphia we got our miu 
Ship on the Ways, in order to refit and Iheath her, in '*"■ 
,wbich Time I travelled into feveral Counties, and had 
many religious Meetings in divers Places, In which I had 
good Satisfidtion 1 and my old Acquaintance and 
Friends laid, they rejoiced to fee me again alter my Sea 
Voyages. I was rhanktui in my Heart for the Good- 
will of my good Mailer, and ot my Friends, in thofe 
Journeys, which was, and, I hope, ever will be better 
to me than choice Silver, and fine Gold. 

TJie Winter fetting in about a Month fooner than 
'ufual, many Veffeis were detained from going to Sea, 
being frozen up ; alfo many Vcflels could not coaie 
from Sea up the River, fo that a great Damp was put 
on Trade, and the Froft coming fo fuddenly, many 
People were taken with Colds, and many died in both 
the Provinces ot Ne-w-Jerfey and Pcnfylvania. My dear** 
Friend and kind Landlord Paul Prejlon^ died abouc 
this Time, who, on his dying Bed, faid. He had no 
Defire Co live, but to da Good, and that it bad hsen hit 
R 4 Cars 
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1732; Care to keep a Confcience void of Offence towards God^ ani 
OTV to all Men^ which now was his Comforts The hara 
Weather continuing, I found an Exercife and Concern 
on my Mind to vifit Friends Meetings ih the County 
of Bucks^ in Penfylvania^ and the County of Burling' 
ton in fVeft'JerJey ; in both which I was at above twenty 
Meetings in about twenty Days. In this Journey I was 
favoured with the Grace and Goodnefs of the divine 
Hand to a greater Degree than I was worthy of, thougli 
I was exceeding poor in my Spirit, and, in my own 
Tudgmeht, very weak for Service and Labour, both 
ih Body ^ndiyfind; our Meetings, confidering the 
fevere Seafon,' were large, and, I liope, they were to 
general Edification. 

On the 25th of the Tenth Month, being the repu- 
ted Birth Day of our Lord Jefus Chrift, at a littJe 
fieB" Town, near the Falls^ called Bordentown^ we had a 
^^ Meeting (where never any had been before of our 
Friends) in one of the Houfes newly built by Jofeph 
Borden^ the Proprietor of the Place: He entertained 
us lovingly at his Houfe, when he was fo generous as 
to offer Ground for a Grave- Yard, and to build a 
Meeting-houfe on, and a handfome Sum of Money 
towards building it, though he did not make Profeffion 
to be of our Society. Some that were at this Meet- 
ing, who did not profefs with us, came over the Creek 
on the Ice to Ifaac Horner^s in the Evening, where 
we had a fatisfadlory Meeting, in which God, through 
Chrift, was glorified. Daniel Stanton {my Wife's Sifter's 
•Son) accompanied me in this Journey, whofe Com- 
pany and Miniftry was acceptable, both to me aiid 
Friends, and we had Meetings at the Falls^ Brijlolj 
Middletownj Wright* ^-^ownj Bqrdentown^ Crofwichy 
Mans field J Upper 2Lnd Lower Springfield, Mount Holly ^ 
_^ Rancocasy Evejhdm^ and Cbejler^ zn^ divers Evening- 
"^ meetings at feveral Friends Hodfes. It now being a 
fickly Time I was often fcnt for to vifit the Sick, itf 

which 
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which Vifits w« were comforted, and God*s holy Name 1732. 
was praifed. v-z^v^ 

On the 1 ?th of the Eleventh Month I was fent for 
to Briftol to vifit Ennion Williams^ who was dangeroufly BriitoL 
ill, and to Burlington, to the Burial of Elizabeth the fi«^''V« 
Wife of Jonathan fFright^ who was buried from the 
great Meeting- houfe at Burlington. The Meeting 
was very large, Ihe being well beloved by her Neigh- 
bours and Acquaintance, being a Woman much given 
to Hofpitality (and indeed many of the Friends of iSwr- 
lingtofi have exceeded in that Refpedl the moft that ever 
I have obferved in my Travels) She was a Pattern of 
Piety, a loving, obh'sing Wife, and tender and careful 
Mother, a kind Neighbour, a loving and faithful 
Friend, and fo continued to the End ; for fome of her 
dying Words were. That Ihe defired ber Lave might 
he remembred tp all her Friends^ which was done openly 
in the fard Meeting, and tenderly afFefted many. 

After I camp honie, I was at the Marriage ofJVU^ 
Ham Parker and Elizabeth Gilbert^ at which Marriage 
was our worthy, antient Friend, John Richard/on^ 
with divers other European Friends. The Meeting 
was large and edifying. 

The River ftill continuing frozen up, I had a Defire 
to vifit my Friends and Brethren in Chefter County, 
whom I had not feen for fome Years ; and in order 
thereto, in the Beginning of the Twelfth Month, I, 
with my Kinfman, Daniel Stanton^ fet out from Phila- 
delphia^ and went to Newtowny where we had a Meet- 
ing next Day (being the firft of the Week) and after- 
wards an Evening-meeting at Evan Lewises ; from 
thence we went to the Monthly-meeting at Providence^ 
on Third-day to Middletown^ Fourth-day to Concord^ 
Fifth-day to Birmingham, Sixth-day to London-Grove % 
after which we had an Evening-meeting at a Widow's 
Houfe : From thence we travelPd on Seventh-day to '** 
Nbttirtgham^ and were at a large Meeting riiere on 
Firft-day, and had an Evening- meeting 'at a Friend's 

Houfe, 
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732. HouH;, where fome Perfons came, whohad never beea 
(••■V^^ at a Meeting of Friends before; on Second-day wc 
had a Meeting at Sufqusbar.nab Ferry, to which diverj 
People came over the Ice, and it was a gocd Oppottu- 
niiy to many of them. Third- day we had a large Meet- 
ing at Wejl-Nottingbam^ and in the Evening at fVUliciTik 
Brown's, and next wc had a large Meeting at Nevi- 
GarditJy and at Michael Ligblfoot's Houfe we met 
with two Friends from Ireland, Mungo BewUf and 
Samuel Stephens, who were now proceeding OQ ihq 
Ccurfe of their religious ViCc to Friends in Mar^anOx 
Virgma, and North-Carolina.-^'^-'From thetu:e I wool 
to vilii my old Friend and Acquaintance Ellis Lewist 
who had a Defire to fee me ; We had an Evening- 
meeting in his Chamber, to our mutual Comfort and 
Refrelhmenti and next Day had a very large Meet- 
ing in Che Meeting-houfe at Kemiei ; after which w^ 
went to Concord to the Quarterly-meeting for till 
County of Cbefier, and were at three Meetings therCi 
and likewife had three Evening- meetitigs at Friend 
Houfes ; at which Meetings we had the Company (^ 
my Kinfwoman Alice Alderfon, and her Companit 
Margaret Coupland, who were lately come from il 
ifortb of England, to vifit Friends in this and the 
jacent Provinces. 

We went on Third-day to the General-meeting 
Pr^idence., which wasvery largei JeJIiua Fielding s,\ 
Ebtnfzcr Large were there i and wc had an Eveninj 
meeting at Rebecca Minjhalt's ; and next went 1 
Cbicbcjler, were we had a larger Meeting ilun I e; 
pefted, confidering the Sealon ; we lodged at 'Jei 
Salkeld's ; and on Fifth-day we had a good, oj 
Meeting at Cbejier, and, in the Evening, another 
Grace Lloyds-, next Day had a Meeting atSpringfit 
which I believe will be remembered by fonie that wi 
there, when we don't fee one another j aftcrwai 
we travcHcdjo Philadel^bia: 
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In this Yea' 1732, arrived ^tbomas Penn^ one of 1732; 
the Proprictcfs ot Penfylvania^ and Son of the truly '^-^St?^ 
honourable yilliam Penn, Governor and Proprietor of 
this Province, a wife Man, a good Chriftian, and a 
mild Governor, a great Promoter of Piety and Virtue, 
^nd of good Men. May this his Son walk in his 
Steps ! 

In thi Firft Month was our general Spring- meeting, 
at which were feveral Publick Friends from England^ 
viz. John Ricbardfonj Alice Alderfon^ and Magaret 
Coupland. The Meeting was large and edtfying, the 
faid Friends having Service therein t6 general Satis- 
laAion. 

The 2d of the Second Month I proceeded on a j^^; 
Voyage to Barbadoes (it being the fifft in the Snow ^^iyS^i 
Barhadoes- Packet^ a Veffel built on Purpofe for me) We ^ 

;ot to the Capes the iOth of the Second Month. in the 
".vening, where we were obliged to come to an An- 
chor-, and the 2 ill We put out to Sea, but the Wind 
being againft us, and looking like windy Weather, I 
concluded to come too under our Gape^- and wait for a 
fair Wind : As fooa as our Snow came to, we got 
our Boat out, and went to Lewis-Sown ; and next z^ewis^. 
Day, being Firft-day, we had a Meeting in the *•*'*•'- 
Court-houfe. In this Town, is an Epifcopal^ and a 
Prejbyterian Meeting-houfe ; but neither of their 
Teachers were that Day in Town, and divers of the 
People were glad of a Meeting, and I had a good Op- 
portunity with theim After Meeting T went on board, 
and weighed Anchor, and had a fair Wind for above ^* **^ 
a Week after: In which Time we overtook the Ship 
Amity ^' > Bowling Mafter, near the Latitude of 
Bermudas ; where we had fmart Gales of Wind, which 
obliged us to carry our Topfails double-reefPd : And, 
after having been at Sea 27 Days and one Night, in 
which Time we had feveral Meetings, we faw the 
Ifland of Barbadoes 5 though, l^r the ippft Part, we Sartadofi^ 

had 
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[f bad contrary Winds ; but all was veU, and God] 
bleficd, who is for pver worthy. 
The 20th of cbc Fourth Month, havhg done m] 
K»ij^«. Bufinefs, andalfovJCwd Friends Meetings we failci 
for Fbsladelphia\ and on the 25th of he FoottI 
Month, being Firft-day, \vc had a feafonabc and fcr-^ 
viccable Meeting, wherein the Almighty waswbrlh^, 
ped and praifed, and the People exhorted to ?obliei 
and Temperance. We were about 20 Dayi ftr 
Barhadoes to Pbiladelpbia. ' ^ 

After having flaid at Home about fix 
and viGted the Meeting of Friends in diveral 
tomine and their Salisfiction, on the 28th of ci 
Month, I proceeded on another Voyage for iht 
of Barbadoes. We left Sight of our Capes on 
31ft ofthefaid Month. The Winds were for the 
Part, contrary, and, before we got into the Tl 
"Wind, we met with two hard Gales j the laft of r' 
was a Kind oi a Hurricane, in which we cou!d,( 
noSailatail, but let the Veflel lie to the Mercy of 
Seas, or rather to the Mercy of him that made the f 
and all that is therein, and in, the Earth alfo. In 
Storm we loft a fpare Top-maft, and divers other 
I. tenfils belongingtothe Veffcl ; but all our People 

well and fafe. This Voyage we had fevcral comfoti 
t able religious Meetings on board, in which we w

L being fo very uncertain and momentary, and full

roodnefs of God, I was enabled to do my Affairs and 
rufinefs, and forbore to appear forrowful as much as 
olTibly I could, or to be ot a fad Countenance in the 
ight of Men 5 but to him, who knew all Things, 
nd fees in fccrct, I poured out my Soul in all my Af- 
idtions, for he only is able to help me. I met with 
>me who untruly cenfuried me, as covetous of the 
'Tnngs of this fVorld^ or to he ricbi and that/?r the 
9ke of thefe outward Things^ I might venture my 
l^e until I might hfe ft : Really, as to my Liie, 
: hath long been my Defire to be ready to rcfign it, 
tid is fo ftill: And, as to thofe outward Things^ fo 
ir as I know, my Heart is clear; Food and Rai- 
:ient, and to beclearand even with the World, hav- 
fig rather to give than receive, is all the Grandeur I 
kure, and if that be not granted, I hope to be con- 
ented without it, and to be thankful. I look upon 
browns and Scepters, and all the fine Things of this 
^Vorld, that are of the Nature of it, but as Trifles, 
nd diminutive Things, in comparifon ot a Houfe and 
kingdom eternal in the Heavens. In this Voyage, as 
ifual, I read in the holy Scriptures, and met v/ith At se«7 
trong Confolation therein, efpecially in the New-Te- 
kament; I alfo read much in the Works of that cmi- 
icnt Judge and good Chriftian, Matthew Hale. 

The 7th of the Eighth Month, we arrived at Bar- Arrives « 
ddoeSf ftaid three Weeks and one Day, and had divers ^^^^^^^^'^ 
cligious Meetings. I haften*d to accomplifli my Af- 
airs before Winter, it coming on, and the Time of 
:hc Year dangerous for failing on our Coafts. On the 
{oth of the Eighth Month we left the Ifland of Bar* 
^adoeSj bound tor Philadelphia ; and on the i ith of the AtSe*. 
^nth Month it plcafcd God to favour us with a gra- 
lous Opportunity to worfhip him 5 wherein was de- 
lated to the Ship's Company, The Nacurc.and. Ad- 

.vantage 



1733* ▼^ntage of Good, and the Fountain from whence ifil 
^^f"s^ flows, or fprings ; as alfo the Nature and Difadvan«| 
tage of Evil ; the one bojng or fpringing from God, I 
and the other proceeding from SaCan, or the Devil, 
who is the Root of all Evil ; and, that Man might be 
left without Excufe, God hath fent the divine and fo* 
pernatural Light of his holy Spirit, to ihow to Mor- 
tals what is Good, and what is Evil ; in order that 
they might embrace the Good, and refufe the Evil. 

The 2 1 ft of the Ninth Month we had a very hard 
Gale of Wind at North-weft, which blew fo hard, that 
it put us by from failing, fo that we were obliged to 
lay her to the Wind j for^ by the Violence thereof, we 
could not carry any Sail ; and it was fo dark, that we 
could neither fee Stars nor one another ; nor hear 
one another without we were very near, the Seas 
rifing very high : Indeed the long, ftormy and dark 
Nights were very difmal ; and fome of our Goods got 
loofe in the Hold. In the Beginning of the Night, 
about the feventh Hour, Philip Kearneyy my Appren- 
tice, fell into the Sea and was loft, which was a deep 
Affliftion to us in divers Confiderations. 

The 25th we faw the Land, and next Day we came 
(^^A to an Anchor in Delaware Bay. The Lofs of this 
^^* Lad, was a Caufe that we were not fo joyful, as is 
ufual for People to be when come to the Shore. 

The latter End of the Tenth Month I went the 
third Voyage (Commander of the Barbadoes-Packet) 
from Philadelphia^ bound to Bar dadoes: We were 
tow'd through the Ice by two Boats from Tbotnas 
Majier^% WharfF, and in two Days got to Reedy- J/landi 
from whence we failed down Delazvare Bay ; where we 
lay two Nights, the Wind being contrary, blowing 
hard, the Nights being long, the Days very fhorr, and 
Weather fharp -, we left our Capes in the Night, it 
being dangerous lying in the Bay ; and after being out 
At Sen?' feveralDays, we had favourable Winds, and plcafant 
Weather j but when we got into the Trade-Wind, it

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I blew hard, and moftly againft us ; fo that the firft Land 1733. 
z' we faw Was the IQand of CbriJiopber^Sj where we arrived ^^^Tv*^ 
- in 20 Days from our Capes ; and the Market for Pro- chry^!^ 
vidons being at that Time better than at any other of/*^''*. 
thofe Iflands, and the Property of the Veffel moilly 
belonging to me, and the Cargo generally confign*d 
• to me, I difpofed of Part of it. Here being no Meet- 
ing of our Society on this IQand, I had Meetings on 
board the Veffel in the Harbour, and divers from the 
Shore, and feveral Matters of Veffels came to our 
Meetings, the Snow having large Accommodations for 
fuch an Occafion ; and, lo far as I could underttand^ 
the People were generally fatisfied, and fpokc well of 
our Meetings. 

Of late Times, and alfo in this Voyage, meeting 
. with many Loffes and Croffcs, and much Affliftions, 
and various Exercifes, I was ready to fay in my 
■ Heart, Lord^ why am I thus affiiSled now in my decli" 
. fling Tears, fince thm knows^ I love thee above all 
, Things, and that I would not willingly or knowingly of* 
. fend thee, my great and dear Lord ? It was anl'wered 
(as though vocally fpoken) My only begotten and beloved 
Son^ who never offended me, fuffered much more. This 
Word being fuch an evident Truth, I begg'd Pati-* 
cnce to go through all my Sufferings and Afl3iftions, 
fo that at lalt I might live with ChriA in the glorious 
Kingdom of God for ever, where I migh(.always blefs 
and praife his holy Name. 

Five or fix Days after our Arrival at this Ifland, a 
Veffel, thatcame out five or fix Days before us, arrived, 
ihe meeting with the fame boifterous Weather as wc 
did, yet we made our Paffage ten or eleven Days foon* 
cr: Divers other Veffels, bound to Barbadoes^ ^ut\a 
here, through thefe contrary Winds 5 and when I faw 
others in the like Circumftances with us, I was the 
more thankful for being pttfervcd fafe, and fo foon to 
this Place ; yet it was a confirlerable Lofs and fore 
'Trial not to get to Barbadoes^ the IQand I was bound 
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i733* '^) 3'^'^ ^ great Difappoincment to me, and maDy 
j^Y"^ more. 

At this Ifland a Fcrlon, whofc Name was— — 
Galloway-, a Man of a great Eftaie, hearing that I kept 
Meetings on board the Vcffel, kindly invited me to 
have a Meeting at his Houfe, and faid he would give 
Notice of it to divers of the Gentlemen (as he called 
them) of the Ifland, telling me, that 1 Ihould be wel- 
come to his Houfe, which was much more convenient 
than the VefTcl -, but 1 was not very forward to accept 
of my Friend Galloway's kind Offer, being fenfiblc 
my own Weaknefs and inward Poverty, fo that 
made feveral Excufes to evade it; but he obviati 
ihem all. ilt, I afked him, If be could bear u 
Reproach of having a Quakers Meeting al bis Uoufs 
Heanfwer'd, 2fj, there is Good and Bad of all Socieiiti. 
2dly, I afk'd, If bis IViJe would like it, or be willing 
/bat a Meeting Jbould be in the Hotife? He faid, Sm 
deftredtt, and would be very willing, gdly, I a(k*d, ^ 
he thousht he could fit in Silence? He told mc. He 
heliev'd^be could. I then told him, I was obliged tohiiii 
for his kind and friendly Olfcr, and, God willing, lia- 
cended to come, and tell my People of the Ship's Com- 
pany to come alfo, and defircd him to give Notice of 
it: The which he did i and there was a large fatisfac- 
lory Meeting! Oh may the Almighty fandtify it to 
fome Souls, is my Defire \ 

He and his Wife were both very courteous to mc, 
and invited many of his rich Friends and Relations i 
His Wife's Father was a Judge in this Ifland of good 
Repute. Divers People, oi feveral Profeflions, were 
at this Meeting, and many exprclTed their being glad 
of ic. An Attorney at Law faid, he was thankful ft>r 
the Wordshe had heard thatDay, and, iflwouldftaT 
with chem, he would always come to our Meetings* 
One Judge Milh was at this Meeting, and very kindly 
invited me to his Houle. Some meeting me next Day. 
laid, they were forry tliey were not there. The 
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MJft^cfs of the Houfe told divers of the PeojSle, wha 1733^ 
were Pcrfops of Note, ^al theyjhould remember what 
tiey Bad heard ; and fpoke it with a religious Concern^ 
as It feemM to me. When I went to this Meetings 
I.was very poor, and in much Fear, fpcaking with a 
great Concern on my Mind for the Peoples SalyationJ 
and that God, thro' Chrift, might be glorified. ") 

After this Meeting, it was fas tho' a Voice) faid 
unto me, How dojl thou know but for this Caufcy and 
for this Meetings thou art brought here to this IJland^ 
tho* againji thy Will? The People told me, that they 
did not remember' that there ever was a Meeting of 
our Friends before on the Ifland. The Meeting had 
this Effeft, that the People had. a better Opinion of 
cur Soqiety'than they had before. The Subjeft in this 
'Meeting was, *The Excellency of the Gofpel Difpenfation 
above that of the LaWj in that it brought us to the Law, 
went thl-ougli the I^-aw, and was above the Law, and 
far from deftroying the Law, but fulfilled it; for 
Proof of which, they were referred to Chrift*s mod 
excellent Sermon which he preached on the Mount, 
Mat. v. ■ 

From the IQand of Cbri/lopher^s I propofed, God 
willing. for Barbadoes^ the which I apprehended would. 
be a trpublefome Voyage, it being about 100 Leagues 
to Windward, and a ftrong Current againft us. Oft 
the 19th' of the Twelfth Month, we i'ailcd towards 
Barbadaej ; and the Wind being a-head, and blowing 
hard, we tarried two Nights at the Ifland of Lucea^ 
'where we took in Wood and Water : The People ^*(^'^« 
here were moftly French^ and were very civil to us. 

The*2ift we put out again to Sea j but th.e Wind 
and Current being againft us, obliged U5 to go into the 
Harbour from whence we came, and tarry for an Op- 
portmiity more favourable. V/hile we were in thJs 
Harbour, which is a very good one, feveral Veffels 
"came. in on the like Occafion ; and a VelTel that came 
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from CbfiJIopber's about three Hours after ns, 
■' here three I>tys fincc we did. 

We went out again, ja order to proceed p Bari>a- 
3oes ; but, as belore, the Current was fo itronc agati ~ 
U3| and the Wind alfo, that we could not gee forwj^ 
on our Way -, wherefore we put back again to Ci 
Jiopber's, and, by the Way, called at Antigua, 
1 had an open, fatiifaftory Meeting, for which I 
truly thankful, and fo were fome, not of our Soc' 
of whom there were divers, and fome who had 
been at our Meetings before. 

The next Day we arrived again at Cbrijic fiber's ^ a») 
there unloaded the Reniainder of our Cargo, thouglj 
much againft my Mind. After having fold the moi 
ofourCirgo zl Bajjelerre, we went to Sandy-Pointy 
and there fold the Remainder,' and took ia our l.oadiig 
for Philadelphia. 

In loading our Vcflel, Judge Brown was my vea 
good Friend, and helpful to me tliercin, for which I 
think myfelf much obliged to him. 

While we lay here, i had a Meeting on board onf 
Veflel, to which came five Mafters of VelTcIs. It was 
a good Meeting, tho' I fpoke to tliem in much Mifcrjr 
and Pain, having very angry painful Sores on my 
Legs, occafioned by a Fall in getting out of the Boat, 
the Seas running high, and through the Violence of 
the Waves, I fell acrofs the Boat, and broke both mjr 
Shins very grievoufly. 

The 31ft of the Firft Month 1734, we had ano- 
^7^*V ther Meeting on board our Vcflel, to which came fc- 
'^^'^' vcral from other Vcflels, and fome from the Shore, 
among whom was a young Baronet, and bis Hoft 
Tavern-keeper) with him, who at firft behaved '"' 
but, after fome Time, he wasmore fober, aiut ' 
rcfpcflful at parting. 

X was invited to have a Meeting next Firft-day oa 
board the Ship J&*«^ Gecr^c, a large VtfleJ ; the Ma- 
tter (oMmv h^ Catkin was large, and would accom- 
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KJWte many more than mine ; buc we did tiot flay iTJ^- 
b Ipng as till the Firft-day. s^/^Sr^ 

Aker this Meeting was over, the Mafler of lh< 
tVge Slip came on board, and faid, He was forry 
chad notconie fooncr, fo as to have had theOpptrf" 
unity to have been at the Meeting. ■ '■ 

From Cbrijlopher's we fee fail for the Ifland of ^. 
Hillaj and had a Meeting at the Governof's Houfe on 
; Firtl-day. "Wc ftsid at A)igmUa three Days, and ^ ,^ 
here took on board fome Bags of Cotton on Frcighf, '^ 
ind failed from thence the i och of the Second Month. 
The Governor of this Ifland, wliofe Nanift is George ' 

t^anard, toM me, ^bat be Jhould live and die in sur 
Principles, facing ibat he mufi defend bis Fesple. But !■ 
lie did not confider, that his Delence might deftro^ HH 
Etoth him and them, and that fuch Defence was dl* ^^| 
l«ftly contrary to Chrift*s Doflrine and Pra<£Hce. ^^M 
Sft remarkable and difmal Paftige he related to me» ^^H 
^hat, fome 0ays before, a Vcffel came from the Ifland ^^^| 
©f Saltiludas (which went there to take in Salt) the ^^| 
people going on 'Shore, the Mafter told him, that ^H 
there lay at the Landing the Heads of above twenty ^^|

on the Firft-day following, being accompani 

many Friends, and others ; he was ten Years anc 

Days old, when he died^ and, as; he was niuc 

loved for the Sweetnefs of his Nature and Difpc 

fo he was greatly lamented by many who w< 

quainted with him. I have this Account to leai 

cerning him, not fo much that he was my Son, 

excite other Youths to ferve and fear the Lord, :

< He was a Lad much inclined to read the

• Services in his Power he chearfuliy performed 

* took delight in ; he was very diligent, and ^ea 
^ goto religious Meetings, and an entire Lover 
T Ifgiou$ People, In his Sickneis he behaved 
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dfelf more like a wife Man, than 3 Youth of that Age, ;73*' . 
rfeeJring his Pain and Sicknefs with a great deal of t^V^ 
rfttience. I being in another Part of the World, he 
►-Would gladly have feen me, but faid, he fliould ne- 
p(rcr fee roe any more, and therefore defircd his 
" Mother to remember his dear Love to his Father, 
and tell him, that he was gone to his heiTcnly Fa- 
ther. He was very fervent in Prayer in the Time 
of hisSicknefs, and prayed that God would preferve 
hfs People all the World over. One Time, when 
in great Mifery and Pain, he prayed co Chrift, lay- 
ing, Sweet Jcfus ! Blefied Jefus! Give me Patience 
to bear my Mifcry and Pain, for my Milcry is 
■greater than I can well bear? O come, fweet JefuS, 
'• why art thou fo long a coming ? I had rather be with 
thee than in the fitieft Place in all the World. Many 
religious Exprefljons he fpoke on his dying Bed, 
greatly to the- SatJsfaftion and melting of his 
Friends and Relations who came to fee him in his 
Illnels; one Day he faid, myM'fery and Pain is very 
great, but what would it be if the Wrath of God was 
in my Soul? He believing in the Love oi God in 
Chrift, made him defirous of being with him, and 
feeing the Joy that was fet before him, thought the 
Time long to be with Jefus, as knowing that then 
he would be out of all Mifery and Pain, His Heart 

• was full of Love to his Relations, Acquaintance and 

• Friends, who came to fee him in his Illnefs i and full 

• of tender Sweetnefs and divine Love, he took hia- 
laft Leave of them, which greatly affeifted many,, 

• This was one of the moft pinching Exercifes I cvei"^ 
■f- met with in all my Days; but ashe faid in his Illnefit,'T

Attho* this was a great and fore Exercife, and <jo 
Affli^ion to me, in JoGng this promifing Youi 
and my only Son I yet, conuderirgthat he wentofit 
Stage ot Lite like a folid, good Chriftian, it was ma 
tolerable cafy to mc \ for he departed this Liic in rauc 
Brighmtfs and Sweetners, and more Mke 
Chtiftian, tlian a Youth often Years of .'Vg;e. 
■ It was ufual for tne to advife his MoiUr nor fol 
her AfFefliions too much upon hioi, thinking he waa xa 
goodie live long in this World, and too ripe foi He; 
wen, toftay long hereon Eurrb, or in this World fl 
Sorrow and Miftry. This dear and render Yout^ 
when reading {to which he was much inclined) if h 
met with any Thing that affected him, either in tl^ 
/acred Writings, or other good Authors, he wouli 
write it down, and get it by Heart j he was, more thai 
common, afFcftionately concerned for his Mother, 6<ji 
ing whatever he could freely and chearfully to fen 
her, and told her not to do divers Things which \ 
ihotight too much for her, faying, Molbsr, let me d- 
it, if I Wire a Man thovjhouid not do any ^ing at cli 
(meaning as to Labour) My dear Wife, being veri 
induftrious, and apt to overdo herfelf at Timesj 
And flie being affefted with his filial Love and Care for; 
and towards her in his Father's Abfence, it caufed heri 
foraetinies to turn about and weep, in Confideration o{ 
his great Care forkRd Love to her, I thought a little 
Memorandum o( the Life and Death of this religiom' 
T,ad was worthy recording, in order ro ftir up othcCi 
Youths to Obedience and Love to their Parenti, who 
begat them, and carefully and tenderly nouriftied aii( 
brought them up ; and alio tolove and obey God, froni 
whom they have their Life, Breath and Being, and t< 
believe in Chrift, who died fpr chem ) who a the s' 
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riooi Lighcof all the Nations of them that are Taved, fj^ 
and walk therein, according to facrcd Writ. l/V^ 

As norcd above, he got leveral Pieces by Heart out 
of the Bible, and other religious Writings, firft wrU 
ting them with his Pen. Two Ihort ones I may rccitt, 
of which .Nature were divers others, which paradven- 
tatt may be edifying to fome, who may caft their 
Eye thereon. 

One Place which much affeftcd my Mind thA he 
wrote down, and got by Heart, was the 15th Verredt 
the 57th Chapter of that evengelical Prophet I/aiab: 
For Ibus faith the high and lofty one, that inbabUetb 
JSlernily, wbofe Name is holy, I dwell in ibe high auA 
holy PUcey -u:itb him al/o that is of a contrite and hum' 
hie Spirit^ to revive the Spirit of the Humble, and to rt* 
oive the Heart of the coHlrite Ones.

After thl^ long and tedious Voyage, which ended 
In the fecond Month, I ftay'd but a few Wecfc* at 
home, and loaded with Wheat and Flour for D«M«, 
in Ireland; had Alice Alderfon^ my Kinfwoman, aod 
i4o^gt^i^ Coupland, Paffengers. We had a very com- 
fiwtable, plealant Paflage, fair Winds tod Weather. 
■■* S 4 and 
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l?34* ^^d good religious Meetings^ I think it was- the mo(( 
^->rv^ plealant Time that ever I croffed the Seas \ about 
i^/1?/ Nantucket ^tt (\3L^ feveral Sloops a Whaling, andfpoke 
yith one, by which Opportunity we enquired of the 
Welfare of our Friends on that Ifland, and fent our 
Loves to them. Not many Miles from the Sloops we 
faw a Shoal of Whales ; I counted ei^ht in a Rowlyio^ 
Side by Side in the Water. 

. We were tour Weeks and fix Days from our Capia 
to Cz.^f'. CUfiriTi Ireland \ coming near the Land wc 
jmetwithFilhing-Boats, and got plenty of choice freih 
FiQi} in theflvening we got into Kinfalf^ took in a 
Ktnfaie. pilot for DubUn, and failed next Day from IGnfaUf 
and was out one Night at Sea, got next Day to Didh 
Duhfin. //^.jj^y, where we went alhore, and were kindly enter-. 
rained by our Friends j we were at divers large Meet- 
ings in that great City, which fome of us, while we 
live, at Times I believe fhall remember. My Stay in 
Ireland was about feven Weeks, in which Time \ 
vifited feveral Meetings in the Country, and at Eden-' 
derry\ the Mo ate of Greencugb^ Car low ^ Bally tor e^ &c. 
fiiisfor We fet iail from Dublin with a fair Wind, in Com- 

i'hiaict' pany with the Ship Neptune^ and our ' Friends fent 
'''"" many Prayers and good Wiflies after us. We were a- 
bout forty Perfons, Sailors, Paffengers and Servants on 
board, and had a good Paffage, all Things confidered. 
We had divers religjous Meetings on board, and were 
on our Paffage, from tjie Sight of Ireland^ to the Sight 
Arrives of our Land, five Weeks and fix Days; it was the 
quickeft Voyage lever made to Europe and back again 
to Philadelphia. 

When I came home, finding all well, I was thank- 
ful to God, in the Name of Chrift, for all his Mer* 
ci^s, and the many Prefervations wherewithal he had 
favoured riie. 
j After being a little at home, and at feveral Meet- 
ings, and not being clear of the World, in order to it, 
J uaclertool; another Voyage to Barbadoes^ afld from

lairs there, which I intended fome Years before, but v-/V>-^ 
Loifes and Difappointments hindered me: Wherefore, 
the 7th of the Tenth Month, I proceeded on a p^Qceetb 
fifth Voyage in the Barbadoes-Packet^ and left PbiladeU again to 
phia, and was at a Meeting the nex;|:pay at Cbejier ^^riad^s. 
(being pirft-day) and in the Evenin|g.^lE^ had a large 
Meeting at Grace Lloyd^Sj wher#I i^*rithmy dear 
friend Jofepb GilU who had good SeWce in the faid 
. Meeting ; we rejoiced in Chrift to fee each other : 
We left Cbejler the 9th, and got that Tide down the 
River to Newcaftle^ and, after vifiting thofe few 
Friends there, we fet fail the 12th in the Morning; 
the Wind being high, and the Weather very fharp, 
freezing hard, our Sails were fo froze, that wc had 
hard Work to get the VcfTel under fail. The i3ch 
Day weighed Anchor, and failed down the Bay, and 
the 14th we were clear of the C^/^i. The Firft-day 
following, we had a good, feafonable Meeting, for the 
"Worfhip and Service of God, and, in the faid Meeting^ 
as I was treating of DipDbedience to Parents, and Dif* 
obedience to Almighty God, our great Parent and 
heavenly Father, a Youth, who was a Paflcnger in the 
VefTel, went out haftily and abruptly, as I was (hew- At sosu 
ing the Ungratefulnefs of the firft,. much more of the 
laft: When I afked the Resifon of his going out, 
he faid, // was becaufe be could not forbear crying ; 
and thinking I fpoke fo becaufe of him, he faidf, He 
iould not bear me any more. Afterwards I underftood 
that he was a Youth who was very ungrateful and dif- 
obedient to his Parents ; the which I knew not of, 
for his Mother told me, and himfelf alfo, that he went 
to Sea on Account of his Health, I thought his going 
out fo haftily was occafioned by fome Indifpofition of 
Body ; but it was, as. he gave us to underftand, thro* 
refenting ill what wasfpoken, and by his taking of it to 
himfelf. I have in like Manner, fometimes obferved, 
f hat divers People have ftjcwn a Reftlefsnefs f nd Un- 
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1734. cafinefs in publJcfc AfTemblies or Worlhip and Dcv* 
^V*i' tion, and fomctimes ijoing out, tfc. fo rhat tfiey havj 
thereby cxpofed th^mfelves to the Notice of the Peo* 
pie, as Perfons guilty oi the Matter publickly repra. 
hended, or fpok«i againft; juft as though they wcil 
the only Perfons in the Aflcnibly, who were guilty d 
the Evil theniiVen Notice of; Such publick Reftlel| 
nets, isagrea' Folly and Weaknefs, beftdes fO openH 
and publickly expofing themrelves. 

After we left our Cii^w, we had divers hat-d Galcsi 
Wind, which lafted feveral D^ys. The ?8th, bei(*g 
I* ^ t Firft-day, we had a Meeting for divine Worfhip, il 
which God was praifcd, and his holy Nanfie exalted 
for his unfpeakable Grace, in fending his only begot 
ten Son, a divine Light to enlighten the Inhabitanj 
of the World: After which we had ftormy Wcach< 
and contrary Winds for fome Weeks, fo that < 
PafTage was tedious 1 and of 15 Times going to Box 
hadoeSy I found this the moft difficult j andthcPra 
peA was very difcouraging of making a lofingVoj 
age, by the great Expence I expected for rcpaJrir^ 
and refitting the VefTel, &c. fo that I began to d 
fpair of accomplifhing my Dcfign of difcharging n 
Debts in Great-Briiain, and the Thoughts and Cool 
deration of Jofing fo much of the Company and C<« 
verfation of my Wife, Relations, and Friends, af 

fpending fo much precious Time (which canndt 1 

recalledjto fo little Purpofe, layheavyonmy Miai 
yet by the Grace of God, my Mind was fupporM 
and my Refolmions confirmed to praife the Almigh 
tor every Difpenfation of his Providence. 

The 23d of the Eleventh Month, wefawthelQa 
atittiH' <^Barbadoss fat the Breaking of the Day_) having be 
frorti the Capes o^ Delaware iony Days and one KigH 
and was truly thankful, that at laft, we, throu^ I 
vine Favour, got well to our defired Port \ where '" 
•were lovingly received by our Friends at f 
"w», who were joyful at our ArrivaK Fror 
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I went to Bri^e-fffivs^ and lb on to the GoTen«w*s 

in order to enter our Vcflcl ; but, ftaying a little too ' 
Utc, the Governor, who was the Lord fhtve^ was 
come from his Houfc on his Way to Briiige-towiit 
with his Coach and Six, and his Attcndancs -, but he 
(feeing me) courieoudy ftopp'tl his Coach, and did my 
Bufmcfs as he fat therein j and chough I made an Ef- 
fay towards an Excufe, he would not admit of it» 
faying, ^tre was no Need if any Excufe. He was in- 
deed an extraordinary courteous Man: He dicdfoon 
after, much lamented, as he was much beloved. 

My Stay at Barbadees this Time was the longeft !■ 
ever Uay'd, believing it to be the Jaft Time I fliould 
go there, and that I ftiould fee them no more. My 
U) faying troubled fome of them ; but growing in 
Years (being then turned of Threefcore) I thought it 
yrould be too hard for me to undertake fuch another 
Voyage-, therefore I was at all the Meetings of our 
Friends on the ICland. 

Here I met with Mofes jildridge, a Friend from 
pjew-Entland, who came on a religious Vifit to Friend* 
of this filand, with whom we had divers good Meet- 
ings, his Service in preaching the Gofpel being edify* 
ing and accepcible -, we were together at the Marriage 
of Andrew Vrury and Mar-^ Lewis, after which Meet- 
ing and Marriage, I was ill of a Fever feveral Days, 
which Difteroper was very much among the People, ot 
which near twenty Mafters of Veffcis, and fome Hun- 
dreds of People died ; and though I had been at Bar- 
iadoes mmy "T'ltneiy I never had fo much Illnefs there be>- 
forei jWo/^jj4f(/n(f^/, and feveral Friendsof as, hadabrgc 
Meeting at yobii Gibfon\ where were many People, not 
of our Perfwafion, who generally were fober ; but as [ 
was recommending Charity to the People, according 
to the Doftrine of the Apoftle /"«»/, as the moft excel- 
lent Gift, I advifed them to ihow it forth to all People 
of alt Profcflions, and alfo to their Negroes, telling 
therOt that fome of the Gentry of this Ifiand had ob- 

fcrvcd 
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y-jg. ferved to me, diat the more kind they were to thejfi 
KK^ Shves, tbey had their Bufinefs tfie bccKr done for U. i 
though I obHrrved alfu, that I had been at fomc P)aiX$i 
where I had witched to hear fonie ExprefTions Cf 
might look like Charity; but in divers Houfc^ l 
fome of Noce, I could not hear any Chriftian-iik«-Ex 
|«rW>». preflions to their Slaves or Negroes, and that wit 
Sorrow I had feen a great deal of Tyranny and CraeUjr. 
the which I drflwaded them from : This Dofarine t 
exafperatcd fome that were there, that rhejr 
a Difturbancc in the Meeting i one of which Peifiill 
meeting me on the King's High-way, fiiot otTlki 
Fowling-piece at me, being loaded wirh (mall Shu 
ten of which made Marks on me, and feveral dre<' 
Blood 1 by which unfriendly Adiion, the Mjo gOC* 
great deal of Difgrace, it being highly refented by a 
who were acquainted with me ; the Prefident of ill 
Idand look'd on it as a very bale A^ticti, as did alflr 
divers of the Jullices and ttie Gentry, alfo the Vcftrjs 
and feveral Clergymen and Lawyers ; one of Af 
Lawyers told me» / 0oul(i not be jujl to ike Cmifi 
try, myfilfj nor the Matiy if I did not projecuu bit^ 
another, profefling the Law, faid. He ought U h 
abandoned by all Mankind, if bt Jhot at me -with IX 
ftgn i many were for proiecutJng him, for the P« 
pie generally took Notice ofit with Abhorrence i bi 
he fending for mc, and figifying, "he would not do I 
again, I forgive him ; and I pray it may not be Uf 
lohisChargt; in the great Day, and that he may I 
forgiven, he being ignorant of the Love I had ; 
have for him and all Men, even them whom I kno 
to be mine Enemies. It would be too great a Scai 
dal and Reproach, to cxpofe iiis Name and Station 
the World. Some thought I did well in forgivic 
him, and fome thought I did ill in it j but I fpofce % 
Mind to him alone freely, in which! had Sacisfe^l 
and Peace. ' ■ 
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Intending my Veffel for Londotiy I made my Chief- 17^5. 
mate, . Ralph Loflus^ Matter of her, not knowing whc- v^vn*> 
ther I might proceed the Voyage, it being a very g^^j^^ • 
lickly Time -, afterwards my Macehad the Piftemper 
alfo, but I blefs Gpd w;e both recovered a good State of 
Health. 

It was this Voyage that my Friends in Barhadoet 
publifhed^ a.littlc Piece I wrote at Sea, which I called. 
Free ^oughts communicated to Free Thinkers ; done iii 
order to promote Thinking on the Name and Works 
of God ; . which had, as tar as I underftand, a good 
iVcceptance among the People -, the principal Clergy -^ 
knan on the Ifland, thanked me for ic, and faid S'ben 
mas fieed enough of it: But I could be glad another., or 
a better Hand, had done fomething of that Nature^ 
and more large. If this may be of any Service, I fliall 
l>ethankful« 

I had alfo a Meeting at John Lewis\ in JofepV% 
Parifli, at which were divers not of our. Profcffionj 
and fome who were never at any gf our. religious 
Meetings before-, who faid. They were glad they wero 
there that Day ; it being a fatisfadtory, open Meet* 
Ing.' . . 

After I had vifited my Friends, and fettled my Af* 
fairs as well as I could, and loaded our VcfTcl with Sur 
gars, for London, being willing, once more, to fee my 
native X^nd, and to fettle my Affairs there, and fee 
my Relations and Friends 5 on the 6th of the Third 
Month, we fet fail from Barladoes for London^ and bad 
pleafant Weather. The .i6th, being the Firft-day of At Sca. 
the Week, we had a religious Meeting for the Worfhip 
of God, in which I was concerned to fpcak on the Go^ 
vernmeht of the Tongue (having on board feveral 
Hands, wbicji did not fail with us before that Voyage, 
that were much ufed to Swearing.) Afcer that Meet- 
ing, we had not fo many bad Words and Oaths as be- 
fore. I was thankful in my Soul to the Lord, and

The 23d, being the Firft-day of the Week, we 
K Meeting, in which the Grace of God, that comrt 
Jefus Chrift, was magnified, and a Blelling begg'dfl 
ali who love and ferve God, throughouc :hc Work?, 
by Sea and Land j alfo a tender Petition was put u g, _^ 
to Almighty God, that, as he was gracioufly pleaG 
10 look down on thofe eight Perfons in Neair& Arl 
fo he would pleafe to look uponusinourVeffelj ai 
that, as, by his divine Providence, ihey fafely land 
on the Earth, fo we, if ic were his Will, might iifc 
land at our dcfired Port -, yet not that our Wills, 
his Will might be done: Which Supplication was 
up with great Submifilon. Both Day and Night I ( 
ten fought the Lord, and was much alone in this Yo 
sge. I read the Old and New Teftament alow 
through, and much of it divers Times over 
Time being moftly taken up in Reading, Writin 
and Meditating, in which at times, my Heart woo 
be broken into Tendernefsi and I was humbly that 
ful to God, that my Heart was not hard ■, he hari 
promifcd to vifit the contrite Ones •, the whidi 
fometimes tulHlIed, to my unfpeakabie SatisfaQfoi 
Glory to hisholy Name for ever. MyHeartwasa! 
thankful that God was pleafcd to vifit me in my wst*) 
Travels and Troubles, and in my Separation from tri 
Family and Friends, which are much nearer, and mo 
valuable to me, than all Riches, and a great Crofs 
my natural Inclination to part with. 

The 8th of the Fourth Month, being the Firft-d 
of the Week, we had a Meeting, in which Araoaf 
tance with God was exhorted to, fliewing the Bene 
of it, and of loving him above all Things, and ( 
lighting in his Law, and meditating rhcrrin Day a

riable Meeting after the Storm, wherein the great 
inefit of true Religion was a little open'd to our-J 
uH Company, and the Lord, molt High, was,] 
■aifcd (or our Deliverance and Prelcrvatton. ThaJ 
ith, we founded, and found about 70 Fatliona 
epthot Water. The Z9ih, we were a-brcaft of the 
ie ofiVtgbl. From the Time wc left the Ifiand of EigHfh 
vbadoei^ to the Time wc found Ground, was (oven*^*""* 
/celts. Thus, through many Perils and Dangers, 
e came to Great-Bruain 1 for all which Mercies and 
rovidences, let my Soul blefs and praife the holy 
fame and mighty Fowct of the moft High. It was 
>w a. Timeof very g;reat Preffing for Seamen, andfe- 
:ral Men of Wars Boats came on board to prefs our 
lilors 1 but they had prepared a Place in the Vcffel 
I hide themfelves, and the Men of Wars People could 
3t 6nd them : One Lieutenant, with his Men, came 
1 board, and feeing us- weakly handed (the bcft ot our 
lands being hid] he aiked me, if I had any mora 
lands on board? I made him very little Aofwcr; be 
len faid, He was fure I could not bring the Shij; 
om Barbadoej without Hands: 1 lold him, Saijora^ 
ere hard to begot in Barbadeesy either for Love or. 1 
loncy, to go lor LondoK, for tear of being prcfs'd, 
id Iwas obiig*d to take any I could get : He faid, \t 
as in vain to talk much, but if I would fay, I had 
1 more Hands on board, he would be fatisficd t ha 
ivinga Belief that I would fpeak the Truth, though 
rfey nac-brforc ; and he faid, if 1 would fay^ 
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1735. there were no more Men on board, he would go away ; 
Wv'>^ for then he had no more Bufinefs there : Bat I made 
him n^ Anfwer, not daring to tell a Lie: Now I 
know that there is Men on board, faid he ; fo he 
commanded his Men to fearch the Ship to her Keel i 
fo they ftripp'd, and made a narrow Search, and 
iweated and fretted, but could not find them. He be* 
ing civil, I made him, when he went away, a fmall 
Prefcnt \ he wiflied me well ; and fo I carry'd my 
People fafeupto London. 

In the Beginning of the Fifth Month, I Came to 
London^ and lodged at the Houfe of Simeon ff^armr^ 
^ ^ in Southwarky and at divers kind Friends and Relations 
in ^ndzboul London •, the tender and brotherly Refpeft 
which I received from divers, in fomeof thofe Fami- 
lies, in my Sicknefs, will not, I believe, ever be for* 
gotten, while I am in this World, at times, by mc) 
and, I hope, that He, whom I ferve with my Might 
and Strength, will be their Reward. When in the 
Country about London^ my Refidence was moftly at 
Edmonton^ at my dear Brother George Cbalkley\ who, 
with my Sifter and Coufins, were a Comfort to me, 
both in Health and Sicknefs; for F was often in Z^»- 
don forcly afflifted with the Pblbyftck and jijtbma^ 
which fbmetimes made me very uneafy ; and, though 
my Affairs required me to be often at the City, yet I 
was obliged to return into the Country for Air, andi 
both in Health and Sicknefs, was kindly and very afr 
feftionately received and tended by my dear Brother^ 
Sifter, and all my loving Coufins ; the Memory thereof 
is cordial to me in penning thefe Lines : It may be 
truly faid. We were very joyful in meeting one ano- 
ther, and our Sorrow in parting not eafy to be expref- 
. fed. 

In London I fold my VefTel the Barhadoes Packet^ 
and fettled all my Affairs to general Satisfaftion, fo 
far as I know, on which Account I had laboured for 
fevcral Years, and was joyful that Providence had 

favoured 
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favoured mefo far as to fc« kaccomplidied-, fo that I 1735- 
I now wholly intended to leave trading by Sea, the *-''y^ 
which I never inclined to, only on a Principle ot 

(Juftice J for I waslully rcfolved in my Mind, that my 
Creditors ihould be paid their jiift Debts, diough i 
might lofe my Life in the Purfuit of it, about which I 
bad no anxious Gailtj bccaule 1 never was extravagant 
nor indolent, but met with divers Cafuakies by Fire 
and Water -, by the latter I loft many Hundreds of 
Pounds for feveral Years together ; and I would per- 
tiuade all in their Undertaking for a Livelihood in this 
pWorld, to be fure to have an Eye to divine Provi- 
l^ence, who will not fufTer us (if we do well) nor fo 
much as a Sparrow to fall to the Groundj without he 
chink it beft for us, he knowing what is for our Good 
I better than we know ourfelves. Thus when I had paid 
«ny Debts, and in a good Degree fettled my Affairs, I 
Urifited feveral of my Relations, as at Kingfwortb, StainSf 
CuHdford^ &c. had a Meeting at Market-Street, and 
lone at Guildford., another at Stains, and one at Long- 
ford; in all which I had fome Service, and my Re. 
lations were joyful to fee me once more, having never 
expeifted to fee me again 1 and when I had viflred 
•Weetings in and about London, I went towards the 
■North, in order to vifit fome Places where I had never 
been, and fome that I had been at. The Number of 
•Meetings, and the Names of the Plices where I had 
iMcctings (while I was this Time in England) are as fol- 
lows: While I was in and about London, I was at 
-eighteen Meetings in that great City, at two ot which 
I was with A/d)' Drummond, a virtuous young Woman, 
■■who hath a good Gift in the Miniftry, and had a gra- 
cious Opportunity of declaring her Convinccment to 
our nobis Queen Carolina (our great King Gecrge'i 
joyal Confort.) The kind Treatment, and good Rc- 
iception, (he had with the ^a^ifi?, fpread fo in City and 
"Country, that many Thoufands flocked to hear her, 
indmore of the Gentry and Nobility, than ever was

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1755. knowQ before, to our Mtcrings. I had fomc pri' 

X^yr^ Converfation with her, which put me in mind of the 

Apoftle's Exhortation, where he advifeih the primitiw

as Matter of the Barbadoes -Packet, which was the Vef- 
fel bought of me by John Jigar^ who fold her to faid 
Sicpben Payton^ who intended her for Pbiladelfbia^ and

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next Morning-a Meflcnger wasfent for me from London. ^73 9f 
Thus having luch a favourable Opportunty of return- s-/>^V 
ing home, I embraced it, and went on Second-day to 
Wttbam^ where I again met with Jojbua ^oft and 
Jofepb Hohfon at a Meeting ', from thence we went to ^'f^'^ 
PlaiftoWy where we had a Meeting, and then went to 
Bromley^ near Bow, and was at Jofipb Olive\ had a ^'^*'^'*' 
■Meeting with his People and Servants, which were Bromiej^ 
many; ♦! thought it was a good Meeting, a divine 
Hand of Love was reached out to the young People, 
and they were advifed to give up their Hearts to their 
Creator in their Youthful Days ; feveral Scores of Peo- 
ple belong to his Family ; after this Meeting I went 
to London^ and prepared for the Voyage. When our jr^^^,,, 
VefTcl was loaded, which was chiefly by Ifrael Pember- 
tonxkit. Younger, who went with us, as did our Owner 
Stephen Payton and Ifaac Brown, and four of my 
Kinsfolks, whofe Names are Freeman, with divers other 
PafTengers : In the latter End of the Twelfth Month, 
my Brother and his eldefl Daughter Rebecca^ with her 
Hufband Samuel ^ornton^ accompanied me to Graves- ^ . 
end, where our Parting with them was, as at Edmon- ^^^^' 
ion^ very folemn and forrowful, we never expedt- 
ing to fee one another more. From Grave/end we 
faird the 3d of the Firfl Month to the Downs, and Dawm. 
from thence down the BriH/h Channel to the Sea, 
and was at Sea above nine Weeks, which we thought 
lottgy having many contrary Winds 5 but, after we 
came on Shore^ we underftood, that there were divers 
VefTels that were much longer. At Sea we had divers 
Meetings, which were fome of them to my Satisfac- . ^ ^^ 
tion. I came very unwell on board ; but, when at Sea, 
I mended; for which Favour! am truly thankful. muadeU

FiymutK After many Exercifes, and large Travels by 

fi/*^^* Sea and Land, my Brethren, and divers others, not of 
our Society, exprcfTed their Gladnefs to fee rne, re- 
joicing that I was like to fpend my X^e more on the 
Land, hoping that I would go no more to Sea ; the 
which (God willing) I determined, having fo fettled 
my Affairs, that I could flay on Shpre \ and am truly 
and humbly thankful to the Almighty, that He, by 
his good Hand of Providence, in his due Time, had 
favour'd and helped me fo to dp. 

In the Sixth and Seventh Months, I again vifited 
the Meetings of Friends at Brijlol, Burlington, Byberry^

ineetirg, which was large, and to Edification of many.

Creek Sixih-day j in which laft Meeting the obedient ^I'J^^ 
Son was encouraged, and the Difobedient earneftly Wfdh 
called home to his heavenly Father's Houfe.

After I had been at home fome Time, I, with

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The 23d of the Ninth Month, I left home again, 
and went to Philadelphia^ and from thence with Vamd 
Stanton^ John Eafton^ and John Proudy jun. (the two 
hzttr of Rhode- Ifland) to Radnor Meeting, and from 
thence to Gojben Meeting, and by the Coldnefs of the 
Weather, and crofling (everal Creeks, I got a Cold, 
which fettled on my Lungs, fo thai^ in Converfation, 
I was hoarfc ; but I was helped in Meetings to Admi- 
ration ; for which I was truly thankful to the Almighty, 
the great Helper of his Servants and Children, We 
had an Evening- meeting with an antient Friend, who | 
laid (he had above 200 who called her Mother, being i 
^her Children by Blood and Marriage to the fourth Ge- 
neration : We took our Leave of her, as never expcft- 
ing to fee each other more, and parted in Tendernefs 
of Heart. One of this Friend'sGrandfons went with 
us to Concord^ where, on a Firft-day, we had a very 
large Meeting, and an Evening-meeting at Mofes 
MendenbaW^ ; and the Remainder of the Week we had 
Meetings at 5/>OTWg/&^»i, Kennet^ New-Garden^ MarU 
boroughj and the Monthly-meeting at Center on the 
Seventh-day following, at which were many young 
People; for whofe Sakes I was drawn and moved, :n 
my Exercife of Miniftry, to Ihew the Rife and De- 
■ fign of our Meetingsof Difcipline. 

Ftrjtj That the fame Power that gathered us to be a 
People, inclined our Elders to eftablifh thofc Meetings, 
and fettled them in moft Parts where we were gathered, 
and had Meetings for the Worlhip of God. 

Secondly^ They were advifed to do their Bufmefs, 
and fpeak to their Affairs, in the Senfe of the fame 
Power, Spirit and Wifdom of Chrift, which, as it had 
raifed us, would, as we kept to ir, preferve us to be 
a People to the Praife of God's holy Name. 

Thirdly^ They were advifed,. in doing their Bufinefs, 
not to run out into many unnecefTary Words, which 
might lead to Contention, and fpending much Time to 
little Purpofe ^ religious Affairs being done bed: in a 

meek 
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meek and quiet spirit, that being of great Price with the 1736. 
Lord ; great Evils having been known in many Ages^ ^ ^ ^ 
thro* hot and long Contentions about Religion, It is 
alfo good to avoid, in Matters of DifFerence, Refpeft 
ofPerfons, on account of being acquainted or related, 
fo as to be fway'd thereby from Juftice. 

Fourthly, They were advifed to be very careful of 
giving any juft Occafion of Offence to any, to Jew or 
Gentile^ to Indian or Negrde ; for, JVoe to tbem^ fays 
our Saviour, by whom Offences come i and if any will 
take Offence when none is juftly given, *tis the bcft 
Way to be patient, and to take our Saviour for our Eift^ 
ample, who got the Viftory thro* Suffering; a fafe 
fVay, and glorious in the End. And, as to few Words, 
the Apoftle fays. Let your fVords be few andfavoury^ 
feafon^d with Grace, that they may admifiijier Grace to 
the Hearers. 

Fifthly^ I was engaged, for the Sakes of the Youth 
of both Sexes, to Ihew them, that a material Part ^i"^ 
the Service of thefe Meetings, is, that Care be taken 
therein to fee that Perfons arc clear of prior Engage- 
ments or Entanglements, in relation ta Miarriage, and 
that they had the Cohfent of Parents, or Parties con- 
cerned as Guardians, 6?r. and, alfo, that they, and 
all that belong to our Society, walk brderly in Convcr- 
fation 5 otherwife they could not be in Unity with us, 
or owned by us, as a Society of religious People : We 
don't own fcandalous Perfons, nor admit them to be 
married ambngfl: us, without acknowledging their 
Faults, and promifing Amendment for the future, 
through divine Grace and Affiftance. Alfo, in thbfe 
Meetings, the Widows and Fatherlefs are taken Cafe 
of, that they may be fupported and vifited, and 
Youths put Apprentices to learn Trades, t^c. 

This Meeting concluded with Supplication for the 
rifing Generation, and for the King, and all his Sub- 
je6ts, and with Thankfgiving and Praifes to the facred 
Name of Him who lives for ever.

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After the abovefaid Meeting, we went to ff^dmlt^ 
tefit a new fettled Town on Cbrt/iiana Creek, which 

■im.ns-'f. believe will be a fiourifhing Placp, if the Inhabiunt 
take Care to live in the Fear of God, and feck h( 
Giory, and the Riches ot his Kingdom, preferring! 
to any Thing or Things of this World. We had ) 
pretty Urge Meeting here, confidering theSeafon (foi 
ic was very cold) which was held in a large Houfe a 
lyiUiam Shipley'^ ; but they are making Proviiion fa 

tBArt. a Meeting-houfe. From this Town we went to iVwet 
ark, and had a comfortable Meeting at George Rohm 
fin's in the Evening, and next Morning fet out foi 
Pkiladelpbia. 

FftoA/. As it was now the Winter Seafon, and having beq 

'■«. divers times at this Seafon of the Year in the warij 
Climates, the Cold was become harder for me to bea 
than ufual, fo that I ftaid in and about home preiq 
much, being divers times at Pbiladelpbia^ Fraakfort 

Cerman-lown^ and AHnglon Meetings. 

The latter End of the Tenth Month, on a Firft 
day of the Week, I was at a large, open Mcetin 
at Dirby, in Chejler County. After Meeting 1 rod 
home about 14 Miles; but it was fo cold, that m] 
Limbs were much benumbM, and were rot fully r^ 
covered in more than a Week. Coming home \ 
tween Schuylkill River and Pbtladdphia, we fani 
the largeft Meteor that I ever faw, though I 
feen many by Sea and Land ; this was in Sight almof 
a Minute, as near as I could guefs \ it was a mightf 
Stream, like a Flame of Fire, leaving, as it weri 
Sparks of Fire behind it, as it went along, and the 
fettled like a Star, and dilappeared. A few Days 1 
terthis Meteor, there appear'd in the Sky an uncon^ 
mon Rednefs, with Streams like Fire, 
Wfraok'tn. About thjs Time was buried at Frankfort^ yok 
Hurford^ who was about ninety Years of Ag* \ 
whofe Burial, the Coldnels of the Seafon confidered, wer 
a pretty many Friends, Neighbours, and Relations, 
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the Deccared -, as alfo, divers from Philadelphia. I 1735 
wasconccrn'd to advife ihore prefenc, To prepare for ■-^"v ' 
their final Change J that being certain, though the'"'"'''" 
Time is uncertain ; which, generally, none know but 
the Almighty -, therefore we ought always to be prepa- 
ring for our Diflblution, and always watching and 
praying, left we enter into lemplation ; as faiij our 
dear Lord, If the good Man of the Houfe had known i» 
what Hour the Thief would come, be would have watcb- 
«d, Luke xii. 39. And, we not knowing whether 
Death will come in our Youth, our middle, or old 
Age, therefore, were earneftly defired to prepare our 
Hearts to meet Death, fo that we might dwell with 
God andChriftin his Kingdom for ever. It was alfo 
oblervcd, that though this Friend had lived 10 a great 
Age, yet that few lived fo lorg, no, not one in a 
Thoufand, and many die very young; therefore they 
were earneftly intrcatcd, in the Love of God, througii 
Chrift, to prepare for iheir latter End, and not to lec 
their Hearts and A,ffeftions on Things below ; for< 
by how much they fet their Hearts and Atfeftions on 
natural or outward Things and Objefts, by 16 much 
the harder it would be co pare with them, when Death 
fhould come. This Meeting ended with Prayer for 
Reformation and Prelcrvation to the End ol Lite ; and 
Praifcs, yea, high Praifes, were given to him, who 
had given to all prefent our Life, our Breath, and our 
fifing. 

It being exceeding feverc Weather, with much 
Rain, Wind, and Snow, there were great Floods, fo 
that wc could not get over h'rankfort Creek to Meet- 
ing i wherefore the Friends on the Wdt-fide met to- 
gether at my Houl'e, and we had a fatisfaftory, good 
Meeting, in which we were exhorted 10 build our 
Religion on the fure Foundation, that Storms, Kain, 
nor Winds, might not be able to fhake us from this 
Foundation, which is Chrijiy the Rock cj Agts.

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■TKis Winter we were vifued at ^m«(^/^/ wifh I 

Smell'jiBX, of which many died ai Philadilphia, ; 
fevcral in our Neighbourhood. 

The latter Pare of this Winter, ftaying much 
home, I fpcnt my Time muqli in Reading and W 
ting, often being fenfible of the Love and Goodoeis, 
God, my exceeding great Re^vard ; he, by cfie Sp^ 
of his Son, comforting me, and fomecimes melting q 
Heart into TendcrneTs, in Confideration of his raai 
Mercies, which caufed me to praiCe his holy Njni 
who is tbereof worthy, beypnd Kxprefijon, forever! 
In the Firll Month, I went with my Friend Jen 
Oxley^ oi Barbadoas, to Brijlol, where we had a Jac 
Meeting J thence went over the River De/cisure , 

■ Burlingios Quarterly-meeting} we were obrigedtp a 
to the Jirfey Shore on the Ice, laying Boards there* 
for about lOO Yards together, and being long or ci 
Ice, and poorly, as to Heal h, I took fuch a Qj 
that I could not get to Meeting next Day j buc « 
at the Youths- meeting Third day following— Foi^r^ 
day I went to Ancocas Meefipg, thence to a fc 
Meeting at Miunl-HQllyt where was a Marriage^; 
tcrwards to Evejham and Upper Sprus^fieU^ or £ieu 
ver, and then returned to Buri'ingten, and next Di 

, was at the Monthly-meeting there, which, to me, v 
a good, o^Q Meeting, wherein Church-difciplme vt 
fomewhat treated of, and Friends advifed to wait,; 
that Spirit which leads into all Truth, to guide them 
their Difciplinc. 

In the Second Month 1737, I went to Coban^ j 
order to negotiate fome Affairs there, and, whiWfher 
had three Meeting at 0>f<«wifi&. and one, ^.l.jlll^way' 
Creek ; and on the 9th of the laid Moncli, being FifJ 
day, was at Salem Meeting, which was laige and ope 
and, in the Evening, we had a heavenly Matins. 
Bartholojisiw IVyat's. 

After my Return from Sak^, on the ill qXl 
Third Month, I took a Journey to the Eajiwai 
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having a D^fire to fee Friends in thofe Parts, whom I 1737, 
had divers rimes vificed, in the Service of the Gofpel, v-/V*M 
in my young Years; and though now upwards of 
Thrce-fcore Years of Age, was willing to vifit thcin 
once more before I died, who, in fome PJaces, where I * 

had formerly travelled, were now grown very nume- 
rous. I fet out with Jofepb Gilberly and feveral other 
Friends, and we travelled together to Long-IJland^ ^^^ 
where we parted, and I went to J^ewtown^ where J*'^** 
met with John Fdib^gUl and iamuel Bro^nn at which 
Place we had a Meeting, which was appointed on J^hk^s 
Account, and his Service therein was to the Satisfaftibn 
and Edification of friends. From thence John went 
to fVeft-CheJier^ on the Main^ and I went to tluJhing^ThJbtni. 
where we had a large open Meeting ; it was a folid, 
good Time, and the facred Name of him Who lives 
for ever, was praifed. 

From Flujhing I went with my old Friend and 
.School-fellow, Jofeph Latham^ to his. HOufe ; our 
Converfation was pleafant and comfortable to each 
other, wherein we remembered our walking to and from 
School,' in the Suburbs of that great and [populous City^ 
London ; when we were beaten, ftoncd, and abufed, 
only for being the Children of thofe called fakers: 
The Priefts, who had Money for Preaching, had 
•preached and printed fo many Lies againft our Friends, 
that the common People were almott ready to make a 
Sacrifice of us ; they telling us (when we pleaded our 
Innocency, by telling them, wewentquietly along the 
Streets to School) that// was no wore Sin to hill us ^ 
than to hill a Dog\ But now, through the Grace and 
Favour of the Almighty, we enjoy the Exercifcof our 
Religion, according to our Confciences, free from 
Goals and Prifons, in which our Primitive Friends fuf- 
fered much •, for which we ought to be truly thanklul 
to the God and Father of our Lord Jefus Chrift. 

From Jojepb Latham's we went to IVeftbury 2inA fVefttkr^f 
Matinicock (after a Meeting at Cowneck) and after- -^'""'***^'

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1737, ward to New-Tcrk-j where I had alfo religions Sert 
"■^^ vice, and a Meeting ; and from T^av-Tork I took m) 
"' Paffage in Robert Brown^s Sloop for Newport, on 
Rbode-IJland, was two Djys and Nights on the Wa- 
ter, and on my Arrival at Rhode-ljland^ the Brethmi 
lovingly received me, and we were joyful to (ec eacl 
other. 

After having had divers good Meetings on Rbo6 
JJlandt I went to Darlmoutb, where we had a large 
^"".ft?'* fcrviceable Meeting, at a Place called Penyganfet ; ma 
ny Hundreds being added to the Church fince I fir! 
vifited thofe Pares. From this Place I went to Hol^ 
Sleeum'sy and he lent us his Shallop to go over Q 
Nantucket, but the Wind not favouring, we had ! 
fatisfaftory Meeting at a large Farm of his on a 
Idand bearing his own Name, and after Meeting ft 
lail for Nantucket, had fevera! large Meetings then 
and I rejoiced to fee the Growth and Increafeot Friene 
on this Ifland ; where God hath greatly multiple 
his People, and made them honourable j Glory toh'^ 
Name for ever. 

The Priefts who have Money for preaching; tl 
Lawyers, who have it for pleading, and the Phyfic 
ans, who have Money for giving Receipts for Healtl 
are poor Trades here on this Ifland. 

At Nantucket I had been about 39 Years before, 
which Time there were only two Men and one W< 
man who joined with our Friends in Profeflion, aii 
now it was computed there were above 1000 wB 
went to our Meetings, they being a fober, religio 
People -, and there is a great Increafe of Friends in < 
vers other Places in New-England : And whereas fa 
merly we were greatly perfecuted for our Religio) 
now we are treated with more Civility and Refpedl : 
thofe Parts. 

From Nantucket, Nathaniel Starbuck and Ettjt 
Collins went with me, with fcveral other Friends, 1 
the Yearly. meeting at Rbode-JJland ^ which was ^ 
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Very large, that it was difficult to fpeak fo as to be 17375 
heard all over the Meeting ; but the lafl: Day of >^y^>r^ 
the Meeting, our Friend John Fotbergill^ who had a 
high Voice, being attended with the divine Power, 
gave good Satisfadion to the Meeting, and it ended 
welL After this Meeting was over, I went with Ben- 
jamin Bagnal to Bofton, and from thence to Lynn and MoJ!oh», 
Salem, had feveral fatisfaftory Meetings, which tend- ^^^jjj 
cd to the uniting our Hearts together in the Love of 
Cbrift, and the FcllowJfhip of his Gofpel. From 5^- 
lem I went with Zaccbeus Collins and his Wife to their 
Houfe, and lodged there three Nights, and was lev- ' 
ingly entertained, as I was alfo at many other Friends 
Houfes. ¥vont,Lynn, Zaccbeus Collins accompanied me 
to Bofton^ where we had a Meeting on a Fourth-day of Bofton. 
the Week, and the next Day there was a very large 
Meeting (the greateft Gathering of People which had 
been feen there at Friends Meeting-houfe for a long 
Time) occafioned by the Marriage of Jobn Mifflin^ of 
Pbiladelpbia, to Benjamin Bagnal^s eldeft Danghter. 

From Bojion I returned to Rbodeljland, and had Rhode. 
divers Meetings at Newport and Pcrifmoulb, wherein -'^*''^* 
our Hearts were made glad in Chrift, and we were 
ftrengthened in our Faith in him 5 blefled be his holy 
Name for ever.

'MXt!i.f|;iy a good M::eting at Ntzvton, wherein pri- 
iriiti/f: C!irifli.ir;icy v/as opened, and experimentaJly 
declared to ihc i'eople, and in tlic Evening we had a 

good 
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f^od Opportunity to declare the Truth of Chrift at the 1737. 
loufe oi Richard Halletj among fcveral of his fober ^^S^^ 
: Neighbours 5 next Morning, being the Seventh of the 
Week, we went lofFeJi-Qbeftery to a Yearly-meeting, 
: which was much crowded, and the People very unfettled, ^1^1^^ 
: fo that it was not fo fatisfaftory as could have been de- 
: fired 5 after Meeting we went over again to Long-lfiand^ 
and then to New-Tor k^ wfiere we bad a large quiet iv^ r#r)fc 
Meeting in the Evening. At New-Torky Third-day 
in the Morning, divers dear and loving Friends accom- 

?anicd us to the Water-fide, where we folemnly took 
-eave of one another in the Love of Chrift, and in the 
Fellowfhip of his Gofpel, fome of us not expefting to 
fee each other any more, and from thence paffing over 
Longznd^ Staten-IJlands^ to Elizabeth Town^ we travel- 
led to Raway^ and had a Meeting at Friend — Shotwell^s^ tia$u$^ 
on a Fourth-day in the Evening, where many Neigh- 
bours came in, and after Meeting a certain Pt-rfon was 
diffatisfied about Womcns publick Speakii.g in religious 
Meetings (Rofe Tibbits having publickly exaorted thcni 
in this Meeting to be religious, and to ftar God, and 
having pray'd to God for us all, and praifed his holy 
Name^ which faid Perfon defired we would endeavour 
to fatisfy him about it, inafmuchas the Apoftle Paul for- 
bad it, as he apprehended. To which it was anfwered, 
that the Apoftle Paul, only forbad, or did not permit 
forward or overbufy Women, to fpeak or afk Queftions 
in the Church ; butadvifed them to alk their Hufbands 
at home, and that doubtlefs he never intended to debar 
fuch godly Women, who had a real Neceffity laid on 
them, and were concerned, by the Almighty, to fpeak 
unto, or pray for the People, clfe he would not have 
ihewed them, how they ought to behave themfelves in 
their Speaking unto, or praying for the People or 
Church •, for if he had any Defign to hinder fuch, whom 
the Almighty fhould concern, then he muft have con- 
tradifted himfelf (where he (hews how they muft be- 
have chemfclvesin their Duty of Speaking or Praying) 
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1737. and he would likewife thereby have oppofed the Apoftle 
w>Sr^ Peter ^ who faid. Now is fulfilled the Pbopbecy of the 
Prophet Joel, that in the latter Days Sons and Daugb* 
ters fhould prophecy. So that it is clear and plain, 
thty who would limit or filence tbofe, who have a 
Gift from God to preach or pray in publick, from 
the Words of the Apoftle Paul^ they oppofe him to 
himfelf, and to the Apoftle Peter^ and alfo to the 
Prophet 7^^/. 
''oi' From Raway^ we went to Woodbridgey where we 

' '^^'' had a Meeting, and there I parted with my Fellow- 
i.iway. . travellers, havii>g a Concern (though much in the Crofs 
to my own Will) to go back in the Woods, to a 
Meeting about eight or nine Miles ofF; which Meeting 
was much to mine and their Satisfaftion, as divers of 
r'«»«y. them expreffcd. From this. Place I went to Stony- 
'"*'*• Brookj had a pretty large Meeting, confidering it was 
rainy, in the Time of the Meetings*s gathering. At this 
Place my Son in Law Ifaac Brown^ with feveral Friends, 
came to meet me, whom I was glad to fee, and went 
after Meeting with them to ^renton^ and next Day to 
vwwi. Brifioly it being their Third-day Meeting, which was 
■f'aHkfm large, and after Meeting went home to Frankfort, 
and there was lovingly received by my Wife and Fa- 
mily. In this Journey I was from home three Months 
and nine Days, had fifty five Meetings, and travelled 
by Land and Water above a thoufand Miles ; and I 
may truly fay, that therein I was favoured with the 
divine Prefcnce and Grace of God by Chriftin a good 
Degree, and alfo with the Fellowlhipof many (incerc 
Believers in him, which in my Return caufcd my Soul 
to blefs his holy Name, who lives for ever. 

In the 6th Month, after having had divers Meet- 

^^H ings at and about home, I went to Derby^ Cbefler and 

lewc^fiie. Ucwcaftle^ having Meetings at each Place, which was 

to the tendering of fome mournful Souls, and to the 

comforting and ftrengthening them. ^ vom Newca/ile 

'fmdkiik ^ feirricd over Delaware River to Pcnnfneck^ where I 

had 
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had a Meeting, at which were federal that had never 1737- 
been at any of our Meetings before,, who went away w^'V^ 
well fatisficd. From thence I went to Salem Monthly- saum. 
meeting, which was very large, and thence to Cohanfy Cob^nfy, 
to the Third-day Meeting, andftaid till ncxl/Firft-day 
Meeting, which (though fmalJ, by reafon of rainy, 
ftormy Weather) was a very precious Meeting. After 
I negotiated fome Affairs at Cobanfy^ I returned 
to Salem^ where I met with my Fellow-traveller ^,/^^. 
Elijah CollinSj of Bofton^ with whom I went on to 
Philadelphia^ and from thence home, having much 
Satisfaftion in this Journey, in which I had nine Meet- p^iV/fi^^. 
ings, and travelled about 150 Miles. I cannot beij*^- ^ 
clear in my Mind without faying, that I did not, ngr 
do not fludy what I preach to the People, nor did I, or 
do I receive any Pay or natural Confideration for 
Preaching, it being, as I really believe, contrary to 
the Dodrine of Chrift, and his Apoflles and Difciples. 
This Fall I vifited fevcral of the Meetings of Friends 
in Bucks County, and the Meetings in and about home, 
as at Frankfort^ Philadelphia^ 4bington^ Byberry and ^'«^''*'«j 
German-town. ' In thfe Ninth Month I was appointed, 
with feveral other Friends, by our Monthly-meeting, 
to vifit the Families of Friends in Philadelphia ; my 
Lot was to vifit the upper Part of the City, in Com- 
pany with Pbebe Morris^ Hannah Parrock^ and Daniel 
Stanton \ in which Service we were of one Heart and 
Mind, and we performed the faid Service in pure Self- • 
denial, and in the Crofs of our holy Lord Jefus Chriflj 
and wonderful it was., how the Prefcnce and Good-*^ 
nefs of God went with us from Honfe to Houfe, and 
opened the States and Conditions of the Families to us, 
to the tendering of many Hearts, both of Parents, and 
of their Children. We vifited about forty Families of 
our Friends, and the Winter fetting in, and I being but 
weakly, having had a Iharp Spell of the Fever, we, by 
Confent, were willing to defer the Conclufion of this 
Work, until longer Days, and warmer Weather, 
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.17:^7. In this Month I was fent to, in order to be at the 
f^/''K> Burial of the Wife of Richard Smithy junior ; She was 
Bmrit^ron. ^ virtuous Woman, and well beloved, at whofe Fu- 
neral were many of her Neighbours and Friends : It wai 
a very folemn Time, in which Meeting, it was defired 
that thofe who had loft their Parencs would Jive fo, 
that they might not be a Dilhonour to them ; for it 
was obferved of fome Children, after their Parents were 
dead, they grew worfc than when they were alive, 
taking undue Liberties, which their Fathers and Ma- 
thers could not have allowed of, which was a fore 
Grief, and Trouble to their Friends, and fuch as wiflied 
them well j therefore they were exhorted not to do that 
now, when their Parents were dead, which they would 
not have done, if they were living, which would be 
heavy on them, and tend to bring a Blaft on them 
in this World ; and they were defired to confider, 
bow they would anfwer it in the World to come. 

It was alfo obferved, that fometimes the Death of Pa-f 
rents had a good EfFe6t on divers fober young People, 
they being thereby led more feriouQy to think on their 
own Mortality, and to confider the great Lofs of their 
careful and religious Fathers and Mothers, and the 
good Example and Counfel they gave them. This 
Meeting concluded with a folid weighty Frame of Mind 
in many. From Burlington I went to Mount-Holly^ 
had a large Meeting at the Meeting- houfe, and another 
^f^' in the Evening at Mount-Holly Town, at the Houfc of 
Thomas Shinn^% both which were open Meetings, and 
divers People, not of our Profeflion, were there, who 
were well fatisfied therewith. From Mount- Holly I 
Jwyznm, went to Evejham and Chefter^ as alfo to Haddonfieldj at 
)addon* all which Places I had large Meetings, and then I went 
'whn^ton. ^^^^ again to Burlington^ and was at thejr Fifth-day 
* Meeting. From Burlington I went with Richard Smithy 
Caleb Raper^ and Jonathan fFright^ to vifit a Friend 
who was fick, after which the faid Friends accompa- 
nied me to the Ferry ; after I was over the Ferry I 
fenkfwu rode home, wher? I found my Family weH, for which 

I was 
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I was thankful. In the fore Part of the Tenth Month 173; 
our worthy Friend, John Fothergill^ failed in the Bri- ^-^^ 

fan tine Jofepb^ Ralph Loftus Mafter, for Barbadoes^ 
e having made a third Vifit to America from Europe 
on a religious Account. His Vifit was acceptable and 
fcrviceable, and we parted in great Love and Tender- 
nefs ; the Night before, about the eleventh Hour 
was an Earthquake^ which wis the greatefl: known in 
this Province, the whole City of Philadelphia being 
fhaken, and mod Part of the adjacent Provinces, 
though little or no Damage done thereby, which fliews 
the abundant Mercy of a merciful Grod ; as alfo, if it 
were the Pleafure of his Will, how foon he can lay 
Cities and Countries wafte and defolate, and bury 
Thoufands in a Moment ; but nocwithftanding this 
mighty Power of the eternal Jehovah, Oh how hard 
are the Peoples Hearts, and how they hate to be re- 
formed, and how unconcerned are the Inhabitants of 
the Land about their eternal Peace and Well-being! 
This is really lamentable : Oh ! how do Earthly-mind- 
cdneft, Pride, Covetoufnefs, and Drunkennefs, abound, 
with many other Evils, which were fcarcely known 
amongft the firft Settlers of this peaceful, and now 
plentiful Land of Penfyhania. 

The 26th of the Twelfth Month (being the firft Day 
of the Week) was buried at Merion^ Edward Jones j j^.^ 
aged about Ninety-two Years, he was one of the firft 
Settlers of Penfyhania, and was a Man much given 
to Hofpitality, a Lover of good and virtuous People, 
and was likewife beloved by them. There were many 
Hundreds of People at his Funeral. I had a Concern 
to be at this Meeting before I left my Place at Frank- 
fort^ and before I heard of this Friend's Deceafe. 

The Beginning of the Firft Month (being the fifth 
, of the Week) I was fent to, in order to beat the Bu- 
rial of Hannabj the Wife of John Mickle^ at Ne'vjtown . 
in JVeJi'Jjerfey : My Kinfman, Daniel Sianton^ was 
with me at this Burial : It was a fojid, Heart-melting 
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jjj] Time, my Heart was broken into Tendcrnefs with 

V%* many others. This deceafed Friend was much be- 1 
loved by her Friends and Neighbours, and there ¥ras 
much Mourning among her Relations at her Grav^, a- 
mongwhom (he will be greatly miffed. The People 
were defired eafneftly to prepare for their latter End, 
and final Change, and that, as we had all Reafon to 
hope it was well with otir deceafed Friend, we might 
likewife have a well grounded Hope that it would be 
well with ourfelvesji. when we came to put off" our 
Mortality, and put on Immortality. The Meeting 
ended with fervent Supplication for our future Well- 
doing and Well-being both here and hereafter, and 
Praife to the moft High, who is alone worthy for 
ever more. 

adci* As foon as I returned to Pbiladelfbia^ on the Sixths 
day of the Week I heard of the Death of Jojepb Kirk- 
hride^ at Ifrael Pembertotfs^ who told me, I was defired 
to be at his Burial, He, his Son, and William Logan^ 
accompanied me as far as Samuel Buntings that After- 
noon, with which Journey I was exceedingly tired, to 
that I could hardly ftand or go when I alighted off my 
Horfe^^but being ref refhed with a good Night's Refl, I 
went in the Morning to the Houfe of my deceafed 
Friend. There was a Multitude of People at the 
Burial, among whom we had a good Opportunity to 
invite them to lay hold of Truth and Righteoufnefs, 
and prepare for another World, They were reminded, 
that neither natural Wifdom, nor Riches, Youth nor 
Strength, Crowns nor Scepters, would, nor could fe- 
cure them from the Stroke of Death, floberl Jordan 
was at this Meeting, and had good Service therein ; 
it concluded in Supplication for the Widow and Fa- 
fherlefs, and for Mankind univerfally. Firft-day being 

Weton. the fourth of the Firfl Month, I was at Middleton Meet- 
ing, in Company with Thomas Brown^ wherein the Divi- 
nity of Chrift, and his being made Flefh, born of a 
Virgin, crucified, dc^d and buried, apd his ^eing raided 
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^ from the Dead by the divine Power, was largely opened i yyu 
• to the People, and that the fame Power muft be wit- t^S?N 
' Deffed to reform our Lives, and give us the true faving 
Faith and Knowledge of God the Father, and Chrift 
the Son, and oT the holy Ghoft. 

This Month, at our General Sping- meeting, I ac- 
quainted Friends, that I had a Defire once more to fee 
my Friends in ^ir^i«/^, Maryland^ and' Norfb-Carolinay 
if Health and Strength did permit, and divine Providence 
favoured, I not having yet fully recovered my former 
Health and Strength, to which the Meeting confented. 

The latter End of the Firfl Month I was at the Bu- jyo^: 
rial of Ro^tft Wvan^ of North-fVales -, he was upwards ^.J4^ 
of Fourfcorc Years of Age, and one of the firft Settlers ^^f*" 
there. A Man who lived and died in the Love of 
God and his Neighbours, of whom, T believe it might 
be truly faid, as our Saviour faid of Natbaneal\ Behold 
an Ifraelite indeed^ in whom there is no Guile. He was 
a Minifter of Chrift, full of divinp and religious Mat- 
ter. In this Month I was at Fairbill^ at a Meeting 
appointed for Ruth Courtney^ and Sufannab Hudfon^ 
who were on a religious Vifit from Ireland^ to Friends 
in this and the adjacent Provinces ; it was a ^^ood 
Meeting, the Friends ipeaking to the State thereof. 

The Beginning of the Second Month, I went over 
Delazvare, and fo to Cohanjy, intending home hdorec^ian^ 
I ftc out for my Journey to the Southward; but my 
Affairs not anfwering to come home, and afterwards 
to reach the .Yearly-meeting of Friends at Weft River^ 
the which I propofed to our General-meeting ; I now 
■wrote to my Wife and Family, that I intended to pro- 
ceed to fVeft-River Meeting, it faving me much Time 
^nd Riding, and after having been Ht feveral Meet- 
ings at Cohanfj, and at the Yearly-meeting at Salens saiem, Uc 
and at a Meeting at Piles^Grcve ; being accompanied 
by a Friend of Sdlem^ I proceeded and went over Dela- 
ware River, and firft had a Meeting at George^s Creek, 
apd frpm tficnce to the Head o( Safafras Riy^r^ where ^'^^''^^ 

we 
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1738. we had a Meeting, but by reafon of the wet Weather 
^y^V"^ it was but fmall ; thence we travelled to Cecil Meeting, 
^^^' and fo on to Chejler^ where we had a Meeting on Firft- 
day, then to ^een Anr^% County, and back from 
Il&f».f#ii». thence to Newtown^ on Cbefter River, at which Town 
we had a large fatisfaftory Meeting, in which is was 
ihewn, that no good Chriftian might or could break 
the moral Part oUhe Law^ for it (faith the Apoftle) is 
a Scboolmafter to bring to Cbrift^ and that thofe who 
come to the Gofpcl of Chrift, can in no wife break the 
leaft Commandment of God. A% for Example, the 
Law faith, thoujhalt not forfwear tbyfelf^ but if a Man 
(according to Chrift's Gofpel) /wears Hot at ally then 
that Man cannot forfwear himfelf. Again, the Law 
faith, Tbou Jhalt hove thy Neighbour- and hate thine 
Enemy \ but Chrift fays. Love your Enemies '^ the 
which if we do, there is no doubt but we (hall tovc 
our Neighbours. Again, the Laws fays, 9'hou Jhalt 
not Commit Adultery ; but if according to the Do6trine 
and Gofpel of Chrift, a Man doth not look on a Wo- 
man with a luftful Eye, there is no Danger of com- 
mitting Adultery with her, fcfr. Thofe Things were 
largely fpoke to and opened in the Meeting, and the 
People (there being many not of our Society) were 
very attentive and fober, and the good Hand of the 
• Almighty was amongft us in this Meeting, From 
Cbefler River, we croffed ChefapeakBay^ to the Yearly- 
r. meeting at W'eft- River ^ with Chejler Friends in William 
Jhomas^s Boat, and fent our Horfes over by Kent-ljland 
to Wejl-River^ where we met with our Friends Michael 
Lightjootj Elizabeth Wyatj and Grace Mafon^ with di- 
vers others {Elizabeth and Grace^ being on their Re- 
turn from a religious Vifit to North-Carolina and Vir- 
ginia:) We all being far from home, and well acquaint- 
ed, were glad to fee one another, being thankful to 
the Almighty, who had been pleafed to preferve us 
fo far on our Way. After the Meeting was ended at 
WeJi-RSmer^ taking Leave in the Love of Chrift of di- 
vers 
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▼ers Friends, with Hearts full of Love, and Eyes full of i73?. 
Tears, as never expefting to fee one another again. I wOTN 
with my Companion and Armiger trotter (yiho came up 
with the Friends from Vir^inia^ to Weft-River) fet 
out for Virginia^ and having pafled over Patuxeht ^j^^^» 
River, bad a Meeting among the Family of the Plum- fotiiuO^ 
mrs^ one of whom, with another Friend, accom- 
panied us to the River Potomack ; we rode as near 
as we could compute it fixty Miles that Day, I being 
heavy and aged, and the Weather hot, was very much 
tired, and laid down in my Clothes all Night, and the 
next Morning ferried over the River Potomack^ com- 
puted about three Miles over, and parted with our 
Guides. When over this River, we travelled about fif- 
teen Miles to William Duff's, had a Meeting there, and 
from thence to a Meeting of Friends at John Cbeagld^^^ 
and fo on to Black-Creek, had a Meeting there, and j^^^^j^^ 
then went to the Monthly-meeting of Friends on the Cw*- 
Weft-fide of James-River, and fo to William LaS^%^ 
after which we went to the Monthly-meeting of Friends 
lat Nanfemond River, and from thence to Carolina, and iv^JiSl**^ 
on a Firft-day had a large Meeting at a new Meeting- c^^Hm^ 
houfe built to accommodate the Yearly-meeting ; it 
was a good folid Meeting, and there the Friends ap*- 
pointed for us the Meetings following. Third-day of 
the Week, being the 13th of the Fourth Month, at^^- 
/epb Barrow's, Fouth-day at Jacob Butler^s, Fifth- 
day at Samuel Newby\ Sixth-diy and Firft-day at 
the Upper-meeting- houie at Lil lie-River, and Third- 
day at the Lower-mcecing-houfe on (aid River, and 
Fouth-day at Pofpotanck^ and Fifth-day at Amos True- 
blood\ up Pofpotanck' River, and then we went to the Rivcir 
Quarterly-meeting for Friends in North- Carolina^ which 
was very large ; the People were exhorted to overcome 
Sin as Chrift overcame, that they might fit with him 
in his Kingdom, as he overcame, and is fit down in 
the Kingdom of God his Father ; that Subjedl was 
largely fpoken to that Day, and we had a good Op- 
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73s. portunlty with the People, and the great Nane of I 
'V^i^ God was exalted over all. After this Quarterly^mcet- 1 
ing, we had a ^eeting at Jamts fyilfon\ in the £dr« I 
rens^ which was a large, good and open Meetings I 
in the Conclufion thereof, I told them. That I cane I 
among chem in great Love (tho* in " Crofs to my I 
own Will, with refpeA to my Age, ana the Heatrf I 
Weather) b^ing willing to fee them, in that Fro- I 
▼ince, once more, before I left the World ; and, as I I 
came in Love, fo I parted with them ; defiring them, I 
to dwell in Love and Peace, and then the God of 1 
Love would be with them. 
From Carolina we travelled into Virpnia (Zacbarii ' 
mfimfmi, JJick/on accompanying us) and had a Meeting at the 
Widow Newbysy and from thence had a Meeting at 
Nanfimund^ and fo to the Branchy where we had^t 
very large Meeting ; many People were there not of 
our Society, <and were very attentive and fober ; and 
next Day, being the Second -day of the Week, we had 
wMf*8. a fatisfadory Meeting z\ Bennetts-Creek^ and thence 
JJ*^ to Cbuckatucky and fo onto Rafper-Neck^ and then to 
e», u$* Pagan-Creeky thence into Surr^ County to Samuel Se- 
?/iL &c. breWs^ and thence to Robert Honicut% had a N'feet- 
r^hia. ' ing there, then to Curias up James-River^ to Thomas 
and John Pleafant\ had a Meeting there on a Firft- 
day, and then to the Swamp and Cedar-Creek^ and fo 
on to John Cbeagle^s. We came to John Cbeagl^s the 
20th of the Fifth Month, being the fifth of the Week, 
and being unwilling to be idle on Sixth and Seventh 
Days (intending to have a Meeting at his Houfe on 
Firft-day) I alkcd John if he could tell where we could 
have a Meeting on Sixth and Seventh-day ? And he 
faid Tes, be could. And he appointed one about 
three Miles off his Hpufe, and another fix Miles 
off; at which Places we had good Service ; and 
then had a very large Meeting at his Houfe on Firft- 
day, which was, I hope, to pretty general Satisfac- 
tion, to the religious Part of the People. From thence 
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^■e travelled to William Buffos {Jobn^ and another 1738. 
-V Friend, going with us) and had a Meeting at their v^\^ 
I^. Meeting-houfc, and afterwards William went with us 
!^. over Pciomack River, as far as Pifcataway in Mary- 
^^l4ind% this River is computed to be near four Miles u%^** 
J.* over, and, when about the Middle, there was a large ^^ft^^. 
^ Swell in the River, fo that our Horfcs could not ftand^ *'^ 
\ and the Motion of the Boat made them fall down, 
^^, and the Boat having much Water in it, being very 
^ kafcy, Ihe was near overfetting ; they in the Boat 
^ were in fome Concern and Confternation, faying, when 
■" -we came to the Shore, that they did not remember 
they were ever before in the like Danger; and I ap- 
prehendN we were in Danger, and if the Boat had 
overfet, in all Likelihood, we might all have been 
drowned ; and I then thought I was in the Service of 
Chrift, my great Maftcr; and I alfo knew, I muft 
die, and I thought I might as well die in his Service 
as my own > fo I gave up my Life for Chrift*s Sake, and 
lie gave it to me again.

After this Meeting 
we went to Gerard Hopkins'%^ and from thence to Pa- fampfiK 
tapfcoj had a large Meeting, the Houfe being full be- 
fore the Friends came, fo that they were hard fet to 
get in ; to me it was a good, feafonable Opportunity, 
as was our next in the Foreji of Gunpowder River ; ^^*^ 
where Friends have built a new Meeting-houfe, which, 
at this Time, could not contain the People: From 
Gunpowder River, we went to Bujh River, had a good, ^f^"- 
open Meeting, and one at Deer Creek, and fo over Crrrfc

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' At Wefi'NotHngbamj I parted with my Companioili 
he having about a Day's Travel home. I had two 
2=^^' Meetings on Firft-day at the great Mceting-houfe at 
''*^' JVeft 'Nottingham^ which were very large, and Friends 
glad to fee me once more : And after having Meetings 
OrHihu *^ Cbrifitne Bridge^ WUmitigtony Center^ and Kenneth 
ffftenif.' went to the Quarterly-meeting of Minifters at Con^ 
•Swwr&c/^^^' and was there Firft and Second-day, and Third- 
^^ * day at Dcrby^ all which were very large Meetings, 
and Friends were fatisfied and comforted, and I wa^ en- 
couraged in the Work and Service of the Gofpel of Chrift. 
j^^ From Derby 1 went home, having been abroad about 
^0mv^. four Months, and rode, by Computation, above ele* 
ven hundred Miles, and at about feventy Meetings. 

While I was on this Journey, I had an Account of 
the Death of my dear and only Brother, George Cbalk* 
ley^ a religious, prudent Man ; he died the 24th of 
the Ninth Month 1737, near the feventieth Year 
!of his Age, and left behind him a mournful Widow 
and four Daughters, all virtuous Women. 

When in Virginia^ I wrote to thofe of our Society 
at Opeckon, Sbannadore^ &c. many of whom went out 
of our Province, to fettle in the Government of Vir- 
gima^ to the following Effect, viz.

* Firjiy I defire that you be very careful (being far., 
and back Inhabitants) to keep a friendly Correfpon- 
dencc with the native Indians^ giving them no Oc- 
cafion of Offences they being a cruel and mcrcilcfs 
Enemy, where they think they are wrong'd or de- 
frauded of their Right, as woful Experience hath 
taught, in Carolina^ Virgintai and Maryland^ and 
cfpccially, in New-England^ 8ec. And, 

* Secondlyy As Nature hath given them, and their 
Fore-fathers, the PolTeflion of this Continent of Jme^ 
rica (or this Wildernefs) they have a natural Right 
thereto in Juft ice and Equity s and no People, accord- 
ing to the Law of Nature and Juftice, and our own 
Principle, which is according to the glorious Gofpcl 
of our dear and holy Lord Jefus Chrift, ought to 
take away, or fettle,, on other Mens Lands or Rights^ 
without Confcnt, or purchafing the fame, by Agree-* 
ment of the Parties concerned; which, I fuppofe, in 
your Cafe is not yet done. 

* Thirdly^ Therefore my Counfel and Chriftian Ad-* 
vice to you is (my dear Friends) That the moft 
reputable among you, do, with Speed, endeavour 
to agree with and purchafe your Lands of the native 
Indians or Inhabitants : Take Example of our wor- 
thy and honourable late Proprietor, William Penn 1 
who, by his wife and religious Care, in that Rela- 
tion, hath fettled a lafling Peace and Commerce with 
the Natives, and, through his prudent Manage- 
ment therein, hath been Inftrumental to plant in 
Peace, one of the moft fiourifhing Provinces in the 
World. ^ . 
^ Fourthly^ And who would run the Rifque of the 
Lives of their Wives and Children, tor the fparing a 
little Coft and Pains? I am concerned to Jay thofe 
Things before you, under an uncommon Exercife of 
Mind, that your new and flcurilhing, little Settle- 
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•inent, might not be laid wafte, and (if the ProTi- 
dencc of the Almighty doth not intervene) fome of 
the Blood of yourfclves. Wives or Children, be flicd 
and fpilt on the Ground. 

« Fiftbly^ Confider you are in the Province of Fir* 
ginia^ holding what Rights you have under that Go- 
vernment ; and the Virginians have made an Agree- 
ment with the Natives, to go as far as the Moun- 
tains, but no farther ; and you are over and beyond 
the Mountains, therefore out of that Agreement ; 
by which you lie open to the Infults and Incurfions 
of the Southern Indians^ who have deftroyed many 
of the Inhabitants oi Carolina and Virginia^ and even 
now have deftroyed more on the like Occafion, 
[The Englifli going deyond the Bounds of their Agrees 
mtnU Eleven of them were killed by the Indians ivbiU 
we were travelling in Virginia.] 

* Sixthly^ If you believe yourfelves to be within the 
Bounds of William Penrfs Patent from King Charles 
the Second, which will be hard for you to prove, you 
being far to the fouthward of his Line 5 yet, if done, 
that is of no Confideration with the Indians^ without 
a Purchafe of them; except you will go about to 
convince them by Fire and Sword, contrary to our 
Principles ; and if that were done, they would ever 
be implacable Enemies, and the Land would never 
be enjoyed in Peace. 

* Seventhly^ Pleafe to note, that in Penjylvania no 
new Settlements iare made, without an Agreement 
with the' Natives; as witnefs, Lancafter County, 
lately fettled ; though that is"far within the Grant of 
William Pennh Patent from l^m^Charles the Second; 
wherefore you lie open to Infurredtions of the North- 
ern as well as Southern Indians. 

* And, Lajllyy Thus ha ving'fhewn my Good-will to 
you, and to your new little Settlement, that you 
might fit every one under your own fhady Tree, 
where none might make you afraid» and chat you I

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■ might profpcr naturally and fpin'tuaily, you and 173?! 
' your Children 1 and having a little cafed my Mind "

After my Retorn from this Journey, I ftay'd much 
at home that Wintcfi Travelling now beinghard for mc, 
fo that I could not perform long Journeys as formerly, 
being more broken in the long and hard Travelling in 
this Journey, than in divers Years before. 

In the Year 1739, I took fcveral fliort or lelTer 17391 
Journeys, and had many Meetings in divers Places, as -.^^^^r^ 
in Salem and Burlington Counties, in lyeji-jerj'e'}, and^"'^"''' 
Philadelphia, Chejier and Bucks Counties, in Penjylva- 
tiia ; having many large and comtorCafalc Meetings, 
and fome facisfaftory Service in divers of them. 

This Year the War broke out between Great-Bri- 
tain and Spain ; the Spaniards giving great Occafion 
of Offence to the Briii/h Nation ; notwithftanding 
which. King George the Second fought to accommodate 
Matters peaceably i but the Crown ot Spain nor com- 
plying with the Terms agreed on for an Accommoda- 
tion, therefore War was ^rof/^i/Mfii i which occaiioned 
much Difturbance and Diftradion in our little peace- 
able Province and Government •, War being deftrudtivi 
10 Life, Health and Trade, the Peace and Profperity 
of the People, and abfolucely againit the Doftrine and 
Praiiice of the Prince of Life and Peace, our Lord and 
Saviopr Jefus Chrift ; a great Concern came on my 
Mind to promote his Doflrine -, in order to which I 
was largely concerned to treat thereof in or at the Ge- 
neral Spring-meeting at Philadelphia ; with which Ser- 
vice divers wife and pious People were well fatisfied, 
though fome were offended,

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divers others, truly thankful to God the Father, and 1740 
Chrift, my Lord and Saviour. w-w^ 

From Newcaftle I went to Wilmtngloti, had a MeetAB';/m/;tf- 
jng there, and from thence to Newark to the Marriage '^^^^ki- 
of Alexander Sealon ; the Meeting was uncommonTy 
lame, and 10 general Satisfadion. 

From Newark I went back to f^tlmiuglon, and from 
thence to the Center Momhly-meecing, and fo on to c^Mer. 
Kennet, where was a very large Meeting : Here divers, Knnti. 
•who had profefled among us, refrained coming to the 
Publick Meetings for divine Worfliip ; with whom, 
next Day, we had a Meeting, wherein the evil Confc- 
qucnce of forfaking the aflembiing ourfclves together 
was fpokc to, and that it would be a great Hurt to the 
young and rifing Generation, and thcmfelves alfo 1 be- 
ing a bad Example to them, and contrary to the Ad- 
vice and Counfel of the holy Apoif ie, Not to forfake 
the aJfemhUng ef ourfel-ves to^ethery as the Manner cf 
fome is. 

From Kennet J went 10 Concord to the Burial aiCinieri, 
Benjamin Mendinhail, where we had a large and folid 
Meeting, feveral lively Tcftimonies being born there- 
in : This Friend was a worthy Elder, and a fer- 
viceable Man in our Society, and one of the firft or 
early Settlers in Penjyhania ; A Man given co Hof- 
pitality, and a good Example to his Family, and 
hath ieit divers hopeful Children furviving him. 

The Night before this Meeting 1 lodged at the 
Widow Ciipin'i, whofe Hufband, Jofefb Gilpin^ was 
Jately deccafed ; there was true Chriftian Love and 
Friendfhip between us for above filty Years. When 
firft I faw Jofeph in Fenfyhania, he lived in a Cave 
in the Earth, where we enjoyed each others Conjy 
pany in the Love and Fear of God. This Frien^' 
had fifteen Children, whom he lived to fee broughl; 
lip to the States of Men and Women, and all but 
«ffO married well, and to his Mind.

Hip badly, oi which Hiiri I did not recover for above 
half a Year. 

This Meeting was very large, and though I wai 
outwardly in Mifery and Pain, yet in the Scnfe of the 
i.ovc and Goodnefs of God, and Grace of our Lord 
Jcfys ChrifV, \ was, with many others, much com* 
fortcd in Spirit. 
' From Burlington I travelled to Sbrewjhurj!, haviog 
feveral Mectingsby theWay ; as, at Borde/ilewn, Crtfi- 
iL-ich, Trevlon, &c. This Journey I rode in much 
Fain ; but the Satisfai5tion 1 had in Meetings through 
the Spirit and Power of the moft High, made Amends 
for all the Labour and Pain I underwent. I blefs the 
ti. ficred Name of God, and may 1 do it for ever ! I made 
what Hafte I could home, being in Pain with my Fali, 
and tarried at home moft of the Winter, which ' 
one of the longefi; and hardcfl known in thefe Ps 
by fome of the oldefl Livers here \ divers People b^ 
fiozen to Deaih in icveral Places, and many Sfa< 
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and Cattle periihing, and much of the Winter Grain 174^ 
Jti/led wirh the Froft, fo thac there was fonie Appre- t ~ 
henfion of a Want of Bread ; all which I cook to be 
"Warnings of thejuft and righteous Judgments of God 
for the Ingratitude, Pride, and other Sins and Iniqui- 
ties of the People, ihewhichi was divers Times, and 
at divers Places, concerned to put them in Mind of. 
How well would it be if the People would lay the 
Judgments of the moft High to Heart ; and when 
hisjudgments are abroad in the Earth, chat the Inha- 
bitants would learn Kighteoufnefs ! 

After this Winter 1 was at a General -meeting at '74'*

in the Second Month I was under an inward and 
religious Engagement in my Mind to vifit the Meetings 
of Friends in Gloucejier and ScUem Counties, in ^ejl- 
Jerfey ; and the 1 9th of the faid Month I went over De-^ 
/aojarf River, and was at Haddonjield on a Firft D^iy, 
and Third-day at Cbejler, Fourth-day had a Meet- 
ing at the Houfe of jfofmb Fejter^ and Fifth-day at 
Evejham; from which Meeting I went to Jobit E- 
Jiaugh'a, Ebenezer Large and Samuel Jordan being wirh 
me. In the Morning we went to fVoodherry-Creek 
Meeting, and next Day down to Sakm, in order 
for the Yearly-meeting, which began on the 26th of 
the Second Month, and was an extraordinary folid 
Meeting, the divine Prefence and Glory being richly 
manifefled amonglt us.

He told mc, he hoped he had, and was willing to die- 
He was recommended to the Grace of God, and to 
keep in an humble Frame of Mind, and beg Mercy of, 
[he Almighty, for the Sake o( Chrift, for all his Sinst.i' 
While a Friend was praying by him, he was broken 
into Tendernefs. 

Here the aforefaid Friends parted from me; I crof- 
fing the River Delaware to Philadelphia, and fo home 
10 Frankfort. I was at ten Meetings in this Journey 
(befides the Yearly-meeting at Salem) and travelled 
about 150 Miles; but Traveiiing was painful to my 
Body 1 for I now more and more felt the EfFcfts of 
many old Falls and Bruifes, which much difabled and 
hurt me in Riding. 

In the Fourth Month I was at divers Meetings about 
or near home, as at Fair-hill, Germaa-linjn, and 
at a Meeting at Thomas Roberts's ; alfo was at fhila- f^ji^j^^ 
delpbia Meeting. In the Beginning of the Fifth /»«. 
Month, I vifited Friends Meetings at Derby, Mrri- ^['i'^ 
en, and Hxusrford j at the laft Place the Meeting sivtrf* 
was large, and very optn ; wherein the mighty Power 
ot God was exalted over all, and it was plainly nia- 
nitefted, that if there was any Virtue, or any good 
Gift or Genius in the Creature, it derived its Excellen- 
cy from the Creator ; and that Man, in his beft Capa- 
city, in either natural or fpiritual Attainments, hath 
no Caufe to boaft or glory in any Thing or Things, 
which he, as an Inftrument in the divine Hand, might 
help to do or perform; wherefore we ought to hum- 
ble ourfclves under the mighty Hand of God, attribu- 
ting no Glory to Self, or the Creature ; but all Giory 
and Praife to the Creator, who is in and over all blelled 
forever.

tlic Month, I was ac Moioil- Holly, at the Burial of out 
antient Friend, Refiored Lippincoal : He was, as I an* 
derftood, near a,n hundred Years of Age, and had 
upwards of 200 Children, Grandchildren, and Great 
Grand Children, nnany ot whom were at his Funcra]| 
the Meeting was large, and thought to be a ftrviceable 
Meeting by divers. After this Meeting, I went wick 
a few choice Friends to vifit Sufannah Fearon^ wh» 
bad been long ill ; in which Vific we were favoured 
with the divine Prefence and Goodnefs of the moft 
Htghi for which we returned him Thanks 
Praife. After which we went to Burlington, and ncjq 
Day had a Meeting, which was an acceptable Oppof* 
[unity to many. 

Next Firft-day, being the 27th of the Montli, ■ 
had a good, folid Meeting at 'Trenton ; from thence | 
went, with divers Friends to Briflol, and fo home 1 
Frankfort ; and was thankful to the Almighty for the 
Grace which he was pleafed to beftow upon me, 
poor Worm; and that, confidering the extreatn Heat, 
I had my Health better than ufual. After coming 
home, I vifited divers Meetings at Philadelpbia, Had- 
donjield^ Frankfort, &c. 

In the Sixth Month there was a great Mortality m 
PhiUdHpbia^ and many were taken away; on a Fifth- 
day, I was concerned to put the People in Mind of it- 
and of their own Mortality, and exhorted them td 
prepare for it, they not knowing wliofe Turn it might. 
be next, nor the Hour when Death might come tO' 
their own Habitations -, and was concerned, in the fame 
feature, at feveral large Burials ; in the Meeting as 
'P),'ilads!j>bia, they were told, It was better to fall 
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into rhe Hands of the Lord, than into the Hands of 
Men -, and that fince we had been fettled in this Pro- I 
vJnce of PertfylvaMta, we were prefcrved from the 
Hands of Men V there having never been an Enefny in 
it, in a Warlike Way -. our Dependance being on Pro- 
vidence, and our Principle againft War, and againft 
fpilling of human Blood by Wars and Fighting, ac^ 
cording to the Doctrine of Chrifl:, the peaceable Savi-J 
our; wherefore I believe the Hand of God was mani-J 
ftfted in preferving us in Peace: Yet I would not be 
underftood to be againft the Magiftrates exercifing the 
Power committed to them, according to juft Law -. 
but national Wars, woful Experience teacheth, arc de- 
ftruftive to the peaceable Religion of Jefus, to Trade, 
V/ealth, Health and Happinefs. Our dear Lord 
preached Peace to the People, and againft Wars-, tell- 
ing his Followers, That they muft love and pray jor their 
Enemies, and rather take a Stroke or a Blow^ than give 
one i and that they Jhouldnot refifl Evil; which peace- 
able Doftrine of Chrift, the Jrm could no: away 
with i no, no, by no Means ; O, fay they, Jf we let 
this Man alone, the Romans will coTne and take away 
cur Place and Nation : Juft as the People now fay in 
this Province, among and to thofe peaceable Men, 
■who, for the Sake of Chrift and his Do6lrine, cannot

being the Fitth-day of the Week, we had a large, fa- 
lisfaftory Meeting, at which were many People, di- 
vers of them not of our Profeffion, and I think, the 
good Hand ot the X^ordwas with us. I was concern- 
ed in this Meeting to Ihew, That the laft Difpenfation 
of God to Mankind in and through his dear Son, was 
St fpiritual Difpenfation ; a Difpenfation of pure, di- 
vine Love, which is to ]aft and be with the true Be- 
lievers in Chrift forever, according to his own Dodtrine 
in the New-Tefl:ament. 

On the Firft-day of the Week, and the 1 8th of the 
Month, we had another Meeting larger than the ior-
